SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I would like to move 
House Bill 144 Ought to Pass with Amendment. House Bill 144 is the 
bill which normally constitutes House Bill 1 of the state budget. Over 
the last two months or so, the Senate Finance Committee dug into the 
state budget. We heard from all of our state’s departments, advocacy 
organizations and citizens of our state. I’ve worked to include members 
of the House throughout the process along with my Senate colleagues. 
My door was open during these last two months and I was always avail- 
able to discuss concerns and questions. I am grateful for those who chose 
to participate and believe that we need all voices to make sure this is a 
budget that works for the state of New Hampshire. The process provided 
us with a budget that is before the Senate today. What we've developed is 
a budget that serves the citizens in New Hampshire, but lives according 
to our means, I believe we have achieved an appropriate balance between 
the two and have done a lot to get ourselves to this point. For instance: 
the budget only grows general fund spending by 1.4 percent in the first 
year, and 1.1 percent in the second year. It does not raise taxes or have 
new fees. It leaves $100 million in the rainy day fund, which by the way 
we've grown from only 9 million before the current budget. This puts the 
state on a responsible path to greater financial stability. I commend the 
Senate Finance Committee for choosing to put money away when times 
are good, so that when the economy faces a downturn we are prepared 
to deal with it in a responsible way. This is responsible budgeting, it is 
also responsible governing. We also included 1.5 million in additional 
funding to promote travel and tourism in New Hampshire. Tourism is 
one of our state’s largest and most important industries, and by promot- 
ing travel in our state, we support small, family owned businesses that 
rely on tourists while also bringing in more tax revenue to benefit our 
communities, On the other hand, over 40 percent of this budget is used 
toward major issues that we need to address pertaining to health and 
social services. And it is particularly in these areas that members from 
both parties were able to find a lot of common ground. We know that 
we need to stem the tide on the heroin and opioid crisis and Gover- 
nor Sununu has made it clear that ending the heroin and opioid crisis 
continues to be a top priority of his. We realize that substance abuse 
among our young people is also a prevalent concern. Governor Sununu 
deserves acknowledgement for his leadership in bringing a responsible 
plan forward to create a drug and alcohol treatment center for youth by 
redeveloping sections of the Sununu Youth Services Center. By repurpos- 
ing the wing of the Sununu Center to treat young substance users we 
have the opportunity to help these young people obtain the substance 
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abuse treatment they need, and perhaps break that cycle early on. We 
also doubled the funding of the Governor’s Commission on Alcohol and 
Substance Abuse, Prevention, Treatment and Recovery and provided 
a $23 million increase to the Bureau of Drug and Alcohol. This budget 
adds sixty beds in a fourth rapid response mobile crisis unit to address 
the growing need for mental health services, which is a great first step 
to ensure that these citizens have the care that they need. It also in- 
creases the funding for community support services for families with 
a disabled child, providing the state with a more responsive model to 
address funding needs beyond the budget. We’ve also addressed issues 
surrounding retiree health care by ensuring men and women of age 
sixty-eight or older will not be asked to pay an increase for their premi- 
ums, which many would not be able to afford. We increased funding for 
charter schools on a per pupil basis providing the resources these public 
schools need to provide a good education for our students. This budget 
also increases funding for the community college system by $7.3 mil- 
lion over the biennium to a total of $96 million. It funds the university 
system at $162 million for the biennium. We shared some of the same 
top priorities as Governor Sununu, providing scholarships to reduce the 
debt taken on by New Hampshire students, so that they are more likely 
to stay in New Hampshire, work in good jobs that are available here and 
raise their family. This budget adds $10 million over the biennium for 
scholarships for New Hampshire high school graduates to attend any 
college or university in the state. These scholarships are given directly 
to the students, not to the university system or the community college 
system. These are just some of the positive steps we have taken in the 
budget and we believe the significant progress will help move our state 
forward. I thank everyone for their contributions during this process and 
hard work. And I hope you will join me in voting Ought to Pass with 
Amendment on House Bill 144. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President, members of the Senate. 
I had the opportunity to work on the budget with my friend, the Chairman 
from District 11, and other members of the Finance Committee. I will be 
remiss if I didn’t state for the record that the Chairman did an exceptional 
job of taking input and managing the process that produced this budget 
today. I don’t think there is a colleague that was on that committee that 
would disagree with that assessment. This budget was built using the 
Governor’s framework. We took into account many of the changes that 
were made by the House as well as amendments that were submitted by 
Representatives who weren’t on the House Finance Committee. We tried 
to listen to all voices. The final budget proposal that the committee has 
supported is fiscally responsible and it protects the Granite State taxpay- 
ers while ensuring that our institutions have the funds necessary to carry 
out their mission for the people and businesses of the state. Total spend 
in this ee i is less than the Governor’s proposal and it’s less than the 
proposal adopted by the House Finance Committee. The total spend on 
this budget is $11.831 billion; 4.935 billion comes from the general fund. 
As far as increases over the last budget going forward, we'll see 1.4 percent 
owth in fiscal year ‘18, 1.1 percent in fiscal year ‘19. Not one single tax or 
ee was raised to support this budget. We only spent what we were able to 
afford, being sure to care for our most needy citizens, we are living within 
our means, with a fiscally responsible budget that is good for the people 
of New Hampshire, good for our businesses, good for our institutions. I 
urge my colleagues to support this budget. Thank you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn.) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: Thank you, Mister President. I want to start by 
thanking the Chair of Finance and all the members for their hard work, 
and what we’re doing here today. It'll be a long and contentious day, does 
not diminish the respect we have for each other and the proper role that 
we're all playing to try to make New Hampshire the best place it can pos- 
sibly be. Mister President, budgets are more than a collection of numbers, 
they reveal our priorities, our values, and measure our basic decency and 
our innate sense of fairness. They also balance smart investments and 
moral obligations and tough choices, and while perfection is not possible, 
the best budgets, like the unanimous one that we passed four years ago, 
and the one we passed two years after a long contentious process, were 
all bipartisan, hard earned compromise that no one was fully satisfied. 
This budget does not remotely meet that test. It doesn’t adequately take 
care of the critical needs of our citizens or our state. This budget conceals 
a cynical cocktail of low ball revenues designed to cut necessary services 
and deny wise investments. It creates an artificial trumped up surpluses 
to sell the biggest Republican ruse of all: that slashing taxes for the rich 
will grow revenues, improve lives for poor middle class people, and our 
retirees. It’s a political budget that appeals to the wealthiest 1 percent 
of our state and the extreme 5 percent of the House of Representatives 
next door. People caught in this tightening vise of low ball revenues and 
big tax cuts squeeze out hope and opportunity from those that need it 
the most. We can and we must protect our most vulnerable children from 
violence, our most desirable from neglect, our most disabled from neglect, 
and serve to prevent and fight the heroin epidemic. We need to expand 
opportunity by improving education, developing our workforce, our fair- 
ness, and notion that those that are blessed with the most will carry more 
of the burden than those who have the least, and in an investment that 
will promote upward mobility not wealthy nobility. Budgets should be 
aspirational, Mister President, not self-congratulatory. All of us, Demo- 
crats and Republicans, cannot be graded on a curve. Our decisions have 
consequences all too clear from my vantage point in the North Country. 
I was at one of the facilities in our state that treats our most severely 
disabled children. The Senator from Keene was with us. And after that 
tour, looking in the eyes of some of the saddest cases of kids, I had to ask 
myself what kind of a community requires these facilities to have bake 
sales to pay for basic services for the severely disabled children. One of 
the hardest decisions that we need to make is to put politics aside. Two 
years ago my Democratic colleagues and I supported business tax cuts as 
a compromise to get necessary investments that we supported. We met 
privately, and we tried to create a pathway to compromise and I want to 
commend the Senator from Manchester, our Dean, and the Senator from 
Concord, for their patience and commitment to decorum in this process 
and their respect and desire for compromise. We are all still prepared to 
compromise, willing to work with you; we'll be offering a series of amend- 
ments today with the hope for compromise. And all of these amendments, 
all of these amendments are paid for by adopting the Governor’s original 
budget revenue estimates, ones that were called by the leadership, realistic 
and conservative, they’re all paid for. We can build a balanced reasonable 
budget today. Let’s do it. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator French.) 


SENATOR FRENCH: Thank you, Mister President. This budget is filled 
with much needed funding. I was pleased, as many of you, when the 
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Governor released his budget proposal which established the Governor’s 
scholarship fund, appropriating $5 million for New Hampshire stu- 
dents. This is an idea that many of us have been talking about for quite 
some time. This is a fund that will benefit New Hampshire students 
across the state. The Governor’s scholarship fund provides resources 
directly to New Hampshire’s students. These college students will have 
these funds; these funds will help in lowering their student loan debt, 
a burden that has become too great in many recent years. No student 
should be prevented from going to college because they cannot afford 
the cost, and this scholarship fund will do a lot along those ways. In 
addition to providing financial incentives to Granite State students to 
go to one of our in state institutions, it will improve the likelihood that 
they will stay in New Hampshire after they graduate. In a state with 
rising average age we need these students more than ever to stay here 
and fill the jobs that continue to go unfilled. This scholarship will al- 
low students who may not have other means to go to college to get a 
good education at one of New Hampshire’s many great higher education 
institutions. I fully support the Governor’s scholarship fund and encour- 
age my colleagues to join me in supporting this funding. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Ward.) 


SENATOR WARD: Thank you, Mister President. New Hampshire has 
made great strides this year in support of charter schools, and giving 
parents educational options for their children. This popularity of educa- 
tion choice, and specifically charter schools in New Hampshire, can be 
attributed to their great success. Charter schools are able to produce a 
quality education to students with a wide range of teaching methods. 
They give parents the opportunity to choose which type of education is 
best for their children. Every child deserves to have the education that 
most effectively meets their needs, and we must continue to invest in 
our children because they are the future of our great state. The budget 
that was supported by the Senate Finance Committee increases fund- 
ing by $250 per student in fiscal year ‘18 and increases it $375 in fiscal 
year ‘19 from its current levels. This increase will help to support pub- 
lic charter schools which have proven to create a competitive education 
environment within the public school districts. Every New Hampshire 
child has a right to an adequate public education, and that must include 
public charter schools which many New Hampshire parents are turning 
to as we have seen in Croydon and other smaller school districts that 
may not have adequate class sizes to serve each grade level. Thank you 
to the Senate Finance Committee for supporting this funding increase 
in the proposed budget and for all the hard work you did to get us to 
this point. I hope my colleagues will vote to support funding for public 
charter schools. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent I rise to speak against the amendment. I’ve been a member of this 
body for a long period of time, and I will say that the process was a fair 
one; it was well orchestrated by our Chair. People did have an opportu- 
nity to participate. I take pride in that as a member of this body. This 
document is the single most important thing we do as Senators. This is 
the only document that we work on that affects every person in the state 
of New Hampshire; the rich, the poor, the healthy, the unhealthy, those 
who are the neediest and those who have the most in terms of economic 
wealth. So we try to strike a responsive chord, and that responsive chord 
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begins with the development of the projections of the revenues that we 
will be able to spend over the course of the next two years. I have been 
involved in that process for the last twenty years, so I’ve spent twenty 
years of my life in this body, I’ve chaired the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee on a number of occasions, I’ve been Vice Chair on a number of oc- 
casions. The projections that we bring forward have a dramatic impact 
on what we do in terms of building this budget; very, very significant. 
In the last biennium, the projections brought forth by myself and the 
Senator from Concord were better than those that had been projected 
by Ways and Means, so at the Committee of Conference the Chair of 
our committee brought forward 55 million more dollars; 55 million more. 
That made the budget complete, and we voted and passed that budget. I 
only use that as a point of information and say this: the Senate has the 
best opportunity to look at revenue. We have the Governor’s proposal 
which took place in February. We have the House deliberations which 
continue through the month of March. We have the Senate sitting on 
revenues that come in in March, April, and May. The April revenues were 
very significant this year, because of the change in the federal tax law, 
which allowed people to file in April rather than in March, so the April 
revenues were so significant. Those April revenues were very good. Our 
business taxes have been coming in at a wonderful rate. I looked at the 
number today and we’re about $11.9 million ahead of plan, that’s as of 
today for this month, and this is a very slow month. So when you build 
a document, and remember it’s a very difficult task, you’re projecting 
two years in advance, but you’re doing the best job that you can on the 
information that’s available. In my opinion we left $20 million on the 
table, $20 million that could be used to fund very, very vital services, 
for example the Waitlist. The Waitlist has been so important to all of 
us because these are the most needy people. On the other side we have 
the business tax reductions. We have reduced business taxes, we have 
reduced taxes a number of times since I’ve been here, almost thirty 
times. We’ve eliminated taxes. Business tax rate now is a decent rate. 
It makes us competitive. What businesses really need are employees- 
20,000 jobs go unfilled because we don’t have the workforce that’s trained 
and ready to meet the needs of these businesses. Businesses make more 
money when they have good employees who are doing the job. For these 
reasons I cannot support this document. The revenues are incomplete, 
and the tax reductions are too high. That doesn’t in any way demean 
the work that went into the document, the kind of effort brought forth 
by everyone. And I must say this: the fact that people in this procee 
were so cooperative is a great sign. I was at an event yesterday when our 
Chairman presented the document to the House. I felt many times those 
who were queried were very discourteous, very discourteous. This body 
made an opportunity to present itself. That’s a great thing; we don’t do 
that, first time I’ve seen that done in a long, long period of time. When 
you get nothing from the House, you’ve got to build. We built on the 
Governor’s proposal, alright? We, in my opinion, should have taken the 
revenue projections by the Governor, I think that they were good and 
they were solid. As I stand here today, I ask my colleagues— let’s think 
about those who need us the most, let’s think about those who depend on 
us; retired state employees, the people on the Waitlist, the people who 
require mental health services, the opioid crisis recipients, let’s think 
about them and let’s think about our job as members of this legislature, 
to do the best that we can, the best that we can. If we can leave here 
saying that we have done that, we have done our work. We try; we strive 
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to do the best that we possibly can. That’s our role as public servants. 
That’s our role and our civic responsibility. So I ask my colleagues to 
think about that. I have the greatest respect for every one of my col- 
leagues; you come here you do this work, you give everything you can. 
I understand that. We differ on certain items, we agree on other items, 
but the one thing that we’re in concert with, is our desire to serve, and 
our desire to make New Hampshire a better place to live, and to take 
care of those who are the neediest. Think of that as you cast your vote. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Avard.) 


SENATOR AVARD: Thank you, Mister President. Speaking of priori- 
ties, it seems to have come up a couple of times already. I think all of 
us can agree that the developmental disabilities communities are some 
of the most valuable members of our society, and I’m pleased that the 
Senate Finance Committee funded the DD, or the Developmental Dis- 
ability Services, at the same level as proposed by Governor Sununu, 
and I applaud the Governor for this. As a matter of fact I think when 
he was talking about it we all gave him a standing ovation. This budget 
appropriates $250.1 million in fiscal year ‘18 and $260.9 million in fiscal 
‘19 for the developmental services. Mister President, this is an increase 
of $57 million. That is significant. For fiscal year, actual expenditures 
in fiscal year ‘16 and ‘17 with an adjusted authorized amounts. It also 
grants the Department of Health and Human Services the ability to 
request up to 4 more million dollars in additional general funds with 
the approval of the Joint Fiscal Committee if necessary. The additional 
4 million that the department may request is a great method to make 
sure that the services will be there if needed, but the resources are also 
safeguarded so that the funds will be there in the future. We must al- 
ways provide high quality for Developmental Disability Services to the 

eople of New Hampshire. The services to this community allow them to 
ive with greater independence and a higher quality of life. I hope this is 
something we can all agree on, and it’s important for the state to urge 
eon to ahs ae these services and I do support the committee and 
I definitely applaud the Chair and all those people that worked on the 
Finance Committee. Listening to the discussions I marvel at the gifted- 
ness in this room, and I applaud all of you for all of your hard work. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Reagan.) 


SENATOR REAGAN: Thank you, Mister President. House Bill 144, which 
I supported as a member of the Finance Committee, includes additional 
funding for substance abuse prevention treatment and recovery programs 
for those suffering from addiction. In order to prevent this opioid and 
heroin crisis from continuing to the next generation, the Senate Finance 
Committee agreed to allow the Governor’s Commission on Alcohol and 
Substance Abuse, Prevention, Treatment and Recovery to use $2 million 
in unspent funds from fiscal year ‘17 to renovate a wing of the Sununu 
Youth Service Center as a youth substance abuse treatment facility. We 
realize that substance abuse among our young people is a popular activity 
leading minors to become involved in an anforbudate cycle of substance 
abuse. By re-purposing a wing of the Sununu Youth Center to treat adoles- 
cent substance users we have the opportunity to help these young people 
obtain the substance abuse treatment they need and perhaps break the 
cycle of criminal behavior that often accompanies addiction. The Governor 
has made it clear that ending the heroin and opioid crisis continues to be 
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a major priority, and I ask my Senate colleagues to support youth sub- 
stance abuse treatment in New Hampshire and support HB 144. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. I too want 
to thank Chairman Daniels and colleagues on the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee for a respectful but vigorous debate throughout the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee process. Mister President, without considering any 
new revenue and with undershooting existing revenue, you’re writing 
a budget with one hand tied behind your back. And when you pack in 
even more tax cuts for big corporations, you’re writing a budget with two 
hands tied behind your back. Let’s be clear, these tax cuts cost $20 mil- 
lion in this budget and $100 million in the next, at least. Where is that 
coming from? How is that fiscally responsible, or fiscally conservative? 
And let’s be clear about what’s happened in terms of the business taxes. 
This surge in business tax revenues in fiscal year 2016 were based on 
business activity in 2015, not because of the business tax cuts, and no 
economist worth their salt would make that conclusion. No economist 
has analyzed it, we’ve heard comments from Americans for Prosperity 
but no reputable economist has made that conclusion. So what needs are 
left unmet by undershooting revenue and by cutting taxes for big corpo- 
rations. Number one: DCYF. While there some good work by my friend 
from District 14, and my friend from District 3, and others to build this 
up, including funding case workers and the office of child advocate. We 
don’t fund the family social workers and the voluntary services program 
which is a number one recommendation to prevent the future mistreat- 
ment of children. That’s not in here. That’s something we ought to be 
able to get on board with in a bipartisan way when we start offering 
amendments. The opioid epidemic— on paper it’s doubled the support 
from the alcohol fund, on paper. But also on the same very paper in HB 
517, is a diversion of that fund to fund a day to day operation of Health 
and Human Services at the Sununu Center, which by some estimates 
could be upwards of 6 million in FY ‘19. So, when we say this is doubled, 
it’s not really doubled, let’s get that straight. Medicaid case load assump- 
tions— assuming 2 percent reduction each year, very rosy, not supported 
by anyone who’s done an analysis of it, and the reality is this could cost 3 
to 4 million each year in deficits at HHS. We’re going to be coming back 
for more emergency spending bills at HHS. DD Waitlist— it is true that 
the Senate Finance Committee funds it at the Governor’s level. How- 
ever, look, we’ve got revised estimates in Senate Finance unchallenged 
from the department, that said we need 8 million more in FY ‘18 and 
11 million more in FY ‘19 to fully fund the DD Waitlist. We’ve got 233 
kids about to turn twenty-one that need the services. These are just the 
demographics, that’s the need, and you know what; when we need that 
8 million or 11 million, how much do we appropriate of the nineteen? 
Zero. We do punt to the Fiscal Committee to approve 4 million in each 
year, but shouldn’t we as a full legislature be making that decision that 
we care that much about funding this that we’re actually going to bud- 
get it in this budget? Mental health— a lot of great work’s been done on 
mental health. You know there’s an amendment to House Bill 400, but 
some of that amendment to House Bill 400 was dismantled by the Senate 
Finance Committee, including the wraparound services for children was 
removed in FY ‘18. The Governor’s appropriation of 3 million more per 
year for ACT teens was removed. The House’s rate increase of $920,000 
per year for community mental health case workers, removed. In terms 
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of emergency mental health triage, what have we got? What’s the staff 
to do that? One person, funded within the department, but this is a 24-7 
job and that’s not adequate. Job training— nothing on job training. Time 
and time again the Senate Finance Committee voted down Senate Bill 
227 in different iterations to skill up our workforce and meet the need. 
That’s the number one need that we hear from workers and from busi- 
nesses— voted down. CTE spending— voted down. Manufacturing educa- 
tional partnership— voted down. What are we doing on workforce in this 
budget? Yes we have given rate increases that helps with some of the 
health care workers, we didn’t give rate increases for the mental health 
workers, but some workers get rate increases, but what have we done 
on job training and skilling up our workforce, in my view, nothing. State 
retiree healthcare— this cost shifting began in 2009, make no mistake 
about it. Tens of millions in cost shifting on the retired state workers. 
More cost shifting, additional cost shifting is in this budget. Thousands 
of seniors will see premiums for the first time and thousands more will 
see their premiums go up. That operates in effect as a tax on our retired 
state workers. Education— full day kindergarten, we don’t have it in 
the budget. We don’t have it increased support for the full day K in the 
budget. I know there’s a bill in the House but we didn’t support it in our 
budget. I mean this is something we all agree on. We voted a number 
of times on this. Education stabilization payments go away. Higher Ed 
likely to see tuition increases at community college, at UNH— highly 
likely to see tuition increases. What about corrections? We’ve got a new 
women’s prison coming on line. Removed seven correctional guards from 
the women’s prison, removed three nurses for FY ‘18. Women’s prisoners 
are going to get health care services in the men’s prison for FY ‘18. Does 
that make sense? If you want to do the programming to provide some 
parity between the programming of the men’s prison in terms of the new 
women’s prison, you’ve got to have correctional guards that oversee that. 
That’s not just a safety issue, actually, in terms of the ratio; it’s actually 
a programming issue. STIs— another public health issue; we have a 260 
percent increase in the instance of gonorrhea in the state. That’s a public 
health issue and a public health concern. What have we done to try to 
deal with prevention and testing? How much have we allocated in this 
version of the budget? Nothing. Women’s healthcare— have we under- 
taken the kind of steps that Governor Baker has taken to protect our 
family planning centers and Planned Parenthood from the attack, that’s 
very clear at the federal level, on family planning to ensure continuity 
of care for women’s health centers and for Planned Parenthood? No we 
haven’t. Instead, what was popped in there was this Hyde Amendment, 
a state based Hyde Amendment was put into House Bill 517. So a lot 
of these issues that we just talked about we’re going to be dealing with 
amendments. I know that in all likelihood some of these are going to 
have a slim chance but I’m encouraging my Republican colleagues to not 
just say, you know what, let’s just vote down every Democratic amend- 
ment that comes forward. Don’t do that. Each one of you were elected 
in your own right to think in good conscience about what we can do to 
build a common sense budget that lives within our means. And by live 
within our means, all these amendments are paid for within Governor 
Sununu’s revenue estimates. So I would just respectfully encourage you 
to give fair consideration to the amendments that will be coming forward. 
Right now though, this amendment, in my view, from the Senate Finance 
Committee is deficient. So I would encourage you to vote it down. Thank 
you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Innis.) 


SENATOR INNIS: Thank you, Mister President. The rainy day fund is an 
important and vital safeguard for the state during an economic downturn. 
A state should always have a hearty reserve fund. Financial advisors rec- 
ommend that households have a reserve fund equivalent to three month’s 
salary. At UNH, as Dean of Paul College, a unit with a $30 million budget, 
I was required to hold an 8 percent reserve or about $2.4 million, about 
a month’s worth of expenses. For several years the state of New Hamp- 
shire’s rainy day fund had balance of $9 million, just a million more than 
I had built up at the small Paul College. During that time the fund had 
not been replenished to a point that it could sustain the state in the event 
another recession hit. We will, for the moment, ignore the fact that when 
our first inn opened we had a household and business reserve of $611. 
It was raining. But New Hampshire’s last budget made major strides in 
adding to the balance of the rainy day fund, and this budget will build on 
those efforts to grow the rainy day fund to $100 million. The rainy day 
fund is one of the critical factors that credit bond rating agencies look at 
when grading New Hampshire’s debt. That affects the interest rate that 
is assigned to bonds and will help to ultimately lower our borrowing costs 
as we continue to build the reserve fund. Not to mention the fact it’s just 
good business to continue to build this fund. The economy in New Hamp- 
shire is currently one of the best in the nation, and when times are good 
we should put money away so we are prepared when the economy takes 
that inevitable next downturn. It’s just responsible budgeting. Budget- 
ing that I have to do when budgeting at my place of employment, in my 
business, and as I’m sure we all do in our personal lives. I commend the 
Senate Finance Committee for making the rainy day fund a priority in 
the budget. While I would personally like to see even more in the rainy 
day fund, the Senate Finance Committee should be recognized for the 
work they did to protect the state from the next economic downturn. It’s 
vitally important to the future and to our ability to meet the needs of our 
citizens to hold a robust and healthy rainy day fund. So thank you to the 
members of the Finance Committee from me, and from my constituents, 
and from the citizens of New Hampshire. The next time we hear raindrops 
keep falling on my head, we can relax; we’ve got a little umbrella. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. I too, 
like everybody else want to thank all six members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the LBA staff, the Senate staff who worked more than overtime 
to produce this document that we have before us today. And I would 
agree with my friend from Concord, my friend from Manchester, and my 
friend from the North Country, that budgets are about priorities and 
that we have to use common sense. But I think you’ve missed a couple 
of priorities, with all due respect. And so let me talk about the priori- 
ties that I think we, on our side of the aisle have. We want to meet the 
needs of the state of New Hampshire and there’s already been a lot of 
discussion about a lot of new dollars for mental health, for families with 
disabled children, for DCYF— we are meeting those needs; heroin ad- 
diction, that is the case with this budget. Now we can argue a little bit 
about the overall level, but a lot of new money has gone into those needs. 
So, the other priorities of a good budget are how we protect taxpayers. 
No new taxes, no new fees. When we talk about common sense that to 
me means common sense, and if we’re going to protect taxpayers we 
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need to be careful with over estimating revenue because I think, as our 
friend from Manchester said, it’s imprecise, as I would say it’s more art 
than science, and it’s two years out in the future, and I would remind 
my friend from Manchester that we got into this pickle before and we 
are now funding water grants to communities that Governor Lynch had 
to cut those funds because back in the day we overestimated revenue, 
and not only are we funding that commitment at long last that all of 
us, I think, have a stake in, but because of good revenue estimating 
last time that has led to a surplus, we’ve dedicated it to a number of 
things that most of us, if not all of us, have voted for. Drug interdiction 
dollars in the midst of a heroin crisis, $37 million for roads and bridges 
for our community, the water grants that I mentioned for a number of 
communities, and who can forget our dairy farms. This was because of 
careful budgeting. It wasn’t because we spent every last dime we wanted 
to spend when we passed a budget, it’s because we were careful. And so 
I would urge my colleague from Manchester to remember those lessons 
of the past. And to my colleague from the North Country— you know I 
really like big words like cynical cocktails, and trumped up surplus, and 
tax cuts for the rich. I know you don’t like bears very much, but are you 
really telling me small business owners in the North Country who pay 
the BET are getting tax cuts for the rich? Really? What these tax cuts 
have done, along with other things that we’ve done, workers’ comp re- 
form, have led to the third lowest unemployment rate in the nation, 12 
percent higher revenue of business taxes and we heard the same story 
the last time in 2015, I remember it. It was going to blow a $90 million 
hole in the budget. Guess what? We’re 12 percent ahead because the 
economy’s growing. And I remember my good friend Walt Havenstein 
when he ran for Governor cited the fact that our growth rate was one 
of the most anemic in the nation; nine tenths of a percent. Guess what? 
We’re the fourth best in the nation today. And the one thing I hope I’ve 
never forgotten and I hope none of us have forgotten; the single best so- 
cial program is a good job, and that budget, this budget needs to focus on 
good jobs. Also, for my friend from Concord— you know we'll go through 
the math when we do all of the amendments, I’m sure we'll do that, but 
my understanding is, and Senator D’Allesandro, excuse me, our friend 
from Manchester talked about the Governor’s revenue estimate being 
$20 million higher than what the Senate Finance Committee adopted. 
And if you eliminate the tax cuts that gets another $11 million. Your 
long list, your long list, okay even if it’s 20, is $40 million, I doubt is 
paid for by eliminating the tax cuts and inflating the revenue. But we'll 
get there when we get there, because I don’t think it is paid for, and I 
think you're going to blow through the rainy day fund and there'll be no 
protection of taxpayers. A good budget touches all three of those bases: 
meeting the needs, protecting taxpayers, growing jobs. What Senator 
Daniels, Senator Morse, Senator Reagan, Senator Giuda— what they’ve 
done as the majority on the Finance Committee is remarkable. And as 
our friend from Salem reminded me, in the years that he has been here 
as Senate Finance Chair or now Senate President, our general fund rate 
of growth is averaging over only 2 percent. We’re meeting the state’s 
needs, we’re among the best economies in the country and we're protect- 
ing taxpayers. That’s a darn good job as I see it, and a reason that all of 
us should be able to vote for this budget. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise for a few reasons. 
One, I want to join my colleagues in thanking all those members of the 
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Finance Committee for the diligence that they put into the production 
of the budget. The first time I’ve had the opportunity to see something 
at the state level put together with as much detail as I’ve been able to 
observe. I appreciate those opportunities; appreciate the work that went 
into it. I also rise in support of my colleagues who serve on the Finance 
Committee and have spoken with a concern and some opposition to this 
budget. I am in support for their opposition to this budget. I also, then, 
rise to speak on behalf of constituents in my district because I think that 
there are some things that we could reach and there are...let me go into 
some of those things that I believe we can reach in this budget. When 
it comes to the choice on business tax cuts versus workforce develop- 
ment I think we’ve tipped to one side and not enough on the workforce 
development side. When I ask business leaders that I’m in contact with, 
they tell me given an option between business tax cuts that benefit 
some businesses and workforce development that will lift the tide on all 
boats and help small and large businesses alike, they are in support of 
workforce development. That’s where they believe our emphasis should 
be. I think there are some things that we could be doing in this budget 
that are more thorough and comprehensive workforce development plan 
rather than reducing business taxes. I think when it comes to education 
that we've identified some things that are goals that are incorporated: 
charter school funding, the Governor’s scholarships— those aren’t things 
that were talked about a lot in my district. What’s talked about in my 
district is that public schools are going underfunded, that the stabiliza- 
tion fund is decreasing, that our property taxes are increasing. They’re 
concerned that we’ve frozen the university system’s appropriation at 
a level that was in fiscal 2015. What else would we expect come 2019 
but that there would be some cost increases experienced by all of New 
Hampshire students attending university system campuses. I think people 
are concerned about the alcohol funds and the potential drain on those 
when our greatest concern is adults with addictions that need to be bro- 
ken, that need support and wraparound services. So I rise to support 
the comments of my colleagues from Senate District 20 and 15 because 
I think that there are still opportunities for a bipartisan budget that can 
incorporate some of the things that are not in here. I also have a large 
concern in my district for DCYF and the caseworkers that are needed 
to help kids who are in abused and neglected households. I think these 
are things that are not very costly. I think that we can stretch our hori- 
zons, do something that is bipartisan. I think the amendments that will 
come up today deserve your consideration to try to reach a bipartisan 
compromise on this budget that’s close but we could get closer. And rela- 
tive to constituents in my district I’ve got to speak on their behalf, that 
some of these issues are important for us to debate today. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I just want to ad- 
dress a couple of remarks. There was one made by the Senator from Dis- 
trict 10, thank you, regarding the funding at the university system. I 
want to remind members that there is $10 million in scholarship funds 
that goes to students. If the university system sets their tuition to be 
attractive to those students, that money will go to that school system. 
Secondly, there have been mentioned a couple times comments about job 
training. The Senate Finance Committee did look at that, we did some 
research on that and found out there already exists thirteen programs 
for job training. Two of them in Health and Human Services, seven of

them in the Department of Education, one each in Safety, Employment 
Security, DRED, Police Standards and Training. We did not see the need 
to continue to compound job training. If those programs are not work- 
ing we should either get rid of them or we should start monitoring them 
and find out what’s happening to the money that we’re giving to them. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 
rise to speak very briefly. There’s been a lot of conversation about revenue 
today. And I believe that we all share the thoughts of my colleague from 
District 20, who says we have a need to take care of those who are most 
in need, but I don’t think we can forget that’s only half of our equation 
that we have to consider on the floor, because I believe we have an equal 
responsibility to take care of those who we're taking from in order to 
help those who are in need. It’s always a delicate balance and, Mister 
President, I’d like to think the members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, the fine senator from District 15, 20, 11 and 2, that it’s always 
a very difficult thing, we’re trying to find that balance of recognizing 
we need to ensure that we take care of those who are in need without 
overly burdening those who we're taking from. You know globally, Mister 
President, we have to recognize the fact that this current budget, that 
we are debating today, is some $518 million higher than the last budget 
we voted on in a bipartisan manner. As my colleague from District 1 
had indicated, sure there were some bumps in the road to get us where 
we were there. It may have taken us a couple or three months to finally 
get to that ending place, but at the end of the day it was a bipartisan 
vote; that we all, collectively, voted for a budget that forced all of us to 
compromise at some level, but we felt it would meet the needs of the 
people of New Hampshire. We voted for it. Today we’re contemplating a 

udget that’s $518 million higher than that budget. Nearly $2,000 more 
per family in spending, and I recognize and respect my colleagues who 
think it’s not enough, or some would suggest even never enough, but on 
the other hand, Mister President, you know there are people like me who 
are always very concerned that maybe it’s always too much. I heard a 
comment saying that two years ago when I was on the Ways and Means 
Committee when Chairman Boutin was here, at the end of the day we 
came forward and compromised and brought another $52 or $55 million 
to the table to try and meet our colleagues part way. In this budget there 
was a compromise made to bring in additional $42 million to get to where 
we are today. We had already voted on a number, and yet in the spirit 
of compromise and of trying to make sure we met those needs, we did 
come back to the table. We brought an additional $42 million. And for the 
record, Mister President, you know I have reservations about that, but in 
the spirit of trying to make sure that we got to where we needed to be, 
this is up $42 million. So I applaud the Finance Committee and all the 
great work that they have done to recognize that this is a compromise. 
In trying to find that balance between people like me that’s going to be 
more frugal than most and other colleagues that tend to think that we 
can never spend enough money, this does meet that balance on revenue 
Mister President. Thank you very much for your time.

Amend the bill by inserting after section 6 the following new sections:

SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: This amendment deals with the Waitlist. 
It makes an appropriation of $4 million a year matched by $4 million a 
year in federal funds for the Waitlist. We’re not touching any other funds, 
we're not going into any rainy day fund, we increase the total general 
fund unrestricted revenue estimate by 4 million in fiscal year 2018, and 
by 4 million in fiscal year 2019. The increased general fund unrestricted 
revenue shall be allocated proportionate to all revenues, however no 
individual revenue estimate shall be higher than the estimate contained 
in House Bill 1-A of the 2017 regular legislative session as introduced. 
This will alleviate going to the Fiscal Committee and asking for $4 mil- 
lion. The $4 million will be available. It’ll be matched by federal funds 
of $4 million. You'll have $8 million more in each year of the biennium 
for the Waitlist. I think it’s appropriate, it handles a need. When Health 
and Human Services came before us they said their number one priority 
was fully funding the Waitlist, fully funding the Waitlist. This goes a 
long way to doing that. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I rise in opposition to 
the floor amendment. I appreciate the spirit in which our friend from 
Manchester offered it, but I want to remind the body that the $57 mil- 
lion that Governor Sununu added that is over and above FY ‘16 actual 
expenditures and FY ‘17 adjusted authorized amounts, would make this 
line item in the budget the largest increase in New Hampshire history. 
We also have at the behest of the Finance Committee a safety valve if it 

oes to the Fiscal Committee of an additional possibility of 4 million and 
&4 million. We all want to do the absolute best that we can for families 
with a disabled child. A lot of us on a bipartisan basis have fought for 
disabled children in the past. It’s unfortunate that in the previous budget 
this fund was allowed to lapse, I believe about $20 million that should 
have gone to families in need. So, I would urge the body to respectfully 
turn down this amendment and understanding that, as I said before, in 
terms of the DD Waitlist this is the largest increase in our history. It’s 
an increase of $57 million with the possibility of $8 million more, $18 
million over and above that is half of the target of $40 million, almost 
half of the target that we talked about in the debate on the committee 
amendment of how inflated revenue and elimination of the tax cuts was 
going to allow us to pay for. Caution is appropriate here. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a question of Senator 
D’Allesandro.) 

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: I wanted to ask you with regard to the 
comment that we just heard from the Senator from District 3 talking 
about this being the largest appropriation in the history of the budget.

It’s my understanding what this amendment does is simply say that we 
should fund that $4 million now rather than leaving it up to the Fiscal 
Committee to do that, and we’re not talking about fully funding the 
Disability Waitlist even though we would like to do that, and so could 
you speak to that? 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you for the question. You're exactly 
right; we’re not fully funding the Waitlist. To fully fund it, it would re- 
quire $9 million in the first year, $11 million in the second year, matched 
by federal funds. This allows to eliminate that step of going back to the 
Fiscal Committee and asking for more money, but assuring those on the 
Waitlist that they’ll be taken care of. When Health and Human Services 
came before us they said their number one priority, one, number one 
priority was fully funding the Waitlist. These are the most needy people 
in New Hampshire; the most needy. This takes care of them. This is a 
case of us taking care of the people that we represent. That’s what this 
does. It avoids going back to the Fiscal Committee. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I rise 
in support of the floor amendment. My friend from District 3 continues 
to say that the revenue estimates that we're using for our floor amend- 
ments are inflated. He’s saying that the Governor’s revenue estimates 
are inflated. That’s what we’re using— to be clear. We're living within our 
means within the Governor’s very conservative revenue estimates. That’s 
number one. Number two: talk about history; let’s talk about the need 
and the legal responsibility. The need is there, the responsibility is there, 
and so this actually budgets the 4 million with the federal match, that’s 
8 million per year. With that we could potentially deal with the highest 
need, including the folks that are turning twenty-one soon, and instead 
of punting it in an unpredictable way to a sub-group of legislators, we 
as a full legislature can put our money there and actually budget for it. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I want to say that 
the way this is set up to have them go back to Fiscal and cap the amount 
that they could get at $4 million was very intentional, and the reason is 
this: we have been pouring more and more and more money into this; 
until we start understanding why this is happening we’re going to forever 
be trying to catch up, and it is not sustainable. By funding it at a certain 
level and then having them go back to Fiscal, Fiscal has a chance to ask 
the questions, so that we as a legislature can start to find out what the 
source of the problem is so we can start addressing this and not get into 
an unsustainable situation. So this was very intentional in the way we 
did it, it was one of the truly big steps forward that we took in trying to 
address a social problem that is costing the state a lot of money so that 
we might get a handle on the situation. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise as most of this body know how important the developmentally 
disabled community is to me, and I want to compliment the Senate presi- 
dent because I know it is equally as important to him, and since I have 
been in this body I’ve seen an unwavering commitment from the Senate 
President and, frankly, from Republicans to make sure that taking care 
of those who are most in need and the DD Waitlist is our biggest priority. 
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I have stood and watched the Senate President fight for and advocate 
to give this bucket of money the resources it has always needed, with 
significant increases two years ago, to make sure there were no one left 
on the Waitlist. Our issue isn’t about money today when it comes to the 
developmentally disabled community. I’d like to remind this body that 
the Senate President himself specifically said in the last budget, we 
will eliminate the Waitlist. Where is it today? Some two-hundred odd 
members are still on the Waitlist because our bureaucratic system hasn't 
worked. I’d like to remind the body; last time I checked a few months 
ago there was $38 million for the developmentally disabled community 
still in a checking account over at Health and Human Services. Our is- 
sue is not throwing more money at a problem; our issue is getting our 
agencies to make sure there is no one left on the list. I know it’s very 
important to all of us. I know there are many, many days we all say if we 
could just put some more money to it, we could solve the problem, but in 
this case today the money is there, the money was there two years ago, 
but people are still on the Waitlist. So I applaud the Finance Commit- 
tee for putting more resources towards it. I always applaud the Senate 
President for his commitment to the DD community, but our issue today 
is operational, not financial. The check valve that the Chair of Finance 
put in is an appropriate place to be because it is time for the Senate to 
begin to manage this process better than it has been to ensure we get 
everyone off, and not just throw some money up on a dart board and 
think we’ve gotten the job done. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, when Health and Human Services came before us they said the 
most urgent situation was the Developmental Disability Waitlist, and 
they said why? Because the disabilities are more severe, people are living 
longer. Now I can’t believe that Health and Human Services is misman- 
aging this to the point where they’re not addressing the needs. They came 
before us and asked for this money, it was their number one priority, 
their number one priority. Why would they come to us and say that in 
a public session if it weren’t the case? And they stated why— people’s 
disabilities are more severe, people are living longer. That’s a fact of life; 
can’t deny that one. That is what it is. That’s why this money is needed. 
And to say go back to the Fiscal Committee— I don’t know how many 
times I’ve heard, we go back to the Fiscal Committee and let ten people 
make a decision that really should be in the hands of the legislature, 
particularly in this situation. Why should we let ten people make the 
decision? I’ve served on the Fiscal Committee for a number of years, but 
again, we have an opportunity to do something as a legislature. As I said 
when I spoke initially, this document, this one right here, affects the 
lives of every person in this state. Ten people don’t make that decision, 
we should make that decision. That’s why we’re here. We were told, 
we were told and we were sitting there, that this was the number one 
priority, number one for Health and Human Services. The woman who 
came before us gave the best presentation that we’ve heard in a number 
of years. I think my colleagues on the committee could attest to that. 
She clearly defined the problem and gave us the solution and told us 
why. She told us why, we all heard it. Let’s do something to address it. 
Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
there are a number of issues that we’re going to talk about today— some 
that are in the press every day like the opioid crisis, some that don’t get 
as much attention in the press, like the DD Waitlist. One of those issues 
that’s actually a little bit of both, though, is the concern with DCYF 
and the services that are provided and the concern about how those 
services have been provided. So concerned have we been because of the 
death, most recently, of very young children, that we commissioned a 
report, the New Hampshire Child Welfare Quality Assurance Review. 
We've tasked groups of legislators and staff professionals with coming 
up with recommendations and we have made a number of recommenda- 
tions and progress I believe towards trying to address this important 
issue. But there are two recommendations where I believe this budget 
falls short. With respect to the social workers who provide the neces- 
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sary assessments and also the voluntary services for New Hampshire 
families program. This amendment proposes to increase funding for the 
social workers by 245,628 in fiscal year ‘18, 491,256 in fiscal year ‘19, 
and also would appropriate 2 million 520 thousand in ‘18, the same in 
‘19, half of which would be matched by federal funds. The reason these 
two issues are critical, these were actually identified in the report that 
was presented to us. The report notes that extensively, the existing 
caseloads of assessment staff are unmanageable and contribute to un- 
desirable results in assessment. Unmanageable: they’re over worked, 
they’re overburdened. It’s critical that when reports come in when is- 
sues arise there be someone to make an initial observation assessment 
determination of what the problem is and these social workers would 
do that. Their sole responsibility is to assess incoming reports of alleged 
child maltreatment and make decisions about the immediate safety and 
risk of harm to those children, to some of the most vulnerable children 
in our state; those who have, for a number of reasons, families that have 
let them down, adults that have let them down and are in great risk of 
harm being done to them. Once those assessments are made and hope- 
fully with these additional workers, the issue of what has to be done is 
also addressed as a recommendation. As a matter of fact, it’s considered 
a foundational recommendation in the report that was provided to us. 
And as I said, this would reinstitute the voluntary services program and 
this report states we should actually place it in statute and/or policy for 
using this option to get needed services to children and families where 
there is a high risk of harm. As I said, Mister President, there are a 
number of issues that a lot of light has been shed on. This one is actuall 
the subject of litigation because of the circumstances that have occurred. 
This is a small step towards addressing the very recommendations pro- 
vided in the report and I would encourage my colleagues to adopt this 
amendment. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. I think 
we all agree that significant steps need to be taken at the Division of 
Children, Youth and Families. Our friend from District 14 has worked 
tirelessly on some of those reforms that have been either incorporated 
into House Bill 517, which is the normal trailer bill, or House Bill 2, as 
well as House Bill 400. We have created a new commissioner position 
to oversee the Division of Children, Youth and Family. We have created 
under the auspices of the Department of Revenue, the Department of 
Administrative Services the Office of the Child Advocate to stand up 
for children that are potentially neglected or abused. We have funded 
the positions of twenty new caseworkers at about $2 million, and we’ve 
adopted a number of reforms that are better designed to protect children. 
As I keep saying, budgets are a balance, and if we are going to make 
sure we live within our means we can’t do absolutely everything. This is 
something that I think all of you know that our friend from District 14, 
myself, and others have fought for. But we’ve made significant steps. But 
we've also had to fund mental health. We’ve had to fund heroin. We've 
had to fund the debate that we just had about the Division of Children, 
Youth and Family, and we’ve had to live within our means. Defeating 
this amendment means that we are taking significant steps forward to 
correct the problems at the Division of Children, Youth and Family, but 
we're living within our means. And one of the key reforms that we'll get 
to tomorrow is something that our friend from Londonderry discussed in 
the commission, and I’ve forgotten the exact name of the commission, I 
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apologize, about creating a middle tier for either a founded report that’s 
current law or an unfounded report, a report that is unfounded but with 
reasonable concerns. And that’s where some of these voluntary services 
come in, and so the Finance Committee thought about those voluntary 
services and felt that at the end of the budget process it was, even though 
they are worthy, difficult to fund at the point that the Finance Committee 
was at in the budget. So let’s see how judges react to this new category 
of “unfounded with reasonable concern” and then have this discussion at 
some point in the future about funding these voluntary services. Remem- 
bering we’ve created the child advocate, a new commissioner position 
at the Department of HHS, an assistant commissioner, excuse me, and 
twenty more caseworkers to better protect children. These are steps, 
major steps in the right direction. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. Mister 
President, I rise in support of the Amendment 2131s. There’s no doubt 
that a lot of folks have worked really hard on this issue. But I just want 
to comment on my friend from District 3 when he says, “we cannot do 
absolutely everything.” Why do we get these reports, why do we do an 
audit? Audit of DCYF- in a core foundational recommendation is that 
we do the family social workers and we do the voluntary services that 
prevent the future mistreatment of children? Page 15 and 76 of the report 
make it very clear that if you want to stop the mistreatment of children 
you've got to fund these preventative services and social workers. Yes, 
steps in the right direction, but why aren’t we taking the last step here? 
When you talk about you cannot do absolutely everything, when it comes 
to child safety, I think we should do as much as we possibly can, and 
right now that means following the darn report. We got the report, let’s 
fund it. We can fund it, there’s no reason why this needs to be a partisan 
vote; it shouldn’t be a partisan vote. Everybody here cares about this is- 
sue and we're going to deal with this next year or the year after? These 
are preventative services. Talk about a middle tier— yes, there’s been 
good work in creating a middle tier. The middle tier was a funnel to the 
voluntary services that, by the way, don’t exist in the budget because 
we don’t fund it in the budget. So what is the genesis and impetus of a 
middle tier definition where you’re supposed to get services if there’s no 
services funded. We need to fund this. We need to fund it. This shouldn’t 
be a partisan vote. Let’s fund it. Let’s vote together on this one at least. 
Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR HENNESSEY: I’ve been told that New Hampshire was the 
first state to bring mental health up to date by de-institutionalizing pa- 
tients, and addressing our citizens’ real mental health needs. We should 
be proud of our history, and with my entire profession in the area of 
mental health there is virtually nothing more important to me. And there 
are some measures in this budget, and I’d like to thank those of you 
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who worked on the budget for the measures you have included. How- 
ever, there are significant, we are in the middle of a significant mental 
health crisis as we all know, and what’s in the budget is not enough to 
meet our needs. In the floor amendment to HB 144 in addition to the 
amounts appropriated in the section 1 of the act this sum of $920,000 
for the Eecal vent ending in 2018 and the sum of 920,000 for fiscal year 
‘19 are offered for the following reasons for the following services: first 
of all to the general fund appropriation for community mental health 
services. This is principally for the purpose of establishing an additional 
childhood assertive community treatment team, otherwise known as an 
ACT team, to really meet the needs of our children in New Hampshire 
that are not now being met. We need, and we fundamentally agreed on 
this, that we need another ACT team; at least one, but now one. We 
also have nine authorized but unfunded nursing positions, so it’s great 
that we’re putting in the additional beds but without staffing what good 
is it? We don’t have enough staff. We need to fund additional nursing 
staff. In addition, we have something called a mental health medical 
supervisor, which is very important, and yet it is not a one person job, 
so we are including the position of a nurse practitioner to support the 
duties of the mental health supervisor and also to take care of other 
things that the mental health supervisor cannot necessarily fit into his 
or her schedule. Finally, the money will include $280,000 in the fiscal 
ven ending 2018 for the purpose of providing wraparound Medicaid 

enefit for children with severe emotional disturbances, whose service 
needs cannot be met through traditional behavioral health services. 
We heard from these families in our committee, it was really compel- 
ling; these are a who desperately need these wraparound services. 
And this is a small price to pay for taking care of this extremely needy 
group of youngsters. As many of you know, if you haven’t heard it yet 
I’m surprised, every day we have people who are sitting in emergency 
rooms and in hospital hallways desperately needing and waiting for 
needed triage mental health services. We must protect our vulnerable 
citizens and this needs to be addressed with more than lip service and 
it needs to be addressed now, it’s long overdue. This budget does not 
address childhood mental health triage services. Now I’m someone 
who’s actually sat in those hallways, in the emergency rooms, with 
children who are in crisis. I’ve sat with their families; I’ve gone back 
day after day while the families are still in the emergency room with 
their child on a gurney in the hallway. These are desperate situations; 
in one case the child I sat with had attempted suicide. Her parents were 
beside themselves as you can imagine, the child was twelve years old 
and threatening to do it again if he’s sent home, and there he lies on 
a gurney in the hallway of one of our top hospitals in New Hampshire. 
These parents have no other options, there is no bed for them to go 
to currently, and so, after a quick evaluation and several days in the 
hallway, they are often sent home and not given any additional support 
which they desperately need once they are there. This is true for all 
ages. Obviously we have lots of adults who are also waiting in emer- 
gency rooms. So the last rate of increase for New Hampshire mental 
health workers was in 2006; 2006. Why wouldn’t they move to other 
states? I mean wouldn’t you? They are in desperate need of an increase 
in payment. The budget also takes away the additional support for the 
adult assertive community treatment teams, and we’re falling short on 
our legal obligations. We assert that we need, in fact we must, step up 
to address our clear mental health crisis, and if not now, when, in a 
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year? How many more people need to be attempting suicide and stay 
for a week on a gurney in the hallway? My friend from District 3 said 
we'll get there when we get there. What human costs are we willing 
to overlook in the meantime? I'll tell you one thing, there’s a huge loss 
of dignity for the adults and for the children. Are we willing to accept 
days or weeks of desperate families, and subsequent post-traumatic 
stress disorder, among other things? This budget does not meet our 
obligations and we can do better in New Hampshire. In fact, what came 
out of committee was better, and we can do it under the Governor’s 
budget. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Mister President. 
I also rise in support of this amendment. I think it’s important to note 
that there was a review team that looked at how well we are doing in the 
Department of Health and Human Services with regard to the mental 
health settlement agreement, and they pointed out a number of areas 
where we were falling behind, and one was clearly the issue of being able 
to meet the needs of individuals through our ten community health care 
centers, and recognizing that currently in those centers there are over 
two-hundred vacancies that they cannot fill because they don’t have the 
financial resources to hire those individuals and to compete in the larger 
marketplace for those individuals both with recruitment and training. 
And so we are potentially risking, by not fulfilling the agreement in that 
mental health settlement, to having another lawsuit on our hands. The 
purpose of bringing this forward is that it addresses some key areas 
that were initially part of House Bill 400 and have been dropped, so that 
we could move forward in a much more aggressive and timely manner. 
Many of you here have had a chance to visit Concord Hospital and see 
the number of individuals who we have no place to send them and it’s 
not just for opiate addiction, it has to do with mental health issues. 
And while we started to address that concern by opening up more beds 
at the New Hampshire Hospital Association, at the same hospital, at 
the same time we continue to have the issue that we're not funding the 
nurses that are needed to look after those individuals. So time and time 
again you're going to hear from the bills that are coming forward today, 
particularly around health care, and the opiate crisis, and DCYF, that 
where we need more resources to be invested is in making it possible to 
hire the staff that are going to deal with both the mental health crisis 
that we’re facing in the state, and the opiate crisis. And we can say that 
we are moving forward, but we’re not moving forward quickly enough 
and substantially enough because of the lack of staff. And so I would ask 
you to vote for this amendment, recognizing what’s at stake, recogniz- 
ing that we have two major crises on our hand, and in many instances 
those individuals that are referred to our local community health care 
centers for mental health issues also have co-occurring issues around 
drug dependency. And so we aren’t going to get a handle on really solv- 
ing the opiate crisis if we don’t recognize the connection between mental 
health and addiction, and move forward such as this amendment would 
allow us to do. Thank you very much, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. You 
know, there’s been a lot of good work done on mental health but unfor- 
tunately until there was litigation, mental health in previous adminis- 
trations hadn’t receive the kind of attention and funding and resources 
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it needed, and so suddenly we find ourselves at the confluence of a drug 
crisis and a mental health crisis. And so we have added $3 million to 
the ACT teams, over ‘16 and ‘17 and $20 million, almost, in total funds 
for the biennium to increase capacity. Twenty transitional beds, twenty 
designated receiving facility beds and the transitional beds go to forty 
in fiscal ‘19— a mobile crisis team and peer response beds. That’s a 
major initiative. We have also committed to funding the wraparound 
services in the second year of the budget. Now I’ve got to say, budgets 
are about priorities, and I would have liked to have been able to fund 
those wraparound services immediately. There’s some things in the 
budget right here in Concord, my friend did a great job of advocating 
for general fund dollars to go into ameliorating the Concord Steam con- 
dition. Maybe that should been used for wraparound services, but I 
think my friend from Concord thinks that those dollars are priority in 
his district. That’s how you get to priorities. And so we find ourselves 
trying to do as much as we can while protecting taxpayers and growing 
our economy. That’s how you develop a good budget. There are things 
on here that I think we will need to consider how we fund them, but 
today let’s focus on the good work that we have done. It’s significant 
and it’s a major first step in this crisis that has manifested itself with 
people in hospitals, warehoused in beds, in hallways, in emergency 
rooms. This is a major first step in the right direction. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: I think you did get a lot of good done there. 
Can you respond to the one piece that I talked about if you have all these 
extra beds and you don’t have the staff how that’s going to work? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well the nurses in the New Hampshire Hospital, 
we're not increasing any capacity in the New Hampshire Hospital, so I 
hope that within the existing capacity of that contract that’s proven to be 
pretty controversial, they’re able to take care of those needs at the New 
Hampshire Hospital. The staffing and what’s paid for is DRF beds in 
other facilities, community beds in other facilities, that’s what’s paid for. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a question of Senator 
Bradley.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: I have two questions. Thank you, Mister 
President. The first question is, are you aware that the $3 million for 
the ACT teams, or as I understand it, were really for to be able to recruit 
and train workforce has been eliminated from the budget? You spoke 
to it in your remarks. It’s my understanding it was eliminated by the 
Finance Committee. 


SENATOR BRADLEY: My understanding is that we’ve increased funding 
for ACT teams by $3 million over the previous budget. 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: And secondly, again, referencing the com- 
ments that you made about increasing all of these residential beds, which 
is something that we know that we needed to do, we know that provid- 
ing forty beds is a step in the right direction but again if we looked at 
the mental health settlement and they talk about the number of people 
who are still not being served, how do those beds function if the staff 
isn’t available to look after the patients? That’s the concern that I have 
and where I feel that we’re falling short, and you talk about priorities,

so often we don’t complete the project. I think back to the years where 
we put the money into the New Hampshire Hospital and yet we couldn’t 
have patients because there wasn’t enough money to bring in the nurses 
that were needed to look after those patients. So that’s, I think, some- 
thing we need to be cognizant of as we go forward. Could you speak to 
that again? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well I think we are cognizant of that and my 
memory of the good work that our friend from, former Senator from Dis- 
trict 16 did to increase the capacity of the New Hampshire Hospital by ten 
beds was paid for and then it took I believe over a year for the Governor 
to actually get those beds up and operating, even though the funding was 
available. So in this bill today, both this bill and House Bill 400, we’re 
not increasing capacity at the New Hampshire Hospital. We are poten- 
tially going to ask for a plan from the Commissioner of the Department 
of Health and Human Services to move twenty-four adolescents to other 
facilities, but that will have to be a plan that will have to be debated and 
financed and, you know, worked on in the future. It’s probably one of the 
top priorities that we need to consider, but we didn’t get into this crisis 
overnight, we’re not going to get out of it overnight. This, what we have 
done, is a significant first step and more steps need to follow. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 
rise in support of the amendment. Just to clarify a few things; number 
one is the 3 million in additional ACT team support that the Governor 
had put in the budget for FY ‘18 and ‘19 was removed by the Senate 
Finance Committee, which reinforces why it’s so important that we do 
at least the rate increases for community mental health centers that the 
House did, which is in the amendment, $920,000 a year. Every other 
health care worker’s getting, for the most part, a rate increase in this 
budget but community mental health centers? We need to do it if we're 
going to attract and retain the necessary workers. It is an innovative 
argument from my friend from District 3 to rope in emergency school 
building aid into a FY ‘18/19 mental health discussion, but let me talk 
about the capacity at the New Hampshire Hospital and it is a capacity 
issue. The testimony was unequivocal in response to my fiend from 
Portsmouth asking the question, those nine nurses will increase the ca- 
pacity to serve at the New Hampshire Hospital and it will increase the 
care of those patients at the New Hampshire Hospital. The testimony 
was unequivocal about that. The Governor didn’t fund the positions and 
we didn’t correct that in this process. And lastly, in support of the as- 
sistant to the mental health medical supervisor position; as our friend 
from Hanover said, this is a full time job, it is 24/7. Ideally you have a 
behavioral health first center with five or six staff. This has one staff, 
one person to manage a 24/7 job on mental health triage. All this asked 
for is an assistant so that person doesn’t have to work 24/7 , an assistant, 
that’s it. This is a reasonable amendment, Mister President. I encourage 
folks to give it favorable consideration. 


The question is on the adoption of the Floor Amendment. 


A roll call was requested by Senator Hennessey, seconded by Senator 
Sanborn.

Floor Amendment to HB 144 


Amend the bill by inserting after section 6 the following new sections: 


7 University System of New Hampshire; Appropriation. In addition to 
any other sums appropriated to the university system of New Hampshire, 
the sum of $4,300,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2019 is ereby 
appropriated to the university system of New Hampshire. The governor 
is authorized to draw a warrant for said sum out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

8 Governor’s Scholarship Program. The general fund appropriation 
to the office of the governor, accounting unit 01-02-02-024010-6400 ad- 
ministration, class 107 (scholarships and grants), is hereby reduced by 
$5,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2018. 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. It happens I was read- 
ing a chronicle of higher education issue from this last week. Indicated 
that for the past two years higher education enrollments nationally have 
been going down, going down because enrollments at trade schools and 
in two year colleges have been going down nationally. People are going 
back to work. The only sector in the higher education industry that’s gone 
up is four year public colleges over the past two years. Every semester 
enrollment’s going up. We in New Hampshire, we haven’t changed our 
story a lot. Half of our high school graduates are going to attend college 
out of state. It’s because they figured out the magic formula, University 
of Maine, University of Massachusetts, Vermont state colleges, they're 
offering our in-state rate to our students going to their out of state insti- 
tutions. That’s how equal it is. We can get more competitive and this is 
a workforce development issue. How to retain our high school graduates 
in the state of New Hampshire, and at the same time offer our support 
that public education, public higher education in New Hampshire is 
valuable and valued. The university system in New Hampshire made a 
case for a tuition freeze. A tuition freeze would cost per year $4.3 million. 
Now for fiscal ‘18, where students have already made their decisions for 
enrollment, it probably doesn’t make a lot of sense. For fiscal ‘19 where 
we've got fifteen months to begin to influence student decisions, family 
decisions about where to go to college, we can start influencing that. 
We can start now; we can start working across the state, and indicate 
the tuition freeze is in the best interest of our state’s workforce develop- 
ment. This is like an award to every student, in-state student in New 
Hampshire, full time and part time, freshmen through seniors, even 
graduate students. For the same reason there is an opportunity to fund 
this idea of a tuition freeze in fiscal ‘19 from dollars already allocated in 
this biennial budget. The Governor’s scholarship which is allocated for 
$5 million in both fiscal years, fiscal ‘18 and ‘19, can’t be used to recruit 
or incentivize students that have already made decisions as to where 
they’re going to be attending come fall of ‘17. The decisions have pretty 
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much been made, so that’s not a program and not a $5 million that’s as 
wise an investment in ‘18 as it might be in fiscal ‘19. It’s those dollars 
that I would suggest this body redirect, that’s what this motion does. This 
amendment adds $5 million in fiscal ‘19 to the university system in New 
Hampshire’s appropriation, bringing it just slightly over where it was in 
fiscal ‘15, and reduces the Governor's scholarship only in fiscal ‘18 using 
those dollars, lesser amount, it’s 4.3 million versus 5 million, to affect 
a tuition freeze at our university system in New Hampshire campuses 
beginning semester of fall ‘18. I think this is a good opportunity for us 
to voice to the business and industry association our support for higher 
education which they’ve asked for, it’s an opportunity to voice support 
to our New Hampshire families and high school students who are about 
to make decisions, that we believe in our public institutions in the state, 
it’s an opportunity to send messages back to those institutions that we 
believe that a tuition freeze is in the best interest of our constituents, 
and that we hope that they will affect that policy and carry forth the 
commitment that they brought forward during the Finance Committee 
discussions. Mister President, thank you for recognizing me, I hope the 
body will find their way to supporting this amendment. I think it has a 
lot of value and I seek your support. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn for a question of Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator thank you so much for taking my ques- 
tion. Am I to understand this amendment correctly, that if anyone were 
to vote for this amendment that they’d be specifically voting to cut $5 
million in scholarships for New Hampshire’s students, and we know 
that the Governor himself has made education one of the biggest priori- 
ties, if not the biggest priority of his administration. I think the opioid 
crisis may be tied to that, but we know that the Governor has made a 
real commitment and, obviously, creating a scholarship program for the 
people of New Hampshire is a paramount concern for him. But it looks 
to me, if I read this correctly, that voting for this amendment would be 
voting to cut $5 million in scholarships away from the students of New 
Hampshire; am I understanding this correctly? 


SENATOR KAHN: I want to repeat what I had said. The scholarship 
program can be effective as it goes forward as students make decisions. 
Enrollment decisions for fall ‘17, which is fiscal ‘18, I don’t think I need 
to tell you that, those have already been made. Students have a finan- 
cial aid package already put together. Institutions have worked with 
those families and the students to finance those educations for the next 
academic year. This is doing nothing going forward into future academic 
years when the program can be defined, when it can be marketed and it 
can be an effective recruitment tool, and retention tool. But it can’t be 
effectively applied in fiscal ‘18, and so let’s get a double bang out of this. 
Let’s get a couple of opportunities filled. Let’s freeze tuition in fiscal ‘19 
for the next academic year, let’s market that, let’s have that opportunity 
to market the Governor’s scholarship program, and really send a mes- 
sage to our business and industry, to the families in this state that we 
believe higher education and attendance in New Hampshire is of value 
to this legislature and to the state. 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Senator. Thank you, Mister President. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. I am in support of 
the amendment offered by my colleague from District 10. I think really 
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the case has been made over the last three years that student debt is 
one of the great crises we face here, for our families and also for retain- 
ing students in-state. I think we've also demonstrated over the last few 
years, my colleague from District 24 and I have seen the effects of the 
tuition freeze, it has really helped families over four years to deal with 
college cost. And I would say this is not some abstraction. You know it 
broke my heart two years ago to be talking to a young woman in Dover, 
three years into the public school system as a teacher, and we know 
that’s the year when a lot of teachers make the decision: stay or go. 
And she loved teaching, she had always wanted to be a teacher, she 

ot a great degree at UNH but she came out with the exact average of 
£33,000 in debt, and she said, it’s $500 a month, I’ve got two roommates, 
I’ve got an old car, I can’t do this. I can’t do this on a salary of $33,500. 
I’m going to have to leave teaching and give up what had been my life 
time dream. Or another UNH student who was a senior and she was 
working with Dover Youth to Youth, you know, and decided having that 
experience on drug and alcohol counseling, this is the field for her. She 
wanted to become a social worker and work with youth and so, by the 
way, how much debt do you have? Eighty thousand dollars. Well, good 
luck with that career, let alone ever buying a new car or buying a house. 
We know the tuition freeze is the best way to deal with student debt. 
We also know what’s happening around us. Maine has decided that they 
will let students go to the University of Maine at a lower tuition than 
the in-state tuition in New Hampshire, and it is now cheaper for a New 
Hampshire student to go as an out of state student to UMass and be 
able to graduate with less debt than it is to go to the University of New 
Hampshire. That’s terrible marketing and, by the way, we’re better than 
either of those schools in this state. Moreover, as it has been explained 
to us about the Governor’s scholarship plan, now I support that we do 
something in New Hampshire for student scholarships, most states do it. 
I think it’s a great idea, and I think that if it worked out appropriately I 
think we ought to support it. The plan as proposed treats a few thousand 
students, whereas tens of thousands of students get helped by a tuition 
freeze. Also, as it’s proposed, it helps people go to private schools. Now I 
have nothing against private schools, I went to them, my grandmother, 
God bless her, paid for eight grandchildren to go through schools back 
in the day when total tuition fees were $3,000 it was a little different, 
you know. But there’s nothing in this plan which decides how the basis 
is of who gets that money. It’s just writing a check. Is it going to be a 
wealthy family who gets the money to go to the private school? Is it going 
to be a family that is really struggling to send their first in their family 
ever to go to college or not? Secondly, there’s no process for determining 
need, Also, as has been said, how do we get this money out this year? 
We can’t. And, if we did, every single family that has financial aid would 
have to go back and refile their FAFSA form because they have some 
new income coming in; they have to refile and redo all that. So it’s just 
plain unworkable, it hasn’t been thought out enough yet. Let’s give it a 
year, we can do a tuition freeze for a year, get that scholarship plan, it'll 
be in the budget for the second year, get it set, get it good to go, market 
it and then I think we’ve got the best of both possible worlds here. So 
I think it’s a very reasonable thing without increasing any more fund- 
ing in the budget. Shift this over in the first year, we’re good to go on 
a tuition freeze, we can develop that scholarship program. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 
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SENATOR FULLER CLARE: Thank you very much. I also rise in sup- 
port of the amendment that was put forth by the good Senator from 
District 10, and what amazes me is the fact that we failed to recognize 
that we have one of the premier public educational higher e d systems 
in the country. We have at the University of New Hampshire award 
winning faculty, we have research grants, we have really an incredible 
opportunity to educate the young people in our state. And I believe that 
anything that we can do to contribute, the state can contribute to ensure 
the ongoing success of that university and its branches is critical. And 
I thought what I would speak to is to remind you that UNH did step 
forward, this is their press release from February 22, 2017, where they 
announce a tuition free plan for hundreds of New Hampshire students. 
They’re launching this program this fall that will guarantee all full time 
first year New Hampshire students receiving federal Pell Grants, that 
they will pay no tuition to attend the university. They have estimated 
that the University of New Hampshire’s Granite Guarantee will help at 
least 285 first year students studying on Durham and on Manchester 
campuses. These are students from New Hampshire, and it will lead 
to more opportunities for low income New Hampshire students to seek 
higher ed. We should congratulate them from having brought forth this 
program and we should support them by not level funding them going 
forward, and this would be a first step with this amendment to increase 
the amount of money that’s coming from the state, and at the same time 
make it possible for that grant program to go forward in the second year. 
But I also want to remind you that that grant program, students can 
apply for those monies for any higher education institution in the state. 
We need to be supporting our public university in all of its forms in all 
of its locations and so please join with us in passing this amendment. 
Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels for a question of Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Understanding that it’s too late in the year for 
the money to be used for the ‘17-18 school year, is it not possible to have 
that $5 million available before this time next year to be used for the 
‘18-’19 school year, and then a year after to have $5 million more avail- 
able for the ‘19-’20 school year? 


SENATOR WATTERS: Well, thank you for the question, and I will say 
Senator, you know youre head of Senate Finance, I guess you can do 
whatever you darn please at some level with the money. But I say right 
now here’s a need. You know, we can do something about freezing tuition 
next year and help all those students, and then, as I Say, give it time 
for this program to work out, and, you know, we'll be in another budget 
cycle in two years and if this scholarship program seems to be working 
in the second year of this budget let’s put some more money into the next 
time. I mean, I’m always going to argue for more funding into educa- 
tion, you know that. But I just think right now we have a real problem 
with student debt and that we can address that for tens of thousands 
of students through a tuition freeze in the first year. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Watters.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Senate Finance had people come asking us to give 
money so that tuitions would not be as high. They came also in the back 
end asking us to pay off student loans. Can you tell me what UNH has 
done, not freeze, but to lower tuition and make the sacrifice that the 
state is being asked to make? 
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SENATOR WATTERS: Well, thank you for your question. You know be- 
ing retired from that system I will not propose to speak for those details. 
I was an English professor for thirty-nine years and loved my profession. 
I will say that those Wildcats bleed blue, and have given hundreds of 
millions of dollars to try to give the opportunity to other people to go to 
that fine institution. That’s true of Keene, it’s true of Plymouth as well, 
and I think then that there’s a partnership issue here. That yes, the 
alumni, yes private grant funding, I mean we're providing what, maybe 
8 percent of the tuition, I mean 8 percent of the budget to UNH at this 
point. So shouldn’t that partnership be there that we can do what we can 
for our public institutions to help them out? And I would say, too, that 
is just strikes me as very strange and I won’t use the word punitive but 
one might say that, that we can find money for the community college 
system, I’m all for that too, but that we, for some reason, will zero out 
increases to UNH whether it’s in the operating budget or whether it 
is in the capital budget. And I think that starving resources there, the 
BIA, everybody has said they want more graduates out of the university 
system of New Hampshire. One of the best ways we can do that is to 
help with the student debt issue, and to provide some modest increase 
to the funding for next year. 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. I want to 
make a disclosure. I bleed blue and white, okay? I bleed blue and white, 
and my grandson is a student at the University of New Hampshire. I 
rise in support of the amendment. I think it’s a way to teach our dol- 
lars more sense, how’s that? Here we have an opportunity to freeze 
tuition for a year, take 700,000 from the 5 million, move it forward so 
that you have 5 million 7 hundred thousand to give out going forward, 
and what you’d be doing is getting more New Hampshire kids to go to 
New Hampshire colleges; nothing wrong with that. The program that’s 
in place that the University announced will give 285 New Hampshire 
students who are getting a Pell Grant, when they qualify they'll get 
free tuition. That’s a great move forward. That’s a key move to kids 
in need. How do you get a Pell Grant? It’s based on income, there’s an 
index; a maximum Pell is about 5,500. Pell used to be called the basic 
equal opportunity grant. Biggest mistake ever was when Claiborne Pell 
had that changed because basic economic opportunity grant resonates 
with all of us to give a kid a basic educational opportunity. Now we call 
them the Pell Grant. What do we do? We reduce them. That’s the big 
trend in Washington, reduce the Pell Grant. This opportunity to freeze 
tuition is a marketing tool for us. We get kids into our schools, in the 
second year they could take advantage of the Governor’s plan. We don’t 
know how the Governor’s plan’s organized. How’s that money going to 
be given out? Doesn’t something have to be put in place to show how 
you're going to dispense that money? Is it dispensed based on need? 
Number one, how do you ascertain need? You go to the FAFSA, which 
is in place as we speak, because financial aid has been given out for the 
incoming students, that’s all done. They’re in there. So what are you 
going to use, are you going to sit on top of that? If you sit on top of that 
you might disturb the package, the financial aid package that’s already 
been put together, so you've got to think about those things. It’s a good 
idea. It’s something that we should do; giving more kids an opportunity 
to go to school. Our movement rate to post-secondary education is really 
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deminimis when you think of it. It’s really poor. Not everybody has to 
go, but the qualified kids should go and finances shouldn't be the nega- 
tive. We should be able to help these kids. This is an opportunity to do 
that. And when you stabilize it in terms of holding it down, you at least 
get them the opportunity to get in. If they perform there’s merit money 
that’s available, the Governor’s money will be available. A guy by the 
name of Dana Hamel, the Hamel Center in Durham is named after him 
and his family, gave the University $10 million for scholarships so that 
worthy students could get financial assistance. That’s what’s happening 
because of the quality of our university, and our other schools— Keene 
State College and Plymouth State University— got to be careful about 
that because Penn State’s got the moniker on that PSU. We can’t use it, 
we'll be sued. I can’t take a suit at this time my income is so deminimis 
probably put me in jail. So it’s a good idea, and it’s something we ought 
to hop on. I think it’s something we can all support. We can go 23-zip on 
this one. That would be a landmark case. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Innis.) 


SENATOR INNIS: I guess I have to begin with multiple conflicts on this 
one. I am a professor at the University of New Hampshire. I have two 
sons who graduated from the University of New Hampshire. Further- 
more, I’m Chair of the Faculty Senate at the University of New Hamp- 
shire this year. Not enough Senates for me apparently. I'll keep my com- 
ments brief. I think the intention of this amendment is very good. I think 
it’s a much more complex issue than this amendment addresses, and I 
would encourage this body to find and to think in a long term strategic 
fashion about the way we’re going to treat higher education, especially 
university education, in this state. Is the system the right management 
tool; it costs $11 million a year. Is there a better way to handle that? Are 
there other things that we as a state can do to encourage our in-state 
students to stay here? If an in-state student goes to UNH, there’s a 67 
percent chance they'll take their first job here in New Hampshire. If an 
out of state student goes to UNH, that percentage probability drops to 
20. So we need to keep our students here, more than half leave the state. 
Let’s fix that number, and let’s think strategically, let’s be smart about 
it. I do really appreciate the Senator from District 10 coming forward 
with this amendment. I think it’s in the right spirit, but I’m concerned 
it doesn’t leverage our resources effectively and there are better ways 
to do this as we go forward. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: I respect the opinion of the President of the Univer- 
sity Senate in Durham. We’ve tried this once before and believe it or not 
it worked. We had direct measures. More high school graduates applied 
to university system in New Hampshire campuses. Of those who were 
accepted which are many, more of those who were accepted actually made 
the decision to attend university system in New Hampshire campuses. 
This is a tried and tested means of driving New Hampshire high school 
students to stay in-state and go to school at our public institutions. I 
think that’s pretty strategic. It may not be the longest term view, but 
it gets us through one year and we can test it, and if it works again, 
let's try it again. But this is something that I don’t think that we can 
really say doesn’t work, we know it works. And let’s, well, we know it 
worked once, and let’s try it again because this is a message that the 
business community is looking for this legislature to deliver, and this 
is a message that our schools are looking for the support for the public 
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sector so that they might redirect, say hey, this is where, you know, this 
is quality, this is an investment that the state is making. We should be 
supporting that and pull together to try to make this investment pay off 
for the future workforce of the state. Well, we’re going to vote shortly I 
think, I do encourage us, I think this is a good proposal and I think we 
have a way of testing it down the road. We can turn this annual decision 
into one that can be strategic as we go forward in collaboration with our 
university system in New Hampshire partners.

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SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, this amendment funds the retiree’s health insurance. All of us un- 
derstand the concern that retirees have. They believed when they came 
and when they took these jobs that they would have health insurance for 
the rest of their lives. The plan that’s being talked about in our budget 
has really three categories: the 20 percent pay, the 10 percent pay, and 
those who receive their insurance paid for by the state. A date was cho- 
sen, I believe the date is 1949. December of 1949. If you are born prior 
to that you're free, if you’re in the middle up to 68, you pay 10 percent 
if you’re 65 or under you pay 20 percent. Many of these retirees cannot 
afford this, their retirement plans are deminimis; the bulk of them are in 
the $12,000 category. This pay would take a huge chunk of their retire- 
ment. So I ask you, my colleagues, to support what has been promised 
to retired state employees, their insurance. Vital, it is absolutely vital, 
something that none of us can live without, we know how important it 
is. Thank you, Mister President. I hope my colleagues will support the 
amendment and move forward. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I don’t believe as 
we went through this process that there was any area that I did more 
research than on this issue. Because you see I believe if the state makes 
a promise that it ought to keep a promise. There was a lot of research 
done by House Finance, Representative Ober in particular, looking back 
through the statutes to find out what promises the state had made. What 
we find is years ago that the state said that they would pay the premium 
on health insurance. That transitioned a few years later into the state 
will pay a premium, although m understanding is that the state contin- 
ued to pay the full premium, and then as it got into the 2000s you started 
to see cost sharing come in. One of the things we have to understand, 
and I had some information, I don’t know when these promises were 
made, was it at hiring? Who would hire somebody and then tell them 
that they’re going to have a certain benefit, particularly health care, 
for life not knowing what it was going to be like thirty, thirty-five years 
later? Was this offered at the time of retirement? I don’t know. When 
brochures said that they will have health care funded by the state, were 
they authorized to do that? I don’t know. What is the process now? Are 
they still telling people when they get hired that they’re going to have 
benefits for life? I don’t know. There’re a lot of questions still out there. 
In the end I had to go to the statute, though. Particularly legislatively 
the statute is governing what benefits are going to be available to our 
employees. And as we all know, one legislature can’t bind another. So, 
that benefit could change on a year to year basis. The fact that when a 
premium would be paid and the state continue to pay the premium I see 
as a bonus to retirees that were going through retirement at that time. I 
have to rise against this amendment because I cannot find anything in 
statute that says that the state made a promise that the retirees would 
receive health care for their lifetime including their spouses and some 
dependent children. Had it been otherwise I would be here supporting 
the amendment, but I cannot support that because I cannot find that 
evidence in spite of everyone coming and saying we were promised this. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 
rise in support of this amendment. It’s interesting, we were talking be- 
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fore about students and young people making choices and trying to plan 
ahead, plan for what things are going to cost and this is one of those 
issues where we expect people to be responsible and plan. And a lot of 

eople in our state have been res onsible and have made life decisions 
paced on information they had at the time. The information that they had 
at the time was in the statutes. It was what was offered at the date of 
hire. One such individual, state employee who’s now retired wrote to me 
and there were just a couple things that she said that really stuck out. 
She said several years before I retired there was a change to the health 
care coverage that required those retirees that were under sixty-five to 
contribute toward their coverage, 2009 the beginning of the biennium. 
This was a sharp departure of what was laid out at the time of my hire, 
but understanding this I still decided to retire, knowing that when I did 
reach sixty-five I would go on to Medicare and the supplemental cover- 
age would be taken care of by the state. Now once again what was laid 
out at the time of my hire is at risk of being swept aside. As has been 
done in the past, when changes needed to be made, for instance when 
insurance coverage went from ten years of service to twenty, the change 
was effective for those that were hired on or after a specific date. Those 
who would be contemplating retirement would be able to plan for this 
change albeit not what they were originally signed up for. Those of us 
over sixty-five knew at the time we retired what our terms and condi- 
tions were and planned our budgets accordingly. Now it seems these 
changes are putting us in jeopardy once again. And she also goes on to 
talk about some of the benefits the active employees have, ways of man- 
aging their health care cost that they can participate in, whether it’s a 
reduction in gym membership or the health assessment tool, or know 
your numbers, know your health care numbers and readings. Even the 
compass program, which is a smart shopper program where we encour- 
age people to look at what the costs of an individual procedure are at 
various providers, and if they pick the least costly choice then we offer 
them an incentive. All of that goes away. All of that goes away at age 
sixty-five, and at the same time that those benefits disappear for this 
retiree, they also at age sixty-five see a reduction in their pension by 
10 percent, and it has been years since we have initiated a COLA. So 
people that twenty, thirty years ago, based on the information that was 
there, based on the information they were given at their time of hire 
made life choices. They decided to get married, they had children, they 
bought a home, they made any number of choices based on a promise 
that some degree of security would be there for them. That’s no longer 
there; this is pulling it out from under many of our retirees at a time 
when their income as a percentage is essentially shrinking because the 
costs of so many other things in life are increasing. It’s really a hard- 
ship and a burden on some of our longest retired state employees, and 
I would hope that we could support this amendment offered by my col- 
league from Manchester, as a way to at least continue to live up toa 
ea of the promise that was made to these folks at the time of their 

ire. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Gray.) 


SENATOR GRAY: Thank you, Mister President. The research from the 
good Representative from Hudson has been alluded to and I do have 
a copy of that with me today. The original contribution from the state 
into the retirement system started, in accordance with this research, 
in 1963. And it was $3— and the provision in the bottom of it said the 
state employees and the retired employees shall pay the balance of the 
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premium on the payroll deductions. That remained in effect until 1973. 
In 1978 it was changed that the state shall pay a single person premium 
per each state employee and retired employee, but that was short lived. 
Because in 1976 the statute was again changed, and again going back 
to the retired employees, the words “within the limits of the funds ap- 
propriated at each biennial session” were added to that. So it was clear 
that the legislature had an obligation or the ability to change that. That 
another amendment was done in ‘77 , the words “within the limits of the 
funds appropriated at each biennial session” were retained. We'll go on to 
1983- the words “within the limits of the appropriation at each biennial 
session” were retained. In 1985 the words, I could go on. There are some 
other...but those words remain in the statute today. So as for a promise 
to our employees, anyone that was contemplating retirement after 1976 
when those words were added, I don’t see that there is a problem with 
what we're doing. We are doing what we said: within the limits of what 
we can afford and put into the budget. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. I rise in 
support of my colleagues from Manchester and this amendment, and I 
also rise on behalf of the thousands of retired state workers that lived 
in and around Concord including in my own neighborhood, the south 
end of Concord, including living on fixed incomes, struggling to get by, 
struggling with prescription costs, struggling potentially with what 
I think is a new tax created by this budget. There’s more to promises 
than statutory language. There is actual things that are handed out to 
people when they’re hired that say, you know what, this is something 
you're going to get. There’re verbal representations that were made 
along the way and, in fact, everybody we talked to said a lot of those 
representations were made right up until the early 2000s. It’s not just 
about what’s in the statutory language, it’s about what’s told to people 
by state officials and by the retirement system when it was part of the 
state and when it was separated from the state. The second, just a 
minor correction, this isn’t fully funding the state retiree health care. 
This is stopping additional cost shifting onto the backs of retired state 
workers. The cost shifting started in 2009, and in terms of premiums 
from 2009 to 2017 retired state workers in premiums alone have paid 
$38 million. That’s just premiums. That’s not the deductibles, that’s not 
prescription drug coverage, which when they changed that formulary 
that really hit people very hard. And lets also think about the fact that 
for a lot of these workers who get some federal draw, the money that 
goes to contribute that we draw down doesn’t get packed away to help 
with that worker’s retiree health care. What we do with that? We shift 
it over to the general fund, and that amount each year far exceeds the 
value of this amendment right here, which by the way is paid for under 
Governor Sununu’s revenue estimates. We can afford this. We should 
stop the cost shifting now. Thousands of retired state workers getting 
hit with additional premiums is not appropriate, not the way to go. Let’s 
vote for this amendment. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. Mister 
President, as we all know and we’ve discussed throughout the Senate 
Finance Committee process, we have a number of public health issues 
that we’re trying to address in this state. We’ve allocated zero dollars 
to STI, or what some people refer to as STD, prevention, treatment and 
outreach. Zero dollars. I want to read from a memo from the Bureau of 
Infectious Disease Control, from HHS: “Current gonorrhea outbreak. 
New Hampshire is currently experiencing a large outbreak of gonorrhea. 
In 2016, 465 cases of gonorrhea were reported, which represents a 260 
percent increase over prior baseline levels.” The prior baseline levels, by 
the way, were 130 cases per year reported on average between 2007 and 
2013. Think about that— last year 465 cases of gonorrhea— average 130 
per year. This is a public health crisis, and syphilis and chlamydia are 
going up too, and so is hep-C, especially in Manchester as we heard from 
my good friend, the Dean. Want some history about how we funded this, 
Mister President and my colleagues. Reading again from the memo: “Both 
federal and state funding for STD activities has declined substantially 
over the last five years. During the fiscal year ‘12 to ‘13 budget process, 
the STD program biennial budget of $688,000 per year was eliminated. 
As a result of this elimination many funded services were halted includ- 
ing contracts for clinical STD, HIV prevention services that have been in 
place for many years with our community health centers, family plan- 
ning clinics and city health departments.” Mister President, we heard 
testimony that, you know what, these are cost effective prevention and 
outreach programs. And we tried a couple of times in committee to say, 
you know what, let’s at least do $200,000 a year in community contracts 
so we can try to get a handle on this crisis; $200,000 a year, and the 
money would be incredibly well spent; cost effective public health invest- 
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ments saves money down the road. That’s the overwhelming testimony 

and information that was provided to us, Mister President, $200,000 a 

year, that’s what this amendment is. Paid for, living within our means, 

within Governor Sununv’s revenue estimates. I respectfully encourage 

te to ay to deal with this public health crisis as well. Thank you, Mister 
resident. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, I rise in support of the amendment. As stated by my colleague 
from Senate District 15, Manchester is a center of this problem. Hep-C 
has become pervasive because of the needle exchanges that are taking 
place because of the opioid use. The other associated sexually transmit- 
ted diseases have been expanding dramatically. We in New Hampshire 
do get federal money. In Manchester we get some federal money, bat by 
testing we save a ton of money because we're able to treat the situation 
immediately. By letting it go on by not testing because we don’t appro- 
priate the money it becomes a problem that shows up in the emergency 
rooms, shows up in the hospital, shows up in the doctor’s office; causes us 
greater cost, much greater cost. Now these are dollars well spent, as my 
colleague says, we’re looking at $200,000, it’s well spent. This problem 
has become pervasive. You don’t get rid of it, you got to take care of it, 
and as I say Manchester is the victim, the city is the victim. We’re one 
of two cities in the state that actually has a health service. We havea 
health service, we have a health officer. I’ve talked to Tim Soucy about 
this on more than one occasion. This is a problem that’s getting worse 
all the time. It’s getting worse all the time, something we must face. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. Look, 
I agree with my friend from Manchester and from Concord, these are 
worthy programs, but it needs to be noted that the Bureau of Public 
Health is receiving a $2 million increase in general fund appropriations 
in this budget of ‘18-’19. My question is and maybe the point I would 
make is this, if it’s a priority I would hope that that increase in funding 
could be allocated to a program like this because a $2 million increase 
is a significant increase. So I urge that we vote against the amendment 
because we have increased the Bureau of Public Health by $2 million. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. Just as 
a response to my good friend from Wolfeboro, these are community con- 
tracts. The 200,000 per year is contracts owed to the community to make 
sure that we do the testing and prevention. The increase for public health 
is needed for other programs and for staffing and, by the way, in terms 
of the public health staffing, as the Dean knows, there’re a lot of posi- 
tions that have been eliminated, including in public health. So let’s do the 
community contracts, that’s what these are, get on to the community, do 
the outreach prevention and testing that is cost effective that will save 
Medicaid dollars down the road. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President and colleagues. 
This amendment adds $100,000 a year to the career and technical edu- 
cation centers transportation and tuition budget. Here is your work- 
force development opportunity for the day. We have a great workforce 
development program in the state that trains 10,000 students a year, 
it’s called the Career and Technical Education System. Now what has 
happened over the years in not raising this budget means that we are 
starving the possibilities of sending schools to let students go to the 
Career and Technical Education System. The way it works now is that 
if you have a career and technical education center in your school, your 
adequacy grant pays for that, but the sending districts are supposed to 
get, by statute, 75 percent of the cost of tuition and transportation to 
go. Now, in the New Hampshire way, the statute says 75, we've been 
funding about 62 percent. How do those sending districts react to this 
and respond to it? They put a cap. They put a cap on it. If you'd like to 
go get a career and technical education we can’t afford it because we're 
not getting any increase in this budget for year after year after year. 
Now what is funny about this is look at all the good things we’re doing to 
help students get interested in career and tech education. Norm Major’s 
bill, Representative Major, pre-engineering back into the elementary, 
and we put $200,000 into the capital budget to help, you know, gear up 
that program. Great idea, get them interested early, or how about, you 
know, the First Robotics, great program. And what’s that meant to do? 
It’s meant to get high school students interested in engineering and they 
can do the pre-engineering program in the Career and Technical Educa- 
tion System; or we have in the budget, too, we're going to let sophomores 
start to take career and technical education. This is all great— but guess 
what? You can’t get there from here. You’re not going to be able to go 
to the CTE because your community’s got to cap you out of going to it. 
Now, business is behind this, career and technical education centers 
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desperately need this if they’re going to increase their enrollments; the 
sending schools want some help with it. The way this formula works is it 
takes the transportation money off the top. If transportation costs go up 
then there’s less for the tuition, that’s the way this money is distributed. 
Now, Commissioner Edelblut supported moving this up to $8 million, 
that’s what he talked to Finance about, said boy I could sell that, I could 
really get the sending schools to buy in we could do that and gee, you 
know we put $12 million into the capital budget for a new career and 
technical education center in Rochester and we put 6 million in for the 
one up in Plymouth, great thing to do, but the sending schools might 
not be able to send students to them. So the commissioner said let’s do 
this, but it got leveled out at 7.4. Now why does this just 7.5 instead 
of 8? Well, my good colleague in District 3, who right now is where I 
probably would like to be and the rest of us out in the other room, has 
noted that we're offering a lot of amendments today, but as the Senator 
from District 15, at the preface of all this said that every single one of 
these amendments the Democrats are offering today total them all up 
and there’s no more than the money that is available to us if we accept 
the Governor’s figures and do not do the business profit tax, the BET 
decrease. The money is there for all of these compiled together, and to 
make that work so here it says 7.5 instead of the 8, but it’s a start, it’s 
a start that sends a message. In all this discussion about, you know, 
well we’re funding some things but we just didn’t have enough. It kind 
of reminds me, you're driving down the street and you see your neigh- 
bor’s car pulled over to the side of the road, and you're almost to their 
house, and you go over and you ask well what’s the matter, and they 
say I thought I was running out of gas. You say, well, have you tried to 
start the car and see if there’s enough gas in the tank, and they do and 
say, oh my goodness, I actually can get home. We've got enough gas in 
the tank. The Governor said we have enough gas in the tank. Let’s drive 
the car the rest of the way there. Let’s pass this and get some kids so 
they can get to their CTEs. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in opposition 
to the amendment. I think it’s already been stated that we, in Finance, 
had a finite amount of money. We can talk about revenue estimates 
probably a little bit later, but what we chose to put into education I'll 
review: that we put in increased funding for charter schools on a per 
pupil basis for both years, we put in 7.3 million over the biennium for 
increases in community college system, we funded university system at 
a 162 million, added 10 million for scholarships, and 375,000 per year 
on the biennium for robotics at the elementary school. There’s no one in 
this budget that got everything that they wanted. We tried to distribute 
it so that programs could move forward not backwards, this was just one 
of those things that we felt putting the money into other areas would 
help more and we look forward to seeing the next thing probably at the 
next budget. Thank you, Mister President.

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SENATOR WOODBURN: Thank you, Mister President. This amendment 
increases the general education trust fund revenues up to the level of 
Governor Sununu’s proposed budget. It’s an increase of $19.7 million over 
the biennium from the Senate Finance Committee amendment. Although 
we believe the revenue estimates proposed by the Governor are far too 
conservative and are 25.8 million less than the estimates proposed by 
the Senate Democrats during the committee process, at least the Gover- 
nor’s estimates are closer to reality than the Senate version. The state 
revenues have been strong for the last two years. In the last month rev- 
enues are $40 million above plan, and we are above plan for the year to 
close at $74 million. By not increasing revenue estimates we are tying 
our hands when it comes to meeting the needs of our state. By adopting 
the Governor’s revenue estimates we can make some serious strides to- 
ward meeting those needs, increasing the critical funding in areas that 
the Senate Democrats have offered today without any new increases or 
taxes or fees. I urge my colleagues to adopt this amendment and take a 
small step towards compromise so we can he iee address these priorities. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 
rise and Ph seabed ask the body to turn down my good friend’s revenue 
estimates. Of course I don’t want to be talking about cubbing the cub 
here but, you know, we believe that the Governor did everything in their 
power, with a great administration, a great staff to come up with the 
best information estimates they had at the time. The information they 
didn’t have at the time was the fact that what we’ve seen since when the 
Governor did his estimates in November and December until today that 
we have continued to see a significant slowdown and decrease of revenue 
from across the country. In New Hampshire, Mister President, you know 
we are very, very fortunate that we do not have a sales tax, and we do 
not have an income tax, and that has provided us some level of insulation, 
because we see that sales receipts are falling across the country, we see 
that income taxes are falling across the country. We see the fact that the 
American dollar to the Canadian dollar has really gone upside down. We 
have concerns about Europe, we have concerns very genuinely that the 
economy is not accelerating nationally, in fact many people would suggest 
it’s beginning to retract. In spite of that fact, in spite of that fact that in 
the discretion of the Ways and Means Committee they actually wrote 
revenues up not down like so many other states seem to these days. And 
Mister President, I shall remind you that it isn’t even just the Midwest 
and the West that are seeing reductions in revenues, one only needs to 
look at our good friends in Connecticut. Let’s talk about our good friends 
in Connecticut. We’re seeing the largest manufacturers they have leave 
because the state’s trying to spend too much money. We’re seeing GE 
moving to Boston, we're seeing manufacturing move out, we're seeing in- 
surance companies up and leave after hundreds of years, hundred years of 
being in business, because the state overreached what it thought it would, 
and it is in such a horrible financial condition today, that it has truly put 
that state at risk and in fact, Mister President, I heard one statement 
from a friend of mine who’s a legislator in Connecticut, that at this point 
they think they'll be sixteen people running for Governor against the cur- 
rent Governor because he is at such risk that everyone knows that their 
financial challenges are so grave. That’s not because it’s a bad state, it’s 
because their legislature with their Governor shot the moon when it came 
to revenue projections. We don’t want to find our self in that position. And,

in fact, we should count our stars lucky that our revenue actually came in 
above what we projected last year because if they didn’t, the good Senator 
from Senate District number 3 would be talking a much different story 
about how do we fund Granite Hammer, how do we fund mental health, 
how do we fund all of the things that have come up in the past two years, 
because we actually had that little bit of cushion. Mister President, I 
stand in front of you today and would suggest that I am concerned, hav- 
ing been on the Ways and Means Committee for some time as well, and 
having a little bit of a background in finance and economics, but even at 
the number we're at today, that number exceeds my level of comfort. But 
again in that spirit of compromise, like we compromised two years ago, 
and stretched that number as far as we could when the Ways and Means 
Committee brought in an extra $55 million two years ago, the committee 
made a decision to come up $42 million this year. I implore the members 
of this body to recognize the fact that we must always balance those who 
we're helping from those who we're taking from. And the revenue numbers 
we have today, we believe are as accurate as they can be and are realistic 
in still trying to keep our state from being in trouble. So I’d ask that the 
body turn down this amendment, with all due respect to my good friend, 
and we'll proceed along with the budget. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Mister President, I urge my colleagues to 
support Amendment 2102s. If you look at our revenues, our revenues 
for this month are exceeding plan, our business revenues are up almost 
$12 million. What are the key predictors? Rooms and meals, if you go 
back fifteen years and look at the trend, it’s increasing, even though 
we take 1.1 million a month out of it to pay for building aid. Rooms 
and meals is a good predictor, some of you have been in that business 
know that it’s a good predictor. The amnesty provision that took place 
has induced people who didn’t pay taxes to pay their taxes. It’s about 
time they paid their taxes because they’ve been avoiding taxes. If you 
looked at today’s newspaper you find someone who’s avoided a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars in taxes. Three weeks ago we found another 
person who'd been avoiding a half a million dollars in taxes. Why are 
they owning up? They're owning up now because of the amnesty provi- 
sion. That’s an inducement. In our budget we have allowed for two more 
people at revenue to help audit. We have allowed for one individual to 
be a collector. We apportioned 2.9 million to the two auditors, 800,000 to 
the collector. The numbers suggested by the Governor are good numbers. 
They’re not too high, they’re right in the mid-frame. Senator Feltes and 
I had numbers that were higher, alright? We assent to the fact that the 
midrange is where we are going to be. That’s what these numbers give 
us, and they give us 20 million more dollars to work with in this budget 
process. They’re good numbers. Look at them. Look at the key revenue 
producers: business profits tax, business enterprise tax, rooms and meals 
tax and real estate transfer tax; securities has been strong. These are key 
elements in this process they are strong elements in this government, 
in this state. I don’t care what’s going on in other states. We’re New 
Hampshire, we look at our state, we look at the revenue sources that we 
have. We do not have an income tax; we do not have a broad sales tax. 
We depend on business, and we've aided business by reducing taxes. We 
have helped ourselves by creating an amnesty which gets more people to 
participate when they're dodging us. These numbers are good numbers. 
They’re not extraordinary. In the last biennium at the eleventh hour we 
brought in 55 million more into the budget process. What we’re asking 
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for here, is a $20 million increase, that’s not out of the question. I hope 
my colleagues will think hard and will look as you should every day at 
the revenues. Every day the Legislative Budget Office gives us revenues. 
Every day the Department of Administrative Services, Diane Smestad 
gives us revenues, tells us exactly where we are, where those revenues 
are coming from. High, low, refunds, everything’s in line as we speak. I 
follow it every day, I’m sure you follow it every day. We know what the 
position of this state is right now, our economy is good, our economy is 
level, we have the lowest unemployment rate in the area, what we need 
is more people. We need more people to work to fill these jobs. We fill 
these jobs we'll get more money for the business enterprise tax. So we 
have a mechanism in place to get more, we just refill it. These numbers 
are good, they’re not bad numbers. Look at them, do your research on 
them. I ask you to do that. Follow them every day. Why not? They pop 
up every day. Clearly you'll see that we’re moving in the right direction. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I rise with a word of cau- 
tion. You know I never would have thought in 2009 when I came back 
into the legislature that, what is it, nine years later, that we’d be having 
this debate after what happened in 2009 and I’m sitting here scratch- 
ing my head, and I’m trying to remember back to a time that our friend 
from Manchester was the Senate Finance Chair and we’d overestimated 
revenues and so we did some things that just, ooh boy, gives me shivers 
to think about that we could get ourselves into that kind of predica- 
ment. As I recall we bonded building aid, which was already a bond. We 
bonded it because we’d overestimated revenues, the revenues weren’t 
there and that’s what happened. I talked about the water grants that 
Governor Lynch suspended before. Here we are in 2017, communities 
have been long waiting and we've just gotten around to funding them— 
high time. I seem to recall that we thought we were going to raise $25 
million from the sale of state property, but we got next to nothing. There 
was something, and maybe my friend from Manchester can illuminate 
me, you know, later on, that happened with UNH, some sort of, it may 
have been a bonding thing, I can’t even remember. That’s how dire the 
situation got, so let’s remember our friend on the other side of the wall 
who’s one of the most respected revenue estimators, we’re $40 million 
higher than Representative Major. Yes, we’re about $20 million under 
the Governor. It gives us a bit of a cushion to do the things that we’ve 
discussed all afternoon. More money for families with a disabled child, 
improvement for the Division of Children, Youth and Families, mental 
health funding, heroin funding, $7 million more for the community col- 
lege system. But we have to be cautious before we spend to the max limit, 
and I remember that history, and there are not a lot of us that were 
here in 2009 and ‘10, that was a very tough situation when we had to 
make program cuts and we had to do some of the difficult things that I 
outlined. I mean bonding building aid that’s already a bond? I don’t think 
we want to get ourselves into that situation, and while I understand 
why our friend from Manchester wants to increase the revenue projec- 
tions, I get it because the amendments that we’ve had today I think are 
pretty worthy programs. I’m not disputing that. But we also have priori- 
ties that are important, that fit within the revenues that we’ve talked 
about: improving our economy and protecting taxpayers. And I talked 
about that before, and that’s why that three legged stool of meeting the 
needs, protecting taxpayers, growing jobs is what builds a good budget. 
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Not everybody gets everything they want, and you’ve heard me quote 
my favorite twentieth century philosopher, Mick Jagger, before— you 
don’t always get what you want, but this is a budget that we get what 
we need, and that’s why I think we should reject the amendment, have 
a cushion, have some safety mechanism built into this. Our friend from 
Bedford thinks we’re too high at the revenue estimates that we have in 
this budget now. Our friend from Plaistow, Representative Major, I think 
would think we’re too high. This is probably the tolerance level that we 
can achieve, so I would ask that we vote down this amendment, and I 
think we’re going to be close to the end of our first bill.

SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President, members of the Senate. 
This is a complicated lot of language to fix a problem that was created 
in language introduced in the bill early on, and in a previous footnote. 
The purpose of that footnote was to ensure that monies that we gave 
to DHHS went to CFI providers, the people that actually do the care 
as opposed to the managers. We give them wage increases that are 
desperately needed to keep people in their homes at much less expense 
with those providers taking care of them in their homes than having to 
put them in nursing homes. It was a good bill, it was good footnote. The 
problem with the footnote is that included in it by mistake was language 
that limited the ability of early intervention services to use 2.2 million 
of their funds for early intervention services. Language in that footnote 
prevents them from using their own funds to take care of 800 kids early 
on, age’s newborn to three, so that we can prevent them from having 
greater problems later. So this is a technical fix. What it does, it strikes 
the bad language and it takes the money that was designated for early 
intervention services and puts it into the budget line item specifically so 
that they can spend that. Why do we have to do that? Early Interven- 
tion Services is a bundled amount federally, and we can’t split the wages 
out. The footnote that required the increase in funds to go to wages only 
would violate that federal provision and deny HHS the ability to use the 
Karly Intervention Services money to take care of the kids. And I ask 
your support for this amendment. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro for a question of Senator 
Giuda.) 

SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you. Senator, what you’re saying 
is there’s no increase in appropriations. What you're doing is you’re re- 
codifying where the money is going, stating specifically what the money 
is to be spent for, is that correct? 


SENATOR GIUDA: Yes Senator, that’s correct. 
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SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. Just to 
recap some of the discussion. We’re going to have more amendments on 
HB 517 with respect to job training, full day kindergarten, the alcohol 
fund diversion, education stabilization, the women’s prison, continuity 
of care at planned parenthood and family planning centers, the Hyde 
amendment among others, but the amendments that we just heard and 
that we just discussed were all paid for, within our means, within the 
Governor’s revenue estimates, which were alluded to as somehow being 
irresponsible revenue estimates. I think they were very conservative rev- 
enue estimates. All of our amendments were paid for within the revenue 
estimates and within, you know, not doing the business tax cuts, the 
additional business tax cuts. But DCYF, let’s remark upon that: one of 
the major recommendations was to fund voluntary services program 
with family social workers. It was one of the major recommendations. 
We didn’t do it. We didn’t do it. It prevents the future mistreatment 
of children and we didn’t do it. On mental health, there’s nothing for 
children in mental health in FY ‘18. We punted my friend from District 
17’s wraparound services to FY ‘19. There’s no childhood ACT team. Two 
were requested in the agency phase, the Governor didn’t fund them, we 
didn’t fund them. We took out the additional for the ACT team support of 
3 million per year, and on top of that we don’t do any rate increases for 
community mental health care workers. And what do we do for the emer- 
gency mental health triage project? We have one person. That’s it, one 
person. The question is not whether or not we’re taking good steps, the 

uestion is whether or not we're meeting the needs as they are right now. 

nd on that we are not. DD Waitlist, we’re not funding it the way that 
we need to, it’s just the demographics of the situation. Is it an increase? 
Yes. The question is not whether or not it’s an increase the question is 
whether or not we’re meeting our obligation, our responsibility to meet 
the need. That’s the question. No family with a child with disabilities is 
going to sit back and say you know what, my child is not getting services 
to be able to live an inclusive life in his or her community, but you know 
what that was a large fea paste iy increase wasn’t it? They’re not going 
to take solace in that. And are they going to take solace in the fact that 
we're cutting even more taxes for businesses beyond which a lot of the 
folks in this room agreed to in the last session. You can’t bind the hands 
of future legislators, I get it. But shouldn’t we stick to what we said we 
were going to do? Instead of piling on 20 million plus in cuts in this 
budget and 100, over a 100 million in the next? I think we ought to be 
investing in the things that we just talked about; we can afford it, state 
retiree health care. These are things that we all care about and we can 
reach an agreement on this. I think we heard throughout the course of 
the discussion, my friend from Wolfeboro even acknowledged we need to 
do these things. They’re all needs, but we can do them. We can do these 
things. We can do them. We laid out a pathway to do it. Paid for all of 
it, but at the end we’re coming up sort on critical needs while we’re un- 
dershooting revenue and cutting taxes to big corporations. We can take 
a different path, we can reach agreement in the middle and I’m hopeful 
that we will do that. Thank you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise and maybe we're in a good place today. My good friend from Con- 
cord thinks there can never be enough, and wants to be up here. I, on 
the other hand, am down here and looking for more cuts in concern 
that the budget’s too big; $518 million more than the last budget. We’re 
spending $310 million, 292 thousand more in HHS. We're spending $43 
million 942,594 more in transportation. IT is getting $31 Gailion: Admin 
Services getting $31 million. I don’t even understand, Mister President, 
how liquor’s getting 25 but we'll answer that question next week I think. 
Corrections is getting 21, judicial is getting 17. I mean millions upon 
millions upon millions upon millions, $518 million in more money than 
what the majority of this body actually voted for just two years ago. Just 
two years ago. It was enough, 11.3 or 5 depending upon how you want 
to add. We have an obligation to balances. I hear the good Senator from 
District number 3 speak time and time and time again about his three 
legged stool. We have an obligation to help people, but we also have to 
protect those we’re taking from in order to do it. Because this is not 
fake money, this is not monopoly money. Five hundred million dollars 
in more spending is not a fabricated product. It’s people’s money, it’s 
taxpayer’s money that our government is taking in to process and send 
back out. So I say when is enough, enough? When is enough, enough? I 
compliment again the Chair of the Finance Committee because he’s, I 
believe he has tried very, very hard to thread that needle from people 
who think this is way too much spending, from others who think it'll 
never be enough spending, so my compliments to you Senator Daniels 
on a job well done, as I’ve said to you on several occasions. This is a 
good budget, no one’s happy, I want it to be smaller, other’s want it to 
be larger; it finds a good place in the middle and meets every need we 
have. Can we spend more? People will always want to spend more, but 
it’s a place that I find I can vote for and ask the body to vote for it as 
well. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. We’ve had 
a long afternoon discussing the needs of the people of the state of New 
Hampshire. We have an obligation to address these needs. We do it 
through a process called the budget. The budget calls for an assessment 
of our revenues, an assessment of our expenditures, hopefully there’s 
a balance there. We do our best to create a balance. In this document 
we did some good things, no one’s sheep s. about that. Did we do 
enough? I mean that’s the question that all of us have to answer. Did 
we do enough? Did we fully fund the Waitlist, which is very, very im- 
portant? Did we do enough in mental health? I was here when we closed 
Laconia State School. Why? Because we were sued! I was here when we 
de-institutionalized. Why? Because we were sued! I am here when we 
addressed mental health. Why? Because we were sued! We were sued, 
we were sued, we were sued! We’re building a women’s prison. Why? 
Because we were sued! Why did we add to the men’s prison? Because 
we were sued! We’re still under court order. I was here when the Laa- 
man decree was given by a Federal Court. That’s why we had to build 
at the New Hampshire State Prison. I was here when women were sent 
out of state, and we were sued because they couldn’t get services, they 
couldn’t see their families. We cut a deal with Hillsborough County, to 
put them in the Hillsborough County House of Correction, which is a 
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mess. We were sued again! And what did we do? We're building a state 
prison. There are times when we ought to do things because it’s the right 
thing to do. Don’t you think that’s something that we as human beings 
should realize? If your child is in trouble you try to take care of that kid; 
if they’ve got a health problem, you take care of them. You don’t wait 
until they’re almost dead before you address it. We have a responsibility, 
that’s why we’re here. That’s why we’re here. We're here to do better, 
and we’re here to protect the people of the state, but I’m telling you 
every time we get sued, we pay twice, three times, four times as much 
as we could have spent to get the job done earlier, and remember that. 
We are still under the Laaman decree. That came in the 1970s. I was 
here. I was on the special commission to investigate the men’s prison. 
We have spent millions. I was here for the holiday suit, when we had to 
build the psychiatric unit; $35 million, a secure psychiatric unit because 
we were sued. Take a look at all of the expenses that we have made 
over the last forty years, and address the results of a suit. Add them 
up. That’s money that we could have saved had we been responsive to 
these things on our own menu, our own time. So let’s think about that. 
We do things because we have to do. It would be wonderful if we just do 
things because it’s the right thing to do. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Avard for a question of Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR AVARD: Thank you for taking my question, Senator. Just a 
quick clarification; I thought I heard you say earlier that there is $38 
million in the checkbook for the DD Waitlist from the last session. Is 
that correct? 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, thank you so much for the question. As 
you know, as I indicated before, the Senate President and I have a very 
vested interest; it’s a very important issue for us, the DD Waitlist. You 
know we both sit on the Fiscal Committee where every single month the 
point where I’m guessing the Senate President’s tired of me asking why 
is there still a Waitlist, why is the Waitlist getting bigger, and why is 
there still money in the bucket that’s supposed to pay for the Waitlist? 
I can’t tell you what the number is today, I have not seen it this month, 
Senator. But at its height that I remember a couple three months ago, it 
was about $38 million of money left unspent in the DD Waitlist bucket 
and yet we still had at one point 213 people still on the list waiting 
for services. Clearly a failure of the administration to get it done and 
now our current Governor is committed to do it, the Senate President’s 
committed to do it, this body’s committed to do it. Fifty-seven million 
dollars and more money above what I thought you said was 210 million 
one year and 250 million the next, and that’s $500 million to make sure 
we're taking care of those people in need. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Avard for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Sanborn. ) 


SENATOR AVARD: Could you clarify why that money wasn’t spent? 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, thank you very much. I mean it’s a very 
complicated question, right? And there’s a lot of finger pointing going 
on between the area agencies and the state. At the end of the day, this 
legislature makes a policy decision that will take care of that universe 
of people, it’s very important to us, and we put that responsibility onto 
our administrators over at HHS, and for a number of reasons it wasn’t 
done, but the short answer is it’s not done. The money hasn’t been al- 
located and there are still people on the Waitlist. 
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SENATOR AVARD: Thank you. Thank you, Senator. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. Over the last seven 
weeks the Finance Committee has gone through the budget line by line, 
guided by the estimates given by Ways and Means. When we achieved 
the estimates in Ways and Means we didn’t do so by looking at the needs 
of the state and say okay we need this much to fund those. We knew 
that we would never be able to have the money to fund all the needs 
that were there. Instead it came as a result of some hard negotiations 
because we had one Senator that felt that the estimates were too high, 
we had another Senator that felt that they were too low. So it took a lot 
of discussion, a lot of compromising in the middle to find a number that 
was between those two. That’s what guided Finance in their decisions. 
Going through that budget line by line we tried to appropriate money 
where we felt it was going to be best and best serve the needs of New 
Hampshire, knowing that we wouldn’t be able to do everything, but 
with the hopes that we might be able to move each program forward. 
I believe that what we have before us is a good budget, one that raises 
general funds 1.4 percent in the first year, 1.1 percent in the second 
year. With no tax increase, no fee increases, and leaves our self a rainy 
day fund so that if and when bad times hit, we’ve got something to fall 
back on. I very much commend the Senators on Senate Finance for all 
the work they have done because we've all worked hard, we've all con- 
tributed, we’ve listened to each other; we have taken into consideration. 
Did everybody get everything they wanted? Certainly not, but we came 
out with a budget that is good and I hope is deserving of your support. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, I just have to respond to 
my good friend and brother, really, in many regards, our friend from 
Manchester, and I was here too. I was here in 2009, the last time that 
we were in a pickle over assumptions of where the economy would be 
and where revenues would be and we bonded building aid, we bonded 
a bond. Do you believe that? We’re now just getting around to funding 
those water grants that Governor Lynch cut. I talked before about the 
sale of state property, you know what I forgot? The JUA- that was $110 
million. And you know what I really forgot? I’m surprised that our friend 
from Bedford hasn’t jumped down my throat to remind me about the 
LLC tax. That was so bad we had to repeal it, we had to repeal the tax 
on gambling winnings, we had to repeal the camping tax. There were 
about a hundred increases in tax and fees. I mean that’s what happens 
when you forget you’ve got to protect taxpayers. This budget remembers 
that, and meets the needs of the state of New Hampshire, maybe not 
each and every one that people think is important, but overall we have 
done a great job. And we're going to talk more about the business tax 
cuts, Senator Sanborn’s going to get me back for that one later on, but 
they're working. Let me tell you they’re working and they’re well worth 
any possible cost because this debate two years ago was about a $90 
million hole that was going to be created for giving big corporations a 
break. Guess what? Revenue’s 12 percent ahead, so it’s a great budget, 
our friend from Milford, our friend from Salem, our friend from Deerfield, 
and our friend from Warren have done a eet job with the help of our 
friends from Manchester and Concord, my brothers, yeah really. But you 
know what? You've got to build a stool with three legs or it falls over 
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and that’s why the economy and taxpayers matter. Thank you, Mister 
President. Let’s vote for the budget and then talk about how we're going 
to deal with Senate Bill 2. 


The question is on the adoption of the motion of Ought to Pass with Amend- 
ment.

Amendment to HB 517 


Amend the title of the bill by replacing it with the following: 
AN ACT relative to state fees, funds, revenues, and expenditures. 


Amend the bill by replacing all after the enacting clause with the fol- 
lowing: 

1 Department of Administrative Services; Consolidation of Human Re- 
sources and Payroll Functions. 

I. Notwithstanding any law or administrative rule to the contrary, 
the commissioner of administrative services, with the prior approval of 
the fiscal committee of the general court and the governor and council, 
may make such transfers of appropriation items and changes in alloca- 
tions of funds available for operational purposes to the department of 
administrative services from any other agency necessary to effectuate 
the efficient consolidation or deconsolidation of human resources, payroll 
and business processing functions within state government. Such busi- 
ness processing functions shall include: 

(a) Accounts receivable; 

(b) Accounts payable; 

(c) Collection of fines, penalties, fees, restitution, remittances, and 
other moneys due to the state; and 

(d) Such additional finance, accounting and other functions and 
transactions that the commissioner of administrative services determines 
may potentially achieve substantial efficiencies from consolidation. 

II. The commissioner of administrative services may establish the 
number of total personnel required for human resources, payroll and busi- 
ness processing functions in the executive branch of state government and, 
with the prior approval of the governor and council, may eliminate un- 
necessary positions and may transfer positions to or from the department 
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of administrative services to or from any other agency if the commissioner 
of administrative services concludes that such transfers or eliminations 
are necessary to effectuate the efficient consolidation or deconsolidation 
of human resources, payroll or business processing functions within state 
government. Such transfers may, if deemed appropriate by the commis- 
sioner of administrative services, include the transfer of all associated books, 
papers, records, personnel files, and equipment, including, but not lim- 
ited to, work station and information technology equipment, and may, if 
deemed appropriate by the commissioner of administrative services, include 
the transfer of any unexpended appropriations for any of the foregoing, 
and any unexpended appropriations for salary/payroll, benefits, support 
costs, or any other costs associated with the transferred personnel. The 
department of administrative services may also establish new full-time 
temporary positions within the department, if the commissioner of admin- 
istrative services deems it necessary to effectuate the efficient consolida- 
tion or deconsolidation of human resources, payroll or business processing 
functions. 

III. The commissioner of administrative services may locate person- 
nel whose positions have been transferred in such work spaces as the 
commissioner determines will efficiently effectuate the consolidation or 
deconsolidation of functions. Such work spaces may include either space 
currently owned or rented by the state, or space which may be rented 
by the commissioner utilizing amounts which may be saved by the state 
as the result of the consolidation or deconsolidation of functions. 

IV. If the commissioner of administrative services consolidates, de- 
consolidates or, pursuant to 2015, 276:2 or other law, has consolidated 
or deconsolidated, any human resources, payroll or business processing 
function and subsequently determines that such consolidation or decon- 
solidation is not cost effective or beneficial to the interests of the state, 
the commissioner may, with the prior approval of the fiscal committee 
of the general court, deconsolidate or reconsolidate, fully or partially, 
any human resources, payroll or business processing function within the 
executive branch of state government. As part of a deconsolidation the 
commissioner, after consultation with the heads of such executive branch 
agencies as may be affected, will determine positions to be transferred 
to another agency, will determine positions to be transferred elsewhere 
within the department of administrative services or will determine posi- 
tions to be eliminated. 

V. Any unspent balance remaining on the $250,000 appropriation 
made by 2011, 224:86 to the department of administrative services for 
the biennium ending June 30, 2013, for the purpose of selecting and re- 
taining an independent business processing consultant to evaluate and 
make recommendations relative to the consolidation of business processing 
functions within state government, shall not lapse until June 30, 2019. 
The department of administrative services may use this balance to fund 
such projects, functions, or activities as the commissioner of administra- 
tive services may direct relating to the efficiency of state government, 
including, but not limited to, the selection and retention of an independent 
business processing consultant and/or other projects, functions, or activi- 
ties relating to the consolidation or deconsolidation of human resource, 
payroll and business processing functions. 

2 New Section; Health Risk Appraisal; Protected Health Information. 
Amend RSA 21-I by inserting after section 30-e the following new section: 
21-I:30-f Health Risk Appraisal. All information contained in a state 
employee’s health risk appraisal as referenced in any collective bargaining 
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agreement shall be considered protected health information and entitled to 
all of the nondisclosure and other restrictions set forth in the Health Insur- 
ance Portability and Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA), as amended, and 
the Standards for Privacy of Individually Identifiable Health Information 
at 45 C.F.R. part 160 and subparts A and E of part 164 (“Privacy Rule”). 

3 State Employee Health Plan; Application. The cost sharing and plan 
design for unrepresented active state employees who participate in the 
health plans offered by the state shall be the same as those for individuals 
covered by the collective bargaining agreement between the state of New 
Hampshire and the State Employees’ Association of New Hampshire, 
Inc. The fiscal committee of the general court may approve changes to 
the above plan design cost sharing provisions consistent with RSA 21- 
1:30, I. The cost sharing and plan designs for represented active state 
employees who participate in the health plans offered by the state shall 
be in accordance with the provisions of the collective bargaining agree- 
ments between the state and the employee organizations representing 
those employees. 

4 Administrative Services; Health Coverage Shared Responsibility. 
Agencies may use funds in existing class 60 budgets to pay any penalties 
imposed under the employer shared responsibility for health coverage 
under section 4980H of the Internal Revenue Code. 

5 Appropriation; Department of Administrative Services; State Re- 
tiree Heath Benefits. The following sums are hereby appropriated from 
the following sources to the commissioner of the department of admin- 
istrative services for the purpose of funding state retiree health care 
expenses for eligible state retirees and spouses who have a date of birth 
on or before December 31, 1948, for the fiscal years ending June 30, 
2018 and June 30, 2019:

6 Department of Administrative Services; State Employees Group Insur- 
ance; Retiree Medical Benefits. Amend RSA 21-1:30, II to read as follows: 
II. The state shall pay a premium or partial premium for each 
Medicare-eligible retired employee, as defined in paragraphs VI and VII 
of this section, and his or her spouse for their lifetimes, toward group 
hospitalization, hospital medical care, surgical care and other medical 
benefits plan or a self-funded alternative within the limits of the funds 
appropriated at each legislative session and providing any change in plan 
is approved by the fiscal committee of the general court, after a duly no- 
ticed public hearing on any proposed changes to the plan is held before the 
fiscal committee, prior to its adoption. Retired employees who are eligible 
for Medicare may voluntarily cease participation in plan benefits at any 
time and may reenroll without restriction. 

7 Department of Administrative Services; State Employees Group In- 
surance Retiree Medical Benefits; Premium Contribution for Medicare 
Eligible. Amend RSA 21-1:30, XIII to read as follows: 

XIII.(a) The commissioner of administrative services shall invoice 
and collect from retired state employees and/or each applicable spouse 
who are not Medicare eligible and receiving medical and surgical benefits 
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provided under this section, who do not receive a retirement allowance 
as defined in RSA 100-A:1, XXII, a premium contribution amount based 
on a percentage of the total monthly premium attributable to the ap- 
plicable retiree and/or spouse, as determined by the commissioner of 
administrative services, with prior approval by the fiscal committee of 
the general court, provided the percentage is not lower than [42-5] 20 
percent. 

(6) The commissioner of administrative services shall invoice 
and collect from retired state employees and/or spouses who are 
eligible for Medicare Parts A and B due to age or disability re- 
ceiving medical and surgical benefits provided under this section, 
who do not receive a retirement allowance as defined in RSA 100- 
A:1, XXII, a premium contribution amount based on a percentage 
of the total monthly premium attributable to the applicable retiree 
and/or spouse, as determined by the commissioner of adminis- 
trative services, with prior approval by the fiscal committee of 
the general court, provided the percentage is not lower than 10 
percent. Such premium contribution shall only be collected from

(c) The commissioner of administrative services is also authorized 
to invoice and collect from such other participants contribution amounts 
as specified by law. . 

(d) Collected amounts shall be deposited in the employee and re- 
tiree benefit risk management fund. Failure to remit payment of the 
contribution amount in full within 30 days of billing shall be grounds 
for terminating benefits, effective from the beginning of the billing pe- 
riod. Reenrollment shall be dependent upon payment of any outstanding 
contribution or other amounts within 6 months of the termination date. 
If a participant fails to remit payment in full for participation within 
30 days of billing, on the 30th day the participant shall be notified by 
certified mail, return receipt requested, that he or she shall remit pay- 
ment to the department within 10 business days of receiving the letter or 
his or her benefits shall be terminated effective upon the 10th business 
day after receipt of the letter and that reenrollment shall be dependent 
upon payment of any outstanding contribution or other amount within 
6 months of the termination date. 

8 New Hampshire Retirement System; Deductions; Retiree Medical 
Benefits. Amend RSA 100-A:54, III to read as follows: 

III.(a) The retirement system shall deduct from the monthly retire- 
ment allowance of retired state employees and/or each applicable spouse 
who are not Medicare eligible and receiving medical and surgical ben- 
efits provided pursuant to RSA 21-1:30, a premium contribution amount 
Based on a percentage of the total monthly premium attributable to the 
applicable retiree and/or spouse, as determined by the commissioner of 
administrative services, with prior approval by the fiscal committee of 
the general court provided the percentage is not lower than [42-5] 20 
percent. 

(b) The retirement system shall deduct from the monthly re- 
tirement allowance of a retired state employee and/or spouse who 
are eligible for Medicare Parts A and B due to age or disability 
receiving medical and surgical benefits provided pursuant to RSA 
21-1:30, a premium contribution amount based on a percentage of 
the total monthly premium attributable to the applicable retiree 
and/or spouse, as determined by the commissioner of adminis- 
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trative services, with prior approval by the fiscal committee of 
the general court, provided the percentage is not lower than 10 
percent. Such premium contribution shall only be collected from 
eligible state retirees and spouses with a date of birth on or after 
January 1, 1949. 

(c) The department of administrative services shall provide informa- 
tion as to the total monthly premium cost for each participant to the retire- 
ment system for purposes of calculating this deduction. Deducted amounts, 
which shall be in addition to and notwithstanding any amounts payable 
by the retirement system pursuant to RSA 100-A:52, RSA 100-A:52-a, and 
RSA 100-A:52-b, shall be deposited in the employee and retiree benefit risk 
management fund. In the event the retiree’s monthly allowance is insuffi- 
cient to cover the certified contribution amount, the retirement system shall 
so notify the department of administrative services, which shall invoice 
and collect from the retiree and/or each applicable spouse the remaining 
contribution amount. Failure to remit payment of the contribution amount 
in full within 30 days of billing shall be grounds for terminating benefits, 
effective from the beginning of the billing period. Reenrollment shall be 
dependent upon payment of any outstanding contribution or other amounts 
within 6 months of the termination date. The department of administrative 
services shall provide notice of the termination of benefits as provided in 
RSA 21-1:30, XIII. 

9 Judicial Retirement Plan; Deductions; Retiree Health Insurance. 
Amend RSA 100-C:11-a to read as follows: 

100-C:11-a Retiree and Spouse Health Insurance Premium Contribu- 
tion. 

I. Retired judges and their applicable spouses who are not Medicare 
eligible and receiving medical and surgical benefits shall be responsible 
for payment of a premium contribution amount based on a percentage of 
the total monthly premium attributable to the applicable retiree and/or 
spouse, as determined by the commissioner of administrative services, 
with prior approval by the fiscal committee of the general court, provided 
the percentage is not lower than [42-5] 20 percent. 

Il, Retired judges and/or spouses who are eligible for Medicare 
Parts A and B due to age or disability shall be responsible for 
payment of the premium contribution amount based on a percent- 
age of the total monthly premium attributable to the applicable 
retiree and/or spouse, as determined by the commissioner of ad- 
ministrative services, with prior approval by the fiscal committee 
of the general court, provided the percentage is not lower than 
10 percent. Such premium contribution shall only be collected 
from eligible retired judges and spouses with a date of birth on 
or after January 1, 1949. 

III, The department of administrative services shall provide infor- 
mation as to the total monthly premium cost for each participant to the 
judicial retirement plan for purposes of calculating this deduction. The 
judicial retirement plan shall deduct the payment required under this sec- 
tion from the retiree’s monthly retirement allowance. Deducted amounts 
shall be remitted to the administrative office of the courts within 14 days 
along with a statement identifying from whom the deduction was made, 
and shall be used to pay for plan retiree and spouse health care expenses 
and any administrative costs related thereto. 

10 Department of Administrative Services; State Employees Group 
Insurance; Retiree Medical Benefits. 

I. Notwithstanding the requirements of RSA 21-I:30, XIII(b), RSA 

100-A:54, III(b) and 100-C:11-a, II, effective January 1, 2018 the per- 
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centage of premium attributable to each retiree and/or spouse shall be 
10 percent and shall continue until such time that the commissioner of 
administrative services determines it is necessary to seek approval from 
the fiscal committee to revise that percentage. Such premium contribu- 
tion shall only be collected from eligible state retirees and spouses with 
a date of birth on or after January 1, 1949. 

II. Notwithstanding the requirements of RSA 21-I:30, XIII(a), RSA 
100-A:54, III(a), and RSA 100-C:11-a, I, effective October 1, 2017 the 
percentage of premium attributable to each non-Medicare eligible retiree 
and/or spouse shall be 20 percent and shall continue until such time as 
the commissioner of administrative services determines it is necessary 
to seek approval of the fiscal committee of the general court to revise 
that percentage. 

11 New Paragraph; State Retiree Health Care Program; Prescriptions. 
Amend RSA 21-1:30 by inserting after paragraph XV the following new 
paragraph: 

XVI. The New Hampshire retiree health care program shall not pay 
for any medications that are available for purchase without a prescription. 

12 Liquor Commission; Reimbursement of Cost of Legal Services. Not- 
withstanding any provision of law to the contrary, for the biennium 
ending June 30, 2019, the liquor commission shall reimburse the cost 
for any legal services provided by the department of justice to the com- 
mission that would not normally be included as part of the statewide 
cost allocation paid by the commission. 

13 Judicial Appointments; Number Limited; Conversion Suspended. 

I. For the biennium ending June 30, 2019, the number of judges serv- 
ing on the superior court shall not exceed 21 and the number of full-time 
judges serving on the circuit court shall not exceed 33. 

II. RSA 490-F:7, III, relative to conversion of the position of marital 
master to a full-time judicial position, is hereby suspended for the bien- 
nium ending June 30, 2019. 

14 Judicial Branch; Transfer Among Accounts and Classes. Notwith- 
standing any provision of law to the contrary, and subject to approval 
of the fiscal committee of the general court, for the biennium ending 
June 30, 2019, the supreme court is hereby authorized to transfer funds 
within and among all accounting units within the judicial branch as the 
supreme court deems necessary and appropriate to address budget reduc- 
tions or to respond to changes in federal laws, regulations, or programs, 
and otherwise as necessary for the efficient management of the judicial 
branch. If the supreme court intends to transfer funds which would 
otherwise meet the transfer requirements as set forth in RSA 9:17-d, 

rior approval of the fiscal committee shall be required for transfers of

DEPARTMENT OF BUSINESS AND ECONOMIC AFFAIRS 

12-0:1 Definitions. In this chapter: 

I. “Commissioner” means the commissioner of the department of busi- 
ness and economic affairs. 

Il. “Department” means the department of business and economic 
affairs. 

12-0:2 Establishment; Purpose. 

I. There shall be a department of business and economic affairs under 
the executive direction of a commissioner of business and economic affairs, 
consisting of a division of economic development which shall include but 
not be limited to a bureau of workforce development, and a division of 
travel and tourism development which shall include but not be limited to 
a bureau of visitor service. The commissioner is authorized to establish 
or eliminate additional bureaus within either division. The department’s 
purpose shall be to ensure the efficient coordinated function of the depart- 
ment, economic development policies of the state of New Hampshire and 
the collaborative participation of all related state departments, agencies, 
and authorities. 

II. The purpose of this chapter is to improve the administration of 
state government by providing unified direction of policies, programs, 
and personnel in the field of economic development and travel and tour- 
ism development making possible increased efficiency and economies 
from integrated administration and operation of these related functions 
of the state government. 

12-0:3 General Provisions. 

I. Upon the recommendation of the commissioner the governor and 
council are authorized to approve revisions in internal administrative 
departmental organization as the governor and council find from time 
to time may improve or make more economical the administration of the 
department. 

II. With the approval of the governor and council and of the director 
of personnel, the commissioner of business and economic affairs is autho- 
rized to transfer classified personnel, appropriations or portions thereof 
relating thereto as well as necessary equipment, within any division or 
between divisions of the department. 

12-0:4 Powers and Duties of Department. In addition to any other 
powers and duties set forth in this chapter or as otherwise provided 
by statute, the department of business and economic affairs shall have 
the power and duty to plan and conduct a program of information and 
publicity to attract tourists, visitors, industrial concerns, and other 
interested persons from outside the state to the state of New Hamp- 
shire, and to encourage, coordinate, and participate in the efforts of 
other public and private organizations or groups of citizens in order to 
publicize the facilities, industrial advantages, and other attractions of 
the state for the same purposes. The commissioner shall assign such 
duties and functions as in her or his discretion will best effectuate the 
purposes, powers, and duties set forth in this section and as otherwise 
provided by statute. The department is authorized to set its logo and 
to establish and maintain any websites. 

12-0:5 Commissioner of Business and Economic Affairs. There shall 
be a commissioner of business and economic affairs who shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor and council and shall serve until removed by the 
governor. It shall be the responsibility of the commissioner to organize 
and direct the work of the department, subject to the direct supervisory 
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authority of the governor. The commissioner shall appoint one member 
of his or her staff who shall act in the commissioner’s stead when said 
commissioner is absent from the state and at such other times as directed 
by the commissioner. When acting for the commissioner said person shall 
have all the power, duties, and authority of the commissioner. Directors 
of departmental divisions shall be subject to the supervisory authority 
of the commissioner, which authority shall include power to establish 
department and divisional policy as well as to control the actual opera- 
tions of the department and all divisions therein. The commissioner is 
authorized to establish any advisory commissions and programs which 
the commissioner may deem necessary to carry out the mission and 
operations of the department. 

12-0:6 Reports and Publications. The commissioner of business and 
economic affairs is authorized to prepare, publish, and distribute reports, 
charts, surveys, or other documents consistent with the responsibilities of 
the department. The commissioner may charge reasonable fees for such 
documents. Fees for documents distributed by the department shall be 
adopted as rules under RSA 541-A. 

12-0:7 Council of Partner Agencies Established. 

I. There shall be a council of partner agencies to assist and advise 
the commissioner of business and economic affairs which shall consist 
of the following members: 

(a) The executive director of the business finance authority. 

(b) The chancellor of the community college system. 

(c) The Executive director of the community development finance 
authority. 

(d) The executive director of the New Hampshire housing finance 
authority. 

IT, The council shall develop bylaws to guide its operations. 

III. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall chair the council. 

12-0:8 Council of Partner Agencies; Duties. The council established in 
RSA 12-0:7 shall consult with and advise the commissioner of business 
and economic affairs with respect to the policy, programs, and opera- 
tions of the department upon a continuing basis and for said purposes 
shall meet with the commissioner not less frequently than quarterly. 
Each agency represented on the council shall make reasonable efforts 
to coordinate its economic development activities with those of the de- 
partment, provided that nothing in this section shall be construed to 
deprive represented agencies of their authority to operate autonomously. 
The council shall submit to the governor and council biennially a writ- 
ten report of the activities of the department covering the previous 2 
calendar years, which report shall be a public document. A nonpublic 
session of the council may be called at any time for any of the reasons 
specified in RSA 91-A:3, II upon majority vote and shall consist solely 
of the members thereof. 

12-0:9 Directors of Divisions. The commissioner shall nominate for 
appointment by the governor and council a director of economic develop- 
ment and a director of travel and tourism development, each of whom 
shall serve, subject to the provisions of RSA 4:1, for a term of 4 years from 
the date of appointment and until a successor is appointed and quali- 
fied. The directors of the divisions of economic development and travel 
and tourism development who are in office on the effective date of the 
transfer of those divisions to the department of business and economic 
affairs shall serve for the remainder their terms, at which time they

may be reappointed in accordance with the provisions of this chapter. 
Any vacancy in such office shall be filled for the unexpired term in the 
same manner as the original appointment.

12-0:10 Salaries. The annual salaries of the commissioner of business 
and economic affairs, and of the directors of the divisions, shall be as 
provided in RSA 94. 

12-0:11 Division of Travel and Tourism Development; Transfer of Func- 
tions, Powers, and Duties. All of the functions, powers, duties, personnel, 
records, and property of the division of travel and tourism development 
of the former department of resources and economic development are 
hereby transferred to the division of travel and tourism development of 
the department of business and economic affairs. Whenever reference is 
made to the division of travel and tourism development in the statutes, 
it shall henceforth be construed to mean the division of travel and tour- 
ism development of the department of business and economic affairs. 

12-0:12 Division of Economic Development; Transfer of Functions, Pow- 
ers, and Duties. All of the functions, powers, duties, personnel, records, 
and property of the division of economic development are hereby trans- 
ferred from the former department of resources and economic develop- 
ment to the division of economic development of the department of busi- 
ness and economic affairs. Whenever reference is made to the division of 
economic development in the statutes, it shall henceforth be construed 
to mean the division of economic development of the department of busi- 
ness and economic affairs. 

12-0:13 Travel and Tourism Revolving Fund; Transfer; Functions. 

I. The travel and tourism revolving fund in the former department of 
resources and economic development is hereby transferred to the depart- 
ment of business and economic affairs. The fund is hereby established 
as a nonlapsing revolving fund. The revolving fund shall be used for, 
but not be limited to, cooperative efforts with the private sector, for the 
purpose of bulk brochure distribution, familiarization tours, promotional 
programs, trade shows, and other projects generally recognized as ben- 
eficial to promoting the state of New Hampshire. 

II. All income received from participation in cooperative promotional 
programs, familiarization tours, trade shows, brochure distribution proj- 
ects, and other promotional opportunities which become available, shall 
be deposited into the fund. 

III. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall submit a report detailing the activities of the revolving fund 
annually to the governor and council and the fiscal committee of the gen- 
eral court within 60 days of the close of each fiscal year. 

12-0:14 New Hampshire Tourism Policy. It is the intent of the gen- 
eral court that all agencies and departments of state government and, 
specifically, the director of travel and tourism development, under the 
supervision of the commissioner of business and economic affairs, shall 
implement their statutory responsibilities in a manner consistent with 
promoting and encouraging the orderly growth and development of tour- 
ism within the state. This policy shall include efforts to: 

I. Foster awareness and appreciation of New Hampshire’s natural, 
historical, cultural, and scenic resources among its residents. 

II. Instill a better understanding among New Hampshire residents and 
also state employees of the importance of tourism to the state economy. 
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III. Establish and maintain a database on matters concerning state 
tourism research. 

IV. Encourage fairs, conventions, trade shows, and other expositions 
of hospitality and friendliness toward visitors. 

V. Protect and preserve wildlife, natural resources, and geological, 
archaeological, and cultural treasures within the state for the enjoyment 
of residents and nonresidents. 

VI. Support tourism by developing an essential tourism infrastruc- 
ture, including, but not limited to, adequate highways and public trans- 
portation networks and facilities for the traveling public. 

VII. Encourage, assist, and coordinate, when possible, the tourism 
activities of local and regional promotional organizations. 

VIII. Encourage law enforcement personnel to assist, whenever pos- 
sible, the traveling public by providing them with a hospitable reception 
and appropriate information. 

IX. Ensure, when feasible, equal access by visitors and residents to 
public recreational resources. 

X. Ensure that the interest of tourism is fully considered by state 
agencies and the general court in its deliberations. 

XI. Harmonize, to the maximum extent, all state activities in support 
of tourism with the needs of the general public, the state and its political 
subdivisions, and the tourism industry. Any conflicts among the agencies 
and departments of the state in the implementation of their responsibili- 
ties under this section shall be referred to the council on resources and 
development established by RSA 162-C. 

XII. Utilize tourism activities and resources as resident recruitment 
tools for the state. 

12-0:15 Director of Travel and Tourism Development; Duties. The di- 
rector of travel and tourism development, under the supervision of the 
commissioner of business and economic affairs and consistent with the 
New Hampshire tourism policy under RSA 12-0:14, shall: 

I. Promote New Hampshire as a domestic and international travel 
destination in order to increase visitation and travel expenditures, busi- 
ness activity, and employment throughout the state. 

II. Develop and administer programs to encourage and promote the 
development of the tourism industry in the state. 

III. Provide information and assistance to local and regional officials 
on matters related to travel and tourism and encourage the development 
of locally coordinated programs. 

IV. Encourage partnerships among the tourism industry, business 
and industry, and state and local officials to expand the state’s travel 
promotion strategy. 

V. Raise the perception of travel and tourism in the minds of New 
Hampshire residents, businesses, and government. 

VI. Conduct research to measure the effectiveness of promotional 
programs. 

VII. Ensure that New Hampshire maintains a high quality tourism 
experience for the visitor by working with the travel industry on ways 
to utilize natural, historical, cultural, and recreational attractions and 
facilitating statewide activities which can be used as resources by the 
travel industry. 

VIII. Perform any other duties and functions as assigned by the com- 
missioner. 

12-0:16 Travel and Tourism Development Fund. 

I. There is hereby established in the office of the state treasurer a fund 
to be known as the travel and tourism development fund. Any appropria- 
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tions received shall be deposited in the fund. Moneys in the fund and any 
interest earned on the fund shall be used for the purpose of promoting and 
developing appropriate travel and tourism initiatives through the division 
of travel and tourism development and shall not be used for any other 
purpose. The director of travel and tourism development shall oversee 
expenditures from the fund. The moneys in the fund shall be nonlapsing 
and shall be continually appropriated to the department of business and 
economic affairs. 

II. The commissioner shall prepare an annual report to be presented 
no later than December 1 of each year to the governor and council, the 
fiscal committee of the general court, the president of the senate, and 
the speaker of the house of representatives. The report shall detail the 
specific activities supported by, and expenditures from, the fund during 
the past year and shall additionally detail the activities of the travel 
and tourism revolving fund established in RSA 12-0:13. 

12-0:17 Joint Promotional Program. A joint promotional advertising 
program is hereby established to carry out the duties of the department 
of business and economic affairs as set forth in RSA 12-0:4 to publicize 
the advantages of the state of New Hampshire for tourism and to encour- 
age continuous partnership with private industry in this promotion in 
order to maintain a viable and strong economic base in the state. 

I. The department shall administer a joint promotional advertising 
program. The funds appropriated for this program shall be expended for 
grants for advertising programs entered into with independent groups 
or organizations which are designed to promote travel and tourism in 
the state of New Hampshire. 

II. Funds appropriated to the joint promotional program shall only be 
made available to regional associations, statewide tourist groups, cham- 
bers of commerce, or other promotional organizations with the approval of 
the commissioner. Such grants shall only be given to those organizations 
which have been in existence for at least 3 years prior to the date of the 
grant application. 

III. Grant awards shall require 50 percent matching funds from pri- 
vate sources. Grants shall not be used for the administrative salaries or 
overhead expenses of any applicant selected for a grant. 

IV. Grant applications shall be reviewed by appropriate staff which 
shall recommend approval or disapproval of applications to the commis- 
sioner of business and economic affairs. A recommendation for disapproval 
by a commissioner shall be in writing with the reasons for disapproval 
stated. 

V. Funds appropriated for the joint promotional program for the first 
fiscal year of any biennium shall not lapse and shall be available for ex- 
penditure during the second fiscal year of the biennium. All funds which 
have not been expended by the end of the second fiscal year of a biennium 
shall lapse to the general fund. 

VI. The commissioner shall adopt rules under RSA 541-A after pub- 
lic Hearne governing the joint promotional program. These rules shall 
include: 

(a) A description of the joint promotional program, stating the gen- 
eral course and method of its operations and the methods by which the 
public may obtain information or make submissions or requests; 

(b) The procedures and criteria used to certify groups or organiza- 
tions eligible for matching grants; 

(c) The application process, including the information required of 
applicants; 
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(d) The procedures and criteria used to evaluate grant applica- 
tions; and 

(e) Procedures for the administration of grants by recipients includ- 
ing reporting requirements. 

I. Three percent of the funds appropriated to the joint promotional 
program shall be allocated for a grant or grants to organizations that 
do not qualify under paragraph II. Such grants shall require 10 percent 
matching funds from private sources, provided that the organization: 

(a) Has a demonstrated program of cooperation for promotion; 

(b) Has a demonstrated need for promotion; 

i (c) Has demonstrated a case of regional depression or financial hard- 
Snip, 

(d) Agrees that this unmatched grant shall not be awarded for more 
than 2 successive years; and 

(e) Further agrees that the affected area shall not be eligible for 
any unmatched grant for a period of 5 years after the second year fol- 
lowing the award of the first of any unmatched grant. 

12-0:18 Rest Areas and Welcome Centers. 

I. The department of business and economic affairs shall be respon- 
sible for the staffing of rest areas and welcome centers along the state’s 
highways. There is established in the department a bureau of visitor 
service to administer this function. The commissioner may consult with 
the local chambers of commerce relative to said function, and shall have 
the authority to enter into contracts with private or public entities for 
said function as the commissioner deems appropriate. 

II. Notwithstanding paragraph I, the department of transportation 
and the liquor commission may undertake and/or participate in the de- 
velopment of the welcome centers in Hooksett on the northbound and 
southbound lanes of Interstate Route 93 as authorized by the legislature. 

12-0:19 Package Plan Program; Recreational Facilities. 

I. As used in this section the following words and terms shall have 
the following meanings: 

(a) “Voluntary corporation,” a corporation organized under RSA 292, 
dedicated by its articles of agreement and bylaws to serve and promote the 
recreational interests of the state of New Hampshire or a section thereof 
and which may number among its members certain corporations actively 
engaged in developing and promoting recreational facilities in the state 
of New Hampshire. 

(b) “Package plan program,” a method of selling tickets by which 
the department, in conjunction with a voluntary corporation, offers for 
sale to the general public interchangeable or reciprocal tickets for servic- 
es and accommodations, or both, in connection with recreational facilities 
of both the state and the voluntary corporation or any of its members. 
The charges for services and accommodations when sold in this manner 
may be less than when sold individually. 

II. The department of business and economic affairs may participate 
in package plan programs with voluntary corporations as defined in this 
section, and businesses within the tourism industry. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of law, this participation may include entering into 
such agreements with voluntary corporations and businesses within the 
tourism industry as are in the best interests of the state, which agree- 
ments may relate to the development, promotion, administration, and 
sales of package plan programs. Such agreements shall permit the de- 
partment of business and economic affairs to provide to the voluntary cor- 
poration and businesses within the tourism industry a mutually agreed 
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upon number of tickets or vouchers for tickets at a mutually agreed upon 
discounted rate in order to participate in the package plan program for 
promotional purposes or in lieu of dues to the voluntary corporation. Any 
revenue derived by participation in package plan programs payable to 
the department of business and economic affairs in accordance with such 
agreements shall be deposited with the state treasurer in the same man- 
ner as regular ticket sales. The commissioner of the department of busi- 
ness and economic affairs shall make annual reports on revenue derived 
from participation in package plan programs to the senate president, the 
speaker of the house, and governor and council by January 31 following 
the close of each fiscal year. 

12-0:20 Director of Economic Development; Duties. The director of eco- 
nomic development, under the supervision of the commissioner of business 
and economic affairs shall: 

I. Establish and maintain a database on matters related to the econ- 
omy of the state and its economic development. 

II. Plan, develop, and administer programs to assist in the mainte- 
nance and expansion of existing industry and business in the state. 

III. Plan, develop, and administer programs to encourage and pro- 
mote the development of new industry and business in the state. 

IV. Provide information and assistance to local and regional officials 
on matters related to economic development and encourage the estab- 
lishment of local development plans and programs. 

V. Research and analyze information on matters related to the eco- 
nomic development of the state to support and evaluate the effectiveness 
of promotional and assistance programs. 

VI. Prepare a written economic development strategy and operating 
plan as required by RSA 12-0:24 through 12-0:28. 

VII. Establish a small business innovation research support program 
pursuant to RSA 12-0:45 through 12-0:49. 

VIII. Plan, develop, and administer programs to assist in the imple- 
mentation of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, 29 U.S.C. section 
2801 et seq., as such may be amended, reauthorized, and in effect from 
time to time, implement the state plan established by the governor and 
the Workforce Opportunity Council, and perform the following additional 
functions: 

(a) Through the youth council, select youth providers of training 
services in the local areas. 

(b) Identify eligible providers of training services in the local area. 

(c) Identify eligible providers of intensive services, if not otherwise 
provided by the One-Stop operator. 

(d) Develop a budget for carrying out the duties of the Workforce 
Opportunity Council, subject to the approval of the commissioner. 

(e) Oversee local programs of youth activities, local employment, 
and training service. 

(f) Establish, in conjunction with the commissioner, local perfor- 
mance measures. 

(g) Assist the commissioner in developing statewide employment 
statistics systems described in the Wagner-Peyser Act. 

(h) Coordinate workforce investment activities authorized and im- 
plemented within the state with economic development strategies, and 
develop the employer linkages with such activities. 

(i) Make available to the public, on a regular basis soe open 
meetings, information regarding Workforce Opportunity Council activi- 
ties including information regarding the state plan prior to its submis- 
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sion, and information regarding membership, the designation and cer- 
tification of One-Stop operators and the award of grants or contracts to 
eligible providers of youth activities and, as requested, minutes of formal 
meetings of the Workforce Opportunity Council. 

Gj) Review the operation of programs and the availability, respon- 
Siveness, and adequacy of state services, and make recommendations 
to the governor, appropriate chief elected officials, service providers, the 
legislature, and general public with respect to steps to improve the ef- 
fectiveness of these services and programs. 

(k) Review plans of all state agencies providing employment train- 
ing, and related services, and provide comments and recommendations to 
the governor, the legislature, the state agencies, and appropriate federal 
agencies on the relevancy and effectiveness of employment and training 
and related services delivery system in the state. 

IX. Perform any other duties and functions as assigned by the com- 
missioner. 

12-0:21 New Hampshire Economic Development Fund. 

I. There is hereby established the New Hampshire economic devel- 
opment fund which shall be administered by the commissioner of the 
department of business and economic affairs. Said fund shall be for the 
purpose of providing funds for grants, loans and other economic develop- 
ment initiatives which shall be generally considered to be beneficial to 
the state’s overall economy as provided for in paragraph II. 

II. Said fund shall be distributed or expended by the commissioner 
with the approval of the governor and council for any of the following 
purposes: 

(a) Business financing and expansion initiatives. 

(b) Job retention and creation. 

(c) International trade. 

(d) Research and development activities. 

(e) Other projects or programs recognized as being beneficial to 
business activity in New Hampshire. 

III. To maximize the economic impact of expenditures from this fund, 
and to leverage additional funding from other sources, the commissioner 
may contract with such organizations as, but not limited to, the following: 

(a) New Hampshire Business Development Corporation. 

(b) Small Business Investment Corporation. 

(c) Innovation Research Center. 

(d) Small Business Development Center. 

IV. All moneys returned to the department as a result of contracts 
between the commissioner and any other party as authorized shall be 
redeposited into the New Hampshire economic development fund. In addi- 
tion, the department may accept gifts, grants, donations or other moneys 
for the purposes of this section. Said moneys shall be deposited into the 
New Hampshire economic development fund. 

12-0:22 New Hampshire Canadian Trade Council. The commissioner 
of business and economic affairs and the secretary of state shall have 
the authority to establish a New Hampshire trade council to meet with 
one or more trade councils established by the Canadian provinces, either 
separately or collectively. The members of the council shall include 2 
senators appointed by the president of the senate, 2 house members ap- 
pointed by the speaker of the house of representatives, the commissioner 
or designee, the secretary of state or designee, and such other members 
as the commissioner and secretary of state may appoint. 

12-0:23 Northern County Area Industrial Agent. A special position 
shall be provided, in the division of economic development of the depart- 
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ment of business and economic affairs, to be known as area industrial 
agent for the counties of Coos, Grafton, and Carroll. The commissioner 
shall, subject to the personnel laws of the state, employ such area in- 
dustrial agent for said counties, who shall be fully qualified by specific 
training and experience and who shall work under the supervision of the 
director. She or he shall maintain a residence in one of said 3 counties 
and her or his duties shall be primarily concerned with, but not limited 
to, assisting the political subdivisions of the state, regional development 
organizations or groups, and individuals to maintain and expand existing 
industries and to encourage, assist, and aid new industries to establish 
operations in said Coos, Grafton and Carroll counties, and the agent’s 
efforts shall be directed to the economic development of said 3 counties. 
Economic Development Strategy and Plan 

12-0:24 Economic Development Strategy and Plan. The division of eco- 
nomic development, with input and assistance from the council of partner 
agencies established under RSA 12-0:7 and other public and private or- 
ganizations with whom it chooses to work, shall develop a rolling 10-year 
economic development strategy and operating plan. 

12-0:25 Definitions. In this subdivision: 

I. “Plan” means an ongoing management operating document that 
identifies strategies and activities, and the progress thereof, designed 
to expand the state’s economic base and strengthen the economic health 
of New Hampshire, based on the needs of the state and of business and 
industry. The plan shall identify specific actions, and the responsibili- 
ties, rationales, timeframes, resources required, barriers if any, and the 
tracking and reporting of outcomes associated with those actions. 

II. “Strategy” means an overall direction or course that identifies how 
the division will convey the state’s value to the business and industry 
community, how it will leverage its strengths and assets, and the broad 
themes it will emphasize that are attractive to retaining and recruiting 
business and industry. 

12-0:26 Goals and Objectives. The plan shall identify both goals and 
objectives for the 10-year period and shall track measurable results so 
as to be able to assess the plan. Goals and objectives may be added, 
amended, or deleted as both existing and emerging economic condi- 
tions and opportunities warrant. The plan shall also benchmark key 
economic indicators. 

12-0:27 Content of the Economic Development Strategy and Plan. 
The following, as a minimum, shall be considered in constructing the 
economic development strategy and plan: 

I. Consideration of the entire state. 

II. An analysis, relative to business and industry, of New Hampshire 
strengths and advantages, and how they will be leveraged; analysis of 
weaknesses and obstacles, and suggestions on how to remedy or mitigate 
them; identification of opportunities and how to take advantage and 
benefit from them; and identification of threats and how to meet and 
deter them. The analysis, where appropriate, should suggest ownership 
of its various elements. 

III. A needs forecast, based on research from both existing and tar- 
geted business and industry, that identifies issues and suggested initia- 
tives so as to strengthen New Hampshire as a business and industry 
destination and to reinforce retention. 

IV. Identification of economic, demographic, and other trends which 
ay have both short-term and long-term influence on the economy of 
the state. 
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V. The identification of business sectors that are of strategic impor- 
tance to the state’s economy and to the state’s global business image, 
and development of specific strategies to promote the development of 
such sectors; and an analysis of new industries that can be targeted in 
New Hampshire and the rationale for their identification. 

VI. Identification of how economic development ideas, advice, and 
information from relevant entities throughout the state will be solicited 
to strengthen strategies and plans; and how potential partners for the 
implementation of the strategies and plans, including, without limita- 
tion, the United States government, local governments, regional planning 
commissions, regional economic development corporations, chambers of 
commerce, business associations, investors, and other relevant entities 
will be integrated and engaged. Other states should also be studied to 
build an understanding of best practices that may be emulated. 

VII. Innovative programs to position and market the state to aid 
business recruitment and retention. 

VIII. Economic performance metrics, to include previous years and 
objectives for the 10 years covered by the plan. Such metrics shall be 
contained in a state economic dashboard and updated regularly. 

IX. Inter-department agreements with selected state agencies rec- 
ognizing their role in economic development strategies, plans, and pro- 
grams. 

X. Identification of how the state will petition for and receive moneys, 
such as grants, to be used for economic development activities. 

XI. Consideration of how workforce education and training in co- 
operation with the university system, the community college system, 
private oe and universities, and other workforce training orga- 
nizations will be leveraged and enhanced. 

XII. Provisions for export growth and how relationships will be fos- 
tered with New Hampshire’s export-related service providers and with 
the Commerce Department’s International Trade Administration; and 
provisions to improve the state’s image as a destination for foreign busi- 
ness investment and location with overseas entities. 

XIII. Identification of a division liaison to communicate needs to the 
general court for the benefit of economic development. 

XIV. Provision to identify and carry out other economic development 
activities that the governor or the commissioner may request. 

12-0:28 Annual Report. The division of economic development shall 
complete the initial economic development strategy and plan by Decem- 
ber 31, 2018, and submit the plan to the governor, senate president, 
senate majority leader, senate minority leader, speaker of the house 
of representatives, house majority leader, and house minority leader. 
On or before December 31 of each year, thereafter the division shall 
similarly provide results and validation from the previous fiscal year 
and a comprehensive update of the plan so that each annual report shall 
extend the time frame of the plan by one year, thereby ensuring that 
a 2-year plan is always in effect. 

Division of Economic Development Fund 

12-0:29 Division of Economic Development Fund. There is hereby es- 
tablished in the office of the state treasurer a fund to be known as the 
division of economic development fund. The commissioner of business 
and economic affairs is authorized to accept public sector and private 
sector grants, gifts, or donations of any kind for the purpose of funding 
initiatives associated with the activities set forth in RSA 12-0:20. Such 
grants, gifts, and donations shall be deposited in the division of economic 
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development fund and may only be expended by the commissioner of 
business and economic affairs to accomplish the purposes of this section. 
Other than acknowledgment for promotional purposes, donations shall 
not be used as fees for services in a manner that primarily benefits the 
party providing the funds. The state treasurer may invest moneys in 
the fund as provided by law, with interest received on such investment 
credited to the fund. The moneys in this fund shall be nonlapsing and 
shall be continually appropriated to the department of business and 
economic affairs. 
Job Training Program for Economic Growth 

12-0:30 Program Transferred. The job training program for economic 
growth established in the former department of resources and economic 
development is hereby transferred to the department of business and 
economic affairs, subject to the provisions of this chapter. The program 
is designed to attract new business, assist in the expansion of business, 
and retain existing business in the state of New Hampshire. 

12-0:31 Purpose. The purpose of this program is to: 

I. Enhance the state’s economic growth and vitality by offering as- 
sistance to privately owned businesses and industries in training a new 
workforce and retraining existing employees to implement new technolo- 
gies, in creating new jobs, and in retaining and upgrading existing jobs. 

II. Provide technical education and training as a component of the 
state’s economic development efforts. 

III. Be flexible and responsive to the training needs of business and 
industry in New Hampshire. 

12-0:32 Training Programs. Training programs may include, but shall 
not be limited to: 

I. Structured, on-site laboratory or classroom training. 

II. Basic skills. 

III. Technical skills. 

IV. Quality improvement. 

V. Safety. 

VI. Management and supervision. 

VII. English as a second language. 

12-0:33 Administration; Review Committee. 

I. The department of business and economic affairs, or an entity with 
which the department has contracted, shall administer this program. 

II. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall adopt rules under RSA 541-A, relative to the administration 
of this subdivision. 

12-0:34 Eligibility for Training Grants. 

I. In this subdivision, “grant recipient” means the business entity 
that receives funds from the department and which provides funds to 
the training provider. 

II. Only those businesses that are physically located or intend to 
be physically located within the state may receive funds under this 
subdivision. 

III. Only those employees who are residents of New Hampshire, or 
who work for a business that is located or intends to locate within the 
state, or are unemployed residents of New Hampshire, shall receive 
training from grants under this subdivision. 

IV. Grant recipients shall match no less than one dollar for each 
dollar provided through the grant award. The match funds shall in- 
clude only those costs extraordinary to the regular employee expenses 
incurred by the business and shall be directly related to training. 
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V. Priority shall be given for grants to small businesses for the imple- 
mentation of technological innovations. 

VI. Intent by a business to locate within the state shall be established 
to the satisfaction of the grant review committee. A minimum require- 
ment for intent to be established shall be: 

(a) Proof of substantial investment or a binding contractual obliga- 
tion consistent with such intent; 

(b) The lease or purchase of real estate or equipment within the 
state necessary for the planned move; or 

(c) Such other requirement as may be established under rules ad- 
opted by the commissioner of the department of resources and economic 
development. 

VII. Submission of documents to substantiate proof of intent by a 
business to locate within the state shall be in accordance with rules 
adopted by the commissioner. 

VII. No grant shall be made to the state, including the state uni- 
versity system. 

IX. No grant shall be made to any county, city, town, or other po- 
litical subdivision which has not currently elected to pay contributions 
pursuant to RSA 282-A:71, II. 

X. No grant shall be made to any organization or group of organiza- 
tions, described in section 501(c)(3) and exempt under section 501(a) 
of the Internal Revenue Code, which has not currently elected to pay 
contributions pursuant to RSA 282-A:69, II. 

12-0:35 Eligible Costs. 

I. To be eligible under this subdivision, a cost must be necessary 
and reasonable for the proper and efficient delivery of training to the 
employees of the grant recipient. 

II. The following costs are not eligible: 

(a) Costs resulting from violations of or failure to comply with 
federal, state, or local laws and regulations. 

(b) Entertainment costs. 

(c) Administrative costs. 

(d) Salaries and wages of employees in training. 

IiI. Funds for training grants shall supplement, and not replace, 
funds available through existing programs conducted by the business 
entity, or other public or private training programs. 

IV. The department may use no more than 10 percent, or $200,000, of 
any moneys received from the training fund established at RSA 282-A:138- 
a, whichever is less, to administer this program. 

12-0:36 Training Facilities. 

I. As long as it is feasible, training shall be provided by the commu- 
nity college system of New Hampshire, which may charge full market 
value for the training provided. 

II. When the community college system of New Hampshire cannot 
provide desired training, the training grant recipient will be free to 
contract with some other training entity approved by the community 
college system of New Hampshire. 

III. The provider shall be specified in the grant award. 

12-0:37 Performance; Report. 

I. The grant review committee shall establish performance criteria. 
The committee shall submit annually 60 days after the close of each fiscal 
year, to the commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs, the commissioner of the department of employment security, the 
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governor, the senate president, the speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, and the fiscal committee of the general court, a report indicating 
the level of performance achieved through the program. 

II. The department shall evaluate the performance level for each train- 
ing grant program provided to a business. 

III. The grant recipient shall file the information required under para- 
graphs I and II, as requested by the commissioner. 

International Trade Promotion 

12-0:38 International Trade Promotion. The commissioner of business 
and economic affairs shall plan, develop, and administer programs for inter- 
national trade promotion and inward investment promotion in cooperation 
with the Pease development authority, division of ports and harbors, and 
the Small Business Development Center and other private organizations. 
The commissioner shall take a proactive role in targeting foreign trade 
shows and foreign trade missions and shall assist New Hampshire busi- 
nesses desiring to participate in these shows and missions. In planning, 
developing, and administering programs under this section, the commis- 
sioner may draw on the fund created under RSA 12-0:39. 

12-0:39 International Trade Promotion Fund. There is hereby estab- 
lished in the office of the state treasurer a fund to be known as the inter- 
national trade promotion fund. The commissioner of business and economic 
affairs is authorized to accept public sector and private sector grants, gifts, 
or donations of any kind for the purpose of funding programs associated 
with the promotion of international trade. Such grants, gifts, and dona- 
tions shall be deposited in the international trade promotion fund and 
may be expended by the commissioner of business and economic affairs 
to accomplish the purposes of RSA 12-0:38. The moneys in this fund shall 
be nonlapsing and shall be continually appropriated to the department of 
business and economic affairs. 

Economic Development Matching Grants Program 

12-0:40 Economic Development Matching Grants Program, Transfer. 
The economic development matching grants program originally estab- 
lished in the former department of resources and economic development 
is hereby transferred to the department of business and economic affairs, 
subject to the provisions of this chapter. 

12-0:41 Economic Development Matching Grants Program. An economic 
development matching grants program is established to assist municipali- 
ties and counties in promoting themselves to prospective businesses. For 
the purposes of this subdivision, “program” means the economic develop- 
ment matching grants program. 

I. The department of business and economic affairs shall administer 
an economic development matching grants program. The funds appropri- 
ated for this program shall be expended for grants for programs entered 
into by municipalities, counties, and organizations which are designed to 
promote the location of new businesses in the state of New Hampshire 
or to encourage workforce recruitment efforts. 

II. Funds appropriated to the program shall only be made available 
to municipalities, counties, and with the approval of the commissioner 
of the department of business and economic affairs. 

III. Grant awards shall require 50 percent matching funds from other 
sources. Grants shall not be used for the administrative salaries or over- 
head expenses of any applicant selected for a grant. Grants may be used 
for workforce recruitment efforts and related travel costs. 

IV. Grant applications shall be reviewed by the commissioner. A 
recommendation for disapproval by the commissioner shall be in writ- 
ing with the reasons for disapproval stated. 
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V. Funds appropriated for the program for the first fiscal year of any 
biennium shall not lapse and shall be available for expenditure during 
the second fiscal year of the biennium. All funds which have not been 
expended by the end of the second fiscal year of a biennium shall lapse 
to the general fund. 

VI. The commissioner shall adopt rules under RSA 541-A after public 
hearing governing the program. These rules shall include: 

(a) A description of the program, stating the general course and 
method of its operations and the methods by which the proposed grantee 
may obtain proposes grantee information or make submissions or requests. 

(b) The procedures and criteria used to certify municipalities, coun- 
ties, and organizations eligible for matching grants. 

(c) The application process, including the information required of 
applicants. 

(d) The procedures and criteria used to evaluate grant applications. 

(e) Procedures for the administration of grants by recipients includ- 
ing reporting requirements. 

Reports on Economic Development Loans and Grants 

12-0:42 Reports on Economic Development Program Loans and Grants. 

I. The department shall include, as part of its annual report or as 
a separate report published and made available to the public annually 
on or before September 1, beginning September 1, 2018, the following 
information regarding each economic development program for which 
state grants and loans have been awarded: 

(a) Information regarding the number of jobs to be created or saved 
as a result of the award, and the related wages and benefits levels. 

(b) The growth potential of the program. 

(c) The environmental impact of the program. 

(d) The amount of the loan, grant, loan guarantee, bond guarantee, 
or tax incentives awarded. 

II. The annual report shall also include information regarding the 
criteria for the awarding of economic development assistance and the 
means by which the department tracks the progress which each awardee 
makes in meeting the job, wage, and benefit projections included in its 
application for assistance. 

12-0:43 Review of Reports Required. For the purpose of ensuring com- 
parability of impact reports on economic development programs issued 
under RSA 12-0:42, and RSA 162-A:23-a, the department of business 
and economic affairs, in consultation with the legislative budget assis- 
tant, shall periodically review such reports at least once every 5 years 
and make recommendations to be utilized by the agencies making such 
reports for an improved and consistent methodology for assessing the 
quantity and quality of jobs created and saved and the growth potential 
and environmental impacts of such programs. This section shall not ap- 
ply to promotional literature. 

12-0:44 Limitation. This subdivision shall not apply to state loans or 
state loan guarantees of less than $250,000, or to state grants of less 
than $50,000. 

Small Business Innovation Research Support 

12-0:45 Small Business Innovation Research Support. The director 
of economic development, under the supervision of the commissioner 
of business and economic affairs and pursuant to the director’s duties 
under RSA 12-0:20, shall establish a small business innovation research 
support program. 

12-0:46 Recognition of Federal Grant Recipients. The director may issue 
a suitable plaque to New Hampshire residents that receive federal small 
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business innovation research grants recognizing their achievement. The 
director shall also recommend that the governor issue a letter of com- 
mendation to all such recipients. 

12-0:47 Matching Grants. The director may authorize that first-time 
federal grant recipients recognized under RSA 12-0:46 receive a grant 
from the New Hampshire economic development fund in RSA 12-0:22 
of up to $50,000 to match the federal support received. 

12-0:48 Seminars. The director may organize an annual seminar to 
promote and explain the small business innovation research program to 
members of the public. Participants in the seminar shall include previ- 
ous grant recipients and representatives of relevant state agencies as 
determined by the director. 

12-0:49 Grant Information. The director shall compile information rela- 
tive to applying for federal small business innovation research grants, in- 
cluding the names of appropriate federal officials. The director shall make 
the information available on an Internet site created for such purpose. 

New Hampshire Workforce Development 

12-0:50 Workforce Development. The commissioner of business and 
economic affairs shall work with the workforce development director to 
plan, develop, and administer workforce investment activities, programs, 
and grants under the federal Workforce Investment Act of 1998, 29 U.S.C. 
section 2801 et seq., as such may be amended, reauthorized, and in ef- 
fect from time to time, and shall discharge the day-to-day operational 
responsibilities and obligations of the New Hampshire Workforce Oppor- 
tunity Council established under RSA 12-A:52. The commissioner shall 
coordinate with the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council to 
promote state and local investment systems that increase the employ- 
ment, retention, and earnings of participants, and increase occupational 
skill attainment by participants, and, as a result, improve the quality of 
the workforce, reduce welfare dependency, and enhance the productivity 
and competitiveness of the nation. 

12-0:51 Workforce Development Director. There is established within 
the bureau of workforce development the position of workforce develop- 
ment coordinator, which shall be an administrator II position, classified at 
labor grade 29. The workforce development director shall lead the work- 
force development bureau. The workforce development director shall per- 
form all duties which the commissioner may assign. 

12-0:52 New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council. 

I. There is established a New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity 
Council within the bureau of workforce development. 

II. Membership of the council shall be as set forth in section 111(b) 
of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, Public Law 105-220, codified 
at 29 U.S.C. section 2801 et seq., as such may be amended, reauthorized, 
and in effect from time to time. Members of the council shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor and shall serve at the pleasure of the governor. 
The governor shall select a chairperson for the council from among the 
members of the council, in accordance with 29 U.S.C. section 2821(c). 

III. The council shall meet no less frequently than semi-annually, 
shall have the powers and responsibilities of the state workforce invest- 
ment board under the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, and shall assist 
the governor in: 

(a) Development of the state plan required under section 112 of 
the Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(b) Development and continuous improvement of a statewide sys- 
tem of activities that are funded under this subdivision or carried out 
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through a One-Stop delivery system described in section 134c of the 
Workforce Investment Act of 1998, that receives funds under that act, 
including: 

(1) Development of linkages in order to assure coordination and 
non-duplication among the programs and activities described in section 
121(b) of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998; and 

(2) Review of local plans under the Workforce Investment Act of 
1998, if any. 

(c) Commenting at least once annually on the measures taken 
pursuant to the Carl D. Perkins Vocational and Applied Technology 
Education Act, 20 U.S.C. section 2323(b)(3). 

(d) Designation of local areas as required in section 116 of the 
Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(e) Development of the allocation formulas for the distribution of 
funds for adult employment and training activities and youth activities 
to local areas as permitted under sections 128(b)(3)(B) and 133(b)(3)(B) 
of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(f) Development and continuous improvement of comprehensive 
state performance measures including state adjusted levels of perfor- 
mance, to assess the effectiveness of the workforce investment activities 
in the state as required under section 136(b) of the Workforce Invest- 
ment Act of 1998. 

(g) Preparation of the annual report to the United States Secre- 
tary of Labor described in section 136(d) of the Workforce Investment 
Act of 1998. 

(h) Development of the statewide employment statistics system de- 
scribed in section 15(e) of the Wagner-Peyser Act. 

(i) Development of an application for an incentive grant under 20 
U.S.C. section 9273. 

12-0:53 New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Fund. 

I. There is hereby established the New Hampshire workforce oppor- 
tunity fund which shall be nonlapsing, continually appropriated to, and 
administered by the commissioner of the department of business and 
economic affairs. Said fund shall be for the purpose of receiving financial 
assistance under the Workforce Investment Act of 1998 and providing 
funds for grants and other workforce development initiatives. 

IT. The fund shall be distributed or expended by the commissioner af- 
ter consultation with the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council 
established in RSA 12-0:52 and the approval of the governor and council 
for any of the following purposes:

fund. The state treasurer shall be the trustee of the trust fund, and shall 
invest the trust fund in accordance with RSA 6:8. Any earnings on trust 
fund moneys shall be added to the trust fund. All moneys in the trust fund 
shall be nonlapsing and shall be continually appropriated to the state trea- 
surer. The state treasurer shall disburse funds from the trust fund solely 
for the purposes and in the manner set forth in this chapter. 

6-E:4 Trust Fund Expenditures. The governor may authorize the trea- 
surer to expend trust funds with approval of the fiscal committee of the 
general court and the executive council.

III. Support of fiber optic connections for schools to enhance and im- 
prove reliance on Internet technology tools, provided matching funds are 
available. 

IV. Other school building or infrastructure needs the governor and 
commission may identify, except for school building aid projects that are 
otherwise prohibited by law. 

‘ ae Public School Infrastructure Revitalization Commission Estab- 
ished. 

I. There is hereby established the public school infrastructure revi- 
talization commission, which shall advise the governor on proposals for 
expenditures from the trust fund. The commission shall consist of the 
following members: 

(a) Two members of the house of representatives, appointed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives.

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148 Integrated Land Development Permits; Procedure Suspended. Due 
to budgetary and staffing constraints, RSA 489, establishing a procedure 
to obtain an integrated land development permit from the department of 
environment services, is suspended for the biennium ending June 30, 2019. 

149 State Aid Grants; Department of Environmental Services. Not- 
withstanding RSA 486, for ‘hie biennium ending June 380, 2019, no state 
aid grants shall be made for any new infrastructure projects that would 
have otherwise been eligible for state aid grants under RSA 486, RSA 
486-A, or RSA 149-M, except that infrastructure projects that had local 
authorization by December 31, 2008 to construct, but were not listed in 
2013, 144:101, shall continue to be eligible for state aid grants subject to 
availability of funding. Nothing in this section shall affect the provision 
of the future water supply land protection grants under RSA 486-A if 
funding is available for such purposes. 

150 Workers’ Compensation; Definitions. Amend RSA 281-A:2, VII(a) 
(5) to read as follows: 

(5)(A) Any person who assists in a search for or an attempted 
rescue or rescue of another pursuant to RSA 206:26, XII, after January 
1, 1982, and who is voluntarily under the direction of those authorized to 
give direction in searching for or attempting to rescue or rescuing another. 
A person who assists in the search for or attempted rescue or rescue of 
another shall, solely for the purposes of this chapter and not otherwise, 
be deemed to be an employee of the state with respect to such activity. 
Any payments required to be made as a result of this paragraph shall be 
a charge against the general fund. 

(B) Any person who is a regularly enrolled volunteer mem- 
ber or trainee of a volunteer search and rescue group recognized by 
the fish and game department who participates in a coordinated 
training exercise preapproved by the fish and game search and 
rescue coordinator or participates in a search and rescue mission 
or attempted search and rescue mission of another, pursuant to 
RSA 206:26, XII shall, solely for the eld Sato vf this chapter and 
not otherwise, be deemed to be an employee of the state with re- 
spect to such activity. Any payments to be made as a result of this 
subparagraph shall be a charge against the general fund. 

151 Appropriation; Department of Safety; Fire Standards and Training 
and Emergency Medical Services Fund; Funding. 

I, The sum of $250,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2018 is 
hereby appropriated to the department of safety for deposit in the fire 
standards and training and emergency medical services fund estab- 
lished in RSA 21-P:12-d. The state treasurer shall transfer said sum 
to the fund not later than August 1, 2017. The governor is authorized 
to draw a warrant for said sum out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 

II. It is the intent of the general court to consider future funding op- 
tions for the fire standards and training and emergency medical services 
fund during the 2018 regular legislative session. 

152 Department of Transportation and Liquor Commission; Feasibil- 
ity Assessment. The commissioners of the department of transportation 
and the liquor commission may conduct a feasibility assessment of the 
existing northbound and southbound liquor and wine outlets sites in the 
town of Hampton on Interstate 95 to determine the financial viability 
of constructing, operating, and maintaining a turnpike service plaza for 
motorists. 

153 Department of Transportation; Acquisition of Land. The commis- 
sioner of the department of transportation is authorized to acquire land 
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as required for the purpose of constructing, operating, and maintaining 
a turnpike service plaza for motorists at the existing northbound and 
southbound liquor and wine outlets in the town of Hampton on Inter- 
state 95. Each turnpike service plaza is intended to be a full service rest 
area that may include a fueling station, food and beverage service, a 
convenience store, and a liquor and wine outlet. Any real estate acquired 
pursuant to this authority shall be exempt from the requirements of 
RSA 4:40. The value of the land to be acquired shall be based upon an 
independent appraisal. As part of this conveyance, the liquor commis- 
sion shall retain title to sufficient land for the future construction of its 
liquor and wine outlets, which shall be exempt from future taxation or 
rent in perpetuity. 

154 Department of Transportation; Rest Areas, Welcome Centers, 
and State Liquor Store Sites. In order to better serve the public while 
utilizing revenue-generating opportunities, the general court supports 
the idea of commercializing state liquor store sites along the highways 
and turnpikes. If deemed financially feasible, the commissioner of the 
department of transportation, subsequent to acquiring a fee simple in- 
terest in such state liquor store site’s real property for consideration 
paid, is authorized to issue requests for proposals relative to the leas- 
ing, redevelopment and/or concession of these sites, including the use 
of public/private partnerships to develop and reconstruct the rest areas, 
welcome areas, and state liquor and wine outlets along the turnpikes 
and highways as may be necessary to provide full-service centers with 
food, liquor and wine sales, fuel, and other retail goods and services 
for the traveling public. Any proposal received shall be evaluated by a 
selection committee. The selection committee shall include members of 
the department of transportation, liquor commission, and department of 
business and economic affairs. The lease or contract for the redevelop- 
ment of said property shall be submitted for approval to the governor 
and executive council. 

155 Liquor Commission; Proceeds From Sale of Land. All proceeds 
from the sale of any land owned by the liquor commission for the pur- 

ose of constructing, operating, and maintaining a turnpike service plaza 
or motorists at the existing northbound and southbound state liquor 
and wine outlets in the town of Hampton on Interstate route 95 shall 
be deposited into the liquor commission fund pursuant to RSA 176:16 
and shall be used exclusively to retire existing debt. 

156 Airways Toll. Amend RSA 422:34, III to read as follows: 

III. The amount of motor fuel or fuel sold to and used in the propul- 
sion of aircraft shall be determined by, and the toll shall be collected 
by, the director of motor vehicles, under the authority and procedure 
established by the provisions of RSA 260:30-65-a and the director of mo- 
tor vehicles may further promulgate and establish such additional rules, 
regulations, and procedures as the director may deem necessary in the 
collection and allocation of the airways toll provided herein. In the case 
of sales of fuel, the airways toll shall be collected at the time of the sale 
of such fuel, and payment made to the director in the same manner as 
in the case of motor fuel. The director shall pay monthly to the state 
treasurer all revenue collected in accordance with the foregoing provi- 
sions. The treasurer shall credit the revenue to the department 
as restricted revenue, which shail be continually appropriated 
to the department and shall not lapse. 

157 Lottery Commission; Authority to Purchase Real Property Granted. 
The lottery commission, in consultation with the department of admin-

to enable the department to provide school districts with the support and 
resources necessary to assist students with dyslexia and related disorders 
and their families. The reading specialist shall be qualified by educa- 
tion and experience in accordance with paragraph II and shall 
ee technical assistance for dyslexia and related disorders to school 

istricts. 

[H4] II. The reading specialist shall: 

(a) Be trained and certified in best practice interventions and treat- 
ment models for dyslexia, with expertise in related disorders, and dys- 
graphia. 

(b) Have a minimum of 3 years of field experience in screening, 
identifying, and treating dyslexia and related disorders. 

(c) Be responsible for the implementation of professional awareness. 

(d) Serve as the primary source of information and support for school 
districts to address the needs of students with dyslexia and related dis- 
orders, and dysgraphia.

The grant amount shall not 
exceed $1,250 per elementary school team. 

V. No school shall receive more than one grant every 2 years, how- 
ever, a school district may receive multiple grant awards. 

VI. If the amount of grant funds requested exceeds the balance in the 
robotics education fund available in any year, the commissioner shall not 
prorate the grant awards, but shall assign preference to those schools with 
a higher percentage of students in the school’s average daily membership 
in attendance who are eligible for a free or reduced-price meal as defined 
in RSA 198:38. Secondary preference shall be given to schools which did 
not receive a grant in the previous year due to lack of funds.

A minor committed to the youth development center for the re- 
mainder of minority may be placed at any facility certified by the commis- 
sioner of the department of health and human services for the commitment 
of minors. The commissioner of the department of health and human 
services shall be responsible for notifying the court, within 5 business 
days, of any such placement and of any subsequent changes in placement 
made within 60 days of the original placement.

169-B:19 regarding a charge or charges arising out of a single incident, 
a child shall not be securely detained for a period or periods totaling 
longer than 21 days while awaiting placement or a hearing regarding a 
change of disposition, or for any other purpose. The court may permit 
extended detention beyond this limit if it finds by clear and convincing 
evidence that extended detention is necessary for the safety of the child 
or the public and the child consents with the assistance of counsel. In 
any case involving a child who is detained, the court shall ensure that 
the child is continuously represented by counsel during any period of de- 
tention.

I, Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, the court 
shall close all cases other than those involving serious violent offenses no 
later than 2 years after the date of adjudication.

The board shall release, pursuant to paragraph I, any child com- 
mitted to its care for a delinquency adjudication based on an offense other 
than a violent crime as defined in RSA 169-B:35-a no later than 6 months 
from the date of the child’s commitment pursuant to RSA 169-B:19, I(j), 
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unless the board determines that continued commitment is necessary in 
order to protect the safety of the child or the community, and in such case 
declines to release the child. Such release shall occur no later than 3 
months from the date of the child’s commitment if the offense would 
be a misdemeanor if committed by an adult.

In furtherance of the duty of the department of health and human ser- 
vices under RSA 170-G:4 to “[plrovide services for all children and youth 
referred to it by the district courts pursuant to RSA 169-B,” the commis- 
sioner shall evaluate the adequacy of the service system and ensure that 
sufficient alternative placement capacity is in place for those children 
who are not serious violent offenders who prior to this act would have 
been placed at the Sununu youth services center. On or before September 
1, 2017, a plan for development of such capacity of minors who are not 
serious violent offenders shall be provided to the fiscal committee of the 
general court, and the plan shall be updated on a monthly basis until it 
is fully implemented. The plan shall provide for an increase in the state’s 
capacity for placement in Medicaid-eligible settings of not less than 35 
minors who will no longer be eligible for placement at the Sununu youth 
services center. The increase in capacity of minors who are not serious 
violent offenders shall be implemented no later than January 1, 2018, and 
include a rate structure which supports the staffing ratios and other re- 
sources necessary for the safe and effective treatment of such children 
in residential and other treatment settings. The rate structure shall be 
submitted to the fiscal committee for approval prior to January 1, 2018. 
If necessary, the plan shall provide for a process for re-establishing cost- 
based rate-setting rules and procedures which may have expired. 
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173 Sununu Youth Services Center. The commissioner of the depart- 
ment of health and human services, in consultation with the governor’s 
commission on alcohol and drug abuse prevention, treatment, and re- 
covery, established in RSA 12-J, shall redevelop the excess capacity at 
the Sununu youth services center, to be used for an inpatient and out- 
patient drug treatment facility for eligible youth. All contracts, plans, 
and specifications therefor for the redevelopment in this section shall 
be awarded in accordance with the provisions of RSA 21-I. The commis- 
sioner shall issue an RFP for the purpose of operating the new inpatient 
and outpatient drug treatment facility for eligible youth at the Sununu 
youth services center. 

174 Appropriation; Department of Health and Human Services. The 
sum of $2,000,000 is hereby appropriated for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 2018 to the department of health and human services for the pur- 
pose of funding the construction of an alcohol and drug abuse treatment 
facility at the Sununu youth services center. This sum shall be a charge 
against amounts appropriated to accounting unit 05-95-49-491510-2989, 
governor commission funds, in fiscal year 2017. 

175 Funding for Operational Costs of the Sununu Youth Services Center. 
For the biennium ending June 30, 2019, funds determined by the commis- 
sioner of the department of health and human services to be necessary 
for the operational costs of the Sununu youth services center and the 
alcohol and drug abuse treatment facility at the Sununu youth services 
center may be funded from the amounts appropriated to account 05-95-92- 
920510-3382, governor commission funds. Transfers from account 05-95- 
92-920510-3382 deemed by the commissioner of the department of health 
and human services to be necessary for this purpose shall not require prior 
approval of the fiscal committee of the general court. 

176 Worker Displacement. To the extent permitted by existing law and 
collective bargaining agreements, employees affected by the provisions of 
sections 165-177 of this act shall be given the highest priority for transfer 
to vacant positions, job retraining, and recall rights. In addition, employ- 
ees who are within 5 years of regular retirement eligibility with the New 
Hampshire retirement system may request and shall be granted early 
retirement. Any required retirement payments under this provision shall 
be funded by the state of New Hampshire. Employees receiving early 
retirement under this provision shall relinquish future recall rights. 

177 Applicability.

(c) Analyze the efficacy of selected programs and services of the 
department, including the characteristics of target populations, trends 
affecting program costs and participation, and alternative approaches 
to programmatic and administrative concerns. 

d) Collaborate with the department of health and human services 
and the office of the child advocate to identify and implement best prac- 
tices on behalf of children and families.

SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I move House Bill 
517 Ought to Pass with Amendment. House Bill 517 is a budget trailer 
bill which includes a number of policy changes that allow House Bill 
144 to work. In this bill we include reductions to both the business 
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enterprise tax and business profits tax in order to continue supporting 
a strong economy and job creation. This budget also authorized raising 
the tax deduction for capital purchases, section 179 deduction, bringing 
New Hampshire in line with the federal guidelines for businesses to 
deduct capital purchases up to $500,000. The business tax reductions 
in the last budget have proven beneficial to our state’s small business 
community, yet in order to remain competitive with other states in 
New England and across the country we need to continue lowering 
business taxes and creating a strong environment for job creation. The 
greater capital deduction will provide small businesses with a greater 
incentive to grow and expand in New Hampshire, creating even more 
jobs for graduates and those raising families in our state. Other ways 
we’ve worked to prepare our state for the future is to grow our skilled 
workforce that is able to work in the high tech jobs in our state. It is 
prudent that we make investments in science, technology, engineering, 
and math. STEM programs, like First Robotics, to encourage young 
students’ interest in pursuing careers in these fields. Senate Finance 
therefore included $375,000 per year of the biennium to bring First 
Robotics kits to elementary schools across the state, and invited New 
Hampshire businesses to participate in the process of strengthening 
and expanding STEM education in our schools. We also need to resolve 
systemic issues at the Division of Children, Youth and Families which 
we have addressed with major leadership changes and the establish- 
ment of the office of the Child Advocate, bringing much needed inde- 
pendent oversight, among other changes, to that division. This bill 
also looks at retiree health care so that it remains solvent for years to 
come, in that it grandfathers in all retirees age sixty-eight and older, 
ensuring that they will not have to pay a premium for their health care 
but requires Medicare eligible retirees to pay 10 percent of the cost 
for their care going forward. It includes all of the many references to 
restructure DRED and cultural resources into the new departments 
of business and economic affairs, and cultural and natural affairs. 
I’ll save you some reading if you'll just look at pages 7 through 45 
of amendment 2023s; they all pertain to that re-organization. It also 
creates the public school infrastructure fund which will take all of the 
remaining surplus in 2017 once the rainy day fund hits $100 million, 
that’s roughly 14 million, and directs to funding upgrades to schools 
with structural deficiencies, upgrades to fiber optic lines to allow faster 
connections, and upgrades to improve security. It also renames cata- 
strophic aid to special education aid. A child with special needs should 
never be considered a catastrophe, and our laws should reflect that. 
It also transforms a groundwater and drinking water trust fund into 
a new L-Chip like program. Modeled on the success of that program 
this new commission will help ensure funding is available for clean 
drinking water projects all over the state for decades to come. I urge 
my colleagues to support House Bill 517 because of these initiatives 
and many other important changes that we have included, or that are 
aimed at improving our state. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. I rise 
in opposition to the committee amendment. You know we ought to be 
building a budget Mister President that works for everyone, not just 
those at the top. And just as cautious as are the revenue estimates, this 
budget is as reckless with the business tax cuts; 20 million in this bien- 
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nium, over 100 million in the next and when fully implemented, Mister 
President, $180 million, $180 million. That’s not fiscally conservative or 
fiscally responsible. We talked earlier, my friend from Wolfeboro, about 
protecting taxpayers. Which taxpayers are we protecting? It’s not prop- 
erty taxpayers. Under this plan corporate taxes will go down big time, 
property taxes will go up. Under this plan we’re faced with likely more 
litigation not less. That’s what this plan brings: terms of education in FY 
‘18 and ‘19 and helping our local communities. Nothing in the budget, 
Mister President, on full day kindergarten, something everybody here 
supports and that supports our kindergarteners, supports local school 
districts, and supports local property taxpayers. Stabilization goes away, 
something that really helps our communities; we’ll have an amendment 
on that. There is a bump for charter schools but that doesn’t impact local 
property eps peta There’s nothing in here, Mister President, that in 
a substantial way in FY ‘18 and ‘19 help our local property taxpayers. 
And while we’ve heard the number one concern with our business com- 
munity is job training and workforce development, not business taxes. 
It’s not business taxes— job training, workforce development time and 
time again on a collaborative job training bill, which we'll bring up again 
in a little bit, the Senate Finance Committee voted no, no, no when this 
body voted 19-4 to approve it. We need workforce development and job 
training, Mister President. We don’t need hundreds of millions in tax 
cuts to business owners and big corporations. Let’s talk about that a little 
bit more right now. In the last session, Mister President, we reached an 
agreement on a budget where we agreed on a BPT and BET reduction, 
and then this budget unravels that, it expedites it in the first part of ‘19. 
We agreed on the equipment deduction at 100,000. Well that agreement 
is gone, it’s going to 500,000- half a million bucks. Is deducting equip- 
ment more important than investments in DCYF and mental health and 
the DD Waitlist and full day kindergarten and education stabilization? I 
don’t think so Mister President. So for those reasons and others that we'll 
debate throughout the course of the evening, I will respectfully encourage 
a no vote on House Bill 517. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, I rise in opposition and we've said a lot over the course of time. 
It’s now ten minutes past six and you've heard many of the things over 
and over and over again. There are 108 sections to this document. I’m 
sure everybody’s read them all— what’s 108? It’s a number. Look it, you’ve 
heard us time and time again about the business taxes. When I met with 
business people they talk 7.9 as the issue. Boy, if we could get to 7.9 
that would be a big boost for our economy, it would do a lot for us as 
businesses; we’d be competitive in the business world. What we really 
need is a workforce, we’ve got very aging workforce in this state, so 
retaining youngsters in the state is an imperative; it’s an imperative. 
I’m very fortunate all of my kids have come back to New Hampshire. 
My daughter was out in California and she worked for Oracle, my son 
was in Virginia, he worked for Cabletron, but they came back to New 
Hampshire, they’re now here in New Hampshire and have productive 
lives in New Hampshire, they're homeowners and raising their families 
in New Hampshire, which is something I think we all desire. But that’s 
something that’s evasive to us, many of our children are moving away, 
and why are they moving away? Because there are certain opportunities 
aren’t here. We've got to create those opportunities. As I said business 
said 7.9 was a hallmark, they liked 7.9 because it made them competitive. 
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People and reduced electric rates put the frosting on the cake in terms 
of retaining business here. We’re a business friendly environment. We 
always have been a business friendly environment. We’ve got to continue 
that. There are things in this document that are acceptable; there are 
things that aren’t acceptable. We suspend a lot of things in this docu- 
ment. Those suspensions have an impact on our communities, they’re 
not new, they’ve been suspended by other administrations, but those 
suspensions put a burden on the local communities. The local communi- 
ties raise money through property taxes. Those property taxes have to 
increase indeed to meet the needs of the community. Just be cognizant 
of that. Every one of you gets a book from the LBA. It shows, it tells you 
every revenue source that’s returned to the cities and towns, and when 
those revenue sources go to the cities and towns, there are benchmarks 
in terms of when they go. Take a look at that book and find out what 
doesn’t go back over the years. That’s something that I think would be 
very interesting to all of you. It’s been a long day; let’s hope it’s not a 
long, long night. We’ve all had a chance to say what we have to say. 
Hopefully in the long run, New Hampshire will succeed and that’s what 
were all here for. I think some of the things here may be an impediment 
to that. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. Let me just address a 
couple of the issues that my friend from Concord and my friend from 
Manchester raised. The tax cuts have benefitted the vast majority of 
people that have jobs and their employers in the state of New Hamp- 
shire. Not just corporations that pay the business profits tax, but small 
business owners, the backbone of our economy who pay the business 
enterprise tax. We keep hearing they’re reckless, but so far, despite 
the claims that there’d be a $90 million hole blown in the budget that 
we're in now that hasn’t happened. In fact business revenues are up. 
Full day kindergarten; we need a secure funding source at this point 
for full day kindergarten. It should stay out of the budget until we 
figure out what that is. Job training; while I agree with my friend from 
Concord that we probably should try to find a way to do more for job 
training, the legislation that he talks about could lead to an increase 
in the unemployment insurance tax— that’s problematic. And lastly, 
to get back to the tax cuts again because that’s what we’re going to 
debate for a while, we did a great job two years ago. Senator Sanborn 
sponsored one piece of legislation, I another, they were folded into the 
budget, we cheered, even on a bipartisan basis we cheered, everybody 
came together. But you know how much it moved the needle in terms of 
our overall tax ranking for corporate taxes? We went from 48th worst 
in the United States to 46th worst. I guess you’d say that’s progress, 
but I want to get us down at least into the middle tier, you know some- 
where in the twenties, then we have a real tax advantage, without an 
income tax, and a sales tax, and lower business taxes. That’s what this 
is about. I know a lot of talk about electricity, I agree, you know we fought 
for lower electric rates and I thank everybody that voted for Senate 
Bill 128. Unfortunately, our House colleagues have thought that they 
wanted to wait a bit on that. But to use electricity rates and workforce 
as a reason, because they may have merit, as a reason to vote against 
tax cuts, it takes a lot of different things to get employers to locate in 
New Hampshire. And a competitive tax environment, a competitive 
environment for workers compensation which we’ve worked on, try- 
ing to stabilize health care costs, another thing that we’ve worked on, 
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these are the ingredients of a successful economy. That’s why the tax 
cuts need to stay in this bill. I urge the body to vote for the Finance 
Committee amendment, and then we'll consider other amendments. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn. ) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise in support of the committee amendment, and would like to join 
my colleague from Senate District number 3 to talk about all the positive 
things about why we should continue to support making New Hampshire 
more competitive economically. Look, many of us who are younger still 
believe that Ronald Reagan started it and New Hampshire is now prov- 
ing it. Ronald Reagan had the biggest economic increases and successes 
we have seen in decades upon decades and he did it by making it more 
attractive to do business, by cutting taxes. The good Senator from District 
number 8 and I teamed up last time, we also have sister bills this year, 
and they worked. They worked. As we heard the Senator say, our busi- 
ness revenue is up 12 percent. So it makes me ask the question; every 
time we see a hiccup in the economy, and Lord forgive that revenues 
might get a little weak in the knee, it might fall a little bit, what’s the 
first thing the political class does? We need to raise taxes, people need 
to pay more money, government need, we need to feed this beast so we 
need to go out in the business community and we need to raise taxes 
and raise more revenue because our revenue dipped a little bit. But what 
happens when the revenue goes above what we thought it was going to 
be? Shouldn’t there be some recognition that we thought we’d spend this 
much, we thought we’d bring this much money in, anything above that 
maybe we give back to the taxpayer, that we actually got in more mon- 
ey than we said that we needed, because this is the case today; we got 
in more money than we anticipated, we got in more money than we said 
we needed to run our budget. So why should we be in such a run to try 
and spend it? Don’t we have some obligation to actually give it back to 
those people that sent it in? Our legislature has got to understand that 
the business community is not a government ATM. It is not a place that 
every time we want to do something we just slide the card in, rip out a 
bunch of money, we fill up the bags and run and go spend it on stuff, 
because they have expenses too. We want them to be successful so they 
can grow, and hire people, and provide insurance, and expand, and more 
employees. You know I hear a lot about we need workforce development. 
I think my good friend from District number 11 had said we’ve got thir- 
teen different individual job training programs today, thirteen. Maybe 
we should stop and see if any of them are effective and irrespective if 
they are effective or not, the number one workforce development program 
we should have is actually jobs, jobs. And how do we get jobs? We take 
government’s hand off of business’s throat. We allow them to grow; we 
push back on useless regulation that’s impeding their success. We make 
sure if they want to grow and expand that they actually have a couple 
of dollars left in their pocket at the end of the day, while we’re not too 
busy scrambling to try and chase it. And they do grow as we saw under 
the Ronald Reagan tax cuts, and they do grow as we saw under the tax 
cuts that we have here today. It is so important for all of us, I know that 
it is, to find that balance between running a government frugally and 
efficiently and letting the market run and be successful, because we’ve 
all said it, the most important part, the most important thing we can do 
in this building today is to make sure everyone has a good job so they 
can afford their own health insurance so we don’t have to give them free 
health insurance, so they can afford to send their kid to college, so they 
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can afford to buy their own home and become a taxpayer. But if all we 
are trying to do every day is increase the cost of running a business it 
impedes that. Yes, I’m very thankful that despite this body in a bipar- 
tisan manner making the decision to cut taxes, it showed the experiment 
worked for us. So why would we not want to do it again? As my friend 
Senator Bradley from District number 3 said, we did cut taxes and we 
barely moved the scale; up four spots out of fifty states, we’re still up 
two spots, I apologize. Thank you for the correction. We are languishing 
because we have to remember, and one of the Senators said this earlier 
today, I do care what other states are doing, because even if we cut 
taxes, even if we make less regulation, every other state is not living in 
a vacuum. In the past three years, twenty-two states have cut thirty- 
seven taxes. This is not a static environment that we’re in. We all rec- 
ognize the fact that if we’re going to be successful we have to retain the 
businesses we have, we have to attract new businesses in, and we have 
to allow the businesses we have to grow and succeed. If we don’t do that, 
as we see with Sturm Ruger, as we see with Sig Sauer, as we see with 
company after company after company, businesses are not flocking to 
our state today. Businesses are leaving our state today. We’ve talked 
about the cost of health insurance. We have got to cut the cost of our 
health insurance. Talk about it a lot, but it’s actually time to for us to 
do something. We talk about electric rates. Although I’m not always with 
him on every issue the Senator from District 3 does a lot to try and cut 
rates, we need to do more. And we need to make it more affordable for 
the business community to be here. Putting us in a position that when 
the business community looks to grow or expand that they look first and 
foremost at the state of New Hampshire as a place they want to run, 
operate, come to or expand in should be our number one goal. So the 
way we do that is we need to be in that middle range. I would submit 
we need to be best at lowest tax rates. The other thing that we need to 
do, Mister President, is we need to pass the 179 deduction; beyond any 
question, as a business owner like my good friend who buys a ton of 
equipment, and my good friend who’s missing in his seat, who also is 
opening an inn today, spending money. He’s leaving to open his inn right 
now. Encouraging economic activity by requiring that you need to spend 
the money before you get the benefit of it is the best sort of economic 
activity we can do. In the 179 deduction, you actually need to buy some- 
thing to get a credit for it. It’s the best economy. And for those that are 
concerned that this is yet another program for the big successful com- 
panies, we have to remember that this is a program that is only for small 
companies. If you’re a large company you spend more than $2.5 million 
a year you don’t get the deduction. This is the vote we'll make today on 
helping solely the small business industry; solely small businesses. Big 
companies don’t even get it, can’t even talk about the big bad business, 
just small companies. And Id like to remind this body that what does 
it say about us if we are arguing and debating that we should not be at 
least pro-business as President Obama was. Are we going to have a 
debate today to see how less pro-business we can be than President 
Obama, because we have to remember that it was President Obama that 
raised the deduction from 100,000 to 500,000 and made it permanent. 
President Obama at the federal level championed bringing the 179 de- 
duction up to 500,000. Are we saying that President Obama was too 
pro-business? Surely I would think that we could at least match his 
level of supporting the business community. So Mister President, clear- 
ly as you would suggest I am in support of these tax cuts, because I know 
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they work, we have proven it here, it has been proven for Ronald Reagan. 
If this body wants to see more revenue come in we can make a $20 mil- 
lion investment on a $11.8 billion spend, that those who want to call 
this an investment tiny compared to the growth we saw. And it will 
provide us with more revenue and then we can have that debate about 
how much more we want to spend or send back. This is the right type 
of economic policy we should have, this sends a message not just in New 
England but across America that we are open for business, and that we 
want people to move their company to New Hampshire. So with that I 
conclude my remarks and again, I ask this body to support our desire 
for a better economy and better economic opportunities for everyone in 
the state of New Hampshire. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters for a question of Senator Feltes. ) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. Thank you Senator 
for taking my question; first question is would you believe that when 
Governor Sununu was at the Dover Chamber of Commerce this morning 
and talking at great length about going to Quebec and trying to talk to 
a hundred businesses that he said the very best selling point that he 
has is that New Hampshire has the seventh best corporate tax rate in 
the country? 


SENATOR FELTES: I was not at the Dover Chamber of Commerce this 
morning Senator... 


SENATOR WATTERS: Would you believe?! 


SENATOR FELTES: I would believe that he said that we have the 
seventh best overall, seventh best overall business taxes in the country, 
because that’s true. We have the seventh best overall business taxes 
in the country according to the right of center tax foundation report. 
And that’s an important clarification, seventh best. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Feltes.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: In your hearings in Senate Finance did any busi- 
ness come in and ask for an additional tax cut, or did they come in and 
say they’d rather have a tax cut instead of kindergarten, instead of CTEs, 
instead of university funding, instead of opioid treatment, or is it just 
free money we’re throwing at them? 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Senator. In Senate Finance 
I don’t recall any businesses testifying or coming there in support. We 
had a very long hearing, went to, I don’t know ten or so at night, Deb 
and others hung in there to the very end and I don’t remember anybody 
coming and saying let’s cut the corporate rate, let’s do some equipment 
deduction increases, I don’t remember anybody saying any of that. 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. Just in 
response to some of the things from the Senator from Bedford; again, no 
one’s talking about increasing taxes. All of our amendments are paid for 
by not doing additional tax cuts for business owners and big corporations, 
and by using Governor Sununu’s very conservative revenue estimates. 
In terms of the BPT, and the equipment deduction, the reason why it 
has an impact in New Hampshire is because of apportionment and the 
way our system of taxation works, that’s why it’s a $9.7 million hit in 
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FY ‘19. And we don’t even know what the impact is of the increase to the 
100 thousand, whether or not that’s going to really incentivize any kind 
of activity. One percent of businesses pay the BPT, 1 percent. So this is 

otentially applicable to 1 percent of businesses purchasing upwards of 
$500,000 in equipment, and the businesses that pay the BPT tend to be 
the bigger corporations, and sometimes corporations with out of state 
headquarters. In terms of the job training program that we worked on 
for two years, and got nineteen votes, and that my friend from Wolfeboro 
co-sponsored, we’re going to address the issue later on, it doesn’t affect 
unemployment insurance. You'll be pleased to know that the amend- 
ment that we're offering does the job training, it meets the gap in the 
programs, and it doesn’t affect unemployment insurance taxes at all. 
And this notion, I’ve just got to respond one more time to this notion 
that the business tax cuts somehow jacked up business revenues. Again, 
the business tax receipts in FY ‘16 were based on the year prior, which 
those cuts were not in effect. So the notion that somehow these cuts are 
this major driver of economic activity, no economist has said that, none. 
I know Americans for Prosperity has said it, but no economist with an 
economic background has said that. And in terms of Senate Bill 2, and 
about the prioritization of this, just remind folks that these business 
tax cuts, the BPT and the BET reductions although they’re phased in 
differently in Senate Bill 2, that bill was retained in House Ways and 
Means. They didn’t even pass it. So what are we doing throwing this in 
on this bill, when it’s going to cost overall 20 million in this biennium, 
over 100 million in the next and fully phased in over 180 million plus. I 
think we have other things that we can invest our money in: workforce, 
job training, DCYF, mental health, DD Waitlist, full day kindergarten, 
stabilization, maybe even some local revenue sharing eventually, Mister 
President, those kinds of things. To really help drive our economy and 
reduce property taxes for working families. Working families and local 
property taxpayers ought to get a tax break, not continue to pile it on 
for big corporations. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a question of Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you for taking my question. I have 
in front of me a report, an article that was released by the New Hamp- 
shire Business Review which states that New Hampshire’s economy grew 
3 percent in 2016. It was among the fourth fastest growing economy 
in the country. But what I would like to focus in on is in this article it 
states that it was the professional scientific and technical services were 
the biggest contributors to the growth of our GDP followed by finance, 
insurance, manufacturing, retail, and wholesale trade. Would you believe 
that there’s nothing in this article that refers to the fact that we low- 
ered the business taxes and that’s what contributed to this outstanding 
growth in our economy? 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Senator. I would believe that and I 
would add to that, that that’s consistent with the non-partisan business 
tax commission which my friend from Wolfeboro served on and ultimately 
recommended don’t reduce the rates, because the major drivers of eco- 
nomic activity are job training and workforce development and some of 
these other things that may not be on my friend from Wolfeboro’s stool 
but should be a leg on the stool because his very commission recom- 
mended it. So that’s very consistent with the commission report that 
my friend from Wolfeboro put together. 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: I apologize that I did not declare earlier, but 
obviously as the good Senator from District number 20 indicated, this 
budget affects everybody. I’m one of those “everybody’s” so I’m not sure 
if I have a conflict or not, but obviously as a business owner, a taxpayer, 
and a regulated entity I may or may not have a conflict so I'm declaring 
that all of this could be conflicted out but I’m still participating. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


The question is on the adoption of the Committee Amendment.

SENATOR WOODBURN: Thank you, Mister President. This amendment 
strikes out the business tax cuts that we’ve been talking so much about 
the last few moments, and really builds on the pillar. The problem with 
this budget has been low ball revenues and business tax cuts. If we can 
address these two issues, follow the conservative estimates the Governor 
had put forward, and recognize the Governor did not include these busi- 
ness tax cuts in his original budget, we would be well on our way towards 
some kind of a compromise budget. There’s been a lot of discussion here, 
I appreciate the words of the majority leader the great caution that he 
was overcome with, and the Ways and Means Chair, when it came to 
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revenue estimates. I wish, I wish that they had the same restraint when 
it came to their love for business tax cuts, taking care of the wealthy 1 
percent who have done quite well in this country and in this state for 
a long, long time. You know I just, I just can’t sometimes believe what 
I’m hearing, because you’d think that we have this very liberal aggres- 
sive tax policy where we are soaking the rich and we’re taking care of 
the poor, and we have a very regressive system in New Hampshire, no 
question about it, and we also spend less per capita than any state in 
the country. So we’re very tight fisted when it comes to helping people 
who need help, need a helping hand, and we’re very, very helpful, very 
willing to bend over to assist those who have the most, and to me just 
as a moral question, it’s something I see every single day in my district. 
But to hear my Republican friends really promote this notion, promote 
this notion that tax cuts will help improve the economy or that there’s 
any evidence to that. The revisionist history of the Reagan Era and the 
current evidence that we have today, it’s just not true. It is the biggest 
trumped up ruse that we've ever had. It is. Yet somehow in the last thirty 
years the rich have gotten richer, we all know about the 1 percent, we 
all know what’s happened to middle and low income folks, that constant 
struggle in their lives, and we know the retraction of government to as- 
sist them, this is all a well-known fact. So I think let’s do not only the 
right thing, let’s address the opportunity gap that’s growing faster in 
New Hampshire than anywhere else, let’s deal with the issue of child 
poverty, and this disconnect that we know is getting richer faster and 
those getting poorer on the other end, and let’s follow the scales of jus- 
tice right here and stop tipping the scales against those who have the 
least and for those who have the most. Have we no shame? So let’s do 
the right thing here, let’s pull these tax cuts out and let’s get something 
done here before it gets too dark. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise in opposition to the amendment from my good friend from District 
1 and every time he says bend over I can only think about the business 
community taxpayers today and what we’re trying to do today is just 
stop that bending over of the small business taxpayers because we have 
to remember my good friend, Bear Rock ATV rentals up in your district, 
they’re not a big business. Two employees, they’re a taxpayer. They pay 
business enterprise tax. The little convenience store with the bad sewer 
system in Stewartstown we tried to help, he’s not a big taxpayer, but he 
pays these taxes. All across this state people pay a percentage of their 
income, their employee’s wages, their interest expense. That’s what busi- 
ness enterprise is, it is a small business tax; every single taxpayer. Surely 
my good friend you wouldn’t think that they’re part of the 1 percent. 
Maybe they believe that they’re part of the 1 percent that are still work- 
ing as hard as they are and not getting ahead, because all they’re doing 
is giving their money to the government. And for their forty, fifty, sixty 
hours a week shouldn’t they be able to keep a little bit? Just a little bit 
to reinvest in their businesses, to reinvest in their employees, to invest 
and make sure their employees have health care, that they can pay the 
mortgage, feed their family and maybe, just maybe send their kid to col- 
lege or put some money away for retirement. How do we do that when 
all we do is look to make sure that we’re one of the highest tax places in 
America when it comes to business taxes? Yes, I agree. I don’t agree, but 
my good friend and I talk about this all the time. The 7 percent rating 
that he gets includes the fact that we don’t have a sales or an income 
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tax as a part of their calculation. If you take the sales and income tax 
out we are still in the low to mid forties; one of the most difficult places 
economically today in America to own a business. We used to be that 
state on the hill, the lowest regulation, the freest markets, the low tax 
rate. No businesses say that any more in this state, no businesses say 
that anymore in this state. We’re no longer the place businesses want 
to come and operate, and we have an opportunity today to make steps 
to be that state, cut taxes, cut the cost of health care, push back on 
regulation, lower electric rates. This is one leg of a four legged stool in 
order to make our economy better and provide more opportunities. So 
with respect to my good friend, I would ask that the body turn down 
his amendment to do away with tax cuts. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President, members of the Sen- 
ate. I have stifled myself through the course of this debate, but when the 
term revisionist history, with all due respect, was mentioned, it seems 
that our colleagues who are supporting the end of tax cuts have forgotten 
that every economic study ever done has proven beyond any question 
that a reduction in business taxes produces an increase in government 
revenues. Whilst we may not be able to prove that our past reductions 
that are having an effect now are quantifiably adding, they are adding. 
The argument for those who support government intervention in every- 
thing in our lives is premised upon their belief that wealth is finite. 
There’s only so much to go around so you've got to take from some to 
give to others. That flies in the face of history: it flies in the face of our 
nation’s economic history, it flies in the face of the economic system of 
capitalism we have here that has produced more millionaires and more 
wealth for more people than any and every other system in the history 
of the world. Wealth is not finite, government does not create wealth; 
government creates a drag on those who produce wealth. That wealth 
raises the tide. Government does not raise the tide; government may 
attempt to fill the holes when the tide sinks, but that tide sinks many 
times because of the acts of government, as well as economics that may 
be beyond our control. But to assert that wealth is finite, that the role 
of government is to raise all boats by raising the tide is a false premise. 
I am opposed to the amendment to reduce taxes; I will always support 
reduction of taxes because 1 percent of our businesses pay the BPT, 99 
percent of the businesses in the state pay the business enterprise tax 
which has nothing to do with profits. It’s based on payroll and interest. 
If I want to grow a business, what do I do? I add payroll and I borrow 
money to grow my business— that in and of itself is a disincentive to 
growing our economy for the small businesses that comprise the vast 
bulk of our businesses in the state. So for those reasons I will speak 
against this amendment and I will support the bill as originally intro- 
duced. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. Well, I rise in support 
of the amendment and I want to offer some additional information. Can 
you believe it? Different arguments at this point in the evening. But try 
these on. By 2030 the New Hampshire Center for Public Policy stud- 
ies says that our workforce will shrink, that’s not a surprise, but by 10 
percent. That surprise you? Took my socks off. Ten percent. Alright, so 
now let’s start thinking how do we get past that, how do we overcome a 
10 percent shrinking in our workforce? We have options. I’m not saying 
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that business tax cuts never work, but they aren’t the reason that our 
economy is growing faster than any economy in New England. That’s 
because it’s become a desirable place, but we’re at an unemployment 
rate of 2.8 percent. The workforce is shrinking. Here’s some of the con- 
sequences when you ask the businesses, we’ve said this before but I’m 
going to do it again, because you ask the businesses tax cut, job develop- 
ment, workforce development— which of the two? You can go both ways. 
But if you have to choose, they say workforce development. It’s the is- 
sue. Why is it the issue? Here are some of their arguments: first off the 
business tax cuts do affect more the large businesses, I can’t do all the 
math on this off the top of my head, but I can do the business enterprise 
tax. That’s pretty easy. The difference between a .6 and a .5 tax on a $2 
million payroll is $2,000 a year. The difference on a $5 million payroll is 
$5,000 a year. These aren’t big differences. What’s a big difference to a 
company that has got an expert in their workforce that’s near sixty-five 
years of age and might retire? What’s the difference of being able to go 
after another contract when you don’t have the workforce to go after it? 
Second and third shifts— you’ve already made the business equipment 
investment but you can’t find the workforce to use that equipment for 
second and third shifts. And as a result, contracts and workforce are 
getting relocated out of state because if you’ve got that option and the 
workforce is there, that’s where you’re going to feed those contracts. 
That’s where you're going to bid them from. Workforce development is 
the issue and whether we’ve got all the tricks in the suitcase right now, 
making business tax cuts isn’t going to get us there. It just does not 
create the jobs, not on those bases, not for the small businesses that are 
looking for the workforce. So I think we’ve got some mechanisms. Yeah, 
we've got a good economy; we're starting to fund some things halfway. We 
got part way on Children and Youth Services, we got, we might get part 
way on kindergarten, we're not going to get there on property tax relief, 
stabilization funding. Let’s do some things complete with the dollars that 
we've got in our quiver right now. I believe that this tax cut is going to go 
into effect in 2019. We’re going to see some benefit from that, it’s already 
been legislated. We don’t need to go further and provide $2,000-$5,000 
savings to businesses that need to grow in order to maximize our tax 
receipts in the future. That’s what workforce development investment 
does, it doesn’t inject government, it provides a path for how we’re going 
to grow a workforce that small businesses can use to expand to continue 
our tax increases, our revenue increases in the future, to sustain us with 
the investments we can make today. That’s what I believe we should be 
doing with the amendments before us in 517. I hope that we can get past 
this tax cut issue so that...let’s not do anymore, let’s look to our future, 
make some good investments, and tell the taxpayers we’re not halfway 
on this, we don’t need to rely on further cuts or further tax increases in 
the future. We‘ve addressed these things while the dollars were here to 
do it. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Birdsell for a question of Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR BIRDSELL: Thank you for taking my question. Would you 
believe that I’m hearing this conversation about the top 1 percent, and 
I’m always hearing about the lower, that southern New Hampshire. But 
in the town of Hampstead we have Ed Goyette, owner of Beantown- by 
the way WMUR’s best coffee in the state— Don’s Market on Main Street, 
we have two local mechanics and Hot Asana Yoga, two local butchers. 
In Derry you have the Coffee Factory, Bachman Florist, Eddie Leon 
owner of La Carreta, the Birch Street Auto, the new Getty station, and 
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in Windham you have a new owner of Stars and Stripes All American 
Made Gifts, the Windham Restaurant, and the local pizza shop where 
my stepson works. None of these people, would you believe, are in the 
top percent, top 1 percent and could definitely use some of these busi- 
ness breaks? 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, thank you so much for the question. I 
am constantly amazed at what sounds like a war on business. Everything 
is always the top 1 percent. You’ve got a small business selling pizzas, 
you know, grossing $250,000 a year and all we hear is they’re the top 1 
percent. Working sixty, seventy hours a week, fixing everything when 
it breaks, truly struggling to get by, but yet there’s this belief that just 
because they’re a business owner they should be paying more in taxes 
every day. It’s not the 1 percent, there isn’t this like group of people in 
New Hampshire that have some sort of an economic elitist cloud that 
they live on. This is a state where 76,000— 76,000 small business owners 
just every single day trying to make ends meet, every penny counts to 
them. Anything we can do to allow them to put money in their pockets so 
they can invest, they can make the investments back in their employees, 
they can make the investments back in their businesses and into their 
communities is money, quite frankly, I'd suggest is money better spent 
than government taking a piece, holding a piece, and redistributing it.

SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Senator. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much. I rise in support of 
the amendment. My concern is we’re not even talking about the impact 
of these tax cuts moving out into the future. We heard all morning about 
how it was important to be very cautious about how we developed our 
revenues, and yet if you look at going into 2020, 2021, these tax cuts are 
going to lead to over $100 million in reduced revenues into the state. 
Well we really can’t look into the future and know what is going to hap- 
pen, so we can’t bind another legislature, but we are certainly putting 
the framework in place that will have to be repealed if we find that we 
cannot afford that additional loss in revenue. And it’s for that reason 
among all the others that we’ve heard today that I would support this 
amendment Thank you.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. What this does is it 
erases the increase in the equipment deduction for business profits tax. 
That increase goes from 100,000 to 500,000 in HB 517. This erases that 
increase. As you may already know the increase from 25,000 to 100,000 
hasn’t even gone into effect and there was an agreement last session 
to do 100,000. Again, no one legislature can bind the hands of a future 
one, so on and so forth, but a lot of the same people are here. I think we 
probably should have stuck with that agreement, but it is what it is. So, 
again, we have the seventh lowest overall business taxes in the country. 
Seventh lowest overall business taxes in the country, that’s according to 
the right of center Tax Foundation. Take a look at the report. A lot of 
folks like to accept the propaganda that, you know, we have high business 
taxes, that’s what it is. The reality is we don’t. We’re the seventh lowest 
overall business taxes in the country. What is the impact of this increase 
from 100,000 to 500,000 in the equipment deduction? It’s 9.7 million, 9.7 
million Mister President. That’s a mobile crisis team, that’s funding the 
voluntary services, that’s funding wraparound services, that’s actually 
staffing up our emergency mental health triage. What’s 9.7 million? 9.7 
million is shoring up the DD Waitlist, in one year anyways. 9.7 million 
can really help with DCYF. Early in this session we voted down a work- 
ing family’s property tax credit, a tax credit specifically designed to help 
working families afford the expense of living in their home, child care 
and dependent care expenses. Childcare, self-explanatory; dependent care 
maybe a spouse who is ill, the cost of that care offset dovetails off of the 
federal and helps people afford to stay in their homes. That was voted 
down, Mister President, on a partisan vote. Democrats voted for it, Re- 

ublicans voted against it. It should have been bipartisan. The former 

residential candidate and still Senator, Marco Rubio, who some people 
here supported, made a statement in a presidential debate: “What does 
it say when we value equipment more than we value child care?” And 
he meant it right about on the set of the 179 deduction. What does it 
say? Mister President, this is a tax cut that we cannot afford. This is a 
tax cut that will incentivize, perhaps, some more equipment purchases, 
assuming there’s a demand in that business for that equipment to be- 
gin with. We seem to forget about the market here, the market drives 
business activity, I thought, not deductions. Assuming there’s a market 
for that equipment, sure you get a bigger deduction; 9.7 million worth 
out of the budget. I don’t understand it, Mister President. Putting this 
in the budget— we have the seventh lowest overall business taxes in 
the country— putting this in the budget, it only benefits potentially 1 
percent of the businesses that pay the BPT. Why are we valuing equip- 
ment purchases higher than some of these other things in the budget? 
I just respectfully disagree with that, and I encourage adoption of this 
amendment. Thank you.

I rise to say $9.7 
million is a phantom event. It’s a phantom event. We have to remember 
the construct of how the 179 deduction works. There is no effect negatively 
on the budget. The 179 deduction is purely a non-cash event that allows 
a business owner to recognize when they’re going to have an expense. If 
a business owner buys a $100,000 piece of equipment they’re having a 
really good year, making a little bit of money in spite of the high taxes. 
They could choose to write the $100,000 off all at once. But if they choose 
to write the asset off all at once in the first year, they cannot capital- 
ize it and depreciate it, as you would typically capital assets, and write 
it off at $20,000 a year over five years. Which means their profit goes 
up in the years 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. So either take the benefit in the first year 
and don’t get it in the outlying years, or they do not take the credit in 
the first year and they get a benefit from it in the preceding years. I 
believe this is the best economic policy if we want to encourage economic 
development, the best policy we can possibly do because a) you have to 
spend the money to get it. You’ve got to buy something, and then the 
business owner can manage their company and make that decision if 
they can write it all off in one year and they lose all their credit in the 
years going out, or they don’t write it off in the first year and the get 
the credit going out. You know in a bipartisan manner this room has 
always supported the R&D tax credit. Think about this. My good friend 
from Senate District number 15 supported a $5 million increase every 
year in the R&D tax credit. How does that work? Companies spend the 
money, then they get a credit against their taxes. How different is that 
than the 179 deduction, Mister President? Let me tell you Sir, the big 
rich 1 percent companies get the R&D tax credit, the companies you rail 
against every single day, you voted to give the “1 percenters,” if you want 
to call it that, an R&D tax credit for $5 million, but in the 179 deduc- 
tion, if you spend more than $2.5 million a year, you can’t get it. There 
are no “1 percenter” benefits from a 179 deduction. It’s only for small 
companies. Everyday people, our oon aay a little pizza shop down in 
Hampstead, a little florist down in Salem. Best economic opportunity we 
can do. Mister President, I would support not passing the amendment 
and sticking with the 179 deduction and let’s be pro small business in 
New Hampshire. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. Just to clarify a couple 
things: this applies to folks who pay the BPT, that’s 1 percent of busi- 
nesses; the vast majority of those businesses are our larger corporations. 
That’s a fact. Also a fact is the fiscal note from the Department of Rev- 
enue Administration which indicates a $9.7 million hit to the budget. 
That’s a fact. It’s called apportionment, that’s why there’s a hit in New 
Hampshire. And look, when you think about it, like I said, the market’s 
going to drive whether or not a business wants to buy a freightliner, or 
whatever it was the Senate President referred to one day in Senate Fi- 
nance, or a computer or whatever, that’s what’s going to drive equipment 
purchases. Why aren’t we giving equipment purchases to property tax 
payers? Why aren’t we giving them deductions? Why aren’t we giving any 
tax credits to property taxpayers? We’re not. So, and this is a cavalcade 
of business tax cut after exemption after loophole after cut piled on to 
each other against the agreements we all made. Just continue doing it. 
I mean you can argue if you want that this is somehow going to spur 
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magical economic growth, that’s okay, but you can’t argue that fiscal 
note, $9.7 million hit. And so fundamentally the question is, is it better 
to spend $9.7 million on allowing businesses to write off more of their 
equipment purchases that they’re going to do anyways, or is it better to 
invest in our people? Like DCYF, mental health, DD Waitlist— that’s a 
fundamental debate; I just come out on the other end of it. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. Not to belabor the point. 
You know, the one thing you won’t call me is a tax hike warrior. So, you 
know, we can go back and forth all day whether it’s revenue neutral in 
the long run, which I think our friend from Bedford made that point. It 
will be revenue neutral or virtually revenue neutral over the long run, 
and we always forget that equipment purchases equals investment equals 
productivity gains, productivity gains equals a competitive job growth. 
Now, a couple of things that my tax warrior friend said that really need 
to be addressed. The Tax Foundation whether you believe it’s center 
right or whatever, that doesn’t matter. What they talked about was the 
business climate. The business climate does take into effect income tax 
or lack thereof and our lack of a sales tax. That’s part of the business 
climate. But there is a specific category for corporate taxes. So yeah, we 
made marginal gains from 48" to 46", but for those companies that look 
at that, that is a problem. And my friend cited the business commission 
that I sat on with my friend from Manchester. So I’m going to read a 
little bit of the report of the Business Tax Commission, and I believe, 
Senator D’Allesandro you can correct me if I’m wrong, that report was in 
2012. Could have been 2013 but I think it was 2012, several years ago. 
So, Senator Feltes is right when he said that they said, and I’m quoting, 
“long term rate reduction should be based on tax competitiveness among 
New England states and nationally.” That was the first recommendation 
in the executive summary. Then they go on to say, “a near term mate- 
rial reduction in business tax rates may be impractical in the view of 
New Hampshire’s current fiscal constraints.” Let’s remember, that was 
several years ago, so I'll give you that, but they go on to say the rest of 
the story. What my friend from Bedford and myself have long argued 
for. “In the longer term,” here we are, in the longer term, “however, a 
meaningful reduction in the business profits tax rate may be desirable 
in order to achieve good tax policy and remain competitive with our 
surrounding states.” That’s what this is about; staying competitive. It 
is a priority, this tax reduction does potentially have a hit in the first 
biennium, but over the course of time it will be revenue neutral or very 
close to revenue neutral, and it will drive productivity and investment. 
You know you love to talk about the innovation economy. That’s exactly 
what this bill will do— help drive the innovation economy.

109. Expands job training programs offered by the department of re- 
sources and economic development and repeals such programs in 2019. 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. We talked 
earlier about the job training bill that we’ve worked on, a number of 
folks have worked on for two years. Two years at work on job training, 
workforce development, putting together a package that the job training 
professionals think make a lot of sense. I draw your attention to page 
2 of this amendment, for those of you who have it. Page 2 line 3-7, this 
goes to my friend from District 11’s question about the different job 
training programs. To be clear, some of those are job training referral 
sources, not programs, and if you look at line 3-7, this provides “train- 
ing [for] individuals not otherwise eligible for state or federal training 
funds available as of January 1 2017, including the cost of certificate 
programs and occupational skills training in order to fill current in de- 
mand employment in New Hampshire with employers having immediate 
employment needs, with a priority for jobs identified through the state’s 
sector partnership initiative.” Let me stop there. The sole design here is 
to fit the gap in the system. Some of the federal programs that funnel 
through the state, Mister President, have certain strings and regulations 
attached to them, including that you only get the job training grant for 
existing employees. So if you’re expanding your business or, you know, 
you want to train somebody up, you could potentially be eligible right 
now, but if you are interviewing somebody who’s not employed with 
you, you like them but they don’t have the skills, you can get them in 
a certificate program, occupational skills program right away. That fits 
a gap, that’s a clear gap in the system. It’s a gap that all the job train- 
ing and the workforce development professionals acknowledge exists. 
In each month we have close to 20,000 job postings, and what we hear 
from folks is yeah every now and then folks have come in, we’ve got tens 
of thousands around the state that are unemployed still, even with the 
functionally full employment, it’s the skills gap that needs to be met, 
need to be trained up into those positions. And so this was developed 
working with a number of businesses and different stakeholders. This 
bill is supported by the New Hampshire High Tech Council, the New 
Hampshire Charitable Foundation who sees this as a valuable partner- 
ship, Bi-State Primary Care, New Futures. Why is this all important 
to mention? Because the state’s sector partnership initiative, which is 
mentioned on this, is the work that people have done to identify the high 
sector partnerships that we need to invest in; health care, high tech. This 
is what we’re going to build our skills in; this is where we’re going to 
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fit the need. And so this has been worked on for upwards of two years, 
specifically designed in meeting the gap. So everything’s been looked at, 
people have worked hard. This is what we’ve come up with. In terms of 
attracting employees, if you look at line 17-25 on page 2: the “market- 
ing...and program availability of certificate programs and occupational 
skills...for New Hampshire high school students...”, for example. Want 
to keep them in New Hampshire? Not every high school student wants 
to go to college and there are available jobs right now, in the trades, in 
auto techs, financial services, health care. Why not allow the high school 
students that don’t want to go to college have an opportunity to get a 
certificate, get into an available job right now? That’s what this does, 
that’s what this is exclusively focused on; is ramping up, attracting the 
workforce and skilling them up to meet the need right now. And, by the 
way, not every business can wait four years for a high school graduate 
to graduate college, we need to fill these jobs right now. Line 21: “Mar- 
keting of New Hampshire’s workforce development issues to employers 
and business community representatives in New Hampshire;” partner- 
ing with the BIA and others. Line 22-25: “Outreach and coordination 
of services...to populations with higher than average unemployment in 
New Hampshire...,” Mister President. We’ve talked about that attract- 
ing mechanism, we got to attract the workers and skill them up. That’s 
what this bill does. It attracts the workers and it skills our workers up. 
And, my friend from District 17 may say, well never heard of anybody 
that got a job through a job training program. Well, I have. I’ve worked 
with folks who have gotten skilled up and fit into jobs that make sense 
for them. And I’ve seen the value of it; the business community sees the 
value of this. We want to provide tech, financial services, we vote for this 
bill. We want to help the blue collar worker in his forties who needs to 
be retrained and skilled up, we vote for this bill. If we want to meet the 
major identified need of the business community, Mister President, we 
vote for this bill. This bill is straight forward. Nineteen of us voted for 
it already with a higher price tag. What’s changed? Well, we’ve sunset it 
at the end of the biennium, and it’s 2 million per year. Let me state this 
unequivocally; this does not affect unemployment insurance tax rates in 
any way shape or form at all. This does not affect unemployment insur- 
ance tax rates in any way shape or form at all because we’ve brought it 
down from a $6.5 million increase to 2 and we sunset it. We didn’t have 
to sunset it to make sure that we immunize against any possible effect 
on unemployment insurance taxes, but we do it anyways, because we 
have a situation right now, Mister President, that we need to deal with. 
If we want to renew it, we can renew it. We talked about, my friend from 
District 11 talks about, evaluating the cost effectiveness of this. That’s 
in here. If you look at line 32-36, that report, the Workforce Innovation 
Board, each and every year on the cost of benefits on whether or not 
we’re meeting these goals— that’s going to be provided. And you know 
what? In a couple years we can come back and have a discussion about 
whether or not we want to renew it. We already have money from this 
fund going for job training. This is 2 million additional per year for a 
grand total of 4 million that will go specifically to meet the identified 
gap in a flexible way that avoids the federal regulations, that helps our 
business community and our workers meet available jobs and fill them 
up right now. So we’ve adjusted and we’ve responded to some of the con- 
cerns that have been raised after a 19 person vote on this bill already. 
And, is the bill where I would want it, Mister President? No, but the 
bill responds to all the concerns that were raised. So let’s vote it. Let’s 
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vote it out. Let’s approve it. You already voted for it. It’s a scaled back 
version, doesn’t affect unemployment insurance taxes, meets the number 
1 need. Let’s vote for it. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels for a question of Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: On page 3 lines 2-4: “Each employer subject to 
payment of contributions pursuant to RSA 282-A:69, shall have its rate 
reduced by 2/10 of one percent beginning in the second quarter of 2007.” 
How does that work? 


SENATOR FELTES: That is a clear typo. That should be the second 
quarter of 2019. 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you. 


SENATOR FELTES: This is supposed to be a sunset provision, but that’s 
a typo. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn for a question of Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, thank you for taking my question. So we 
heard from the Senator from District 11 earlier this afternoon when we 
were all bright-eyed and bushy-tailed that there are presently thirteen 
other job training programs presently being funded at the state of New 
Hampshire. So my question is what is wrong with all of the other thir- 
teen, how much money are we spending on all of them, and if this is a 
better program shouldn’t we just eliminate the other thirteen programs 
if they're not being effective? 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you Senator. We talked for a little bit about 
this when you were in the anteroom, but if you look at page 2, line 
3-7. Again, there is thirteen, there’s not thirteen job training programs, 
there’s thirteen different job training resources, most of them are refer- 
ral mechanisms, many of them, the ones that are actually job training, 
have federal strings attached to them, and apply specifically to current 
employment. So, you know, let’s say you want to expand your business; 
they apply to your current existing workforce. The gap in the system, 
and what this paragraph seeks to hit, is currently unemployed folks 
who you may want to hire but they don’t have the necessary skills. You 
like them, but you want to get them a certificate for occupational skills, 
teaming up with a community college or on the job skills training. That’s 
what this does. It hits that gap. And so for upwards of two years work- 
ing with job training professionals that’s the gap that’s been identified 
of the, you know, of the different things that we’ve talked about in the, 
again it’s not thirteen, it’s thirteen different sources, most of them are 
referral. But in any event, this hits the gap that exists in the system 
right now and that’s that skills gap we need to hit in order to skill up 
our workforce to meet those available jobs. 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Senator. Thank you, Mister President. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Reagan.) 


SENATOR REAGAN: Thank you, Mister President. Thank you my col- 
league from Senate District 15 reminding me of the thought that I’ve 
often had, that I have never met a person who had gotten a job through 
a government job training program. The idea that we need to add ad- 
ditional resources to workforce training has been a recurring theme in 
the budget debate process in the Senate Finance Committee hearings. 
Currently there are thirteen different workforce training programs in six 
different state departments costing the state over $33 million which is 
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already accounted for in this budget. Additional workforce development 
programs would necessitate elimination of other needed programs. De- 
velopmental disability services, mental health funding, and educational 
programs all need to fit into the budget, and we cannot waste valuable 
dollars on programs that historically are not effective. And I repeat that 
I have never met a person who had gotten a job through a government 
job training program. There are help wanted signs on every other busi- 
ness in the state of New Hampshire, and we know that employer job 
training is by far the best workforce training and development that we 
can hope to see offered the people who want to be employed or want to 
improve their employment. So rather than incentivizing workforce train- 
ing, we should continue to incentivize good paying jobs so Granite Staters 
have a reason to stay here and raise their families. And we incentivize 
businesses by reducing the burden of paying for the government. While 
government services are sometimes necessary, such government services 
are always more expensive to pay for than any other source of business 
services. And this is true of job training programs, and I encourage the 
Senate to defeat a fourteenth program proposed, and finish by saying I 
have never met a person who got a job through a government job train- 
ing program. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. So I serve on the work- 
force investment board and I’ve done this for a lot of years. I think four 
Governors who've appointed me. Those are job training dollars, and those 
are dollars that are directed to employers for them to do in house employee 
training. That’s how we skill up the workforce, that’s how we retain them, 
that’s how we increase productivity. There are three or four programs that 
are administered on a recurring basis. I’ve seen those business owners and 
I’ve seen those workers come in and talk about their experience. They are 
people who have minimal skills on entry and had increased skills either 
increased mechanical, increased supervisory, increased training. These are 
things that are happening within our state that are good and valuable. I 
think what Senator from District 15 is suggesting is that those employers 
have a gap. If there aren’t employees in those positions currently, they 
can’t invest those dollars currently. So that’s what this is doing. That’s 
what I understood you to say. That makes sense to me. Let’s grow a work- 
force within our existing businesses and incentivize it in the same way 
that we’ve got applications now that each of us have businesses in our 
communities that have accessed those dollars. So, I think that we’ve got 
a good idea that isn’t leveraging any future taxes, it is taking advantage 
of funds that are available currently and employing them into this next 
biennium, and this is a worthwhile investment that I think meets our 
workforce development needs.

Alright, so this has to 
do with the alcohol and drug treatment fund, and this is not to start any 
kind of reverting back through all of the discussion in our amended budget 
proposal. I got to draw your attention, if you have your budget proposal 
near you, draw your attention to page 79, because this amendment deals 
with section 175 in your budget amendment. Alright, so previous sections 
of 517 talk about investments in the Sununu Youth Services Center that 
allow for the conversion of part of that center for inpatient and outpatient 
drug treatment facility for eligible youth. This isn’t talking about that 
investment, okay? This is talking about section 175 which talks specifi- 
cally about funding for operational costs of the Sununu Youth Services 
Center; the operational costs. So I’ll read this for us and for the record. If 
“funds determined by the Commissioner of the Department of Health and 
Human Services to be necessary for the operational costs of the Sununu 
Youth Services Center...may be funded from the amounts appropriated 
to [an] account..., [for the] Governor|’s] Commission funds.” I want you 
to understand what this says. This says that it delegates to the commis- 
sioner for Health and Human Services to be able to use Governor Com- 
mission funds for alcohol and drug treatment for a recurring cost, the 
operational costs of the Sununu Youth Service Center. And so it doesn’t 
clarify that it’s just for the expansion, this is going in a whole different 
direction. It’s a permission that really will worry those who believe that 
by raising the alcohol and drug treatment program to 3.4 percent of our 
alcohol tax profits. This begins to dilute the impact of that increase. We 
voted on this several times. The Governor supported a 3.4 percent level 
of placement of funds into the drug and treatment commission, this body 
has supported it several times, and the concern here is that in raising 
more money we're giving a path to diluting the effect of those dollars by 
allowing a department that has, for whatever reasons, often exceeded 
its total budget authority. We’ve made some cuts that the Commissioner 
himself wouldn’t have recommended for Health and Human Services in 
this budget. If it’s needed we’ve just given a path that allows dollars to 
be used from the alcohol and drug treatment fund to balance those dol- 
lars. I’m not saying this is going to happen, but if it wasn’t for some of 
the reasons that the Senator from District 3 said we have had to raid 
dollars before in order to balance budgets. But that apprehension about a 
path to divert funds from this alcohol and drug treatment fund, it’s that 
apprehension that’s justified by some past actions that have been needed 
in order to balance budgets. So I ask us, this isn’t to undo what several 
sections of the amendments to 517 do in authorizing dollars to invest in 
the Sununu Youth Services Center. This is just saying that when we say 
a 3.4 percent allocation from alcohol tax profits, that in fact those are the 
dollars that are available in the next biennium for distribution through 
the Department of Health and Human Services, with the advice of the 
Governor’s Commission on Alcohol and Drug Treatment. So, I hope that 
you'll understand the limits of what this amendment is trying to do in 
merely deleting one section from our amendments in 517 so that we assure 
that the dollars that we’ve raised are actually going to alcohol and drug 
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treatment and not being diverted or diluted for other reasons. Madam 
President, I hope that the body will support this amendment. Thank you. 
President Pro Tempore Carson presiding. 


INTRODUCTION OF GUESTS 
(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you so much. Ladies and gentlemen, I 
know that you all know intimately the educational, political, and legal 
brain trust and powerhouses of Shannon Reid and her husband, Tom 
Reid. With her tonight up in the gallery is one of her two amazing young 
children, Peter, who’s a sixth grader at the Shaker Valley School, who 
loves sports and is so enthralled with politics you may have actually 
seen him on national TV at both Republican and Democratic debates 
in the last election, because he sneaks into about everything you see, 
including our chamber here tonight, and for the record I must say he 
also does so without a cell phone because his mother refuses to allow 
him to have one. Ladies and gentlemen, let me introduce my good friend, 
Peter. Thank you, Madam President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: I would like to, I happen to sit along with 
another Senator on the Governor’s Commission and I would like to read 
a piece here expressing the commission’s point of view on this subject. 
“As there has been no discussion with the commission relative to the con- 
struction cost of the Sununu Center, we take no position on repurposing 
lapsed funds for the projected construction costs. However, when taken 
in total, the remaining earmark, such as to the Boys and Girls Clubs 
and directives related to operating the Sununu Center, would force the 
reductions in, or elimination of all contracts for prevention, treatment 
and recovery services currently funded by the commission. This would 
include critical services focused on addressing the opioid epidemic across 
the state. It would also prevent the commission from deploying limited 
remaining funds towards other high priority areas such as safe stations, 
safe recovery housing services, detoxification services, and prevention 
direct services for youth.” So this is the cost of this piece that is in effect 
taking money away from our battle with the opioid crisis. Thank you, 
Madam President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, President Pro Tem. 
I too rise in support of this amendment which would make sure that we 
are not diverting funds from the alcohol fund for other purposes when 
we still are addressing a major opioid epidemic. And the remarks that 
we heard from the Senator from the Hanover area went on to say that 
“there’s no doubt that redirection of the alcohol fund will have a nega- 
tive impact on progress in addressing the opioid epidemic.” Therefore 
they oppose that diverting of funds. Yesterday, Dartmouth College is- 
sued a statement, a report, where it talked about “high overdose rates 
in New Hampshire due to easy access to illegal drugs, and the lack of 
treatment options.” Recommendations from the study include “increased 
public funds targeting substance abuse, expanded prevention programs 
in schools, needle exchange programs and greater availability of medica- 
tion assisted treatment. Without providing both in house and community 
treatment centers, we are not going to be able to stop the opioid crisis.” 
And I find that we do want to create that additional center for youth at 
the Sununu Center to address drug addiction for young people, but I do 
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not believe that we should be doing it at the expense of the alcohol fund 
when we’ve heard how negatively it could impact truly critical needs for 
prevention, treatment, and recovery that we do not have in place at this 
time. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Madam President, and colleagues. 
I just want to give you a brief report from my neighborhood about the 
need for these funds to be dedicated to the Governor’s Commission for 
Treatment. A couple of weeks ago we had our sixth fatality a couple 
streets over from me. Our sixth fatality in Dover due to overdoses this 
year ahead of last year’s rate. One of my neighbors has a, just a lovely 
teenager, age fifteen, addicted to opioids, that family was desperate, 
desperate, desperate to get her into inpatient treatment and they had to 
wait for weeks and finally she had to go to Vermont. Came back, could 
not get wraparound services here, desperate family, now she’s going 
down to Lawrence where they can find a place for her to be. I drove home 
late last week and across the street the husband of one of my neighbors 
is lying there on the sidewalk unable to move, alcohol poisoning, been 
drinking for four days, he’s got the wife calling 911. Okay, he’s going to 
get up to Wentworth-Douglas, he survived but what treatment is he go- 
ing to have? On a hopeful note, last week I went to the opening of SOS 
Recovery, opened up a wonderful, wonderful facility in Dover, vibrant 
community, it’s a recovery community that’s going to bring us out of this. 
I think these stories are probably what you could all tell of happening 
in each of your home towns over the last week or two. There’s no ques- 
tion that we have needed to increase the alcohol fund and we need to 
dedicate it to these treatment and services. And I will say, you know, 
in my years here in the Senate, I appreciate so much how hard people 
are working on this, Senate President, people on both sides of the aisle, 
and so I think we just kind of got ourselves into a kind of a difficulty 
here in trying to do as much as we can with the funding. Now you know 
we've talked for hours now about some really minor adjustments in the 
revenues and so on, we certainly could have provided this funding and 
funding for other things that we’ve been offering. And I would really hope 
that we could use the creativity we have shown elsewhere, it could be 
from some other funds, it could be from fiscal, that if Sununu Center’s 
going to need this money, we can find it that way. But I think right 
now, for the confidence in this community, because we’re all getting the 
emails, whether they’re accurate or not, New Futures, the Governor, 
they’re shaken, theyre kind of anxious because they have put so much 
attention on the alcohol fund getting to 3.4 percent and that funding 
actually coming to meet the needs that I’ve been describing. So, I don’t 
think this is, you know, in a way, it’s not a huge deal. I think this is 
something we could just say yeah this amendment says that money’s for 
that and let’s then, you know, put our thinking caps on and find some 
of the money to deal with the Sununu Center, which needs to be done, 
that’s a great plan. But I think right now I think this would be a big 
help to support this amendment. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I have to say to my col- 
leagues who’ve spoken for the amendment that I appreciate the spirit 
in which this amendment is offered. I really do, because there’s been 
a huge amount of bipartisan work here, going back to the commission 
that a lot of us sat on that I had the honor of chairing. We have, in the 
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last budget, dramatically increased funding for drug and alcohol abuse. 
Then we passed our friend from the North Country’s bill, Senate Bill 
533 that added another $5 million. My friends, we’re missing the point. 
And for those of you who support this amendment, it’s not your fault. 
It’s the outside advocates who are stirring the pot. And I don’t normally 
say this type of thing, but we need to have some frank talk. It is pathetic 
that there is $4.3 million of money that we’ve appropriated, sitting in 
an account, unexpended in the middle of a heroin crisis. That’s what we 
should be focused on. That’s outrageous. So, let’s look at the reforms 
that this amendment tries to put in place. We’ve worked with people in 
the Disability Rights Center, Mike Skibbie in particular, who has long 
advocated for these kind of reforms to separate violent and non-violent 
offenders from the Sununu Center. I don’t see anybody here disagreeing 
with that. That will save us money overall, even with the rate increases 
that we give to other providers to handle those adolescents that are 
non-violent that shouldn’t be in the Sununu Center. Governor Sununu, 
I think he debated this a lot with Mayor Gatsas in the gubernatorial 
campaign, became convinced that we needed a drug treatment facility at 
the Sununu Center to take care of adolescents, especially in our friends 
in the Queen City that are out of hope and need a place to go. That’s 
called taking action, not sitting on $4.3 million. And so, yeah, there’s 
a safety valve here to make sure these reforms work in a timely way. 
The safety valve is this section, section 175. I don’t think it’s going to be 
necessary at all. Because we have a Governor who is going to manage 
the situation as opposed to allowing what happened in the past, where 
reforms at the Sununu Center were ignored. Last year when we increased 
the drug and alcohol fund to 1.7 percent, we appropriated $7 million, 
but only 5 million of it was spent, that’s part of the $4.3 that’s sitting 
unused in an account. The Sununu Center, the cost if it were all in, is 
13 million; this amendment moves it to 8 million. That 5 million, if the 
worst, absolute worst case scenario were used, gets it down to 9 million, 
still almost double what was appropriated last year. I don’t think that’s 
going to happen. So moving to 3.4 percent gets us $14 million. And I 
think Governor Sununu will make absolutely certain that these reforms 
work, that we separate the non-violent kids from the violent kids, that 
we help other community providers provide for the non-violent kids with 
the rate increases that they need, and we’re not under threat, but just 
in case, we need to ensure the safety of our youth. But I don’t believe 
for one second Governor Sununu is going to allow this to happen, and 
that’s why I think we need the safety valve that this represents. But we 
all need to continue the bipartisan work and not let other people that 
are outside of this building, who haven’t appropriated expense encum- 
bered those dollars in the middle of a heroin crisis, to tell us that we’re 
diverting, that we’re undermining the heroin fund, the alcohol fund, 
that’s unacceptable. Please defeat this amendment. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you, Madam Chair. I’m new around 
here, but I don’t think I’ve ever seen another issue that for some reason 
is...leads people to want to end the discussion so abruptly as I have seen 
on this issue. And I feel strongly about it also, make no mistake, and I 
respect you deeply, but let me tell you, I don’t think you talked to the 
people on the commission about why that money is in the fund, because 
if you had, as I did, you would know that first of all it’s $2 million and 
secondly, this is a lapsed fund, which means that at the end of a contract, 
they have in fact spent this money, but at the end of the contract the 
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money that’s left over comes back into the fund and is then re-purposed. 
It’s lapsed funds that have been spent. And it is because the Governor 
and the Commissioner or whoever’s in charge of this at HHS, has not 
helped to facilitate the spending of this. They’re waiting on finding out 
what kind of health care plan we’re going to have, what’s going on with 
health care and Medicaid, all of which is just up in the air, and that’s 
why, if our Governor and HHS are not helping to make this possible, 
that money can’t be spent. It is not— I don’t know why it’s such a hot 
issue. I personally, I probably should know that, but I don’t understand 
why people aren’t just picking up the phone and calling somebody and 
asking what this money is about. For some reason this money is making 
everybody a little cuckoo. It’s a very serious issue that this money needs 
is meant to be disbursed by the commission, and when it is changed it 
no longer has the same meaning. I just don’t get why there’s such an 
enormous defensiveness and such enormous anger, when maybe that 
should be directed at the Governor and HHS. Thank you.

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Mister President. 
What this amendment does is it requires that we include into our budget 
the reauthorization for two additional years of New Hampshire’s health 
protection program. And I wanted to point out to you, and we know that 
this is a complicated issue because of the fact of what we can’t predict 
that is happening in Washington D.C. with regard to the Affordable Care 
Act and the Affordable Healthcare Act, but on the second page of this 
amendment on line 28, it does say, “If at any time the federal match 
rate applied to [the] medical assistance for newly eligible adults...is less 
than 100 percent, less than 95 percent [for] 2017, [or the] 94 percent 
for 2018,” and in this addition, “less than 93 peer in 2019, and less 
than 90 percent in 2020,” that the program will be disbanded. So clearly, 
moving forward with the health protection plan is linked to what might 
happen in Washington. But we should be reauthorizing this plan now to 
send a message not only to the fifty-three individuals who’ve been covered 
by Medicaid expansion that they will continue to have affordable access 
to healthcare. We will also be sending a message to our hospitals that 
they will not be at risk over the near future of seeing uncompensated 
costs skyrocket once again. It will prevent cost shifting to those of us who 
already pay for health care, and it will ensure that we continue to have 
a viable health insurance market with four separate health insurance 
companies offering a variety of plans, something we did not have until 
the Affordable Care Act was passed and we expanded Medicaid to cre- 
ate additional individuals that could provide the enrollees so needed to 
make these health care companies successful. Additionally you will recall 
that over 10,000 individuals are currently receiving care for addiction; 
there is opiate addiction, alcohol addiction. We should make sure that 
that program continues without interruption, because we know, in many 
instances, if that care is withdrawn, particularly from opiate addicted 
individuals, the chance of them overdosing is greatly increased. So, I 
would ask you in order to make sure that we can have consistency going 
forward with this program, that we can have stability in our economy, 
and that we can continue to see improved health care outcomes for those 
individuals that are covered under Medicaid expansion. That we should 
be including this in the budget now and what it says, as you go down to 
line 32 on the first page that the cost of the program for covering effec- 
tive...well, what it does it says that administrative cost for the program 
should and will be included in the budget now, otherwise we're going 
to have to come in next year, address this issue again, and open up the 
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budgetary process which we've often been reluctant to do. So let’s do the 
right thing now and fund the administrative cost of this program and 
ensure its continuation while we wait to see what happens in Washing- 
ton. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President 
I rise and respectfully ask the body to vote down this amendment, and 
I find it serendipitous that we have thunder and lightning coming at us 
at the same time we're talking about doubling down on what is literally 
becoming the destruction of the Affordable Care Act. Look, it makes no 
difference if you support Medicaid expansion or did not support it, if you 
sponsored it or if you fought against it; we cannot deny the fact that it 
is literally collapsing as we sit here tonight. Some of you may have seen 
recently of some documents that were prematurely released to the public 
indicating that the cost projections for individuals in small businesses 
and the Medicaid expansion population are projected to increase at least 
45 percent. This is on top of the fact that we now have, already have the 
highest cost of health insurance in America. To see it going up another 
45 percent on top of that is just unacceptable. We know from those docu- 
ments that were released that 37 percent of the 45 percent increase is 
specifically coming, specifically coming from the utilization of Medicaid 
expansion population. We are in the process of foundationally punishing 
individuals and small business owners for a decision that was passed in 
this legislature. 53,000 people on this program, it takes 3,000 people to 
create a pool. The discussion we should be having tonight is separating 
Medicaid expansion from the small business owners in individual poli- 
cies to help them reduce their rates by 75 percent, not double down on 
a program which is truly at the end of its rope. And, again I’m not here, 
Mister President, to talk about supporting Medicaid expansion or not, 
the program is unwinding, and it’s incumbent upon this legislature to not 
move forward with the program but to find a way of how we can protect 
all of those people that need insurance. So with that Mister President, 
I'd ask the body vote down the amendment. Thank you very much. And 
there is the thunder and lightning again. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in support of 
the amendment. What wasn’t mentioned in this discussion, my friend 
form Bedford may not know this, the discussion of Medicaid expansion 
was brought up at the eleventh hour in Senate Finance Committee by the 
inclusion of requests for that work requirement, of course not without, 
you know, not funding job training programs, but the work require- 
ment came up, it’s in House Bill 517, so that’s why the Senator from 
Portsmouth is bringing it up, because if you want to have the discus- 
sion, let’s have the comprehensive discussion. And, by the way, this is 
the single most effective way to combat the heroin and opioid public 
health crisis. Over 10,000 people have accessed substance abuse disor- 
der treatment and recovery services through our successful Medicaid 
expansion program. It has reduced uncompensated care in the system 
which is a hidden tax on everybody including the business community, 
so doing this is the right thing to do. The discussion was opened up 
at the eleventh hour in the budget, so the Senator from Portsmouth’s 
amendment makes a lot of sense. If we’re going to do it, let’s do itina 
comprehensive way; let’s reauthorize Medicaid expansion, let’s get it 
done today. Thank you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. This is one of those odd 
times that in some ways I agree with my friend from Portsmouth and 
in other ways I agree with my friend in Bedford. I think it’s very pre- 
mature until we know what is going to happen with regard to Medicaid 
expansion to consider how we’re going to proceed, if we’re going to 
proceed. I hope we’re going to proceed. Nobody has advocated harder 
for the Medicaid expansion program than I have, it’s put kind of a 
target on my back from some, and that’s okay, I think it’s the right 
thing to do, but I think we have to deal with reality and we don’t know 
the parameters under which we may be able to reauthorize. If noth- 
ing changes, if there’s no health care bill that passes in Washington, 
next year is the right time for this debate. I think there probably will 
be a health care bill, there will be changes, we’re likely to have more 
flexibility, less regulations, maybe less dollars; we’re going to have to 
make all those pieces work. On the other hand, I also think it’s pre- 
mature to think that before the insurance department has even seen 
the proposed rates, to blame, almost exclusively, Medicaid expansion. 
There are other things at work here: loss of federal subsidies, drug 
cost, rising health care cost that all play into that mix. My friend from 
Bedford may have a good point that the Medicaid Commission may 
need to look at separating the risk pools. I think that is something 
we're going to have to consider because it is a higher risk pool with a 
Medicaid expansion population, who has not had access to health in- 
surance in some time. And so that’s why I’m agreeing with both of my 
friends from that end of the room, Bedford and Portsmouth. That end 
of the state. So let’s have this discussion in a rational basis outside of 
the budget, vote down this amendment, knowing that this discussion 
is going to come. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Gray for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR GRAY: Thank you, Senator. It seems like this is, to quote Yogi 
Berra, “Déja vu all over again.” I believe that Senate Bill 234, I believe 
it is, was voted out of your committee 4-1 which expands Medicaid, but 
was tabled right afterward because of the unknowns. 


SENATOR BRADLEY: What’s that Yogi Berra quote that I really like, 
“Cash, it’s almost as good as money.” We’ve been there, we’ve done that. 
I think it’s time to move on to the next amendment. 


SENATOR GRAY: Thank you, Sir. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Senator Yogi a/k/a friend from Wolfeboro. If it’s 
more rational discussion to have the Medicaid expansion discussion out- 
side of the budget, why would section 227 on page 97 of House Bill 517 
add it at the eleventh hour? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well, I’m glad you brought that up. The exist- 
ing law, Senator, that you voted for has work requirements in it based 
on the federal TANF regulations that were put into place in House 
Bill 1696; you voted for it, I voted for it. I think fifteen or sixteen of 
us voted for it. ’'m glad to hear you support work requirements, it’s a 
great thing. So, why wouldn’t we want a new administration to look 
at a waiver for New Hampshire for work requirements since they’re 
going to do, hopefully, for other states? I remember on this floor, and I 
remember in the debate on the other side of the wall, this whole debate 
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about work requirements. People said it was a sham, that it would never 
be approved, and I said let’s just wait and see, you never know what 
might happen, in a contested presidential race. Well, for some of us the 
unexpected happened for others of us the other unexpected happened. 
We have a new president that I think favors work requirements. We’ve 
done them in the right way. They were done with bipartisan support. 
They were based on the TANF regulations. So I’m not sure why you 
would oppose the work requirements that you voted for. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Bradley.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. The last— you and I 
serve on the Medicaid Expansion Commission together. The last meeting 
I think we had was October, you said nothing on Medicaid expansion is 
going to happen in any way shape or form, let’s not have another meet- 
ing, let’s hold off. So... 


SENATOR BRADLEY: I don’t think- I’d be happy to look that date up, 
but I think it was in January or February. Now you may not remember, 
you know you live in the big city, and the roads get plowed and all that 
kind of thing. There were some really wicked bad snowstorms that hap- 
pened to come on days, I think twice, that we had scheduled it. And then 
events caught up with us; mental health, DCYF, a lot of other things 
that I, as chair of the commission, thought really took precedence. As 
soon as we’re done on the budget, and I hope you support this budget 
and we can go home, and the House will support it and we can go home, 
then that’s the time to, you know, think about what Senator Sanborn 
suggested, separating the risk pools, see what parameters come out of 
Washington, how we’re going to fund the other 5 percent. But we’ve had 
a lot of other things that have taken up our time, plus snowstorms, I 
think, cancelled at least two meetings. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes for another follow-up question of 
Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR FELTES: I mean we joke a lot with each other and I appreci- 
ate it, and I appreciate the collegial nature here but in all seriousness, 
when is the next meeting, when are going to discuss what’s been put 
in this budget at the eleventh hour, and when are going to start to 
talk about reauthorizing our bipartisan Medicaid expansion program 
which covers 53,000 Granite Staters, and the single most effective way 
to combat the heroin and opioid public health crisis? When are we go- 
ing to get together? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Ill make a deal with you. You vote for the budget, 
we'll be out of here soon, and we'll get that commission fired up.

SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. This is a bill to 
include a position on kindergarten within our budget. I know my col- 
league from District 3 likes to quote Saint Mick, but I'll quote Saint 
Jerry and say what a long strange trip it has been on kindergarten. I 
do think we’ve made a lot of progress, but we need to continue that in 
the budget. Just to briefly remind us how we got here: we had Senate 
Bill 191, it passed this body with full funding for all day kindergarten 
22-1, then we tabled it, and then we got the Governor’s plan that said, 
well let’s do $9 million a year— a rather complex formula— I embraced 
that plan as a way of moving forward, we passed that one 18-5. So I 
think the policy really has been embraced here, that we do want all 
day kindergarten one way or another in some schedule or another but 
how are we going to pay for it. Now it got over to the House as you 
all know, and the Governor came in and offered the usual arguments, 
but particularly emphasized that, you know, businesses that he’s try- 
ing to attract to the state, if they hear we don’t have kindergarten a 
lot of them don’t want to come because they say our employees won’t 
want to come. He also talked particularly about young women in the 
workforce for whom this would be very important, knowing that they 
could have all day kindergarten if they decide to have children or had 
children and could continue in the workforce because of that. He also 
emphasized that whatever we do should be a step towards all day full 
funding and it might take this budget and the next budget to get there. 
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So again, very shared principles but the House’s policy committee de- 
cided that no, it should be the full funding, go back the original 191, 
do the $14.5 million and now as we know, House Finance has added 
Keno as a partial payment for it and kind of a phasing in over some 
time. Now I think we need a Senate position for this, I think we need 
a position in the budget. What this amendment does is it says for next 
year it’s .7 for attendance, the year after it’s .8, and then, there it is the 
holy grail, July 15* 2019 lays down a marker for the next budget that 
that’s when we get to all day full adequacy for kindergarten. Now why 
these numbers; well in part it’s because of the commitment that Sen- 
ate Democrats made that the comprehensive total of all amendments 
we were offering today would be within those amounts that we had 
described so that’s why this formula’s in there. I think the amounts 
and the scheduling are a little less important than the need for us to 
have a Senate position in the budget on this for a couple of reasons. 
First, what is going to happen across the wall to Senate Bill 191? I 
know and I hope that something will pass so we can get it back over to 
the committee of conference. But I remember a couple of months ago 
when we were debating the bill to do something about the town meet- 
ings that were snowed out and a lot of us said, oh don’t worry because 
they’re going to pass a bill over there. They didn’t pass it and we had 
to do back flips to get one through this body. We can’t count on what 
the other body is going to do, and if they don’t pass the bill then we 
are left with a goose egg, and why not have it in the budget. I think 
also another reason to have it in the budget is to affirm that this is 
a budgetary priority for us, and also to send an important message 
to those municipalities who are looking to us to help their taxpayers 
because they’ve already made a decision that it’s good to have all day 
kindergarten, and they’re paying for it. You got tax capped communities 
like Rochester and Somersworth and Dover, just to mention some in 
my area, for whom this funding coming in would help their education 
budgets a great deal next year, and let’s not fail them. And lastly I 
just want to mention a visit to the community of Somersworth I took 
with Commissioner Edelblut a few weeks back, spent the whole day 
in the schools, and looked at all three kindergarten classrooms, and 
then the Commissioner and I met with kindergarten teachers during 
the break period and said well this is a new program and I wanted the 
Commissioner, and he wanted to see, you know, one where it had been 
recently instituted, and they were using their Title 1 funds to get to 
all day. And he asked the teachers, well what do you see, and someone 
jumped out of their chair saying that we’re seeing better testing in 
first grade, we’re seeing better results in the second and third grade, 
they’re starting to see those results come in that these children had. 
They have sixty-nine languages in Somersworth so it’s really important 
for the children who come from families who may never had schooling 
at all that those young children have that opportunity for education 
and so the social behavioral skills which are so important. But then 
one of the teachers said, and we get to feed them twice, we get to feed 
them twice. If you don’t eat you can’t learn. So I think the arguments 
that have been made, I think it says the time is now, and we voted 
for kindergarten twice with different funding formulas, here’s another 
one. Let’s vote for it, let’s have it in the budget so we don’t have to rely 
on what might happen on the other side of the wall, and we can move 
forward. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 
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SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President, I’ll be brief. This is 
workforce development. We’ve heard the Governor speak to it and say 
this is workforce development. And how does that make it, how do we 
make that link? If you look at workforce participation rates, that age 
group that’s between twenty-five and thirty-four, the workforce partici- 
pation rate is over 92 percent. Remember when we were that age, the 
kind of transitions that we went through and the family development 
that takes place. I was recently at another meeting; a national confer- 
ence for state legislatures, a group talking about education, student 
centered approaches. In the room were people from other states, about 
a dozen other states. Conversation became so what’s the hot issue in 
our state, and it’s kindergarten, full day adequacy funding to be ex- 
tended for average daily attendance. A colleague from Massachusetts 
said, yeah we’re debating something similar for four-year olds. That’s 
where we are, it’s a competitive world for the workforce between those 
ripe ages of twenty-five to thirty-four. We’ve got to make this move and 
we've got to decide that we’re going to do it and we’re going to fund 
it. So, I fully support the amendment of my colleague from District 4. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I rise and first of all con- 
gratulate my friend from Dover having gotten the kindergarten bill as 
far as you have. I think a lot of people thought it was going to be very 
uphill when you started earlier this year. Obviously having Governor 
Sununu’s support has been vitally important. The policy has been em- 
braced in this body, the House has cast an initial vote, I think it’s likely 
to pass tomorrow. Keno will be a sticking point from what I’m told for 
a lot of us in this body, but that should be able to get us to a committee 
of conference. You and I have talked a little bit about how a committee 
of conference might work out and I appreciate the cooperation and the 
bipartisan spirit. The problem that I see and why I’m going to vote no 
on this amendment is that it just makes it that much more difficult to 
solve the budget problems that we have and so let’s hope for the best 
tomorrow and continue to work on it together to try to get kindergarten 
established. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. This is a bill that’s been 
before the group at least a couple of times before, three times I believe we 
have voted for the New Hampshire College Graduate Retention Incentive 
Partnership, each time approving it by very strong voice votes, never hear- 
ing dissention about it. The program is fairly simple and straightforward. 
It’s an opt-in program for New Hampshire employers who agree to pay 
recent New Hampshire college graduates a $1,000 incentive at the end of 
each year of employment for four years. The incentive can be used as a 
bonus or a direct payment to lenders. The New Hampshire Department of 
Economic Development, New Hampshire College and University Council, 
the New Hampshire Business and Industry Association, and New Hamp- 
shire Coalition for Business and Education, the Legislative Youth Advisory 
Council have all indicated that they want to participate and support this 
program. So, we are again a workforce development kind of issue com- 
peting with forty-nine other states, forty-one of which assist new college 
graduates with some type of loan replacement or repayment incentives. 
Now, admittedly many of those states have some form of state income tax. 
Nonetheless, this is a competitive incentive much like a business equip- 
ment kind of incentive that allows businesses and encourages them to 
work towards retaining their employees once they’ve attracted them. Some 
businesses in the state are already doing some of these retention incen- 
tives, that’s why I know that they work. They’ve reported that well over 
90 percent of their employees are staying; they are retaining them because 
of incentives that they’re providing. The issue is these are one-off kinds of 
initiatives by employers. There is no attempt to try to market these efforts 
as some type of unified approach to how we provide retention incentives 
in the state of New Hampshire. This marketing, which has a total price 
in this biennial budget of $45,000, the continuing ongoing price of only 
$15,000 a year is a way to market retention incentives to other employers 
in the state who might need some guidance as to how to do it. It’s a way to 
market to high school students to remain in the state, go to college, seek 
jobs, receive incentives to stay in the state. Let’s do the same thing to col- 
lege graduates who elect to attend in-state. We’ve already heard somebody 
give testimony today about New Hampshire high school graduates that 
remain in-state and are much more likely to be employed in-state. The 
same is true if we could retain out-of-state students. They don’t go into 
the New Hampshire workforce but you can ask. You can go to a college 
campus, you can ask college students, it’s not just me; independent college 
newspapers have done the same thing. If there was a retention incentive 
available to you, would you seek a job in-state? They said yes, we would. 
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These are students from out-of-state so let’s change the dynamic. Let’s not 
let 15 or 20 percent of our out-of-state students that have already come 
to this state, found the state to be an attractive place to go to school, now 
we want to provide incentive to make it an attractive place to continue to 
live and work. There are three r’s to workforce development: it’s recruit, 
retrain and retain. Think about those three r’s. The most expensive form 
of workforce development is recruitment. The cheapest form of workforce 
development is retention. You can ask businesses, and I’ve done this across 
the state, what is the best retention strategy that you’ve got in your 
recruitment portfolio? And they say hire people who are already in the 
state, because their retention rate if they are hired from out-of-state is 
much less. It’s demonstrated. So, New Hampshire GRIP, just happens to 
have an acronym, New Hampshire GRIP is an on switch for our in state 
high school students and to encourage two and four year college students 
who are attending already in New Hampshire to consider employment in 
New Hampshire after they graduate. I think this is something that makes 
sense, it can only have come from a coalescence of ideas from business, 
from education, from government, it’s a way to show that we’re working 
together to solve a problem about workforce development and retention 
and it is costing the state minimal dollars, giving us a marketing tool that 
can make us competitive with the rest of the states for our workforce in 
the future. I recommend that you vote in favor of this amendment and 
that it be incorporated into our budget amendment as we send it forward 
for further consideration. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Reagan.) 


SENATOR REAGAN: Thank you, Mister President. I guess I haven’t 
explained to the sponsor of this measure why this has been so unsuccess- 
ful previously with the Senate. So let me take the time now to explain 
what’s happening. In this there’s no appropriation for the legal expenses 
to develop the agreement to do this. § when you want to create a new 
program you have to provide for the expenses attendant to that creation, 
and so there’s a lawyer in there somewhere and they have to be paid to 
create an agreement which we have a number of experts in the chamber, 
who swear this won’t be an easy agreement, meaning it won’t be an in- 
expensive agreement. There’s no appropriation for the time it’ll take to 
develop the rules because this is not, we haven’t created a department 
of incentives. There is already an ongoing effort by employment security, 
DRED, the Department of Education, the Department of Information 
Technology to do this very thing to market the available incentives that 
already exist without creating a new government program. To them it’s 
a matter of marketing what’s available now. So if the BIA saw value in 
this program they would be doing it now, but they’re not doing it now 
because apparently they don’t see and their members do not see value in 
creating this program. If they want to do this program they don’t need 
our approval to do it. The employers can get together. They can start this 
any time they want to start this. There are other glitchy things in here 
that would slow down and probably impede the efforts being made now 
to incentivize this type of payment to new employees. This is to retain new 
employees. The employers are free to do it now, there’s an effort being 
made on a state different departments level to do it. I say let them do it 
and we don’t need to create something here that’s not easily workable. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: I just have to remind members of the chamber, you 
have voted for this at least twice, once in committee as well. So there 
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are at least three votes on record that have favored this— once in Fi- 
nance Committee, twice in this chamber. Alright, we’ve been on record 
supporting this. The BIA has sent each of you a note back in February 
indicating that it had been reviewed by their policy committee, their 
policy committee voted unanimously to support it and endorse it. People 
do see value in it. Why economic development arm of the state to be 
come involved? Because it’s the page that you turn to when you look to 
relocate or to find economic development and information in the state; 
a website, a page that lists the employers. I don’t think this is a legal 
agreement that would take huge amounts, that can be an objection but 
I don’t see...I just see this as a simple statement, we'll keep records of 
our own about incentives that we provide and we'll inform you of that, 
we'll be able to list those employers. You know, it’s employers, it’s not 
just for profit. School districts even qualify for this. Yeah, there’s a $1,000 
step increase in the first four years. We could list hundreds of agencies 
and employers in this state— do something unique, brand ourselves as 
doing something for economic development and workforce retention that 
is workplace sponsored, and government, all we’re doing is providing 
a marketing vehicle that gets out to the colleges and to businesses. I 
respect my colleague from Senate District 17, on this one we’re going to 
disagree because I’ve just seen too many employers say this is a good 
idea I want to be a part of it. I think this is an opportunity for us. I'd 
hate to see it be parked on the roadside of our budget debates. I think 
the low cost makes this something that we should be moving forward 
with.

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: The intent of this amendment is to remove 
language that was added at the last minute in the budget deliberations. I 
would refer you to page 96, item 219. The language here that was added 
talks about reproductive health care facilities funding restrictions. “No 
state funds awarded by the department of health and human services to 
a reproductive health care facility, as defined in RSA 132:37, I,” Roman 
numeral I, “shall be used to provide abortion services. This section shall 
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not apply to funding available from the state pursuant to Title XIX of 
the Social Security Act to the minimum extent necessary to comply with 
federal conditions for the state’s participation in the Medicaid program.” 
Where did this come from and what does this actually mean? This is 
taking the language known as the Hyde Amendment, which was enacted 
as a federal policy which would block Medicaid dollars from paying for 
abortion related medical care. It was passed in Washington in 1976, 
and the impact of that has been for over forty years low income women, 
those already struggling to make ends meet, are the ones who’ve been 
affected by this policy because they are on Medicaid. It really takes the 
opportunity away from them to have the right to an abortion, which was 
established as we all know in 1973 under Roe v. Wade. It’s particularly 
harmful to these low income women, women of color, young people and 
immigrants who disproportionately rely on Medicaid for their health 
care coverage. This is simply not necessary, it’s not the New Hampshire 
way to do things, it’s already been clearly established that no federal 
or state funding in New Hampshire goes to cover abortion services, and 
so we do not need to codify this in our state laws. So please join me in 
removing this language from our budget as I referred to you in House 
Bill 2 and the reference that I was already given which is on page 96, 
219. Thank you very much Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I think as everybody knows 
the Hyde Amendment in Washington restricts any actual federal funding 
for the services of abortion. Past practice of the Department of Health 
and Human Services has been to restrict in any contracts funding for 
abortions so there’s really, in my opinion, no reason not to codify what 
has always been past practice, unless of course you support public fund- 
ing for abortion. So I would ask the body to not adopt this amendment. 
Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey for a question of Senator 
Bradley.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Could you tell me please, but why was it 
added in the eleventh hour, why was this something that needed to 
be put back in? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: My understanding is that it was part of the bud- 
get in previous years to codify what’s been the state practice. I think for 
some people they just want to ensure that it’s codified in law the practice 
that there should be no funding for abortions. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Okay, well I certainly strongly disapprove. 
SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Senator. I have a question first and then 
I might want to speak to it. But was there a hearing involved for this? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: You’d have to ask the Finance Committee. I’m 
not sure if there was. 


SENATOR LASKY: Oh, okay. May I ask my colleague from District 11, 
the Chair of the Finance Committee the same question? 


aa eee: MORSE: Senator Daniels, would you like to take the ques- 
tion’ 
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SENATOR DANIELS: I don’t remember. I honestly don’t remember when 
it was brought in, if it was something that came in with the House, House 
Bill 2 or, I honestly don’t remember. 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. In light of that and 
also due to the import of an amendment such as this included in our 
budget, which as we’ve said all day is not solely about numbers and dol- 
lars and cents, it’s about a direction that we want our state to take in 
many respects and many policies. And to have this in our budget to me 
as a woman is offensive. I think that again, it’s certainly overreach, we 
have never, it has never been proven that we have used federal funds in 
our state for abortion. There’s no need to codify something that we don’t 
do that’s not an issue. Certainly, and if it is, to perhaps wiggle the way 
into Planned Parenthood and other feminist health clinics then it is even 
more obscene, frankly. Those are places that many women, particularly 
young women, older women, who may not, you know, have need for those 
services on a regular basis but utilize, too, for their feminine health care. 
So, in light of those things, and in light of the fact that it just seems 
kind of sneaky to me and, again, not needed, I hope that you will vote, 
and I’ve lost track of what the amendment says, I guess in favor of the 
amendment. Thank you. It deletes it, yes, thank you. And so I hope that 
you will vote for amendment 2096s and delete this section. 


oes Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a question of Senator 
Lasky.) 

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Senator from Dis- 
trict 13. Would you agree with me that while we can’t end the Hyde 
Amendment in Washington today, we certainly can vote to keep it from 
expanding by adding it to our statutes in New Hampshire? 

SENATOR LASKY: I agree Senator, and as stated before, there is ab- 
solutely no need for this kind of thing to be in our budget and as a 
statement of purpose for us in New Hampshire and how we feel about 
women. Thank you. 

(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a follow-up question of 
Senator Lasky.) 

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Do you believe as I do that this sends the 
wrong message to women in this state? 


SENATOR LASKY: Absolutely. Thank you. 

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you. 

(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro. ) 

SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Just a point 
of clarification: to the best of my knowledge this had no public hearing, 
and secondly, I don’t think it’s ever occurred in an operating budget as 
long as I’ve been around here. It’s never been part of the budget process. 
I hope that addresses the query that was voiced to me. A) it’s never been 
part of a budget, and b) it did not have a public hearing. Thank you, 
Mister President. 

(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 

SENATOR DANIELS: To my colleague in District 13. This was not in the 
House Bill 2, it was something that was put in during Senate Finance 
executive session. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky for a question of Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. Just to clarify the Sena- 
tor from District 11. So, therefore, it did not have a hearing, it just was 
brought up in an executive session and got into the budget? 


SENATOR DANIELS: During the public hearing we went through Health 
and Human Services. This was not brought up as an issue. 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: There’s very, very little that I would find more 
reprehensible than what we’re witnessing right now. Can you imagine 
the men in this room if we snuck in some nice little amendment about 
how Federal Government shouldn’t pay for Viagra? And we thought you 
should just think it was okay. You are stepping on the rights of my rights 
to make my choices about my body. When I was-— I'd appreciate your at- 
tention. When I was about sixteen my mother took me to the Planned 
Parenthood in Lebanon, New Hampshire, and if anyone at that point 
had told me that forty-three or however many years later it is, we would 
still have men, by the way there were no women as I understand it on 
the Finance Committee, we would still have men thinking that it’s okay, 
perfectly okay to slip in amendments that affect women’s health. This is 
absolutely outrageous and I’m ashamed of everyone, I’m sorry, yes, I’m 
ashamed that this is happening. I’m ashamed to be part of an organiza- 
tion that would let it happen. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Birdsell.) 


SENATOR BIRDSELL: Thank you, Mister President. I am in support of 
the language that’s in the budget. Codifying this for women like myself 
who are pro-life and we are practicing this, there is nothing wrong with 
codifying it in language, and if you’ve been in the Senate long enough we 
know that there are things that are brought in on executive committee 
and pass on the floor. So, as a pro-life woman, I am in full support of the 
language that was brought in and I ask you to vote this amendment down. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. I want to respond 
to the comments from the Senator from District 5 because I, too, don’t 
believe that the government should be paying for Viagra. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey for a question of Senator Birdsell.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: How would you feel if I told you that you had 
to have an abortion? I don’t see how that’s different. 


SENATOR BIRDSELL: The choice is still there. You can have an abor- 
tion. Planned Parenthood is always going to be there. Planned Parent- 
hood will always be there and women will always have a choice. Codifying 
it in law on what we're already practicing, to me, is valid. Thank you. 


The question is on the adoption of the Floor Amendment.

Amend the bill by inserting the following new section: 


229 Providing Continuity of Care for Family Planning Services, Con- 
tingent on Federal Actions. 

I. If a family planning health clinic is no longer eligible to receive 
federal matching funds or if federal law restricts the rights of a Med- 
icaid recipient to obtain services from a family planning health clinic, 
services that are otherwise covered by the Medicaid program shall be 
funded solely with general funds.

Insert: 


109. Directs the department of health and human services to use state 
funds for family planning health clinic services if federal funds are no 
longer available or if changes to federal law otherwise prevent a Medicaid 
recipient from obtaining services from a family planning health clinic. 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. I’m pleased to offer an 
amendment that will protect current access to Medicaid family planning 
providers should federal law disrupt our current network of care. Many 
of you may be aware that Republicans in the United States House have 
passed a health care law and President Trump has introduced a federal 
budget, both that aim to “defund Planned Parenthood centers by effectively 
blocking Medicaid patients from receiving women’s health services such as 
cancer screenings, access to birth control, testing and treatment for sexual 
transmitted diseases at the organization’s health centers.” While this pro- 
vision is not law yet, it is drafted to take effect immediately, unlike other 
parts of the underlying legislation. So the only way that we can protect 
from its negative effects is to put in place state enabling legislation right 
now. I believe it’s important to put a contingency plan in place like several 
other states have done. The contingency language that you have before 
you simply directs the commissioner to use state only Medicaid funds 
as needed to allow Medicaid patients to continue to receive care. That’s 
why it’s called continuity of care. In fact Republican Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, Charlie Baker, was the first in the nation, Mister President, to 
announce as part of his March 3™ budget address, “I’m a strong supporter 
of women’s health, and believe the Commonwealth has a responsibility to 
ensure uninterrupted access to the important health care services offered 
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by Planned Parenthood in all corners of our state. My administration is 
prepared to fund these services should the Federal Government pursue 
changes that would block care for women and families here in Massachu- 
setts. As you know controlling health care costs and ensuring access to 
preventative care are priorities for me.” We should take the same cue. Here 
in New Hampshire there are five health centers that would be protected 
by this amendment and they serve more than 11,000 patients each year. 
They’re located in Claremont, Derry, Exeter, Keene and Manchester. In 
New Hampshire more than 50 percent of women currently served by our 
state family planning program get that care at a Planned Parenthood 
health center. For one category of Medicaid family planning coverage, 
Planned Parenthood serves more than 90 percent of the state’s enrollees. 
The Federal Government can determine how to spend their portion of 
Medicaid dollars but this legislature controls the general fund Medicaid 
appropriation. If we act today on this amendment we can preserve the 
ability to use state Medicaid dollars to fund continued care and give the 
commissioner the necessary authority to maintain reimbursement to the 
current network of providers. The Congressional Budget Office estimated 
that most of the federal savings from eliminating Planned parenthood 
would be offset by the high risk, high cost of unintended pregnancies which 
would result in additional Medicaid births, and additional Medicaid case- 
loads, Mister President, because many of those patients won’t be able to 
find another provider in New Hampshire, taking away cancer screenings 
and preventative care and family planning will only drive up the costs of 
other parts of our health care spending and our health care system. More- 
over, since our state currently uses Medicaid funds to purchase coverage 
for Medicaid managed care and premium assistance, there won’t be any 
additional cost using these capitated rates, while there would be a very 
important benefit of maintaining the continuity of care for thousands of 
Planned Parenthood patients. Finally, I want to note the irony of one of 
the shortcomings of House Bill 144 votes we took earlier today. Despite 
the fact that we have experienced a 260 percent increase in reported cases 
of gonorrhea and, by the way, syphilis is on the rise as well, and despite 
we currently have no general funds dedicated to testing and treatment of 
a STD, when asked during the budget hearings how DHHS was going to 
coordinate public health response to increased STD treatment needs and 
address the communicable disease risks, representatives of the depart- 
ment indicated they’re relying on Planned Parenthood health centers to 
fill in for those programs that the state no longer provides funds for and 
that on a partisan vote we rejected earlier today. So if we’re counting on 
Planned Parenthood to clean up the messes caused by our underfunding 
of certain health programs, we certainly ought to step up and make sure 
continuity of care continues at Planned Parenthood as part of our Medic- 
aid program. Regardless of the partisan tone in Washington, protecting 
women’s health and access to Planned Parenthood has been bipartisan 
strategies in the Granite State where we enjoy the lowest teen pregnancy 
rate in the country and high quality maternal health outcomes. Just last 
month former congressman Charlie Bass penned an op-ed in The Hill aimed 
at his former Republican colleagues in Congress urging bipartisan support 
for protecting access to Planned Parenthood health centers. He very well 
could be talking to his former colleagues potentially right here in the Sen- 
ate when he wrote, and I quote, “It takes real courage to put policy before 
politics and support Planned Parenthood. I urge my former colleagues to 
think carefully about the dangerous ramifications of denying millions of 
American women access to essential health care including cancer screen- 
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ings and access to birth control. Taking away a quality health care provider 
in areas where there is often no other choice will have devastating impact 
and effects on the health of low income women and underserved in rural 
communities, communities I once served. Eliminating funding for Planned 
Parenthood makes no sense, and is not a way to make our health care 
system better for New Hampshire families.” Republicans like Charlie Bass 
and Charlie Baker remind us that we have strong bipartisan support in 
New Hampshire for protecting cost effective women’s preventative care 
and maintaining Planned Parenthood’s role in our health care infrastruc- 
ture. Tonight we can either stand up and fight back to this effort targeting 
Planned Parenthood in Washington who wish to deny access to women’s 
health care, or we can let the national politics dictate what we do here. 
We've always stood up for Planned Parenthood in a bipartisan way. Let’s 
stand up tonight for Planned Parenthood. I urge you to reject the politi- 
cal attacks at the national level and do what the New Hampshire Senate 
does best on our best days: working in a bipartisan way to do what we 
know is right, stand up for New Hampshire women, stand up for Planned 
Parenthood. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, I urge my colleagues to support amendment 2111s. I want to talk 
to my colleagues as human beings. The health of our constituents is a 
major concern. We have a Planned Parenthood clinic in Manchester. Over 
5,000 women use that clinic. Cancer screening, cervical cancer, breast 
cancer, health, the most significant thing we have is good health and 
maintaining good health, and access to good health, and good health care. 
Median family income in my community has been decreasing over the 
years, decreasing. We have an abundance of poverty. Where do people 
go for services? They go to Planned Parenthood, right downtown Man- 
chester. This is not a Republican issue, it’s not a Democratic issue, this 
is a people issue; this is a people issue. Men use Planned Parenthood; 
women who need these services— just physicals, physical examinations. 
How can we, as is happening at the national level, say bang! Planned 
Parenthood is gone. What kind of people are we? What kind of a country 
are we developing where we deny people access to health care? We don’t 
do abortions in New Hampshire, we don’t do it. This is health care, funda- 
mental health care at a reasonable cost. How many of us have been to the 
doctor lately and know what it costs if you’re not fairly well insured. You 
know what it costs? You know what it costs to have a surgical procedure 
to eliminate a lump in your breast, or to have some kind of a surgical 

rocedure done if you have some kind of cancer? My God, let’s think about 
being human beings for a change. Let’s think about being good people. 
How our Federal Government could eliminate, how a President could talk 
about eliminating health care, that’s absurd! We have fought for years to 
have health care. Remember it was only in 1964 that we have Medicaid 
and Medicare. If it weren’t for the assassination of John Kennedy we 
never would have had any of that, never! We never would have had civil 
rights if it weren’t for the assassination of John Kennedy. I mean let’s 
tell the truth about things. We were a pretty bigoted and biased nation. 
Now we are being biased against women and against health care? It just 
doesn’t make any sense to me, just doesn’t make any sense to me at all. 
And what we're asking for here is a contingency; it’s a contingency. If it 
happens at the national level our people will still be taken care of. Our 
women will still be taken care of. I’ve got two daughters, I’ve got grand- 
daughters, and I think about their health care. I think very seriously 
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about their health care and what would happen if it weren’t available. 
Come on; let’s think about this as just good ordinary citizens. No partisan 
politics, let’s think about this as serving the people. Serving the people 
and allowing them to get health care. We passed the New Hampshire 
Health Protection Act; we did it in a bipartisan manner. Why did we do 
it? Because we knew 53,000 people in the state wouldn’t have health 
care, and we did something to help them. We did it in a bipartisan 
manner led by the President of the Senate, led by the Majority Leader, 
led by Democrats, we did it. Why did we do it? Because we wanted to 
protect people, we wanted to protect their health. It is the single most 
important thing we have is good health, and if we deny that to anybody, 
we're opening up a path to their demise. That’s not a good thing. I mean 
this is a really good thing for us to think about. I would hope that my 
colleagues will gather together. This isn’t a cost item, there’s not a dime 
associated with this. It’s not going to throw the budget off or anything of 
that nature, but what it’s going to do is assure that people have health 
services. That to me is vitally important. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. I too rise in support 
of this amendment. I rise to support it because I want to ensure that 
New Hampshire protects access to family planning and not allow our 
constituents to be victims by what may or may not happen in Washing- 
ton. In my home community of Manchester, Planned Parenthood is the 
largest provider of women’s reproductive care, serving more than 5,000 
patients each year. They’re the primary medical home for women during 
reproductive years and in particular, provide lifesaving, lifesaving can- 
cer screening. In addition, they offer expertise for high risk population 
such as HIV positive patients, and those facing an increased incidence 
of sexually transmitted diseases, and we know that sexually transmitted 
diseases are on the rise in our state right now. In particular in Manches- 
ter, we are facing the highest teen pregnancy rate in the entire state. I’m 
deeply troubled by the federal actions toward defunding the organization 
and I don’t want to wait until Washington takes away our options before 
I step up to protect my constituents. While the community health centers 
that we have perform a vital role in my community and communities 
throughout this state, they are no substitute for Planned Parenthood. 
In fact, the community health centers themselves have said they will be 
unable to absorb patients and replace this level of specialized care. I’m 
worried about what’s going to happen to the vulnerable populations who 
are struggling to make ends meet and who will lose access to their only 
health care provider, the only health care provider that some of them have 
ever known. Thousands of women have Planned Parenthood to thank 
for early cancer detection that helped save their lives and allowed them 
to lead healthy and fulfilled lives. Victims of sexual assault, who need 
trauma, informed reproductive care to help them heal, recover and feel 
safe in a health care setting. Young women in need of reproductive life 
planning in order to complete their education and find a career before 
they become mothers, before they decide to become mothers. You know 
research demonstrates that birth control is the most important driver of 
a woman’s economic stability and educational success, leading to better 
health outcomes for women and their children, which benefits our entire 
state and our families. I urge my colleagues to support this amendment 
to preserve health care for the thousands of Medicaid patients who rely 
on Planned Parenthood and, in particular, I stand on behalf of my con- 
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stituents, those in Manchester and in Litchfield who use Planned Par- 
enthood as I said, not just for reproductive health services but for their 
overall health care. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Well, there’s not much more to say than what 
I think has been eloquently stated by the last few speakers, except that 
in my district I too have a Planned Parenthood clinic health center in 
Claremont which is a primary source of health care for women, men and 
children in their district. If we can’t assure the safety of their health care 
and the continued access to health care, we can’t just say go someplace 
else, they don’t have another option. That is their option. That’s the af- 
fordable option. Not only that, it’s the cost effective option. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in opposition 
to the amendment. I’ve been listening for the last few minutes; I don’t 
see any words in here that say Planned Parenthood. It talks about fam- 
ily planning clinics that are no longer eligible to receive federal matching 
funds, or federal laws that restrict the rights, whatever that may mean, 
to Medicaid recipients obtaining services. But the big part, in which I'll 
have to take issue with my colleague from District 20, is if you look on line 
6, it says that “services that are otherwise covered by Medicaid program 
shall be funded solely with general funds.” Folks, they’re asking you to 
write a blank check to hit our general fund, the same general fund that 
for the last seven weeks we’ve been trying to protect and distribute in a 
way that helps the state. I cannot support something like that, we had 
other issues that came before us in Finance that were also looking to 
write a blank check against the general fund. That is not good governing 
at all. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I have been fighting 
for women’s rights, women’s health, and the ability of women to control 
their own bodies since I was an adolescent. I’m not going to stop now. 
In light of the fact that we codified the previous amendment of, you 
know the right of women not to seek an abortion; I think it’s even more 
important that we do this. In a perfect world I would like to think that 
our budget wouldn’t include either, but we’ve gone that route and, again, 
I think it’s just really important that we do this. Who are we protecting 
the money from in the general fund— more than half, conceivably, of 
our population? Women deserve as much as anyone the right to protect 
their health, to put it as, again, a statement of purpose in our budget is 
certainly not out of line, in fact it makes us look like a state that values 
its women, and all that they bring to the table. We want to talk about 
economics and bringing businesses in; more and more young women, 
middle aged women, women changing careers are starting their own 
businesses. They can’t afford health insurance at that particular time. 
We want to encourage that kind of activity in the state, and where would 
they go for health services but Planned Parenthood and other places like 
that. We are talking out of both sides of our mouth if we say we want 
to encourage a vital economy here and yet forget about women as part 
of the workforce. So, I urge all of us to take a good look at what this 
says regardless of whether it says Planned Parenthood or whatever, the 
intent is there, that we are trying to protect women’s health and we are 
trying to make it accessible to all of the women in our state. I thank 
you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. I rise just briefly to 
respond to my good friend, the Chair from District 11. First of all, for 
the first time perhaps ever, a specific health care provider is named in 
federal legislation, pushed forward and attacked. We don’t specifically 
name Planned Parenthood because that’s not how we draft things in 
New Hampshire. We don’t specifically attack or specifically do that. But 
this is protecting Planned Parenthood, that’s specifically attacked at the 
federal level. Second, what I said is the case. If you look at the CBO 
report, if you look at the savings from eliminating funding for Planned 
Parenthood, offset by the high risk, high cost of unintended pregnancies 
that would result in additional Medicaid births. It’s cost effective. And 
that’s why several other states have done this, and when they did it, 
they didn’t attach a price tag because they know it’s cost effective. So 
this is a common sense contingency to protect New Hampshire from the 
wild politics of Washington D.C. Thank you, Mister President. 


Recess. Out of recess. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn for a question of Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, thank you so much for taking my ques- 
tion. If the President will allow, it’s two very quick ones. I just want to 
first re-emphasize the fact that the discussion we’re having today and 
the concern that people like you or I would be having with this amend- 
ment today is that after ten years of roaming these halls and eight years 
as a Senator, this is the first time I have ever seen an amendment that 
calls for basically a blank check with no limitation whatsoever on it. I 
mean I’ve never seen that type of legislative action or budgeting since 
I’ve been become politically active. Is that your understanding of one of 
the challenges with this amendment tonight? 


SENATOR DANIELS: That is the position I’m taking. We did have one 
other bill that came before Finance that asked for the same thing. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Daniels.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Sir. Thank you for taking my ques- 
tion, I appreciate it. On the second part I’m hearing a lot of conversations 
about what people— I coin the phrase “access to health care.” And I’ve 
recently lost a doctor who decided to retire and move on and realized 
that there’re all types of places for people to receive medical care, like 
right next door, right down the street at the next hospital. So I don’t 
understand how a conversation can be turning to a loss of access to health 
care when there seems to be more access to health care in the state of 
New Hampshire than, frankly, anywhere else in America. We have a 
hospital for every 18,000 people, which actually puts us at the highest 
level. Do you perceive that there are limitations of access to health care 
in this state? 


SENATOR DANIELS: No more so than if you’re in an HMO or PPO where 
you're in a network and you have to stay within your network to see a 
doctor, otherwise you're free to go and see who you wish. 

(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn for another follow-up question 
of Senator Daniels.) 

SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Sir. And my understanding is with 
the introduction of the Affordable Care Act, or what’s known as Obam- 
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acare, combine that with this state’s decision to use managed care that 
everyone in this state today has access to health care at one level or 
other, through Medicaid, Medicaid expansion, managed by MCOs, or 
private insurance and, in fact, it’s against the law to not have insurance 
anymore, which is a whole other issue. So, therefore, people’s ability to 
go to a doctor in this state today is not impeded at all, is it? 


SENATOR DANIELS: I don’t see this as a health care access issue; I 
see it as an issue with being able to write a blank check against our 
general fund. 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Senator. Thank you, Mister President. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: I rise in support of this amendment. It’s 
important to understand that we have areas in this state where the only 
access to health care services is provided by the Planned Parenthood 
clinics, particularly true in the North Country, it’s particularly true in 
the urban centers, and the reason that we need to make sure that enti- 
ties like Planned Parenthood are available is because they are provid- 
ing the services, not just for women, but also for men, particularly for 
young women and young men, at a very affordable rate. Even if these 
individuals, specifically in rural communities, had access to other types 
of services, they’re not affordable, and they don’t provide a home for all 
of the services to ensure that young women and young men have the 
reproductive advice and consulting with regard to family planning. If 
we don’t support family planning we are not going to bring young people 
to this state, we’re not going to keep the cost of health care down, we're 
going to see unintended pregnancies rise, which is something none of 
us want, we're going to see greater need for abortion, which is not what 
any of us want, and it’s really hard to understand why we don’t want to 
make a commitment to make sure that over 50 percent of our popula- 
tion, female, is going to have access to the types of services that they 
need, if they are withdrawn from Washington. It says that solely from 
the general fund, but we negotiate the general fund every two years in 
terms of what we’re actually going to allocate out of that fund. So it’s not 
like it’s a blank check, and I would urge everyone here who cares about 
the future of the young people in this state, to support this amendment. 
Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. I’m going to rise in 
support of this amendment as well. I’ve heard previously Keene is one 
of those five regional locations. I’m aware that in Keene, as a regional 
center, it, too, attracts on an annual basis a clientele that numbers over 
5,000 people. What I’ve also heard is that throughout the state, the num- 
ber of visits per year is 100,000. That is tough to replace. These services 
are important. I just want to say I don’t see how this gets replaced were 
this to be prohibited. I think that this is one of those fail safes that we 
can assert the arguments have been made before. I just wish to add my 
voice of support to this amendment.

SENATOR LASKY: Once again, this is not my first trip at the rodeo on 
this one. My colleague is calling me “Choo Choo” Lasky, and that’s okay. 
This amendment would make it allowable to use the toll credits that ac- 
cumulate by our highway funds as a match for federal funds for the pur- 
pose of continuing the project development phase of the New Hampshire 
Capital Rail Corridor Project. We have been talking about, all day, about 
the vibrancy of our economy and continuing that vibrancy and that New 
Hampshire as a place that people want to come live, work and stay here. 
We've talked about a wore torte and attracting a workforce, we've talked 
about maintaining and attracting our young people, we’ve just talked 
about giving tax credits to businesses to do that. Well, you know, there’s 
more than just giving or showing a business that we have the best tax 
climate in the United States. People want to live their lives with ease, 
with comfort, and with the things that make it clear that we are here for 
our families; that we here, as a legislature, care about our families and 
the quality of life that we provide. This state is idyllic. We like to think 
that people come here for our beautiful mountains, our small seacoast 
and all the other things that New Hampshire has to offer. But we will 
be left behind if we don’t again maintain and attract a good workforce in 
spite of what we may do to taxes and everything else. This, again, would 
allow us to use the toll credits. This has a $4 million price tag on it, but 
reality is this costs the taxpayer nothing. We're not raiding the general 
fund with this, nor are we again doing anything that is going to cost any- 
body money. This is the continuation of a study that has been done, will 
continue to have federal backing, our federal delegation is behind this, 
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and we need to find answers to the problem. I’ve heard before well, rail 
will be too expensive, rail will be this, rail will be that. I for one want to 
have someone other than, although I respect all of you greatly, my col- 
leagues telling me that that’s the case. I would like to have experts who 
have worked with this and know this and know about it tell me that it 
will or it won’t be viable for New Hampshire. I think it’s important that 
we continue this. Where else, I can’t imagine any one of you at any other 
time throwing away free money, or a free study, to get the answers to 
something as important as providing rail for our citizens. You may live 
in an area that you don’t see it as viable, but believe me, in my area, and 
certainly I believe from Concord south, this is something that the people 
want. I think it’s something that attracts people here along with a good 
education, along with good housing and, again, all of the other things 
that this state inherently offers. We say, oh it’s only a study; well I have 
here that I found in 2017 alone, we have put before us 50 studies. One of 
these studies will cost the state more than the proposal that I have before 
you now. Studies, you know sometimes we pooh-pooh them, but generally 
a good study is a good, whether it costs money or not, it’s a good way to 
make sure that we are doing the right thing. It’s a good plan. So, again, 
you've heard the arguments, I think if you want to look for the welfare of 
our state and the kind of state that we would like us to be in the future, I 
certainly hope now is the time to say yes to the continuation of this study 
and, at least then, if you want to show me, you know, what figures might 
say and what experts might say, I will be the first to listen. But right now 
I think it’s important that we continue with this and do this for, and at 
no better place than putting it in the budget where we, again, talk about 
our priorities as a state. So, I urge you this time around say yes to the 
continuation of the Capital Corridor Rail Project. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Innis.) 


SENATOR INNIS: Very briefly. I actually support this amendment. I think 
it makes sense, it doesn’t cost us any money, I’ve been called “Choo Choo” 
Dan this evening. But look, one of the things I think that concerns my 
colleagues is that there might be a subsidy at some point. There might 
be. Every mode of transportation is subsidized; every single mode. If it 
comes back with a subsidy that’s unacceptable to us or it won’t work, then 
we'll walk away. But let’s at least look at it, let’s not remain ignorant on 
the subject. Let’s gather the information that we need and make a better 
decision. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President 
nothing screams innovation economy like 1846 technology. Look, I love 
trains, we all love trains, we all wanted one when we were a kid and 
we all got one for Christmas and it was the best thing we’d ever seen. 
I know Senator Gannon, the Senator from District 23, we love trains. 
But they don’t pay for themselves Mister President. They don’t work, 
and if I heard the fine Senator from District 13 say fifty-two studies, 
if we can’t understand something well enough in fifty studies.

SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President, members of the Sen- 
ate. I rise in opposition to this. First, it will not benefit the majority of 
the people of the state. It’s for a specific area with specific benefits which 
will require subsidies. This thing’s been studied time and again in this 
body, in the House, in the state. Three-hundred-million dollar capital 
cost, $11 million operating costs annually. I might consider something 
from Nashua south but the minute you come north of Nashua, you start 
going to Manchester or Concord the thing gets prohibitively expensive. We 
have a highway system whose improvements we're not finished with yet.

I would support taking them 
off the subsidy and making them pay for themselves because they are 
very popular and they’re being utilized by more and more millennials and 
young people who see mass transit on the bus as a good way to go around 
from here south.

SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President, and I would like to 
clear up what my colleague from District 9 may have heard, or thought 
he heard, as he was coming in the door, and wanted to clearly jump down 
my throat. At any rate, I talked about a list of studies that were going 
on within the 2017 session, that were proposed, I’m sorry, wrong word. 
And as I said, one of these would cost more than the study I am propos- 
ing to continue for the Capital Rail. And as far as roads versus rail, and 
cars versus rail, I didn’t even get into the environmental pluses that rail 
brings, that cars and buses, etcetera don’t. So, again, I think that I’m 
not arrogant enough to think I have all the answers, and I know you 
as well don’t think of yourselves as that way, I certainly don’t. So I am 
hoping that this is the time to put it to the experts, see what they say, 
have the study, then we can have the further discussion about subsidies, 
etcetera. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much. I rise in support 
of this amendment. It’s important that we plan for the future, and I’d 
like to refute two comments that I’ve heard here tonight. One is well 
rail doesn’t pay for itself. Well who pays for highways? Car transporta- 
tion doesn’t pay for itself either, and we have an unrealistic expectation 
for a mode of transportation that exists all over Europe, is extremely 
efficient, and makes it possible to move people in a non-congested way 
from one community to another. So, I don’t think it’s fair to say that rail 
should eu ppone itself when we don’t say that highway transportation and 
cars should support themselves. We should be developing a multi-modal 
transportation system for this state and for this country, and the sooner 
we do that— look what’s going on in China right now with the develop- 
ment of rail everywhere. We're no longer going to be competitive with 
the rest of the world, and from where I live in Portsmouth if you want 
to commute to Boston to work it now takes you two-and-a-half hours to 
get in to Boston, and two-and-a-half hours when you want to leave. So 
bus transportation isn’t that much more efficient because of gridlock 
everywhere on our roads, whereas you don’t have that problem with 
trains. So, we need to continue to investigate and look at what is the 
best way to provide the most diverse transportation system in this state. 
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And with regard to the fact that we’re saying well it only benefits a small 
segment of our population, if you look at the expansion of the Capital 
Corridor from Nashua to Manchester and ultimately to Concord, that 
is 85 percent of our population in the state of New Hampshire. Thank 
you, Mister President.

SENATOR WOODBURN: Thank you, Madam President. New Hampshire 
is not paying its share for adequate funding for our public schools. We 
believe that investing in education in our communities is a need, not a 
want, and that the state’s failure to assume accountability for education 
funding severely burdens our poorest communities. In many towns stabi- 
lization counts for half of the district state aid; communities in my home 
county of Coos, city of Manchester, city of Franklin, Rochester and others 
bear a large share of the burden of downshifting cost when stabilization 
aid sunsets in several years. The impact of one particular community ac- 
cording to Mayor Paul Grenier of the city of Berlin, who writes that, last 
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year the height of the state education aid to Berlin was over $10 million. 
Berlin is slated to lose $219,000 per year until the stabilization sits and 
sunsets in twenty-five years out. Now essentially it does, it removes 55 
percent of the state’s funding for education in Berlin. Right now if we 
change nothing we’d have to raise taxes 52 cents per thousand just to 
make up for the loss in state aid. That’s without addressing any of the 
issues that Berlin is dealing with. Madam President, this is something 
that’s important to some of our most neediest communities. Let’s do 
something positive. Thank you for your attention. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Morse.) 


SENATOR MORSE: Thank you, Madam President. I’d like to discuss 
what the Senate did in the past because Senator Stiles and Senator 
Rausch passed a piece of legislation that we were going to fund per child, 
and the way they did that, they basically put a stabilization grant in 
place to make sure we could get that on track and move forward. Along 
with that many of our communities fell under a cap, and that’s what 
I want to caution everyone on. Because the reality is, under that cap 
I noticed that we weren’t counting right in the Department of Educa- 
tion after Senator Stiles pointed things out to me and Governor Hassan 
wouldn’t let me take it. And I probably could have taken the cap up and 
not had lawsuits filed. But we didn’t do that. So what happens, we have 
lawsuits filed. We first pay off Dover, this year we paid off everyone else 
under that. Now we’re coming back under stabilization, while stabili- 
zation, basically, two budgets ago the House wanted to take, I believe, 
$15 million out of stabilization. And remember, we’ll be dealing with 
the House next week who thinks that the revenues are $40 million less 
than the Senate. Just remember that, because they went to this account, 
and the way the Senate settled that, the Senate basically said no, we’re 
not going to take from that account, we’re going to do a slight reduction 
forever, we're going to go down by 4 percent, 4 percent, 4 percent. The 
initial decision was every child in the state is worth the same. It’s funny 
I’m hearing that about kindergarten right now; that every child in the 
state should be worth the same, not a rich kid or a poor kid. And here we 
are talking about keeping stabilization up at 100 percent, or not taking 
the 4 percent down this year. If we welsh as a Senate on the program 
we put in place, I can tell you that you'll be talking about other things. 
Remember donor towns? We'll be talking about those, because someone 
will bring forward a new funding scheme for education and they'll basi- 
cally start to count heads until they get enough to make sure that they 
get all the money. The one town that I always balanced the state off of 
was Derry. I always balance the state off of that because I knew what 
happened in my district; the towns around Derry— snob zone during 
the 80s and 90s. Two acre zoning, everybody wanted the big house. It’s 
a new thing we ought to talk about to make sure young people want to 
stay in New Hampshire, but that’s beside the point today. But the real- 
ity was then everybody went to Derry to build condexes and apartments 
and everything else. So I looked at that, and I studied it, and I certainly 
made sure during the funding formulas that Derry was taken care of. I 
didn’t look at Salem. Salem can take care of itself in my opinion. But I 
certainly believed in what Rausch and Stiles did; every child is worth the 
same in this state. As for stabilization grants, if we do this, two weeks 
from now when we're in debate with the House and they’re looking for 
$40 million out of the Senate budget, I guarantee you this is an easy fix 
for them, because they went there once already, and when they went 
there they went there hard. So if $6 million is what this equates to this 
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year you can take two and a half times that and they'll balance their 
budget in the House on the backs of the stabilization grants, because 
that’s how they tried to do it last time. I don’t agree with this amend- 
ment. I think it will hurt the Senate and their position that they put in 
place two budgets ago, so I’d ask you to vote against it.

SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. This amend- 
ment calls for additional personnel at the Department of Corrections. 
We heard testimony during the Finance hearings that three nurses and 
seven corrections officers were required to deal with the transfer of the 
women from Goffstown to the prison in Concord, to the new prison in 
Concord. The nurses were needed to complete the 24/7 shifts that are 
required, the corrections officers were required to fill the full comple- 
ment in terms of managing the number of prisoners. We were told by 
the Assistant Commissioner that it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to take care of those prisoners without these staff positions filled. Now 
remember one thing— we’re there because of a court order. That’s why 
we have the women’s prison in Concord. So we are fulfilling a court or- 
der, and treating them the same way we treat men as part and parcel 
of the results of that suit. We have to do that. Giving them the services 
that are required; the nurses, the corrections officers, is vital to fulfill- 
ing our responsibilities. We were told by the Assistant Commissioner of 
Corrections these positions were vital to carrying out the mission of the 
Department of Corrections. I hope that my colleagues will support this 
and allow for that transition to take place in an orderly fashion, and to 
have the prisoners serviced as they’re supposed to be serviced, guarded 
as they’re supposed to be guarded to prevent for any aberrant behavior 
that might take place in that facility. Thank you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I rise to agree with 
my colleague from District 20. I think it is certainly, if we’re talking 
budget terms, “penny wise and pound foolish” to have a new women’s 
prison, whether it’s court mandated or not it is clearly something that 
is needed in this state, and then not service it properly. It would be like, 
you know, putting a new bridge and not having half of the suspension 
there. It just is ludicrous to have, again, this new facility, which we have 
spent a lot of money on, and I think we should at least give it a chance 
to work as it’s intended to and as it’s been directed by the courts, and 
it’s time that we fulfill our obligation to the women of this state whether 
they’re in prison or not. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in opposition 
to the motion. The women’s prison was one of the top priorities of Gover- 
nor Sununu, we certainly paid attention to that and did what we could. 
We put a lot of money into that prison, as one of the top priorities in 
the budget establishes fifty-eight new positions, that’s fifty-eight new 
positions for the prison, which is expected to be open by the end of the 
year, and it’s widely agreed upon that these positions had to be funded 
at this time so they could open the doors by the anticipated start date. 
So I think we have done a lot, there are some issues with the prison and 
the building of it as it goes on. We’ve adjusted for that in the budget, but 
again we’re funding fifty-eight positions on a very high priority project. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in support of 
the amendment. We are not funding the Governor’s positions. We’re not 
funding the Governor’s budget on the women’s prison. That’s what’s going 
on here. Seven correctional guards that are necessary for the vocational 
program and to oversee the program until actually you can implement 
it, because you've got to have a guard overseeing the programming. Seven 
correctional officers not there, three nurses not there in FY ‘18. Women 
are going to continue to go over to the infirmary at the men’s prison. 
That’s a safety issue. In terms of the ratio of security to inmates, that’s 
a safety issue too. I don’t get the decision of the House to...I understand 
the decision of the House to delay some of the positions, but I don’t get the 
decision of the House, which we adopted in part, by getting rid of these 
positions. We need the positions to fulfill the mission of the women’s 
prison. You can’t compare the staffing at the women’s prison now to this 
configuration because the staffing is insufficient now to do the program- 
ming that’s required. That’s the gist of it, Mister President. We’re not 
going to fund the corrections guards, and we're not going to have the pro- 
gramming if we're not going to fund the nurses. It’s a tough situation and 
it’s also a public safety issue. So I think, again, this amendment’s paid 
for. We can pay for it. We might as well do it, shore this up, and make 
sure that we get this off on the right foot. Thank you, Mister President. 


The question is on the adoption of the Floor Amendment.

SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President, members of the Senate. 
This is a unique amendment brought forth on behalf of an individual fam- 
ily whose property was damaged by water runoff from the state highway 
over eight years of time. They submitted to the Board of Claims, essentially 
took eight years to get this taken care of. The Board of Claims adjudicated 
$16,000 for damages at estimates of thirty-six, I’m asking for 20,000 to 
make them whole. Monies to be drawn from any monies in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President and colleagues. I 
appreciate my colleague from District 2 for representing his constituents. 
I did serve on the Board of Claims when this was heard and actually 
worked considerably with Senator Forrester, with the Staples family on 
this. And let me just explain very briefly what we saw on the Board of 
Claims. And for those who don’t know, it is a board that is established to 
consider claims of damages against the property that are under a certain 
amount that are brought to this board, which then has, really, a legal 
hearing that is held and attorneys are present, representatives from the 
affected department, the state is represented by attorneys, and then there 
is counsel who are fellow members of the Board of Claims as well. This 
case came forward because of Route 104 where there is an intersection, 
and this house up against the intersection, a lot of water did tend to come 
down that pavement. And the claim was from the property owner that 
because of some work which actually was done to reduce the runoff they 
believe that there were a couple of rain events and that there had been 
damage done to a foundation of a barn at the end of a driveway on their 
property next to an area that they had cut out to, for other reasons, to 
deal with water drainage. Now, so we had a full hearing. We saw pho- 
tographs, we had testimony about all the projects that have been done 
on the property from DOT, we were shown, you know, in the rain, in 
the sunshine photographs of it. Then there was extensive photography 
done both by the Staples family and by the DOT of the barn. Now some 
of the damage that they were claiming was done by this were in parts 
of the barn foundation where there was not even near where the water 
was running off and this is a kind of a rubble work foundation under 
a barn. There’s another area where right up, you know, up against the 
barn at the end of the driveway where part of the grade that the wa- 
ter never really could have gotten there from this road runoff, maybe 
from somewhere else, but not from the road runoff, along the side of this 
garage structure, you know maybe there might have been. Now, I will 
say, because it’s all in public and I can talk about it, that my colleagues 
on the Board of Claims, the other four said no, you know, the case has 
really been made that the state is not liable for this. And I said, you 
know, they’ve been through a lot and it’s been tough over a number of 
years for them, and their properties there, and it’s just because of where 
the property is and where the road is there’s always going to be some 
water coming through. I said look, let’s give them something, so we gave 
them $16,000, which was really, I thought, very generous. We voted 
for that and we sent it out to the family. And I really think, based on 
the evidence we saw, this was more than generous and perhaps really 
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wasn’t even justified the evidence we saw. But, that was the motion I 
made, we passed it we sent some money out. And so I just think it’s 
unfortunate, given the full legal process that the Board of Claims had 
where this was discussed, the attorney, and everybody presented, and 
all evidence before you now to be, you know, asked, in a cinch, to act 
as a general court, you know, a court to somehow decide that that body 
was wrong, and there is an appeal process to it as well, and they also 
could go to court if they wanted. So I respectfully say, I just don’t think 
this is something we ought to be doing now in our budget given what 
the Board of Claims action does and what they’re supposed to do. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro for a question of Senator 
Watters.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. As I under- 
stand it, the Board of Claims is a quasi-judicial body made up of bipartisan. 
They had a public hearing; the decision was made to give them x number 
of dollars, in this case $16,000. Now, the question is did they sign off on 
that, Senator Watters? 


SENATOR WATTERS: I left the Board of Claims. I don’t know whether 
they did or not. There is an appeals process and they can always go to 
court, they can appeal the decision in the board, they can also go to 
court. I just do not know what has happened, and perhaps the Senator 
from District 2 knows. 


SENATOR GIUDA: They received a check; they have not cashed the check, 
because they think it’s not enough. So, signed off on it in sense of, they 
haven’t signed the check so therefore they’re not accepting the solution. 
SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Further question. But the body made a deci- 
sion, the decision was made, the compensation was sent. Now whether or 
not they accept it or not, that’s their prerogative, but indeed the decision, 
as I understand it, the decision was made, the money was sent, it’s a done 
deal, and they do have the ability to appeal through the court process. 
SENATOR GIUDA: They do have the ability, Senator. These are not 
people of means that can afford $10,000 or $20,000 for attorneys to take 
this through that process. So, I would just leave it to the discretion of the 
body. Constitutionally we have the right of redress, that’s what this is 
being brought forth under. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President and members of the 
Senate. I’d like to start by offering what this bill does not do. This bill in 
no way restricts a woman’s right to choose or to have an abortion. It does 
not infringe on the right to have an abortion. What the bill does do is to 
state that the taxpayers of New Hampshire choose not to fund a woman’s 
choice. You have a choice, the choice remains, but taxpayer funding of 
that choice is objectionable to most of the citizens, men and women, in 
this state. We fully support the right, but taxpayer funds should not be 
spent. There are five Planned Parenthood clinics in New Hampshire. We 
cut to the chase; this is what this is about. Those Planned Parenthood 
clinics are not in the North Country, they don’t serve rural areas, they 
are all in cities in the state of New Hampshire. There are five of them. 
There are seventy-five plus health clinics that deal with women’s and 
men’s health issues spread throughout the state that don’t get a penny. 
So if we care about women’s health across the state we may choose to 
fund agencies that provide family planning services but do not provide 
abortions. The problem this amendment seeks to address is the inability 
of the commissioner, or of any fiscal watchdog, to determine where funds 
go once they are appropriated to an agency, or to determine whether 
those funds are used to supplant other funds that would then be used 
for the purposes prohibited under the existing procedure, not yet statute. 
Planned Parenthood could solve this problem if they chose to separate 
the abortion services part of their business from the family planning 
part. They choose not to and when you read their tax returns you find 
out why. They use monies for lobbying, they use monies for political 
advocacy and political opposition advertising, and there’s no way to say 
whether or not the funds we give them are used for those purposes. So 
there are first amendment questions that come into play here. Okay? 
Should the taxpayers fund an organization that is using funds politi- 
cally against candidates that might oppose Planned Parenthood? That 
happens, it’s a fact. This is not about men versus women; this is about 
the right of people to choose their birth control or their abortion choices, 
but the right of the state’s population not to have to fund that choice. 
Because if we choose to fund abortions, I would submit to you that the 
majority of women who do not use abortion have a right to be funded 
through child birth. We can’t have it both ways. You have a choice, you 
make the choice; the taxpayers should not fund that choice. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 
rise in opposition to this amendment. I do so for a number of reasons. 
Probably first and foremost because I believe the language if this amend- 
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ment as it’s contained is unconstitutional. But let me just say this having 
addressed the amendment prior to this; this amendment is something 
that will not just affect an organization. This isn’t about an organiza- 
tion’s speech; this isn’t simply about how money is divided. This is about 
people throughout this state, for me, people in my district who depend on 
reproductive health care facilities for cancer screenings, lifesaving cancer 
screenings, for trauma induced care for people that have been victims of 
sexual assault to make sure they get the right type of reproductive health 
care, for family planning, and most importantly, as we've discussed, in 
this state, which is seeing a growing rise of STD related cases, these 
facilities provide STD testing and important treatment. Mister President, 
these facilities provide an important service to my constituents, to yours, 
to people throughout this state. They provide health care; they provide 
a myriad of services. Yes, some do provide abortion, that is true, and 
that is a controversial issue for some in this room. But the fact is that 
it?s a service that’s constitutional. The fact is there are no tax dollars 
being used to fund abortions. The fact is the money is segregated and 
reproductive health care facilities are audited for that purpose. The fact 
is if you pass something like this, you’re hurting the people in my district 
who seek out health care. Not just women, but men, too, for a variety of 
conditions at reproductive health care facilities. Please, I implore you; 
do not hurt my constituents and your constituents who are looking for 
effective cost effective health care at reproductive facilities. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I truly rise with sad- 
ness, not that I have to speak against this amendment, but that this 
amendment has been brought forth at all. I have served in this august 
body and in the House and never before have I witnessed such disregard 
for a segment of our population, not just women, but all the people who 
take advantage and who need to take advantage of health care clin- 
ics such as Planned Parenthood, such as the Neighborhood Healthcare 
Centers, etcetera. This is the worst kind of coercion. It is imposing one 
group’s, and frankly a very small number, of their will on the rest of us, 
on my constituents, your constituents, again, men and women. I have 
looked at this issue for most of the twenty years that I have been in both 
of these, in the legislature. The people of this state have over and over 
and over again shown that they do not want to be told how to live their 
lives in many ways, but particularly as far as reproductive health goes. 
This is something that is, frankly, beyond the pale, and to bring it up at 
this late hour after a long aay of, frankly, mostly collegial disagreements, 
is something that I’m frankly ashamed. I have never had anything but 
respect, although we may have disagreements, for each and every one 
of you. Right now I’m losing some of that. Also, I just urge you to think 
carefully and to vote down this amendment. It’s not only mean spirited, 
it is unconstitutional and it’s not something that we should be doing, to 
tell the people of our state this is how we feel. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: My first reaction was not to give this amend- 
ment any attention because my instinct is to protect myself as a woman, 
by leaving a place where I feel so disrespected. That’s my first reaction. 
Frankly to say this is not about hating women or disliking women or 
about women is disingenuous. This is about controlling women’s health 
choices, plain and simple, and this is about merging church and state. 
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Your religious beliefs, or the religious beliefs of anyone in this body, and 
frankly I’ve been shocked by how much religion is come up in this body, 
but nonetheless, has no place in this setting. This is the state. This is 
not a religious group. And once again, not only if I want an abortion, if 
I were about thirty years younger, I could afford it, because I could go 
wherever I want to for an abortion. This is hurting women who don’t 
have that choice, and that to me is hateful, mean spirited, retaliatory 
and completely unacceptable. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Avard.) 


SENATOR AVARD: Thank you, Mister President. I actually was going to 
ask a question but I just think I need to make a statement. I do support 
this and I support human life. That’s hateful in destroying human life, 
human life; forcing people to destroy human life, that’s hateful. That is 
hateful. Forcing people to violate their conscience with their tax dollars, 
that is hateful. I challenge anyone in here to tell me where it is consti. 
tutionally, in the constitution where I am forced to pay for somebody’s 
abortion. Show it to me. There’s a holier than thou again in this body, 
because we disagree because we have a conscience? And then somehow 
you say, well, you know, church and state. Why aren’t you calling out 
the Muslims, or why aren’t you calling out Jewish people; the people that 
have the same feelings as we. Not all Jewish people are pro-abortion or 
pro-life. Why are you segmenting the church? Do you have a prejudice 
against the church? Mister President, I find it offensive when people ac- 
cuse. people in this body for having a conscience. We have a conscience 
in our core belief that life starts, some of us, at conception. This is a real 
pene matter, and to call us hateful because we care about human 
ife is not fair, and it is not right. We have our beliefs, some believe you 
have the choice, some believe you don’t, but don’t call us hateful because 
we disagree. We disagree. I don’t hate women just because I disagree. I 
think the compromise is here, but I take exception, Mister President, for 
ay cera as a Senator, as a human being first. Thank you, Mister 
resident. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much. I rise, also, in op- 
position to this amendment. And let us look at what this amendment 
does. It says that any reproductive health care facility that offers abortion 
services. We have heard over and over and over again that monies— we're 
talking about state or federal dollars— are not used to pay for abortion 
services. These facilities are audited to make sure that that doesn’t hap- 
pen. And what you are doing by refusing to provide any funds for these 
facilities, is you are depriving the clientele and we know that it is ex- 
tensive, we heard from the Senator from District 10 about the number 
of people in the Keene area that are accessing Planned Parenthood. We 
heard about the number of poor people and people on, you know, limited 
income who are accessing Planned Parenthood in Manchester. By pass- 
ing this amendment you clearly are going to bankrupt those facilities 
because they cannot survive and provide the other health care services 
that are needed if you simply say because they offer abortions they 
should get no federal or state support. It is unconscionable. It’s clear, as 
I already stated and you’ve heard elsewhere, that those monies are not 
spent on abortion services, and this basically is an attempt to bankrupt 
these reproductive health care facilities because they provide abortions, 
but those abortions are paid for, or the services are paid for, by private 
dollars. They’re not paid for with state dollars or federal dollars. Let’s 
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get that clear. So, I would call upon you, looking at the really severe 
implications of destroying access to people with limited resources to 
reproductive health care facilities and family planning if you were to 
pass this amendment. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President, and colleagues. I, 
too, rise in opposition to this amendment. You know some of you may 
have seen, not to make light of this but the cartoon in the paper a few 
days ago that showed the group of dogs around the boardroom and it 
was labeled the committee to determine cat health care. And, you know, 
I just see that we have such a sense here of a misunderstanding of, you 
know, what is at stake here with women’s reproductive health care. It’s 
often been said that the decision whether or when to have a child is the 
most important economic decision that a woman may make. Now some 
women decide to have abortions for a variety of health and personal 
reasons, and some others decide to receive family planning services so 
they can time or prevent pregnancies and receive other health care issues 
as well. I think the economic issue here, we’ve heard very passionately 
about the personal choice issues and women’s dignity, but I think the 
economic issue here is also quite central. If you look back into the his- 
tory of our patriarchy, it is about having property in women’s bodies. 
This is why in western tradition women could not own property because 
women were considered to be property. A woman was a property of her 
father who was transferred under coverture, her identity covered by the 
identity of her husband. She could not testify in court, she could not own 
property in her own name. Now that has taken centuries of women’s 
efforts for liberation, to pass divorce laws, to pass laws that meant they 
could own property in their own name, so that they could do lawsuits, 
that they could run businesses, and then finally and most specifically 
here had ownership of their own bodies. That’s what this is about, and 
it uses money as a punitive method. Because some women decide that 
they are not going to have children, they have abortion services, then 
let us punish financially every other woman who might be so uppity 
as to decide whether and when she wants to have a child. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. I’m just going to clarify 
a couple things for our friend from District 2. The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, Commissioner Meyers was clear that Commissioner Tupas did an 
audit and concluded there’s no co-mingling of funds at Planned Parent- 
hood. Number two: Planned Parenthood health centers are different than 
the Planned Parenthood action fund, and there’re plenty of audits and 
reports on that, too. Third: this is unconstitutional; the Hyde Amendment 
and the Harris case in 1980 in the U.S. Supreme Court said that’s consti- 
tutional. I disagree with that case, but this is patently unconstitutional. 
It violates for liberty interests, void for vagueness, due process. You want 
to look at this definition here, “to a reproductive health facility that offers 
abortion services as defined in RSA 132:37, I,” which includes other than 
on the grounds or upon a hospital. I know the target, as stated by our 
friend from District 2, is Planned Parenthood, but you're also roping in 
other health facilities that provide abortion services including on an emer- 
gency basis. Where’s the exception for the health and life of the mother 
in this amendment? It doesn’t exist. We prevent money from going to all 
our health centers, let alone targeting Planned Parenthood. And, by the

way, that’s bringing Washington D.C. politics right here in the Senate 
chamber. That’s true, and that’s unfortunate that that’s what’s going on 
right here. Same stuff down in Washington with President Trump and the 
Republicans in the U.S. House specifically targeting Planned Parenthood. 
We want to bring that kind of politics here? I know people feel strongly, 
but I think at the end of the day I stand with my friend from District 18, 
and my friend from Hanover, and my friend from Portsmouth, and my 
friend from Nashua. I stand with the women in this chamber who have 
stood up for women time and time again, and I stand with Planned Par- 
enthood. This is not appropriate. I’m not even going to address some of 
the comments that were made earlier, this is just not appropriate. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Gray.) 


SENATOR GRAY: Thank you, Mister President. I want to rise and talk 
about my reason for voting against this, and it is certainly not the same 
as many of the other people who have spoken against this. I believe that 
the amendment that we have already in the bill on page 96, 219, often 
called the Hyde Amendment, is the correct wording. My religious beliefs 
do come into my decisions on different things. I find it objectionable that 
people would question that I can separate some of those feelings and 
what I truly believe. And, again, I do not want my vote against this to 
be interpreted as a vote in support of some of the things that were said 
here today. It is clearly, you know, from this conversation, a support for 
the wording that is already in the bill, which I have expressed to the good 
Senator from District 2 privately before this. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Birdsell.) 
SENATOR BIRDSELL: I move the question. 


oo a recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a question of Senator 
eltes. 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Senator Feltes, is it your reading of this 
amendment that it could impact our hospitals around the state, who do 
in certain instances provide emergency abortions and yet it says here, 
no award of state or federal funds. So it’s not just a reproductive health 
care facility a la Planned Parenthood, it’s any health care facility that 
provides reproductive counseling and potentially abortions? 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Senator. There are medical 
facilities and medical providers in addition to Planned Parenthood that 
will be affected by this amendment that will lose money, who in some 
cases on an emergency basis provide a safe and legal abortion which, 
by the way, is legal. And I know you have worked on these issues for 
your career Senator, and I know how strongly you feel and how you’ve 
advanced these issues and to make it without even a health and safety 
valve. But what kind of impact and what are we saying to the women 
of New Hampshire who are accessing safe and legal abortion services 
sometimes, as you've noted, in an emergency, in a hospital, in a medi- 
cal provider?

SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. This amendment 
pertains to section 219 of House Bill 517. What it does, it clarifies the 
phrasing there, “shall be used to provide abortion services.” In the amend- 
ment you'll see that it defines this as “any other funds shall not be used 
for evaluation, assessment, consultation about, referral for, preparation 
for, or provision [for] abortion.” So it clarifies what we have already put 
into 517. Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, if I may say this 
language that I’m offering here actually comes from House Bill 2 in 2011. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. I didn’t think that 
I would ever have to rise here to talk about a gag rule coming to the New 
Hampshire Senate. My father was a physician for fifty years, a Veter- 
ans Administration doctor, and I know so often because of going to the 
hospital and treating the vets that he felt that in the consultation room 
you needed to be able to talk to a patient about anything the patient 
wanted to talk about because it was often matters of life and death. And 
so here those words assessment or consultation about, I mean I guess 
assessment says well, I’m thinking maybe you’re pregnant or you're not 
pregnant. You've got to guess what it is, or consultation about. What are 
my options? What should I do? Do we want to put Senators, legislators 
in the consultation room with a doctor and a woman, and maybe other 
family members, and say, I’m listening, better not say the magic word, 
you know or else, like Groucho Marx, it’s going to drop down, the magic 
word, you said the magic word, oops! Going to come arrest you, or take 
away your money. So that’s the intent of the law, it’s the gag law; here 
it is, let’s vote it down. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Mister President, I rise in opposition to this amend- 
ment and I would note a couple things; I would certainly agree with what 
my colleague from Dover just expressed. The vagueness of this language 
makes me question how we could possibly enforce this. I guess were go- 
ing to now have Health and Human Services inside of doctor’s offices or 
reproductive health care facilities when patients are meeting with health 
care providers because I don’t know how you would evaluate or assess 
whether you need abortion services or not if you don’t know whether 
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you're pregnant or not. So would a pregnancy test not happen? I just 
don’t understand how this language is workable. I also don’t understand 
why this language is now replacing all of section 219 that we had previ- 
ously enacted in House Bill 2, that some folks did. I think this is coming 
up at a very late hour, I think the need for deliberation about an issue 
as serious and as consequential as this should have taken place long 
before 11 o’clock at night, and I feel very strongly that this language is 
flawed, and would encourage my colleagues to, once again, vote against 
it. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. my fellow col- 
leagues, I would like to talk to you quickly because it’s 11 o’clock at night 
about a little story and see if we can’t come back together acknowledging 
we just had a relatively charged conversation, but this is something I 
hope you all can support because this is about bald eagles and our local 
constituents. We have an issue down on Route 8 that dates back to, I’m 
guessing only myself and my colleague from District 20 will probably 
remember at this point, that there’s a small cluster of homes that sits 
right on Route 3, right where the new Ray Wieczorek tollbooth is— bridge, 
tollbooth, and then the Ray Wieczorek Bridge. This goes back to 1996. 
I have an email chain and conversations going all the way back about 
when the state decided that it wanted to widen the interstate, that it

ended up taking about 150 feet of natural woodland buffer between 
the road and this small cluster of houses. It got delayed because of the 
conversation about the bald eagle, my colleague from District 20 might 
remember that the project was halted for Lord knows, what eight, ten 
years while they chased down all types of ways to document the bald 
eagles and save the bald eagles but ultimately the bald eagles actually 
flew away after they did the construction. In addition to that, there was 
an additional widening of the road which resulted in the tollbooth and 
the Ray Wieczorek Bridge. Throughout that time legislators before me, 
both in the House and the Senate, have continued to work on the fact 
that when the road was widened, and it butted right up against this 
little cluster of houses, the state neglected to build a sound wall. And 
as I indicated there’s significant, significant correspondence and email 
going back years and years and years relative to documents from the 
state of New Hampshire which clearly outlined the parameters by which 
a sound wall should be built, that clearly outlined the concerns that the 
state has when it looks to ensuring that when they widen roads that 
they are protecting people from undue sound. And going back to 2011, 
to try and speed up the conversation, there was really four criteria by 
which the state was using that a noise barrier would be effective at 
reducing the volume receptors at the residences by at least 10 decibels, 
that impacted houses receive a projected, be it no more than 65 decibels, 
that the majority of the houses in the area would like to have the sound 
wall, and that the cost of the noise barrier would not exceed $45,000 
per house. Time and time again, time and time again the state has gone 
down and done sound testings and decibel testings have been way over 
the 60 decibel level. In fact, my good friend Senator French and I were 
actually down there yesterday, two days ago, yesterday? Yesterday, and 
saw sound readings in the high 70s, and at one point I saw 82 decibels 
in the middle of the day. 


SENATOR FRENCH: It would drown Lou out. 


SENATOR SANBORN: It would not drown the good Senator out because 
he has the capacity to share the vocal conversations like I do, Senator. 
Middle of the day— not 9 o’clock in the morning, not 5 o’clock at night- 
in the middle of the afternoon decibels in the high 70s to 80s. These 
residents have been asking the state of New Hampshire for support and 
relief to put in a wall that they have asked for, that the state was sup- 
posed to build, that they have never built time and time and time again. 
As results since 2011, this issue has come up in front of the legislature 
every single budget time. People have come up to ask for it to go into the 
ten year highway plan. Department of Transportation says it shouldn’t 
be in the ten year highway plan it should be in the capital budget. So 
I had Senator Daniels try and put it in the highway plan, they kicked 
it out to the capital budget; tried to get it in the capital budget plan, 
they came back and said no it’s supposed to be the highway plan. Try 
to bring it again, no it’s supposed to be general funded; try to bring it 
again, no it’s supposed to be turnpike money; it’s supposed to be— every 
excuse in the book has been going on for year after year after year. All 
the while, as the good Senator who I hope will stand up and talk about, 
it is so loud down there you cannot have a conversation. It is a roar un- 
like hanging out at the racetrack, twenty four hours a day, seven days 
a week. So I’m asking for the consideration of this committee to take 
$990,000 from the 2017 surplus, so it will not affect the next budget, to 
allow these people to finally seek the relief that they were due. Now my 
final point to this room is that these houses were all there before the 
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road, and the expansion, and the bald eagle chase, and the tollbooth, 
and the Ray Wieczorek Bridge. They pre-dated all of this. The depart- 
ment has on their website, with links that specifically talk about the fact 
that if we’re going to widen the road that there are criteria to protect 
homes that existed prior to the widening. This has been documented as 
well as most things I have ever seen in this building, and all these hard 
working, blue collar, everyday people are asking for is the same type of 
accommodation that if you drive down Route 3 you'll see, literally, on 
either side of them. So we just did a project at exit 4, a mile and a half 
away, and they got a wall. You go a little bit farther south, they got a 
wall. So, one little cluster of homes that for some reason the state of 
New Hampshire has just been denying and ignoring for over a decade. 
Every excuse we have seen. So again, I ask this body to consider sup- 
porting this amendment for $990,000 out of 2017 money that will allow 
these people to have some level of peace and quiet. I appreciate your 
consideration. Thank you very much, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I will concur with 
the Senator from District 9. Last term I was on the Transportation Com- 
mittee. This is when this was first brought to my attention, and with 
my intent to put it into the ten year plan I was told at that time that it 
was more appropriate into the capital budget. So this year I considered 
putting it in the capital budget, and kind of working my way toward 
that I was informed it was probably more appropriate to put it in the 
operating budget. So now we're considering in the operating budget and 
I'm told that it should be in the ten year plan. So, you know, we're just 
going round and round in circles here and enough is enough. The prob- 
lem’s been going on forever. I’m one that believes if we’ve got a problem 
hanging out there for years and years and it hasn’t been fixed it’s time 
to take care of that. And so, one of the things, because of some of the 
guidelines used by DOT, we cannot use federal funds for this, that’s why 
we're asking for it to be taken out of the 2017 surplus. But it’s time to 
fix the problem, it’s been hanging out there for twenty years. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey for a question of Senator 
Sanborn.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: I’m just curious about how you would justify 
this project over the ones you voted against which included having nine 
nurses at New Hampshire Hospital to meet our serious need which 
would cost slightly less, or having social workers for DCYF to protect 
our children? 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, thank you so very much for the question 
and for me it’s not a question of one or the other. In the discussion, if 
you'll remember, there was ample conversation about the fact that we 
are committing significant resources to the New Hampshire Hospital, I’m 
sorry to the New Hampshire Corrections prison for women that started 
at $38 million and I voted for that. And when it came back at mid-$40 
million I voted for that, when it came back at $58 million I voted for 
that as well. Inside this budget, I think if I remember correctly, there’s 
another, how much money does it cost to fund the operation of it? So, 
all of this stuff with the prison I have supported. Now whether or not 
there needs to be additional funding above what is already in the budget 
is something I did vote against. I think there is ample money in there. 
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When it comes to all the work that the good Senator from District 3 did 
on mental health that we’ve talked about, and there was wide support 
for mental health beds, again, as you’re aware, I voted for that as well. 
So I think we have actually made the commitments and I think I have 
voted for all of those things where I think are priorities. There are some 
things today that some people have asked for that I think are beyond 
the reach of what we’ve already committed. For example the $200,000 
for the STD and gonorrhea stuff because we’ve already committed $2 
million to that fund before this amendment came in for $200,000. So I 
think I’ve actually voted in favor of all this stuff to make sure we are 
paying for those commitments on those priorities. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Sanborn.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you. My question actually was about 
two things you voted against tonight. One included nine nurses which are 
desperately needed at the New Hampshire Hospital since we’re adding 
all these beds. I didn’t actually say anything about corrections or other 
things that have already been funded. Those nurses are not funded. And 
the other one that this money could be used for was actually DCYF social 
workers who are desperately needed for the backlog at HHS that are 
not funded and they’re not going to be made available. So, I understand 
that you had those other things maybe you voted in favor for, but my 
recollection is you voted against both of those two. 


SENATOR SANBORN: Senator, I apologize if I mis-answered your ques- 
tion. Specifically as it relates to the nine additional nurses in mental 
health, Senate Bill 400, and I think it was House Bill 400, that we’re 
committing $20 million to, as you heard from the Senator who is the 
prime sponsor of that amendment feels there is ample resources in or- 
der to pay for that, and so I supported his position and I think there’s 
ample money within the $20 million to cover what we need. And when 
it comes to the DCYF, as you’re aware, there’s significant money being 
sent to completely revamp DCYF including the money that the Gover- 
nor’s going to have in his budget to make a discretionary spend if he 
feels the need to do so in his discretion. So I believe that will be ample 
funds for those things. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you. 
SENATOR SANBORN: Yes Ma’am. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. Given the late hour 
I’m sure people wish that there could be a sound barrier built around 
me, but I do have to speak about this; cone of silence, right? I served 
on the Senate Transportation with the Senator from District 11, and I 
served in the previous year when we had a similar request made about 
a project on Route 95. And there’s a good reason why we do this in com- 
mittee through the ten year highway plan. There’s a good reason why we 
do expenditures from surplus as attached to bills as we have done with 
transportation funding with the Health and Human Services, because 
then we get to hear the whole story, and we get to understand what the 
issues are, we get to understand what the standards are here. There’s 
a reason why this project was rejected in the ten year highway plan. 
There’s a reason why it’s not appropriate for the capital budget. There’s a 
reason why it’s certainly not appropriate at this late hour to be stuck into 
our consideration now rather than having an opportunity for people to 
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be informed about it. We have policies on construction of sound barriers 
that have to be consistently enforced. It’s not just about the decibel level, 
it’s about locations, about number of households, it’s about the area and 
extent. And there’s a formula there that is used to, in fact, prevent just 
this from happening. That somebody coming in wanted to, you know, 
honorably get something for the constituent and try to solve the problem, 
but we all have those. I mean I have the list here of projects that people 
would like to have sound barriers for but don’t meet the criteria. It’s 
$28 million worth, Salem, Manchester, N ewington, Dover, Manchester, 
Manchester, Manchester, $28 million of other people that have just the 
same kind of argument made here, but they don’t meet the criteria. And 
by the way, the backlog that we have in projects that do meet the criteria 
are $55 to $72 million in total. Those are ones that meet the criteria and 
we've got to fund through the ten year highway plan. So now we sweep 
in at 11:20 at night and you hear how it’s terrible, it’s bad, and I’m sure, 
you know, I’m sure there are bad things about it but they don’t meet 
the criteria. What would it mean— this would be precedent setting, that 
we'd never be able to argue against a Senator or someone in the House 
coming in and saying, well I really want this, I want to stick it into the 
budget the last minute without public hearings. It would undermine the 
integrity of the noise policy which we use to make consistent decisions, 
as well. As we've already heard it doesn’t, you know, we can’t use them 
on those federal funds because it doesn’t, we’re not sure that, you know, 
because we know this wouldn’t abide by that policy, and it certainly would 
create a flood of requests for noise barriers. I mentioned that $28 mil- 
lion list, and you can bet people would line up after that. Let’s use the 
regular policy, let’s use the ten year highway plan, sometimes you lose. 
Sometimes a project just doesn’t make it and for good reasons. And we 
can’t do special interests, which then means that all the other folks in 
the state deserve $28 million projects, or really the other 72 million; so 
you got $100 million of projects out there, and say no, no, no, we're go- 
ing to use that surplus money instead of all those other things because 
at 11:20 at night, impartial as it is without a hearing, we voted for this. 
Thank you, Mister President.

PRESIDENT MORSE: I want to thank you all for the way you handled 
yourselves. It was a tough day, but I want to explain something. You 
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know I went home last night and I said to my wife I’m going to bed. I 
went to bed at 8 o'clock. I said I just need to be away from people and 
I need to go to bed, and I did. And then this morning the first thing I 
did was chase down Senator Hennessey so that I could apologize for my 
actions as a Senator yesterday. I was passionate. I honestly believed 
that I got enough grief over the weekend about the alcohol fund when I 
know I’m very good at math and I know I had done things properly. And 
I certainly knew that the Governor had asked me to make sure he had 
the authority to take care of every child if he should need money. So I 
did that, that’s how I wrote it in the budget. That’s why I set it up that 
way. I don’t honestly believe he’s going to go to it. But I came in this 
morning to apologize because I believe in the integrity of the Senate and 
the integrity of the Senate Presidency. Now when I started this year off, 
it wasn’t as easy as everyone thinks when you get a Republican major- 
ity in every body, and you just passed a budget now that we still have 
another step to go through. I started off with the fact that Laconia was 
being given away, and you guys are going to spend $2 million in a budget 
before you even open the doors. But that didn’t stop me, I continued, 
and I certainly chased down people that were in Florida all winter long 
and right about now I like that theory. But I chased them down because 
I knew what Pease did for the state of New Hampshire and I thought 
that Laconia could be Pease, and I didn’t stop. And as you passed today, 
I certainly worked on House Bill 380 all winter long to make sure that 
the water fund wasn’t just thrown out there and used, all 300 million at 
the same time. You just voted to make an L-Chip formula for the water 
fund. Everyone here believes that L-Chip was successful, so I went and 
chased down the original Senators that were involved in it to make 
sure that we did it right in the New Hampshire Senate. You just voted 
for that. I heard it mentioned earlier about the Boys and Girls Clubs. I 
brought them in and met with the Governor with every club sitting up in 
the Governor’s Council basically talking about how strong their boards 
are in the state of New Hampshire, and how if we just give them a few 
dollars, which I did in ‘05, and was removed, I believed partisan-wise, in 
the next budget because I funded after school programs that I thought 
helped with drugs and alcohol. And I only gave them a little bit and the 
Governor encouraged me to give more, but that’s all I did this time, I 
gave them a little bit. You know Dean Kamen came in one afternoon 
and the Governor kept me until 6:00 at night to meet with him and his 
friends about robotics. Very passionate; he certainly believed that New 
Hampshire First needed the Governor to back it, and he did, and you 
solved the problem and you funded it just in the grammar schools. Oh, 
I’m sure people believe it should be funded everywhere, but why not 
start somewhere. Then there came mental health. It didn’t just start 
in this body, it started with a Supreme Court Justice touring the state, 
believing that people had to become aware of it and needed to talk about 
it, so he invited me to talk because of my Dad. So I did, I talked about 
how I grew up and what I was faced with, and then I came back and 
said to Senator Bradley, you need to do three things for me. You need 
to make sure we put the right structure in DCYF, the right structure in 
mental health, and the right structure in the Sununu Center. We didn’t 
realize the Governor already had a team working on it, so we had to 
go and beg for forgiveness and tell him the Senate was headed down 
a path. Now I know the Governor’s not going to agree with everything 
the Senate does, but I believe in the Senate, I believe in that passion 
that you all showed today, but I also believe that when you show that 
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passion you better make sure the next day that you're talking to your 
twenty-three colleagues. Because it doesn’t end today, you have twenty- 
five bills tomorrow to debate and they certainly make a difference in the 
state of New Hampshire, and if you can’t talk to each other, then how 
are we going to go talk to the House in two weeks and present what we 
believe the budget should be and get to an endgame. In my opinion it is 
so important that the New Hampshire Senate stay together as twenty- 
four, whether you voted on this budget or not, because the game’s not 
over. The game will continue. I am not sending this budget to the House 
until Monday. The House will decide when they’re asking for a commit- 
tee of conference. I intended on appointing the conferees on Wednesday 
for the budget. We'll see what the House decides to do on sending it to 
us. But the reality is those conferees have a heavy lift. They are going 
to be responsible to make sure we pass the budget in the state of New 
Hampshire. Now I just told you I worked with the Governor many times 
this winter to make sure the state of New Hampshire moved forward. I 
respect the Governor’s position greatly. You know it was Senator Dela- 
hunty that said to me one day, when I wouldn’t go see Bill Clinton at 
the high school, that he’s your President. This Governor is our Governor 
and we need to produce a budget and get it passed with the House. I 
thank you for everything you did today and I hope twenty-four of us are 
talking tomorrow morning like we have always done. We're in recess 
until 10:00 tomorrow morning.

SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Are we ready to go? With a clip and two 
rounds, lock and load; ready on the right, ready on the left, ready on the 
firing line. Okay. Thank you, Mister President. I move House Bill 25 
Ought to Pass with Amendment. The Senate Capital Budget Commit- 
tee amendment authorizes a total of one-hundred twenty-four million, 
nine-hundred seventy-nine thousand, three-hundred fifty-five dollars in 
general fund bonds over the next biennium. This comes in just under 
the state treasurers recommended cap of $125 million, and is slightly 
less than the figure authorized by the House. Some of the highlights of 
the Senate version include the addition of $12 million for the Roches- 
ter Career Technical Education Center, and I might say that’s a great 
move on behalf of the Senate and the Capital Budget Committee to get 
something that’s desperately needed in the city of Rochester because 
many of its students don’t go on to post-secondary education, they need 
this training. There are jobs available for them in the area and the 
companies are very, very appreciative of this. This was not found in 
the House version of the capital budget, but through other changes the 
Senate was able to fund this much needed important project. We were 
also able to increase the authorization to the New Hampshire Housing 
Finance Authority by 2 million over what the House provided, giving 
them a total of $2.5 million, and I’ll have an additional amendment to 
add another $500,000 to the Housing Finance Authority. That money 
became available when the Department of Health and Human Services 
reduced its request for the match for the MMIS software by $500,000. 
The committee heard abundant and compelling testimony about the lack 
of affordable housing across the state. Many areas have a vacancy rate 
of less than 2 percent and some less than 1 percent. The need is indis- 
putable. That’s why the body passed a $5 million capital appropriation 
via Senate Bill 94 on a 19-5 vote earlier this session. I’m sure you're all 
familiar with that. While we certainly would have liked to been able to 
fund them at the level passed by the Senate, we have many priorities 
we had to balance and with their ability to leverage additional funding, 
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we believe this appropriation will help them begin to address the af- 
fordable housing shortage in New Hampshire. Every two years we craft 
the capital budget within the confines of a limit recommended by our 
state treasurer. Oftentimes worthy projects must be cut and this year is 
no different. But we prioritize the needs that were presented to us and 
fund those projects we believe were the most critical. Some of the items 
we chose to defer include the painting of the ceiling in Representatives’ 
Hall. I might say that the staging for that project was three quarters 
of the cost of painting the ceiling, so I made a recommendation that I’d 
get on a ladder and I’d paint the ceiling and save all that money. The 
construction of a new building to house the archives from the secretary 
of state’s office; we took 5.1 million from that project. We spoke to the 
secretary of state. That could be deferred until the next biennium. He’s 
okay with that, the archives are getting crowded; something will have to 
be done in the future. With so many critical items we had to find in the 
capital budget we identified these projects as ones that we could defer to 
the next capital budget without serious consequences. On a unanimous 
bipartisan vote, the Capital Budget Committee asks your support for 
the motion of Ought to Pass with Amendment on House Bill 25. Once 
we have done that I will add the additional amendment which takes 
the 500,000 that was given up by Health and Human Services and we'll 
add that to the housing fund. With that, thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR INNIS: Thank you, Mister President. I move Ought to Pass 
with Amendment on House Bill 305. This bill clarifies notice require- 
ments for month to month leases. Under existing case law a tenant must 
give thirty days’ notice in order to terminate a month to month lease. If 
the tenant does not provide appropriate notice, they will be responsible 
for the next month’s rent. This bill codifies case law into statute and 
makes it easier for tenants to understand their legal obligations. The 
committee amendment clears up some cross referencing terminology 
between tenancy and lessee. Please join the committee in voting House 
Bill 305 Ought to Pass with Amendment.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President, just catching an issue 
that we just caught in terms of the amendment on page 22 of the Sen- 
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ate calendar. If you look at the line that says “the lessee is responsible 
for the rent for the entire month in which the notice expires, up to the 
next rent due date.” I think that might be construed as meaning not just 
the notice timeframe but maybe some additional time, so it could be a 
month and a half of rent rather than just that month, and I understand 
the intent is to codify the Cushman v. Dumaine case on apportionment 
and I get that, but that case says just one month. It doesn’t say, you 
know, anything more than a month. So, I’m a little concerned that this 
language could be construed as saying that the tenant has to pay more 
than one month’s rent. So, with that I would encourage, I guess I would 
encourage that we vote down the amendment, and maybe Re-refer it to 
committee after that. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Innis for a question of Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR INNIS: Yeah, help me understand this a little more. As I’m 
reading it, it seems to capture the intent of the committee. As you're 
reading it, it’s another direction and I need a little help understanding 
your particular point of view. 


SENATOR FELTES: Sure. So, under current law, under the Cushman 
v. Dumaine case, if you give the notice and you’re moving out, let’s say 
you're moving out mid-month, you’re moving out mid-month, Cushman 
v. Dumaine says you owe the entire month’s rent, but it doesn’t say any- 
thing, it says nothing beyond one month’s rent. So if you give notice and 
Say you're going to move out in a month, but that’s mid-month of the next 
month, this language I think, when you say the lessee is responsible for 
rent for the entire month in which the notice expires, up to the next rent 
due date, that could make a tenant responsible for a month and a half 
of rent, or maybe even two months potentially. So that’s my concern. I 
think it could get resolved and I apologize for bringing it up right now, 
but I think we could resolve this to fit the intent of the committee, but 
right now, given the language, I think it’s not, it’s subject to that inter- 
pretation and that construction which is inconsistent with the case law. 


SENATOR INNIS: Very good. Thank you for the clarification.

SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Members of the 
body, I ask for your consideration to take a policy consideration that was 
brought forth by the Energy Committee and passed by this full body, also 
supported by Rene Pelletier of DES and sent over to the House where it 
has stalled. I’ve had some conversations with the prime sponsor of this 
bill, Representative Hunt, he is supportive of this going on to his bill 
and recognized that obviously they will either concur or do a committee 
of conference at their discretion. This is the identical bill to language of 
what was passed in the committee; we have not changed anything for 
it. And again, I ask your consideration to put amendment 2123s onto 
House Bill 527. Thank you very much. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. The Energy Committee 
worked hard on getting a compromise on this bill as Senator Sanborn, 
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excuse me, our friend from Bedford said. Rene Pelletier came to the table, 
negotiated in good faith, and can live with this compromise. As our friend 
from Bedford said, it has stalled a bit in the House. I think that it’s 
good to attach it to this bill as opposed to the dock study committee bill 
that will be later on the calendar.

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much Mister President. I 
rise in opposition to the floor amendment. I was opposed to this bill when 
it came forward out of the Energy Committee. I believe it’s premature. 
You’ve heard that we have a committee that is going to be looking at all 
of the issues related to docks, and while there may have been some ur- 
gency in moving this bill forward when the lakes were very low, I believe 
that we should wait and that this should be incorporated into the study 
that’s going forward so I cannot support this amendment.

SENATOR GANNON: Thank you, Mister President. I live on the most 
beautiful pond in Sandown, it’s probably one of the most beautiful in 
New Hampshire, and it’s about a thousand acres, so I’m not exactly sure 
which way it would fall as applying to this bill. But it’s a narrow body 
of water, about a mile wide and the docks are already impediments to 
water skiing and just to start canoeing and kayaking around the lake, 
so another ten feet of everyone’s dock in the lake will not be appreciated 
in my town. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise to re-inform the body that we all recognize it’s been a pretty rainy 
spring, but we also recognize that we were inches upon inches of drought 
last summer. I had the opportunity to go up and visit with a number of 
the marinas and dock companies up in the Lakes Region over the Memo- 
rial Day weekend and as of Monday, after the rain we had on Thursday, 
Friday and Monday, the great lake of Winnipesaukee was actually still 
down an inch from the high water level. Despite all the rain you had, 
you would think it would be under water but it actually still is down an 
inch. And we have to remember that part of the challenge that big lakes 
are having today is that we have hydro dams that are downstream of 
many of our big lakes and we have a requirement to feed them a certain 
amount of flow at all times irrespective of the water level. So if you’re 
having a summer where we're not getting a lot of rain, even as we saw 
last summer when the big lake was actually down two full feet from 
the high water mark, there is an obligation for the state to continue to 
draw water out of these lakes. In conversations if you remember that we 
had with Mister Pelletier that although, again, we’ve had a reasonably 
good spring, there is an expectation that the lake will not remain at full 
lake level. So again, we ask for your consideration on what is truly a 
compromise and let’s see if we can keep our tourism alive in the North 
Country. Thank you very much.

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Mister President. I 
move House Bill 342 be Re-referred to Committee. This bill establishes a 
commission to study the transition of certain regulatory authority from 
the Environmental Protection Agency to the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Environmental Services. House Bill 342 is identical to Senate 
Bill 121, which was passed by the Senate and amended by the House. 
Senate Bill 121 is now the more comprehensive of the two bills providing 
for additional stakeholders in requiring an in depth look at whether the 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services should assume 
authority over the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
from the EPA and how that might be accomplished. The Energy and 
Natural Resources Committee would like to retain House Bill 342 in case 
additional changes to the study might be needed. The committee asks 
for your support for the motion of Re-refer to the Committee on House 
Bill 342. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise not necessarily against the motion of Re-refer, but with the same 
voice of caution I put forth several times. That inactivity by our legis- 
lature is going to cost our municipalities in the southern eastern tier, 
which starts in Bedford, goes to Nashua, goes over to Rochester and 
Dover and down to Seabrook $5 to $8 billion dollars at the local mu- 
nicipal level so we will have voted to allow an increase of local taxation 
spending by $5 to $8 billion if we do not do something soon. We know 
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that on January 18", two days before the new President took office; 
the EPA, in a precipitous move, came forth with a new permit called 
an MS4 permit which requires our municipalities to manage the qual- 
ity of rainwater as it falls from the sky. If you can believe government 
has that authority to regulate that, they do. In spite of the fact that all 
of our communities have been doing everything in their power to try 
and comply with these permits in the state of New Hampshire, and the 
Federal Government continued to ignore all the good work that they’ve 
done, and issue a permit of which it has no off ramps, no off ramps, that 
on June 1*, 2018, a year from today, there will be a strict prohibition 
on any economic development unless the EPA itself and DES grants ap- 
proval for the project. I ask for those of you who are representing people 
in the southeast tier of the state to think about that. Think about how 
long it’s going to take the EPA to approve every workforce housing, every 
expansion for a manufacturer, every housing development, single family 
residences, needing the EPA to sign off on it before it can get approved. 
This looks to be one of the most expensive things that’s ever going to 
happen to our towns and today, although again let me be very clear; 
I recognize the notion of the Re-refer because we don’t have a funding 
source, and coming from a guy like me that thinks we’re spending way 
too much money on everything, to actually concede that we need to find 
some way to pay for it tells you the gravity of this situation. I also want 
to point out and thank my colleague from Dover who as unlikely pairs 
in this fight on the environment, we both recognize that our towns have 
truly stepped up to the plate and have worked so hard only to get kicked 
in the teeth from the EPA, and the potential financial ramifications of 
our communities are staggering. We’ve got to fix this and we have to fix 
it before June or we’ve just handed our municipalities the largest tax 
increase they’ve ever seen. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, I just want to rise up and 
agree with my colleague from Bedford and also agree with my colleague 
from Portsmouth. There was a very similar bill; I believe it was Senate 
Bill 121, sponsored by our friend from Bedford that I’ve asked Bobby to 
tell me, it’s on the calendar to concur with today. A study commission 
to look exactly at this issue, we just felt that a second study commission 
was not necessary so we Re-referred it just in case. The point that is 
troubling here, and troubling is maybe not the right word, but the point 
that has to be dealt with is in order for our department to take over this 
responsibility there would have to be a fee structure in place. Now, just 
like yesterday we talked a little bit about the LLC tax, I know how my 
friend from Bedford loves fees. In the long run, municipalities will be 
far better off I agree, and I think everybody here agrees paying a fee 
structure to have DES regulate this, but until we have that fee structure 
that’s why a commission. I think next year we’re going to have to put 
that fee structure into law and move this to state regulatory authority 
as virtually everybody does, but that’s why this bill is Re-referred, be- 
cause we’re concurring with another, with Senator Sanborn’s bill later. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister Majority Leader. The question: 
is there federal activity, is the administration looking at mitigating this 
in any way? Is there any help coming from that quarter? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: That I don’t know. I think that my suggestion 
to our friend from Bedford early on when this bill came in is to make 
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sure that, you know, Governor Sununu is well aware of the situation 
and is working with Vice President Pence, who is sort of the person in 
Washington in charge of these kind of things. I think this is one area 
where we can protect the environment, do what we need to do for the 
environment, but also protect the taxpayers if we shift regulatory author- 
ity to New Hampshire and I would hope that there’s a way to do that. 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise again for 
clarification to the question from the good Senator from District num- 
ber 2. I was part of the team that helped to draft the letter which the 
Governor ultimately sent to the new secretary of EPA, Secretary Pruitt, 
acknowledging the severity of the potential problem and asking that 
they get to it as soon as they can. We know there are only four states 
in America, only four states are presently under this regulatory scheme 
that the feds are regulating it versus the states are doing their own work. 
Our permit, because it’s a federal permit, was 260 pages of requirements. 
Maine, which has more water than we do, self-regulates, their permit 
was thirty pages. Vermont’s was like sixteen pages, Rhode Island’s was 
like forty pages. So clearly our capacity of trying to get this done is there. 
We've asked Commissioner Pruitt to take a look at the situation to see 
if it’s worthwhile that they pull the permit back and reassess it, but I 
talked about this with the Governor’s staff on several occasions and we 
don’t have an answer to that yet. We do know, however, there’re only two 
states east of the Mississippi, New Hampshire and Massachusetts, and 
Governor Baker himself has put legislation in to allow Massachusetts 
to become a self-regulating state. And again, the challenge is our clock 
ticks, and it truly ticks, and if we are going to be the only state regulated 
east of the Mississippi, if we think the permit was onerous when there 
were two states that have to regulate, think how much fun they’re go- 
ing to have when there’s only one. So, acknowledging the speed of our 
legislature, it’s just incumbent upon us to have something in place and 
operational before June 1 of next year or there will be no more economic 
development in our state. It’s just that simple. So, I think everyone in- 
volved is doing everything in their power, Senator. It’s just seems to be 
going awfully slow. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda for question of Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you. Are we certain that the bill coming from 
the House is going to be acceptable, and will get passed if it goes to a 
committee of conference, or should we rather table this than Re-refer?

The general court also finds that the state of New Hampshire 
faces a significant shortage in the state’s capacity to provide our citizens 
with emergency mental health assistance and long term treatment. Ac- 
cordingly, the general court hereby directs the department of health and 
human services to take the following steps in order to provide for the 
safety and welfare of the citizens of this state. 

2 Department of Health and Human Services; Development of a 10- 
year Plan for Mental Health Services Required. 

I. The department of health and human services, the bureau of be- 
havioral health, and the division of public health services, shall develop 
a comprehensive 10-year plan for the mental health system. The 10-year 
strategy shall be founded on the principles of resiliency and recovery, 
evidence-based practice, effectiveness, and efficiency.

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plan, the department shall consult with provider organizations and asso- 
ciations, advocates, and policymakers. The department shall also conduct 
a needs assessment which includes: 

(a) An inventory of existing services, including inpatient and out-

(b) A gap analysis to determine the need versus the current ca- 
pacity of services.

Ought to Pass. This bill establishes new standards under chapter 125-C, 
Air Pollution Control, for devices emitting air contaminants that cause 
and contribute to an exceedance of an ambient ground water quality 
standard or other applicable standard. Entities with such devices would 
have to pay an application fee and an emissions based permit fee. The 
fee amounts would be established through Administrative Rules. The 
Department of Environmental Services is required to establish a drink- 
ing water standard and the ambient groundwater quality standard for 
PFOS and PFOA. No such standard currently exists; there is however an 
ambient groundwater quality standard for these items consistent with the 
EPAs health advisory standard. There are 2,500 regulated public water 
systems, 1,200 systems are non-transient in nature, such as communi- 
ties, large work places and institutions owned by municipalities, private 
entities, counties and the state. Once a drinking water standard known 
as the maximum contaminant level, or MCL, is set for a contaminant, 
these non-transient public water systems must routinely sample for that 
chemical. If the maximum contaminant level is exceeded, the source of 
water must be treated, blended or taken off line to comply with that 
standard. There are over forty publicly owned waste water treatment 
facilities that discharge treated effluent to ground waters. These facilities 
are currently prohibited from discharging wastewater that exceeds the 
maximum contaminant level or ambient groundwater standard. There 
are over 100 closed landfills in New Hampshire owned by municipali- 
ties that have ongoing groundwater quality monitoring. Testing would 
be required to determine if wastewater treatment facilities of landfill 
waste sites exceed the new standard. The Senate Finance Committee 
recommends passage of House Bill 463-FN and asks for your support.

Pharmacies shall maintain such records at least until the event has been 
considered and incorporated in a summary of documented actions. 

V. As a component of its CQI program, each licensed pharmacy shall 
assure that, following a quality-related event, all reasonably necessary 
steps have been taken to prevent or minimize patient harm. 

VI. CQI programs shall be confidential. The summarization docu- 
ment shall analyze process improvements undertaken following a quali- 
ty-related event.

AMENDED ANALYSIS 
This bill: 


I. Requires licensed pharmacies to establish continuous quality im- 
provement programs to identify weaknesses in processes and systems 
and make appropriate corrections. 


II. Adds hepatitis A, hepatitis B, Tdap, MMR, and meningococcal vac- 
cines to the list of vaccines which may be administered by certain licensed 
pharmacists and nullifies the provision of SB 65 of the 2017 regular leg- 
islative session which addresses the same matter.

SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Mister President. 
House Bill 469 seeks to create a continuous quality improvement pro- 
gram for pharmacies and pharmacists. It is important that all pharma- 
cists and their staff constantly strive to create the safest guidelines and 
practices and these programs will allow pharmacies to continue to offer 
safe services to their customers. The committee amendment addresses 
two different issues that were brought to the committee’s attention. The 
first is regarding legislative intent for pharmacy interns and vaccines. 
Senate Bill 150 which has already been signed into law, allows phar- 
macy interns to administer vaccines that pharmacists can give. Since 
Senate Bill 65 adds to the list of vaccines that can be administered by a 
pharmacist, there was concern that during the enrolling process there 
was no clear legislative intent on whether or not pharmacy interns could 
be allowed to give the new vaccines. This amendment clarifies that is- 
sue and allows and defines the vaccines that pharmacy interns may 
administer. The second issue this amendment deals with is related to 
the individual health insurance market. We heard from the Department 
of Insurance that there is concern that New Hampshire could face very 
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severe rate increases in the individual market during the coming year. 
With no guidance from Washington at this point, it is important that 
the state has the ability to adapt to changes that could occur in our 
health insurance market here in New Hampshire. The bill allows the 
Department of Insurance to develop a plan to respond to the issues of 
affordability and coverage with our potential health insurance market 
and the individual health insurance programs. Any changes contained 
in the plan could only go into effect after a public hearing and with the 
approval of the Governor and the Joint Health Care Reform Committee. 
The amendment has a three year sunset provision which would require 
the department to come back to the legislature again to request an ex- 
tension of this authority if they felt it was needed. Please support the 
committee recommendation of Ought to Pass with Amendment. Thank 
you, Mister President.

INTRODUCTION OF GUESTS 
(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. I’d like 
to welcome all of the fourth graders from the Middleton School in Middle- 
ton, New Hampshire from their brand new school. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise with significant concerns, not due to the work that the committee 
did, with respect to them it’s a very complicated issue, but I’m talking 
specifically about. if I get my sections right, I apologize, everything but 
the pharmacy application of it. Mister President, you’ve heard me say this 
before and I'll say it again; my guess is you'll hear me say it many more 
times before it happens. Doesn’t make a difference where you are on the 
Affordable Care Act, if you like it or you don’t like it, it’s imploding. It is 
truly all done, it is on fire; it’s falling apart in front of our eyes. This is, 
again, not a reflection if you supported it or didn’t support it, but it didn’t 
work. Costs are out of sight, deductibles are out of sight co-pays are out of 
sight, co-insurance is out of sight, accessibility is out of sight, people didn’t 
sign up, taxes, fees, it’s not working, and it’s collapsing. Mister President, 
as you're aware, as part of the Affordable Care Act, over objections from 
pede like me, part of that requirement was to eliminate the high risk 
pool, and force everyone into the individual market making the cost of 
the individual market go up. And then, of course, we passed Medicaid 
expansion, like it or don’t like it, I’m not here to have that debate today. 
It’s part of the Affordable Care Act. It is colla sing. We have seen confi- 
dential documents that have become public— y the way I did not make 
them public, I did not see them first hand— that show that the cost of 
insurance for individual people, our constituents, small business owners, 
our constituents, are going up roughly 45 percent, on top of the fact we 
have the most expensive cost of health insurance in America before the 
45 percent. Medicaid expansion looks like it’s about 37 percent of the 45 
percent. It is unaffordable. We always talked about, in political wailing 
and gnashing of our teeth, about the unaffordability of the Affordable 
Care Act, but now, today, it truly is unaffordable for people. We know 
in Washington D.C. they recognize the fact that the House has passed 
the repeal, that the Senate’s working on a different document, that even 
Democrats in Washington are saying it needs changes, we recognize the 
fact there are problems. There isn’t a person around that doesn’t recognize

there are challenges. So I support the committee in the fact that we, the 
legislature, have got to do something. What I do not support, having been 
chair of Health and Human Services Committee and sitting on it for six 
years, having sat on every single financial and policy health care com- 
mittee that this state has produced in the past eight years, is the agency 
that’s been responsible to implement it has been doing everything in their 
power to implement the Affordable Care Act. By circumventing the 420-J 
Oversight Committee, by circumventing the will of this legislature when 
we said there shall not be a state based exchange nor a federal based ex- 
change, out of thin air they created a partnership exchange, and they still 
implemented it over our objections. Are these the same people you want 
to give carte blanche authority to create the new insurance replacement 
plan? Now granted, the bill does say that the Governor will have a weigh 
in on it and the Joint Healthcare Oversight Committee 420-J, which I 
don’t think has met in three years, will have some oversight on it. But 
I heard yesterday, we had conversations from the Senator from District 
20 who said, we should not be making large decisions that affect lots of 
people from this state from one small committee, and in that sense he was 
referencing the Fiscal Committee, which admittedly so, Mister President, 
I am honored enough to sit on it with you. But we’re about to do the same 
thing but not for 10,000 or 20,000 people, but for 100,000 people. We're 
about to look to reconstruct health insurance in New Hampshire if the 
Affordable Care Act fails without the legislature weighing in on the plan. 
They will be able to create new mandates; they will be able to create 
anything they want without the legislature weighing in. I do not believe 
that is the role of where we are in insurance today. Every other service 
mandate we have-— all forty-six of them, like them or don’t like them, this 
legislature’s voted on them. This legislature voted for bariatric surgery, 
this legislature voted for hearing aids, this legislature voted for pregnancy 
even if you're a male. This bill doesn’t do that. This bill provides a state 
agency the ability to go out and create something and this is done under 
the premise of the sky is falling, got to do it right now. Now I agree the 
Affordable Care Act is failing and it is collapsing, but we all know that if 
the Senate produces a plan that passes, if the House goes back and rec- 
onciles with the Senate plan, if the President signs whatever that plan is, 
there’s going to be a tail. We are not going to roll out of bed on this coming 
Tuesday and say it’s all done, it unwound, no one has insurance, there are 
no mandates, there’s no place for anybody to go. We do not need to rush 
this in a precipitous manner without understanding what were getting 
into. And finally, I might add, the creation of the high risk pool, again, is 
a product I understand, it’s a product that I think we need to have, it’s a 
product that I read in all the health care stuff I read every single week 
because I’m still intimately concerned about it. It doesn’t even address if 
the feds are going to make a high risk pool, which is part of the discussion, 
or should the state do it. This does not discuss who’s paying for it; high 
risk pool with re-insurance, guaranteed coverage is typically not above 125 
percent of the market average norm. But there’s no accommodation for the 
spending within this legislation. I caution this body, I caution you all, be 
careful what you vote for, for unintended consequences of your vote today. 
It would be my recommendation that we do not move this forward today, 
and that we will have the time to have a better understanding of what is 
coming before us and be able to do the right thing for the people of New 
Hampshire without painting ourselves into a box that looks very similar 
to the box that we’re presently standing in. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 
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SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I think you may remember 
a couple of weeks ago I asked that this bill be re-committed back to the 
Health and Human Services Committee because we had had a request 
from the Governor through the Insurance Department for this authority 
given the situation with regard to health care in Washington. I don’t 
think the authority is as broad as our friend from District 9 believes it 
is. It gives authority to look at, with the approval of the Governor first 
and foremost, as well as the Reform Oversight Committee, resumption 
of a risk adjustment program, high risk pool or a re-insurance program. 
There is a clause in there that says “or other such measures,” but it’s 
also triggered on the fact that it has to be for affordability of health care. 
I don’t believe there’s the authority in this bill to create new mandates 
or initiatives that would drive up the cost of health insurance. I think 
there’s broad acceptance of the fact that if there are major changes to 
Obamacare in Washington, that New Hampshire needs to have the au- 
thority to reinstitute a high risk pool. I would expect that if we adopt 
this legislation today, and I hope we do, that there will be legislation 
in January to further outline what we need to do in response to what 
happens in Washington. At a minimum, this legislation has a three year 
sunset in it. So, this is why I don’t believe it’s the carte blanche authority 
that our friend from Bedford thinks it is. There is a risk of some rate 
increases, there’s no question about that. We talked about that last night. 
One of the issues that needs to be looked at by the Medicaid Commission 
is whether we separate the Medicaid expansion into its own pool from 
the individual market. I think that is something that we absolutely need 
to consider. But as members of the Health and Human Services Com- 
mittee heard, this was an initiative from the Governor to protect New 
Hampshire from significant rate increases, especially in the short term, 
to the extent we can until there is more clarity from Washington. So I 
would urge adoption of the amendment and Ought to Pass. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you for taking my question. And two 
if the Senate President would be so kind. You first indicated in your 
testimony a moment ago that you would anticipate that there would 
be legislation coming back in January. And I think you and I both 
agree on that fact that this is going to be a very, very big changing 
marketplace. Why don’t we wait until January since I think there’s 
a relative comfort that nothing is going to happen within six months, 
you couldn’t unwind it in six months? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well, I think you’re the one, Senator, that is con- 
cerned about the potential rate impact and the process of reinstituting 
a high risk pool is not something we just snap our fingers and do, and if 
it’s something that needs to be done there at least ought to be the base 
authorization to start that process. That’s why I think it’s important to 
do it today. I agree with the Governor on this and the Insurance Com- 
missioner that we should at least have this base authorization to proceed. 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Senator. I truly appreciate it and I 
always love it when you are my straight man, because the second half 
of my question, you already answered. We can’t be concerned about in- 
creases at this point because the high risk population is already in the 
individual market. So there’s nowhere for it to go, there’s no way rates 
could go higher than they currently are, because if the Affordable Care 
Act unwinds, they already exist in that marketplace with the Medicaid 
expansion population. So we are acknowledging the fact that we're seeing 
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all this data that’s coming forward about rates based upon experience in 
the past year. There’s nothing to drive rates up any further than that 
because everything is already contained in the box per se. Do you care 
to comment on that? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well, I think it’s premature, first of all, to say 
there’ll be a 45 percent rate increase. Those are, I guess, the potential fil- 
ings that insurance companies are going to make, | think it’s tomorrow... 


SENATOR SANBORN: Today. 
SENATOR BRADLEY: Well we'll see them tomorrow, is what I was told. 


SENATOR SANBORN: Actually we won’t see them tomorrow, but I 
apologize. 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well we'll see them fairly soon. 
SENATOR SANBORN: In October. 


SENATOR BRADLEY: But that isn’t an approved rate by the Insurance 
Department so it could be somewhat less than that, I would hope, and 
we'll have a better understanding of what’s driving it. As I said last 
night, it’s presumably a good chunk of the Medicaid population because 
they have not had the access to health care that they now have, as such 
they have higher health care needs, but it’s also loss of the subsidies, 
it’s higher drug prices, higher medical costs, inflation in medical cost- 
ing. So, I still think that it is important to proceed with this authoriza- 
tion, at this point in time, knowing that it’s a temporary authorization 
and that people like you, myself and others, the Medicaid Commission, 
which I could answer my friend and I’m going to take the opportunity 
to do it. He asked me, had it not met since September, and it met on 
the 28" of September, you were absent, it met on the 12' of December, 
you were present, it met on the 9" of January, you were present, and 
it was cancelled for snow on the 13 and the 20" of March. So there'll 
be a lot of work to do. 


SENATOR SANBORN Thank you, Senator. Thank you, Mister President. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Avard for a question of Senator Bradley. ) 


SENATOR AVARD: So just a question; if we find ourselves with a mas- 
sive change in the health care system, does this just give the Insurance 
Department a plan B to work? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: And I think if we recall the implementation of the 
high risk pool back at the beginning of this century, it did take some of 
that pressure off the individual market; people were able to have access 
to health insurance so they couldn’t be underwritten out, we had protec- 
tion for pre-existing conditions, and for guaranteed issue, meaning people 
always had the opportunity to buy health insurance, but through the 
high risk pool had an opportunity to not drive up substantially the rates 
of people in the individual market. So I do think that this is something 
that if the changes happen in Washington, which people seem to think 
will happen, we probably need a high risk pool. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Avard for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Bradley.) 
SENATOR AVARD: And without this, then, their hands are tied... 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Their hands are tied until there would be further 
legislation. That’s what gives them the authorization to go forward with 
this, after the approval process of the Governor, and remember Governor 
Sununu has asked for this and the Health Reform Oversight Committee. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Avard for another follow-up question of 
Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR AVARD: And from what I understand, the cross section of 
people came to testify, everybody from Americans for Prosperities to the 
opposite spectrum of that, they were basically in support of this bill? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Well, you ran the hearing, because I introduced 
the amendment, and I think with the exception of our colleague from 
Bedford, everybody supported this legislation. 


SENATOR AVARD: Thank you, Senator. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark for a question of Senator 
Bradley.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: I wanted to ask Senator Bradley about why 
it is important to look at creating a risk pool now rather than waiting for 
another six to eight months to do that? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: I think we don’t know what changes are going to 
happen and so the ability to move, to protect New Hampshire patients and 
people that buy insurance, I think is why this should be authorized today. 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you, Mister President. Thank you, Senator for 
taking my question. Point of information; the Joint Health Care Reform 
Oversight Committee, is that comprised of legislators, House and Senate? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Yes. And I regret that I can’t answer who’s on 
it, but that’s what it’s comprised of. 


SENATOR GIUDA: So then it’s safe to say there is some legislative com- 
ponent of this process; it won’t happen without oversight from those of 
us that make a law? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: That is correct. It’s similar to the Fiscal Com- 
mittee in that regard. 


SENATOR GIUDA: Thank you very much. 
The question is on the adoption of the Committee Amendment. 
A roll call was requested by Senator Sanborn, seconded by Senator Avard.

Any such waiver 
or grant application submitted under this section shall be consistent with 
state insurance laws and existing regulatory guidance and shall preserve 
all consumer rights and protections contained therein. No waiver or grant 
application submitted under this section shall seek to waive consumer 
protections in the Act regarding coverage for pre-existing conditions or 
essential health benefits. The commissioner is authorized to implement 
any federally approved waiver or grant program, including but not lim- 
ited to overseeing the implementation of a revised plan of operations 
under RSA 404-G:12. 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. The relevant lan- 
guage in here is line 10 through 14. There are two sentences; the first 
sentence says that we put some guardrails on these waiver requests, 
talked about the guardrails, or potential guardrails about this broad au- 
thority. It says comply with state law. I don’t think anybody can...I 
don’t think anybody really has an objection to that. The second sentence 
says, in this waiver request, another guardrail which is that don’t seek 
to waive the consumer protections in the Affordable Care Act regarding 
pre-existing conditions or essential health benefits. Mister President, 
under the current configuration of the health law at the federal level it 
allows states the opportunity to waive these essential health benefits; 
those are critical to New Hampshire citizens including maternity care, 
including behavioral health, mental health, addiction treatment. So to 
put a guardrail on this potential authority to say we’re protecting New 
Hampshire citizens in the individual market with respect to addiction 
and maternity care, and pre-existing conditions is what the intent of this 
amendment is, and I would encourage this body to give it favorable con- 
sideration. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you. I rise in support of the amend- 
ment and I’d just like to speak to the fact of why it’s important to do 
that. These essential health benefits are the types of care that you need 
in order to prevent and treat sickness, but they do not include elective 
or non-essential treatments. And it is important, I think, that we in this 
state make sure if there are critical changes to health insurance coming 
out of Washington that those essential health care benefits are protected 
and cannot be waived. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. The first sentence that 
our friend from Concord cited on line 10 basically just reiterates what is 
already state law. The second sentence is somewhat more problematic. 
On line 14 of the floor amendment it talks about pre-existing conditions. 
We already have pre-existing conditions under New Hampshire state 
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law. In terms of essential health benefits, that’s ten essential benefits 
that were under the Affordable Care Act; a lot of similarities to man- 
dated coverage’s that we have in New Hampshire. Similarities but not 
all, and my friend from Concord is correct in saying the difference is 
that in the individual market we don’t cover for maternity care or be- 
havioral health issues. Maybe we should, and maybe we shouldn't. Like 
everything else that we do, we debate the benefits and the cost of it, but 
it would come from us having a full process saying we want to include 
maternity coverage as a mandatory coverage under New Hampshire 
law and that we want to include mental health as a mandatory cover- 
age under New Hampshire law. That’s very different than, basically, in 
this amendment saying that we’re going to cover maternity and we’re 
going to cover mental health pegged on the Affordable Care Act. There’s 
been no process, no discussion of the benefits or the cost, there’s a lot 
of merit to that kind of coverage, but it should be the same way that 
we've listened to and dealt with the forty-six other insurance mandates 
that anybody who’s been here for a long time remembers some of those 
discussions. So I would ask that we defeat the amendment, stick with 
the base bill. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you. I sit on this committee and, thank 
you Mister President, and I asked the question, as did several other people, 
about pre-existing conditions and heard what the Senator from Wolfeboro 
just reiterated about pre-existing conditions, which is extremely important 
and of great concern to me. I have since then been led to believe that, by 
people who should know, that in fact the New Hampshire law will not be 
the final word, that federal law can trump New Hampshire law and, there- 
fore, we are all at significant risk in terms of pre-existing health conditions. 
So I strongly support this amendment and urge that others do as well.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. This amendment, 
again, relevant language: line 10 through 15, first sentence, no dispute; 
second sentence deals with the essential health benefit of addiction treat- 
ment and mental health coverage for those services. That’s all the second 
sentence deals with, that essential health benefit, one of the major gaps 
in our law. That includes, with those consumer protections, the so-called 
“parity requirement,” which came out of the Pete Domenici and Paul 
Wellstone Addiction Equity and Mental Health Fairness Act of 2008; 
that we don’t treat people with mental illnesses and addiction differ- 
ently than we treat other people in our health insurance market. And 
we've done a lot of good work on this in this state. We had a bill that 
led to a parity review, and I think among other things that people have 
concluded by State Primary Care and New Futures, other folks in this 
evaluation, this is cost effective. Having health insurance coverage for 
folks who need it, needed drug treatment and recovery, needed mental 
health treatment and services, is cost effective and saves money. That’s 
what this amendment’s all about. Let’s put this guardrail in, let’s make 
sure these consumer protections are in place so that any waiver or any 
grant request must include behavioral health services, especially in the 
middle of an opioid and a mental health crisis, we need to make sure 
that we cover this. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Well, I can’t say it better than the Senator 
from Concord, but I just want to say that if we want to do more, Mister 
President, than give lip service to the mental health and opioid crisis that 
we are facing and which everyone agrees we are facing, then I strongly 
urge you to vote in favor of this amendment which is critical to that 
population. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters for a question of Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you for taking my question. Isn’t the point 
here Senator, that we just don’t want this body to be able to preempt 
any legislative decision on whether or not we want to have this part of 
the benefits? 


SENATOR FELTES: Correct Senator. We don’t want the authority that 
we're providing in this bill to go so far to say we’re going to throw out 
or waive mental health services and addiction treatment services and 
consumer protections, including things that you care deeply about like 
the parity consumer protections. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Watters for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Feltes.) 
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SENATOR WATTERS: And so passage of this simply assures that we re- 
tain within the legislature rather than conceding to this body the ultimate 
decision on what we want to do about parity, mental health and so on? 


SENATOR FELTES: That’s absolutely right Senator, we’re not punting 
to a subgroup of legislators, we’re not punting to a commissioner. We as 
a legislature are saying it’s so important, addiction treatment and mental 
health services that we’re going to make sure that that’s in there, that 
no waiver is going to allow to waive this out. 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. This, 
the relative language in this again, contains the state language, but 
the second sentence talks about making sure that we don’t waive the 
consumer protections in the Affordable Care Act regarding coverage 
for pre-existing conditions. It is true that we have a state-based law 
protecting in terms of pre-existing conditions but the federal law under 
the Affordable Care Act is different, there’s different permutations. And 
I think, even in Washington D.C. the thing that people are starting to 
agree on, to some extent, is let’s not throw out pre-existing conditions. 
Let’s not throw out the discrimination that did exist, and sometimes 
still does exist in our insurance market, against folks with pre-existing 
conditions. And, if we’re going to do this waiver process, and let’s say 
Washington ends up in a place where it says states can waive the pre- 
existing conditions consumer protections, let’s say we’re not going to 
waive it.

Amend the bill by replacing all after the enacting clause with the fol- 
lowing: 

1 New Subdivision; Commission to Study the Legalization, Regulation, 
and Taxation of Marijuana. Amend RSA 318-B by inserting after section 
42 the following new subdivision: 

Commission to Study the Legalization, Regulation, and 
Taxation of Marijuana 

318-B:43 Commission to Study the Legalization, Regulation, and Taxa- 
tion of Marijuana Established. 

I. There is established a commission to study the legalization, regula- 
tion, and taxation of marijuana. The members of the commission shall 
be as follows:

The commission shall examine the possible impacts of changing 
state policy to treat marijuana in a manner similar to the way the state 
deals with alcohol and shall study the legalization, regulation, and taxa- 
tion of marijuana including the specific issues related to growing, selling, 
taxing, limiting use, advertising, promoting, and otherwise regulating 
marijuana and marijuana-infused edible products. The commission shall 
also study the experiences of New Hampshire and other states regarding 
the use of marijuana for medical purposes and for recreational purposes. 
The commission shall also study the experiences of states that have or 
are in the process of legalizing and regulating the recreational use of 
marijuana by adults, with particular attention to be given to the ways 
the changes in marijuana laws in Maine and Massachusetts, as well as 
Canada, impact our state.

SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I move House Bill 215 
Ought to Pass with Amendment. This bill will establish a commission 
to study the legalization, regulation, and taxation of marijuana. Our 
neighboring New England states, as well as states across the nation, 
have decided to legalize, or are considering, the legalization of marijuana. 
As the question of legalization has already been raised multiple times 
here, it seems evident that we study what the process of legalization 
would look like. This commission will not address whether or not we 
should make the move towards legalization, but rather determine how 
it might be done, whatever the outcome of that question turns out to be. 
Regardless of what side of the issue you may take, developing a plan and 
understanding the impact of legalization is no longer something we can 
wait to do. As legislators we need to fully understand how this difficult 
subject could be implemented before casting informed votes in favor or 
opposition. The committee amended the bill to narrow the number of 
members of this commission in order to become more efficient and to try 
to better focus on the process and the implementation of legalization. 
Therefore, I urge you to join the majority of the Judiciary Committee 
with your support for the motion of Ought to Pass with Amendment on 
House Bill 215. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you. I am the one dissenting vote, that 
you'll see on this and it was not made easily because I very much agree 
that we should be studying this. But I think we should be studying it 
fairly, openly, and I think with no presumption of malintent, and abso- 
lutely great appreciation for the work done by the Senator from District 
14 and others on the committee. Frankly, I believe that this make up of 
this commission in cutting it down took out some important members 
which in fact, in my opinion, leads to a certain conclusion which is not 
in my mind the way a commission should begin. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda for a question of Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: Senator, thank you for taking my question. I would 
like to know the prejudice, if you will, of the committee that exists be- 
cause of this change in membership? I’m interested in that. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Yeah, thank you for the question. I can tell 
you, you want some of the details about who’s taken out and...? 


SENATOR GIUDA: Yes, Ma’am. Thank you. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: So, for example, I think that it’s...I realize the 
committee needs to be smaller but people were added to it as well. So, 
we added, or the amendment added the Banking Commissioner which 
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I think is a good addition. I think that’s an appropriate addition. They 
also added the Chief Justice of the New Hampshire Superior Court and 
took out the Farm Bureau; I think this is a farming issue. I think the 
legalization of marijuana and hemp etcetera is a farming issue. It also 
took out a representative from the ACLU, which I think is important, 
and a representative from New Hampshire Bar Association, and I think 
is also an important issue. I don’t understand why a representative from 
the New Hampshire Medical Society or a representative of the Marijuana 
Policy Project, an organization that is dedicated to looking at how other 
states have gone about this. So, I feel as if the ones that were taken 
out with, I’m not presuming anybody had malice, but I believe that the 
ones that were taken out have made the committee not a committee I 
would want to be a part of because I’m afraid that their conclusions are 
pre-determined.

This bill: 


I. Makes various changes to the process for submission and approval 
of subsurface sewage disposal system plans. 


II, Extends an exemption from restrictions on certain septage and sludge 
land application. 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you, Mister President. I move House Bill 
258 Ought to Pass with Amendment. The bill makes various changes to 
the process for submission and approval of subservice sewage disposal 
systems. The legislation speeds up the process where replacing a failed 
septic system without harming the health of the surrounding environ- 
ment, and simplifies the application process by removing burdensome 
regulations. The committee amendment works to ensure that accessory 
dwelling units are not overwhelmed with water and sewer regulations 
on a statewide basis. It will help in the affordability of housing and will 
not restrict the town from adopting tougher sewage system requirements. 
The amendment also extends an exemption from restrictions on certain 
septage and sludge land applications to a few farms in New Hampshire. 
And I would just add that the part about accessory dwelling units was 
contained in Senate Bill 73 which I believe we adopted unanimously, 
sent to the House and retained because of concerns raised by the De- 
partment of Environmental Services. Working with the realtors and 
the department we came up with the language that is in the commit- 
tee amendment that is designed to ensure that there be at least some 
ability to move forward with an accessory dwelling unit without having 
to upgrade your septic system. It is a compromise; it’s not perhaps the 
compromise that I love. I know my friend from Warren thinks that it’s 
a bit over the top in terms of regulation. I suspect there will be more 
legislation that deals with this in the future. In my view we should be 
doing this whether it’s accessory dwelling units, or a regular house for 
a bedroom. That’s how we've always regulated septic systems in New 
Hampshire. Accessory dwelling units are an important component in 
terms of our ability to have some level of more affordable housing, and 
that’s why I support the compromise. So at least the state is not going 
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to quash accessory dwelling units through septage requirements until 
such time as we can come up with something that protects ADUs even 
more. Thank you, Mister President.

SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Point of per- 
sonal privilege please? Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
John F. Kennedy would be 100 years old this year had he survived. I 
believe we would be living in a different world. When I was a student at 
the University of New Hampshire in 1960, I met John Fitzgerald Ken- 
nedy. He was something special. He looked like a president; he spoke 
to the crowd in a way that captured the audience. When he spoke, the 
country took notice. He was a true hero. His service in World War II 
won him admiration of the nation. The way he saved his crew was a true 
test of courage. I was a young boy growing up in Massachusetts when 
he ran for congress; it was an easy win for him as he had everything 
going for him in the right direction. His run for senate was much more 
difficult, as his opponent was Henry Cabot Lodge, and the Lodge’s spoke 
only to God. Lodge was a man of stature and a man with an impres- 
sive record of public service. John F. Kennedy won that election and the 
rest was yet to come. On this, the hundredth anniversary of his birth, 
we always wonder what would’ve been. Now we always talk about the 
day of his death, but we should remember the day of his birth because 
that brought something into the world that became very, very special. 
His life was taken way too early. He will remain in my eyes, and the 
eyes of the world, forever young. His campaign to become our president 
was a long and hard one. New Hampshire played a key role, and the 
battle over his religion was hard to overcome. There were minsters who 
preached from their pulpit, how could you elect a Roman Catholic to the 

residency? How could you do that? It was hard to believe, that a Catho- 
ic man would ever be elected President of the United States. Kennedy 
was a star in the first presidential debate, and the election was as close 
as any election has ever been. It was an election that drew the great- 
est number of votes of any election in the modern era. When the results 
were in, John F. Kennedy became the youngest man ever elected to be 
President of the United States. The words in his inaugural address will 
live forever: “Ask not what your country can do for you, ask what you 
can do for your country.” A real change from what we hear today. Presi- 
dent Kennedy is the reason why I’m involved in public service. His work 
as our President made me believe that a single person could make the 
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difference. No one’s perfect, but some are given a gift that helps others 
feel good about themselves and their country. He had that gift. When I 
travel to Washington D.C., I try to travel to Arlington Cemetery; I always 
visit the grave of John Kennedy. I stand there and I ask the question, 
what could we have done had his life not been taken so early? The lives 
of many people were moved in a positive way by his message and his 
personal charm. I’m left with this one thought at this 100" anniversary 
of his life goes by. If you believe that someone can make a difference, 
then the hope for a better day always exists. This is what we lost on 
that tragic day in Dallas. We must rekindle the spirit and improve the 
lives of the people we serve. In this way we fulfill the American dream. 
Thank you, John Fitzgerald Kennedy, for giving me the desire to serve 
and to help make things better. I had the honor of meeting John Ken- 
nedy at the University of New Hampshire. You know I shook his hand 
and he said, “Hi, ’m John Kennedy.” I said, “Hi I’m Lou D’Allesandro.” 
A day Ill never forget. And you know as we think about public service, 
and as we think about inspiring others to become public servants, just 
review sometimes the tapes of the press conferences that he had and the 
speeches that he gave. One person can really make the difference; it can 
make the difference in all of our lives, and that person is around here 
someplace. And in my life it was John Kennedy who made a difference. 
A man I will never forget, a time in my life I will never forget. Thank 
you, Mister President.

SENATOR BIRDSELL: Thank you, Mister President. Moment of per- 
sonal privilege? Actually, a good dovetail on this one. I rise today on 
the tail of Memorial Day and May 30", the original Memorial Day 
which also would have been my dad’s 98" birthday, and he wasn’t 
too happy when the Federal Government changed the date. As you 
know I’m a veteran and I come from a military family. My sister and 
brother-in-law served in the Army, and my dad served in World War 
II and Korea.

SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in opposition to 
this legislation and the motion to Concur. Obviously no one disagrees 
with the loss of a fetus at any time within a mother’s, a woman’s preg- 
nancy is devastating, and if there is any cause, or reason, or whatever 
that someone should be held accountable. But New Hampshire has con- 
sidered measures like this many times, over a dozen times in the last few 
decades, and has repeatedly rejected it. Why? Because in 1990 a series 
of bipartisan negotiations resulted in recognizing the severe harm the 
death of a fetus causes, and provides for enhanced penalties under RSA 
631:1 and RSA 631:2 including first and second degree assault. Senate 
Bill 66, however, takes a very different approach by recognizing a fetus as 
a person, who can be an independent victim of a crime with legal rights 
that are distinct from the woman who was harmed. This threatens to 
pit the rights of the fetus against the rights of the mother and creates 
a legal basis for depriving women of their status as full persons under 
the law. We also heard that during the bill’s original deliberation in 
the Senate, medical experts were not consulted at any point during the 
crafting of this legislation. It’s irresponsible to take an arbitrary fact-less 
approach to the determination of legislation that has such a potentially 
profound impact on women in our state. So for all these reasons I hope 
that you will consider nonconcurring and not acceding to the House 
request. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Birdsell.) 


SENATOR BIRDSELL: Thank you, Mister President. I fully support 
the Concur motion that the chair has put together. This is a bill that 
thirty-eight states in this nation have passed. It protects the rights of a 
woman if she wants to choose an abortion. What this basically does is 
bring justice to those women who have made a choice, made their choice 
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to have a child, and that choice was taken away under, from someone 
other than herself. So with that, Mister President, I fully hope that the 
body will vote to Concur with the House. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you, Mister President, and I rise in op- 
position to the Concur motion. I want to say that if it were to pass there’s 
a chance that, and if it had passed back when I was pregnant with my 
first child, I might have been seen as a criminal. I think this is, in fact, a 
thinly veiled attempt to again take away women’s rights regarding their 
own bodies. When I was pregnant with my first child at about twenty-one 
weeks, I was skiing with the approval of my ob-gyn in Colorado, with my 
nephew who was skiing for the first time and was five years old. He and 
I were waiting for the chairlift and it came along and scooped us up but 
it actually scooped him right off and he flew into the air and landed about 
six feet or seven feet off, and was screaming in pain. I was the only one 
there with him at the time and so I assessed it very quickly in my own 
mind as any person would, and decided that I should jump off the chairlift 
to be with this child, who we later found out had broken his leg. Had, 
and I landed on my belly. Had this ended my pregnancy I would have 
been beyond devastated. It did not but had it, under this law, or this bill, 
I would have been seen as being negligent and I would have been able 
to be tried for negligent homicide, and that is why I strongly disapprove, 
and do not Concur. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Carson.) 


SENATOR CARSON: Thank you, Mister President. I rise and ask the 
body to support the decision of Concur. This is not a new issue, those of 
us that have been here for a while know that this issue has come before 
us a number of times and we’ve just never been able to strike the right 
balance. I believe Senate Bill 66 does strike that right balance. I agree 
with my colleague from Senate District 19, that this is about choice, 
about a woman’s choice who has decided I want this child, and then 
finds her choice has been taken away through the actions of another. We 
heard testimony time and time again how the Supreme Court has asked 
us to address this issue, and again I believe Senate Bill 66 addresses 
this issue. Thank you very much, Mister President.

SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. I rise in 
opposition to the motion to Concur. I don’t have a strong preference about 
whether we just nonconcur or nonconcur and go to a committee of confer- 
ence but we cannot, in my view, concur for three reasons. Number one, 
this is a major change from the bill that my friend from District 11 filed, 
which dealt with game operators in primary game operators and second- 
ary game operators. That morphed into dealing with tip pooling, gener- 
ally, across the board, which is a very controversial topic and completely 
different than the bill that Senate Ways and Means and this Senate ap- 
proved, the bill that, like I said, my friend from District 11 filed. Second, 
this kind of issue, Mister President, typically goes to labor, labor and 
commerce committees. It ended up in House Ways and Means because 
it was a completely different issue, and Senate Ways and Means dealt 
with it and sent it out, it ended up in House Ways and Means. So I un- 
derstand how maybe this got, you Low, re-worked without a recognition 
of the controversial and complex issues involved with tip pooling. But it 
didn’t go to the right committee, the committees that have been dealing 
with this for a long, long time. Third, the U.S. Department of Labor, a 
couple of years ago, promulgated rules that affect tip pooling, specifically 
affecting tip pooling agreements where the employee that doesn’t get the 
tip is involved. And those rules, Mister President, have been challenged 
in a recent case to the U.S. Supreme Court by the National Restaurant 
Association, it’s been recently accepted by the U.S. Supreme Court, Mister 
President, and one of the issues on appeal that’s being briefed right now 
at the U.S. Supreme Court is whether or not the decision below, that’s 
the ninth circuit decision, that the Fair Labor Standards Act allows the 
Department of Labor to regulate tip pooling by employers that do not 
take a tip, and by employees that do not take a tip credit, violates this 
court’s Fair Labor Standards Act ruling and creates a circuit conflict. So, 
obviously, this is a subject of dispute, it’s now at the U.S. Supreme Court, 
and why do I raise this issue not just because it directly bears on the 
language, but if you look at line 10 and 11 of what the House Ways and 
Means Committee included it says, “to provide a portion of [the tip to] the 
common pool to other employees, regardless of job category.” So it could 
be an employee that receives a tip, giving to a tip pool to employees that 
do not receive a tip. So, this is a very complicated issue, I think the U.S. 
Supreme Court is dealing with this. Again, I don’t have a recommendation 
about whether or not to nonconcur and go to a committee of conference 
and try to save the bill, my friend from District 11, I would prefer that, 
but one thing we can’t do, Mister President, is accept the House’s position 
of radically changing this bill and going into a territory that is of dispute, 
not just here in New Hampshire, but at the U.S. Supreme Court right 
now. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise and ask the 
body to respect the recommendation of the Ways and Means Committee, 
and to acknowledge the fact that I had conversations with members and, 
including, the prime sponsor of the bill and he is supportive of the motion 
to Concur. Now, Mister President, we have to remember the fact that at 
the end of the day it is your sole discretion by where to send bills and 
we all know that sometimes a subject matter may change slightly, but 
I have complete confidence and faith in the members of our committee 
to have done the right and proper job. So let’s talk about the right and 
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proper job for a little bit because, Mister President, I need to declare 
that I may have a conflict in this because I am an employer of which 
I do have some employees that receive tips, I’ve also been chair of the 
Commerce Committee, so I think I have the expertise both on the policy 
matter as well as a practical matter to talk about this subject issue 
that’s in front of us. The issue on tip pooling has always been one that 
has always caused some consternation in our state. The state of New 
Hampshire’s been very clear, this bill is very, very clear, that there can 
be no coercion; there can be no forced influence at all by members of 
management. If employees who are working together decide that they 
want to work the room as a group, collect the tips in their collective 
manner and equally distribute them, shouldn’t we as a legislature, and 
shouldn’t we as employers allow them to do that, ensuring that we don’t 
provide any coercions. Now when we start talking about job practices 
of people who might not be tipped, this is specifically to benefit those 
young kids who are busboys or busgirls, that are non-tipped employ- 
ees, but they're out there schlepping around doing their job, and if the 
employees who get tips decide that they want to share those tips with 
someone else, shouldn’t we provide them with that ability to do that? I 
would think that this body would encourage people who work hard to 
be able to receive some additional benefit for doing so. So at the end 
of the day, Mister President, this is not a radical change, this is not a 
significant change from, frankly, what happens every single day in the 
hospitality industry across America. That every time all of us go to our 
Republican dinners or our Democrat dinners and we have, you know, 
we all participate in that wonderful rubber chicken that we have and 
there’s a group of servers running around collectively providing ser- 
vices, and if there is a tip involved, that ability for employees to service 
everybody, and they alone, they alone make the decision of how they’re 
going to collect and distribute without any influence by management. 
It is a reasonable piece of legislation that reconfirms the practice that’s 
happening all over America, and the prime sponsor and the committee 
would, again, suggest that people Concur with the legislation. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro. ) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, I urge my colleagues to nonconcur. I mean we’ve heard about the 
complexity of this issue. It’s much more complex than has been iterated, 
and indeed it changes the focus and it changes the entire picture. We 
haven’t had a chance to thoroughly investigate this. This amendment 
comes before us and we're asked to concur on a subject which, really, we 
have relatively little knowledge of. We hear that there’s some controversy 
in the issue, and I think when you have a situation like that it’s in the 
best interest to nonconcur, or at least to create a committee of conference 
where you can get the issues on the table and discuss them. You know 
the eleventh hour is a great time in the political process when things 
happen to a piece of legislation. In my opinion it’s happened to this 
piece of legislation. So, I urge my colleagues to nonconcur, and if they 
find that to be not the proper thing to do at least request a committee 
of conference. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. I believe that a tipped 
restaurant employee that the hourly wage is $2.13— $3.26, really? Think 
it’s...1 don’t think so. Anyway, it’s pretty low, and that wasn’t the intent 
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that I understood with the original bill, that we weren’t dealing with 
employees that are paid on an hourly basis significantly below $7.25 an 
hour. I think the bill does change significantly when it’s expanded across 
to try to reach this tipped classification that federal labor standards has 
available that sets an hourly wage that’s as low as it is, and should be 
dealt with separately from what this bill originally dealt with. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. This was my bill. 
Originally it did deal with operators second, I think they call it second 
operators, or something. The bill as amended actually satisfies what I 
intended to do. Granted, it expands it a little bit, you know I’ve dealt 
with the tip pooling thing, I was eighteen years over on the Labor Com- 
mittee in the House, so this isn’t my first go around with tip pooling. As 
far as expanding it to allow people who receive tips to give it to those 
who are assisting them, I see no reason why we should stand in the way 
of allowing them to do that. So I would support the Concur and ask you 
to go along with that. Thank you, Mister President.

The question is on the adoption of the Committee of Conference Report. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in favor of the 
motion to concur. I just want to say that this budget as it came through the 
committee of conference, spends less than what the Senate had proposed 
in their budget. The total spending is at 11.727 billion with general fund 
spending at 4.915 billion. The projections that came through for revenues 
were $24 million lower than what the Senate had projected and it assumes 
general fund revenue growth of only .9 percent in year one and 1.7 percent 
in year two. As a result 104 million less is spent from the Senate Budget in 
total funds and 24 million in general funds. This spending is also beneath 
the House and the Governor’s budget. There are no new taxes or fees in 
this budget and the rainy day fund is at 100 million. And I'd like to speak 
just for a moment about the rainy day fund, because I know I’ve received 
comments from both sides of the aisle on the rainy day fund, whether we 
should spend it or not spend it. One of the things that I received from the 
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treasurer recently was a note that Massachusetts missed an opportunity 
during the recent period of economic expansion to restore its reserves in 
accordance with its own fiscal policies. S&P is looking in increased reserve 
levels to provide a hedge against future revenue volatility, particularly 
as the economic recovery enters its ninth year. This perceived failure, 
combined with elevated debt levels and a below average pension funding 
level, leaves the state exposed to the next downturn. S&P in fact lowered 
Massachusetts’ bond rating from AA+ to AA, which is now the same as 
New Hampshire. This is precisely why we have fought to keep the rainy 
day fund at $100 million, so that if that economic downturn hits, we stand 
on good solid financial ground in order to weather that. So I would ask 
for your support in the motion to concur with this, and thank all, again, 
who have contributed to the process over the past few weeks. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent and my colleagues, I rise in opposition to House Bill 144. In my time 
in the Senate I’ve learned a couple of things. One is how to count, and the 
counting mechanism is quite simple when you only have twenty three. I 
know where the votes are. The second thing I’ve learned is don’t be verbose 
because, indeed, you’re not going to change any minds at this point in 
time. But indeed, just spelling out a couple of things that make sense to 
me, I want to articulate to the body. When we approached the budgeting 
process we were faced with a humongous task. We really had nothing to 
come over from the House of Representatives, quite unusual, they failed to 
pass a budget. So we took the Governor’s budget, the Governor’s proposal 
and worked from it, but what we didn’t take were the Governor’s revenues. 
We did not take the Governor’s revenues. As a result of that, the process 
was stymied to some extent because you had to look at a different set of 
revenues. I think that’s problematic, that’s very problematic. We as a state 
have seen good economic times, very good economic times for the last two 
fiscal years. We’ve increased the money in our revenue stabilization ac- 
count to almost $100 million. But what we haven’t done in this particular 
budget, is just a couple of things that I feel very strongly about, and one 
is foster grandparents. We didn’t have enough money to spend $100,000 
a year on foster grandparents. We couldn't find it within our resources to 
fund foster grandparents. We could not find it within our resources. By 
the way the Senate did propose this, but we lost it with the committee of 
conference. We couldn’t find enough money to support congregate housing, 
and what that meant to people who wanted to stay at home and stay in 
their housing facilities. Those are just two things that I talk about, those 
are choices. Life is a series of problem solving exercises; we’re supposed 
to solve problems. Those problems still exist. I ask my colleagues to think 
about that. Each and every one of us comes here, in my opinion, trying to 
do the right thing. We want to do the right thing for the people that we 
represent; we want to do the right thing for the state. In my opinion this 
bill does not address doing the right thing. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I want to talk about the revenue side of the equation because I have the 
full faith and confidence of the Chair of Finance and listen to and sup- 
ane his position of where this current budget is. Mister President, you 

now that I sat in this body during the budget debate of 2010, when we 
heard people say we didn’t project enough money to spend on everything 
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we wanted to spend it on. I sat here, Mister President, in 2012 when I 
heard people stand up and say we didn’t project enough money so we 
could spend on everything we wanted to spend it on. Mister President, I 
stood here in 2014 when I heard people stand and rise and say we didn’t 
project enough money to spend on everything we wanted to spend it 
on, and today Mister President, I stand here again and hear the same 
concerns that we didn’t project a high enough level of revenue to spend 
everything we want to spend it on. Mister President, there’s a tremen- 
dous amount of truth to that statement. There’s a lot of things we’d like 
to spend money on, every single one of us I know have things that are 
important to us as a body and important to us individually, and I have 
a full appreciation, and I think the work that the committee of confer- 
ence did to recognize the fact that we all wish that we had that magic 
wand so money would just fall off the trees like leaves in October, so we 
could spend it on everything that we wanted to spend it on. But alas, 
we also have to remember the fact that money doesn’t fall of trees, it 
doesn’t fall to the ground in October like leaves when they turn red and 
orange. We’re pulling the money out of people’s pockets; we’re taking 
money from other people to spend on other things. So our obligation and 
responsibility is to always balance that equation and we can never forget 
that everything we believe is a priority in this body that we believe is 
the right thing to do in many cases is the right thing to do. In order to 
do that, we have to take from other people. This budget tries to really 
find that balance and strike that place where we're doing as least harm 
to everybody. In all of my personal perspective I think the estimates are 
high Mister President, we have talked about that. It is a position that 
I can live with, and at the same token I do also recognize and respect 
there are those in this body that doesn’t think it’s high enough, and I ask 
them to also consider the fact that on all budgets it is about compromise, 
it is about that we all get a little, we all have to give a little bit up and 
this budget achieves that role. So with that, Mister President, I thank 
you for the time and I hope people will support House Bill 144. Thank 
you, Mister President.

ae the bill by replacing all after the enacting clause with the fol- 
owing: 
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1 Department of Administrative Services; Consolidation of Human Re- 
sources and Payroll Functions. 

I. Notwithstanding any law or administrative rule to the contrary, 
the commissioner of administrative services, with the prior approval of 
the fiscal committee of the general court and the governor and council, 
may make such transfers of appropriation items and changes in alloca- 
tions of funds available for operational purposes to the department of 
administrative services from any other agency necessary to effectuate 
the efficient consolidation or deconsolidation of human resources, payroll 
and business processing functions within state government. Such busi- 
ness processing functions shall include: . 

(a) Accounts receivable; 

(b) Accounts payable; 

(c) Collection of fines, penalties, fees, restitution, remittances, and 
other moneys due to the state; and 

(d) Such additional finance, accounting and other functions and 
transactions that the commissioner of administrative services determines 
may potentially achieve substantial efficiencies from consolidation. 

II. The commissioner of administrative services may establish the 
number of total personnel required for human resources, payroll and busi- 
ness processing functions in the executive branch of state government and, 
with the prior approval of the governor and council, may eliminate un- 
necessary positions and may transfer positions to or from the department 
of administrative services to or from any other agency if the commissioner 
of administrative services concludes that such transfers or eliminations 
are necessary to effectuate the efficient consolidation or deconsolidation 
of human resources, payroll or business processing functions within state 
government. Such transfers may, if deemed appropriate by the commis- 
sioner of administrative services, include the transfer of all associated 
books, papers, records, personnel files, and equipment, including, but not 
limited to, work station and information technology equipment, and may, 
if deemed appropriate by the commissioner of administrative services, 
include the transfer of any unexpended appropriations for any of the 
foregoing, and any bart et appropriations for salary/payroll, benefits, 
support costs, or any other costs associated with the transferred person- 
nel. The department of administrative services may also establish new 
full-time temporary positions within the department, if the commissioner 
of administrative services deems it necessary to effectuate the efficient 
consolidation or deconsolidation of human resources, payroll or business 
processing functions. 

III. The commissioner of administrative services may locate person- 
nel whose positions have been transferred in such work spaces as the 
commissioner determines will efficiently effectuate the consolidation or 
deconsolidation of functions. Such work spaces may include either space 
currently owned or rented by the state, or space which may be rented 
by the commissioner utilizing amounts which may be saved by the state 
as the result of the consolidation or deconsolidation of functions. 

IV. If the commissioner of administrative services consolidates, de- 
consolidates or, pursuant to 2015, 276:2 or other law, has consolidated 
or deconsolidated, any human resources, payroll or business processing 
function and subsequently determines that such consolidation or decon- 
solidation is not cost effective or beneficial to the interests of the state, 
the commissioner may, with the prior approval of the fiscal committee 
of the general court, deconsolidate or reconsolidate, fully or partially, 
any human resources, payroll or business processing function within the 
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executive branch of state government. As part of a deconsolidation the 
commissioner, after consultation with the heads of such executive branch 
agencies as may be affected, will determine positions to be transferred 
to another agency, will determine positions to be transferred elsewhere 
within the department of administrative services or will determine posi- 
tions to be eliminated. 

V. Any unspent balance remaining on the $250,000 appropriation 
made by 2011, 224:86 to the department of administrative services for 
the biennium ending June 30, 2013, for the purpose of selecting and 
retaining an independent business processing consultant to evaluate 
and make recommendations relative to the consolidation of business 
processing functions within state government, shall not lapse until 
June 30, 2019. The department of administrative services may use this 
balance to fund such projects, functions, or activities as the commissioner 
of administrative services may direct relating to the efficiency of state 
government, including, but not limited to, the selection and retention 
of an independent business processing consultant and/or other projects, 
functions, or activities relating to the consolidation or deconsolidation 
of human resource, payroll and business processing functions. 

2 New Section; Health Risk Appraisal; Protected Health Information.

I. In order to recognize the historic and cultural contributions of Na- 
tive Americans to New Hampshire, to promote and strengthen their own 
heritage, and to further their needs through state policy and programs, 
there is hereby established the New Hampshire commission on Native 
American affairs. 

II. The commission shall consist of 15 members who derive from geo- 
graphically diverse areas of the state and are representative of the di- 
verse groups, organizations, and individuals knowledgeable about Native 
American history, culture, and affairs as follows: 

(a) The director or designee of the division of travel and tourism 
development, department of business and economic affairs. 

) The director or designee of the Native American Program at 
Dartmouth College. 

(c) An archaeologist appointed by the director of the division of 
historical resources. 

(d) The director or designee of the state council on the arts. 

(e) Eleven members from the public at large, who shall be rep- 
resentatives from the Native American community, appointed by the 
governor from recommendations prepared by the director of the division 
of historical resources. All interested individuals shall submit a letter 
to the director of the division of historical resources stating why they 
wish to be considered and their qualifications accompanied by 3 letters 
of recommendation. 

ITI, Each member of the commission shall serve a 3-year term, and no 
member shall serve more than 2 consecutive terms. A vacancy occurring 
other than by expiration of term shall be filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment was made but for the unexpired term only. Initial 
appointments by the governor shall be for staggered terms of one, 2, or 
3 years. Members of the commission shall serve without compensation. 

IV. For voting purposes a quorum shall be 9 members. 

V. At the first meeting, which shall be called by the first named 
member of the commission within 45 days after the completion of the 
naming of the commission members, members of the commission shall 
elect a chairman, secretary, and treasurer. Officers shall be elected for a 
one-year term but may be elected to serve an additional term. All officers 
of the commission shall be elected by a majority vote of the members. 

VI. The commission shall: 

(a) Review and study local, state, and federal issues common to 
Native Americans and persons of Native American descent who are re- 
siding in this state. 

(b) Develop recommendations to assist state agencies with the pres- 
ervation and protection of Native American artifacts and burial grounds 
under the Native American Graves Protection and Repatriation Act of 
1990, P.L. 101-601. 

(c) Assist Native American groups, organizations, and individuals 
in New Hampshire with: 
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(1) Securing social services, education, employment opportuni- 
ties, health care, housing, cultural opportunities, and census information 
as available at both the state and federal levels, including assistance 
in determining eligibility for the Indian Child Welfare Act of 1978, 25 
U.S.C. section 1902 et seq. 

(2) Establishing and/or continuing programs concerning Native 
American history, culture, and affairs, including those offered through 
the United States Department of Education Office on Indian Education 
pursuant to Title VII of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
established in 1972. 

(3) Promoting and strengthening the creation, display, and sale 
of Native American arts and crafts, and providing educational informa- 
tion to artisans and marketing outlets promoting the legal labeling of 
such products as Indian or Native American produced, as provided in 
18 U.S.C. section 1159(c)(3)(B) and 25 U.S.C. section 305e(d), as well as 
determining eligibility for the Indian Arts and Crafts Act of 1990, P.L. 
101-644, and receiving assistance and support from the Indian Arts and 
Crafts Board, as provided in 25 U.S.C. section 305 et seq. 

VII. The commission shall meet at least 4 times a year and at any 
other times at the request of the chairperson or by 7 members of the 
commission. Notice of all meetings and minutes of such meetings shall 
be posted on the New Hampshire department of natural and cultural 
resources website. 

VIII. The commission may accept any gifts, grants, or donations from 
any public or private source, provided that such gifts, grants, or dona- 
tions shall be used exclusively to advance the commission’s purpose and 
duties. Information concerning the receipt of any gifts, grants, or dona- 
tions shall be posted on the department of cultural resources website. 

IX. Beginning November 1, 2011, and each year thereafter, the 
commission shall submit an annual report of its activities, findings, 
and recommendations to the governor, the speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives, the senate president, the commissioner of the department 
of natural and cultural resources, and the state library. The annual 
report shall be approved by a majority vote of the commission and shall 
be posted on the department of natural and cultural resources website. 

X. The commission shall be administratively attached to the depart- 
ment of natural and cultural resources. 

XI. Nothing in the purposes and duties of the commission shall be 
interpreted to provide any Native American with any other special rights 
or privileges that the state does not confer on or grant to other state 
residents. The authority to grant state tribal status or recognition under 
section 104 of the Indian Arts and Crafts Act of 1990, 18 U.S.C. section 
1159(c)(3)(B), is reserved solely to the New Hampshire general court. 

29 New Section; Film and Television Commission. Amend RSA 12-A 
by inserting after section 41-a the following new section: 

12-A:41-b New Hampshire Film and Television Commission Estab- 
lished; Members; Duties. 

I. There is established a New Hampshire film and television com- 
mission within the department of natural and cultural resources. The 
purposes of the commission shall be: 

(a) To promote the economic development of the film and television 
industry in New Hampshire. 

(b) To promote the utilization of location sites by the film and 
television industry in the state of New Hampshire.

(c) Educate state, local, and private officials and organizations re- 
garding the benefits and rewards that can result from increased develop- 
ment of this industry. 

(d) Secure sites, as appropriate, within the state suitable for film- 
ing by the motion picture industry, the television industry, independent 
film producers, and other filmmakers. 

II. Members of the commission shall be as follows: 

(a) Five members appointed by the commissioner of the department 
of natural and cultural resources: 

(1) Three members representing the film and television industry. 
(2) Two members of the general public with an interest in the 
film industry. 

(b) The commissioner of the department of natural and cultural 
resources, or designee. 

(c) The commissioner of safety, or designee. 

(d) The executive director of the fish and game department, or des- 
ignee. 

(e) A representative of the New Hampshire Association of Chamber 
of Commerce Executives, appointed by that organization. 

(f) A representative the New Hampshire Municipal Association, 
appointed by that organization. 

(g) A representative of the New Hampshire Police Chiefs’ Associa- 
tion, appointed by that organization. 

A member of the senate, appointed by the senate president. 

(i) A member of the house of representatives, appointed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives. 

IV. Members appointed under subparagraph III(a) shall serve as vot- 
ing members of the commission; all other members shall serve as nonvot- 
ing members of the commission. The term of office for members shall be 
3 years and until a successor is appointed, except that members of the 
executive branch and legislature shall serve a term coterminous with their 
appointment or term in office. The initial members of the commission 
shall serve staggered terms. Vacancies shall be filled in the same manner 
and for the unexpired terms. The members of the commission shall serve 
without compensation, but shall be reimbursed for necessary travel and 
other necessary expenses. Legislative members shall receive mileage at 
the legislative rate when attending to the duties of the commission. 

V. The members shall annually elect a person from among its mem- 
bership to act as chairperson.

12-0:1 Definitions. In this chapter: 

I. “Commissioner” means the commissioner of the department of busi- 
ness and economic affairs. 

‘i II. “Department” means the department of business and economic 
affairs. 

12-0:2 Establishment; Purpose. 

I. There shall be a department of business and economic affairs under 
the executive direction of a commissioner of business and economic affairs, 
consisting of a division of economic development which shall include but 
not be limited to a bureau of workforce development, and a division of 
travel and tourism development which shall include but not be limited to a 
bureau of visitor service. The department’s purpose shall be to ensure the 
efficient coordinated function of the department, economic development 
policies of the state of New Hampshire and the collaborative participation 
of all related state departments, agencies, and authorities. 

II. The purpose of this chapter is to improve the administration of 
state government by providing unified direction of policies, programs, 
and personnel in the field of economic development and travel and tour- 
ism development making possible increased efficiency and economies 
from integrated administration and operation of these related functions 
of the state government. 

12-0:3 General Provisions. 

I. Upon the recommendation of the commissioner after consultation 
with division directors concerned and the council of partner agencies es- 
tablished in RSA 12-0:7, the governor and council are authorized to ap- 
prove revisions in internal administrative departmental organization as 
the governor and council find from time to time may improve or make 
more economical the administration of the department. 

II. With the approval of the governor and council and of the direc- 
tor of personnel, the commissioner of business and economic affairs is 
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authorized to transfer classified personnel, appropriations or portions 
thereof relating thereto as well as necessary equipment, within any 
division or between divisions of the department. 

12-0:4 Powers and Duties of Department. In addition to any other pow- 
ers and duties set forth in this chapter or as otherwise provided by statute, 
the department of business and economic affairs shall have the power 
and duty to plan and conduct a program of information and publicity to 
attract tourists, visitors, industrial concerns, and other interested persons 
from outside the state to the state of New Hampshire, and to encourage, 
coordinate, and participate in the efforts of other public and private orga- 
nizations or groups of citizens in order to publicize the facilities, industrial 
advantages, and other attractions of the state for the same purposes. 
The commissioner shall assign such duties and functions as in her or his 
discretion will best effectuate the purposes, powers, and duties set forth 
in this section and as otherwise provided by statute. The department is 
authorized to set its logo and to establish and maintain any websites. 

12-0:5 Commissioner of Business and Economic Affairs. There shall be 
a commissioner of business and economic affairs who shall be appointed 
by the governor and council for a term of 4 years from the date of ap- 
pointment. It shall be the responsibility of the commissioner to organize 
and direct the work of the department. The commissioner shall appoint 
one member of his or her staff who shall act in the commissioner’s stead 
when said commissioner is absent from the state and at such other times 
as directed by the commissioner. When acting for the commissioner said 
person shall have all the power, duties, and authority of the commissioner. 
Directors of departmental divisions shall be subject to the supervisory 
authority of the commissioner, which authority shall include power to 
establish department and divisional policy as well as to control the actual 
operations of the department and all divisions therein. The commissioner 
is authorized to establish any advisory commissions and programs which 
the commissioner may deem necessary to carry out the mission and opera- 
tions of the department. 

12-0:6 Reports and Publications. The commissioner of business and 
economic affairs is authorized to prepare, publish, and distribute reports, 
charts, surveys, or other documents consistent with the responsibilities of 
the department. The commissioner may charge reasonable fees for such 
documents. Fees for documents distributed by the department shall be 
adopted as rules under RSA 541-A. 

12-0:7 Council of Partner Agencies Established. 

I. There shall be a council of partner agencies to assist and advise 
the commissioner of business and economic affairs which shall consist 
of the following members: 

(a) The executive director of the business finance authority. 

(b) The chancellor of the community college system. 

(c) The Executive director of the community development finance 
authority. 

(d) The executive director of the New Hampshire housing finance 
authority. 

II. The council shall develop bylaws to guide its operations. 

III. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall chair the council. 

12-0:8 Council of Partner Agencies; Duties. The council established in 
RSA 12-0:7 shall consult with and advise the commissioner of business 
and economic affairs with respect to the policy, programs, and opera- 
tions of the department upon a continuing basis and for said purposes 
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shall meet with the commissioner not less frequently than quarterly. 
Each agency represented on the council shall make reasonable efforts to 
coordinate its economic development activities with those of the depart- 
ment, provided that nothing in this section shall be construed to deprive 
represented agencies of their authority to operate autonomously. The 
council shall submit to the governor and council biennially a written re- 
port of the activities of the department covering the previous 2 calendar 
years, which report shall be a public document. A nonpublic session of 
the council may be called at any time for any of the reasons specified in 
ee ee II upon majority vote and shall consist solely of the members 
thereof. 

12-0:9 Directors of Divisions. The commissioner shall nominate for 
appointment by the governor and council a director of economic develop- 
ment and a director of travel and tourism development, each of whom 
shall serve, subject to the provisions of RSA 4:1, for a term of 4 years from 
the date of appointment and until a successor is appointed and quali- 
fied. The directors of the divisions of economic development and travel 
and tourism development who are in office on the effective date of the 
transfer of those divisions to the department of business and economic 
affairs shall serve for the remainder their terms, at which time they 
may be reappointed in accordance with the provisions of this chapter. 
Any vacancy in such office shall be filled for the unexpired term in the 
same manner as the original appointment. Directors of divisions shall 
be responsible for the administration and operation of their respective 
divisions subject to the supervisory authority of the commissioner as set 
forth in RSA 12-0:5. 

12-0:10 Salaries. The annual salaries of the commissioner of business 
and economic affairs, and of the directors of the divisions, shall be as 
provided in RSA 94. 

12-0:11 Division of Travel and Tourism Development; Transfer of Func- 
tions, Powers, and Duties. All of the functions, powers, duties, personnel, 
records, and property of the division of travel and tourism development 
of the former department of resources and economic development are 
hereby transferred to the division of travel and tourism development of 
the department of business and economic affairs. Whenever reference is 
made to the division of travel and tourism development in the statutes, it 
shall henceforth be construed to mean the division of travel and tourism 
development of the department of business and economic affairs. 

12-0:12 Division of Economic Development; Transfer of Functions, 
Powers, and Duties. All of the functions, powers, duties, personnel, re- 
cords, and property of the division of economic development are hereby 
transferred from the former department of resources and economic de- 
velopment to the division of economic development of the department 
of business and economic affairs. Whenever reference is made to the 
division of economic development in the statutes, it shall henceforth be 
construed to mean the division of economic development of the depart- 
ment of business and economic affairs. 

12-0:13 Travel and Tourism Revolving Fund; Transfer; Functions. 

I. The travel and tourism revolving fund in the former department of 
resources and economic development is hereby transferred to the depart- 
ment of business and economic affairs. The fund is hereby established 
as a nonlapsing revolving fund. The revolving fund shall be used for, 
but not be limited to, cooperative efforts with the private sector, for the 
purpose of bulk brochure distribution, familiarization tours, promotional 
programs, trade shows, and other projects generally recognized as ben- 
eficial to promoting the state of New Hampshire. 
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II. All income received from participation in cooperative promotional 
programs, familiarization tours, trade shows, brochure distribution proj- 
ects, and other promotional opportunities which become available, shall 
be deposited into the fund. 

III. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall submit a report detailing the activities of the revolving fund 
annually to the governor and council and the fiscal committee of the gen- 
eral court within 60 days of the close of each fiscal year. 

12-0:14 New Hampshire Tourism Policy. It is the intent of the gen- 
eral court that all agencies and departments of state government and, 
specifically, the director of travel and tourism development, under the 
supervision of the commissioner of business and economic affairs, shall 
implement their statutory responsibilities in a manner consistent with 
promoting and encouraging the orderly growth and development of tour- 
ism within the state. This policy shall include efforts to: 

I. Foster awareness and appreciation of New Hampshire’s natural, 
historical, cultural, and scenic resources among its residents. 

II. Instill a better understanding among New Hampshire residents and 
also state employees of the importance of tourism to the state economy. 

III. Establish and maintain a database on matters concerning state 
tourism research. 

IV. Encourage fairs, conventions, trade shows, and other expositions 
of hospitality and friendliness toward visitors. 

V. Protect and preserve wildlife, natural resources, and geological, 
archaeological, and cultural treasures within the state for the enjoyment 
of residents and nonresidents. 

VI. Support tourism by developing an essential tourism infrastruc- 
ture, including, but not limited to, adequate highways and public trans- 
portation networks and facilities for the traveling public. 

VII. Encourage, assist, and coordinate, when possible, the tourism 
activities of local and regional promotional organizations. 

VIII. Encourage law enforcement personnel to assist, whenever pos- 
sible, the traveling public by providing them with a hospitable reception 
and appropriate information. 

IX. Ensure, when feasible, equal access by visitors and residents to 
public recreational resources. 

X. Ensure that the interest of tourism is fully considered by state 
agencies and the general court in its deliberations. 

XI. Harmonize, to the maximum extent, all state activities in support 
of tourism with the needs of the general public, the state and its political 
subdivisions, and the tourism industry. Any conflicts among the agencies 
and departments of the state in the implementation of their responsibili- 
ties under this section shall be referred to the council on resources and 
development established by RSA 162-C. 

XII. Utilize tourism activities and resources as resident recruitment 
tools for the state. 

12-0:15 Director of Travel and Tourism Development; Duties. The di- 
rector of travel and tourism development, under the supervision of the 
commissioner of business and economic affairs and consistent with the 
New Hampshire tourism policy under RSA 12-0:14, shall: 

I. Promote New Hampshire as a domestic and international travel 
destination in order to increase visitation and travel expenditures, busi- 
ness activity, and employment throughout the state. 

II. Develop and administer programs to encourage and promote the 
development of the tourism industry in the state. 
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III. Provide information and assistance to local and regional officials 
on matters related to travel and tourism and encourage the development 
of locally coordinated programs. 

IV. Encourage partnerships among the tourism industry, business 
and industry, and state and local officials to expand the state’s travel 
promotion strategy. 

V. Raise the perception of travel and tourism in the minds of New 
Hampshire residents, businesses, and government. 

VI. Conduct research to measure the effectiveness of promotional 
programs. 

VII. Ensure that New Hampshire maintains a high quality tourism 
experience for the visitor by working with the travel industry on ways 
to utilize natural, historical, cultural, and recreational attractions and 
facilitating statewide activities which can be used as resources by the 
travel industry. 

VIN. Perform any other duties and functions as assigned by the com- 
missioner. 

12-0:16 Travel and Tourism Development Fund. 

I. There is hereby established in the office of the state treasurer a fund 
to be known as the travel and tourism development fund. Any appropria- 
tions received shall be deposited in the fund. Moneys in the fund and any 
interest earned on the fund shall be used for the purpose of promoting and 
developing appropriate travel and tourism initiatives through the division 
of travel and tourism development and shall not be used for any other 
purpose. The director of travel and tourism development shall oversee 
expenditures from the fund. The moneys in the fund shall be nonlapsing. 

II. The commissioner shall prepare an annual report to be presented 
no later than December 1 of each year to the governor and council, the 
fiscal committee of the general court, the president of the senate, and 
the speaker of the house of representatives. The report shall detail the 
specific activities supported by, and expenditures from, the fund during 
the past year and shall additionally detail the activities of the travel 
and tourism revolving fund established in RSA 12-0:13. 

12-0:17 Joint Promotional Program. A joint promotional advertising 
program is hereby established to carry out the duties of the department 
of business and economic affairs as set forth in RSA 12-0:4 to publicize 
the advantages of the state of New Hampshire for tourism and to encour- 
age continuous partnership with private industry in this promotion in 
order to maintain a viable and strong economic base in the state. 

I. The department shall administer a joint promotional advertising 
program. The funds appropriated for this program shall be expended for 
grants for advertising programs entered into with independent groups 
or organizations which are designed to promote travel and tourism in 
the state of New Hampshire. 

If. Funds appropriated to the joint promotional program shall only be 
made available to regional associations, statewide tourist groups, cham- 
bers of commerce, or other promotional organizations with the approval of 
the commissioner. Such grants shall only be given to those organizations 
which have been in existence for at least 3 years prior to the date of the 
grant application. 

III. Grant awards shall require 50 percent matching funds from pri- 
vate sources. Grants shall not be used for the administrative salaries or 
overhead expenses of any applicant selected for a grant. 

IV. Grant applications shall be reviewed by appropriate staff which 
shall recommend approval or disapproval of applications to the commis- 
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sioner of business and economic affairs. A recommendation for disapproval 
by the commissioner shall be in writing with the reasons for disapproval 
stated. 

V. Funds appropriated for the joint promotional program for the first 
fiscal year of any biennium shall not lapse and shall be available for 
expenditure during the second fiscal year of the biennium. All funds which 
have not been expended by the end of the second fiscal year of a bien- 
nium shall lapse to the general fund. 

VI. The commissioner shall adopt rules under RSA 541-A after pub- 
lic rue governing the joint promotional program. These rules shall 
include: 

(a) A description of the joint promotional program, stating the gen- 
eral course and method of its operations and the methods by which the 
public may obtain information or make submissions or requests; 

(b) The procedures and criteria used to certify groups or organiza- 
tions eligible for matching grants; 

(c) The application process, including the information required of 
applicants; 

(d) The procedures and criteria used to evaluate grant applica- 
tions; and 

(e) Procedures for the administration of grants by recipients includ- 
ing reporting requirements. 

II. Three percent of the funds appropriated to the joint promotional 
program shall be allocated for a grant or grants to organizations that 
do not qualify under paragraph II. Such grants shall require 10 percent 
matching funds from private sources, provided that the organization: 

(a) Has a demonstrated program of cooperation for promotion; 

(b) Has a demonstrated need for promotion; 

i (c) Has demonstrated a case of regional depression or financial hard- 
snip; 

(d) Agrees that this unmatched grant shall not be awarded for more 
than 2 successive years; and 

(e) Further agrees that the affected area shall not be eligible for 
any unmatched grant for a period of 5 years after the second year fol- 
lowing the award of the first of any unmatched grant. 

12-0:18 Rest Areas and Welcome Centers. 

I. The department of business and economic affairs shall be respon- 
sible for the staffing of rest areas and welcome centers along the state’s 
highways. There is established in the department a bureau of visitor 
service to administer this function. The commissioner may consult with 
the local chambers of commerce relative to said function, and shall have 
the authority to enter into contracts with private or public entities for 
said function as the commissioner deems appropriate. 

II. Notwithstanding paragraph I, the department of transportation 
and the liquor commission may undertake and/or participate in the de- 
velopment of the welcome centers in Hooksett on the northbound and 
southbound lanes of Interstate Route 93 as authorized by the legislature. 

12-0:19 Package Plan Program; Recreational Facilities. 

I. As used in this section the following words and terms shall have 
the following meanings: 

(a) “Voluntary corporation,” a corporation organized under RSA 292, 
dedicated by its articles of agreement and bylaws to serve and promote the 
recreational interests of the state of New Hampshire or a section thereof 
and which may number among its members certain corporations actively 
engaged in developing and promoting recreational facilities in the state 
of New Hampshire. 
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(b) “Package plan program,” a method of selling tickets by which 
the department, in conjunction with a voluntary corporation, offers for 
sale to the general public interchangeable or reciprocal tickets for servic- 
es and accommodations, or both, in connection with recreational facilities 
of both the state and the voluntary corporation or any of its members. 
The charges for services and accommodations when sold in this manner 
may be less than when sold individually. 

IT. The department of business and economic affairs may participate 
in package plan programs with voluntary corporations as defined in this 
section, and businesses within the tourism industry. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of law, this participation may include entering into 
such agreements with voluntary corporations and businesses within the 
tourism industry as are in the best interests of the state, which agree- 
ments may relate to the development, promotion, administration, and 
sales of package plan programs. Such agreements shall permit the de- 
partment of business and economic affairs to provide to the voluntary cor- 
poration and businesses within the tourism industry a mutually agreed 
upon number of tickets or vouchers for tickets at a mutually agreed upon 
discounted rate in order to participate in the package plan program for 
promotional purposes or in lieu of dues to the voluntary corporation. 
Any revenue derived by participation in package plan programs payable 
to the department of business and economic affairs in accordance with 
such agreements shall be deposited with the state treasurer in the same 
manner as regular ticket sales. The commissioner of the department of 
business and economic affairs shall make annual reports on revenue 
derived from participation in package plan programs to the senate presi- 
dent, the speaker of the house, and governor and council by January 31 
following the close of each fiscal year. 

12-0:20 Director of Economic Development; Duties. The director of 
economic development, under the supervision of the commissioner of 
business and economic affairs shall: 

I. Establish and maintain a database on matters related to the econ- 
omy of the state and its economic development. 

II. Plan, develop, and administer programs to assist in the mainte- 
nance and expansion of existing industry and business in the state. 

III. Plan, develop, and administer programs to encourage and pro- 
mote the development of new industry and business in the state. 

IV. Provide information and assistance to local and regional officials 
on matters related to economic development and encourage the estab- 
lishment of local development plans and programs. 

V. Research and analyze information on matters related to the eco- 
nomic development of the state to support and evaluate the effectiveness 
of promotional and assistance programs. 

VI. Prepare a written economic development strategy and operating 
plan as required by RSA 12-0:24 through 12-0:28. 

VII. Plan, develop, and administer programs to assist in the imple- 
mentation of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, 29 U.S.C. section 
2801 et seq., as such may be amended, reauthorized, and in effect from 
time to time, implement the state plan established by the governor and 
the Workforce Opportunity Council, and perform the following additional 
functions: 

(a) Through the youth council, select youth providers of training 
services in the local areas. 

(b) Identify eligible providers of training services in the local area. 

(c) Identify eligible providers of intensive services, if not otherwise 
provided by the One-Stop operator. 
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(d) Develop a budget for carrying out the duties of the Workforce 
Opportunity Council, subject to the approval of the commissioner. 

(e) Oversee local programs of youth activities, local employment, 
and training service. 

(f) Establish, in conjunction with the commissioner, local perfor- 
mance measures. 

(g) Assist the commissioner in developing statewide employment 
statistics systems described in the Wagner-Peyser Act. 

(h) Coordinate workforce investment activities authorized and im- 
plemented within the state with economic development strategies, and 
develop the employer linkages with such activities. 

(i) Make available to the public, on a regular basis through open 
meetings, information regarding Workforce Opportunity Council activi- 
ties including information regarding the state plan prior to its submis- 
sion, and information regarding membership, the designation and cer- 
tification of One-Stop operators and the award of grants or contracts to 
eligible providers of youth activities and, as requested, minutes of formal 
meetings of the Workforce Opportunity Council. 

(j) Review the operation of programs and the availability, respon- 
siveness, and adequacy of state services, and make recommendations 
to the governor, appropriate chief elected officials, service providers, the 
legislature, and general public with respect to steps to improve the ef- 
fectiveness of these services and programs. 

(k) Review plans of all state agencies providing employment train- 
ing, and related services, and provide comments and recommendations to 
the governor, the legislature, the state agencies, and appropriate federal 
agencies on the relevancy and effectiveness of employment and training 
and related services delivery system in the state. 

VIII. Perform any other duties and functions as assigned by the com- 
missioner. 

12-0:21 New Hampshire Economic Development Fund. 

I. There is hereby established the New Hampshire economic devel- 
opment fund which shall be administered by the commissioner of the 
department of business and economic affairs. Said fund shall be for the 
purpose of providing funds for grants, loans and other economic develop- 
ment initiatives which shall be generally considered to be beneficial to 
the state’s overall economy as provided for in paragraph II. 

II. Said fund shall be distributed or expended by the commissioner 
with prior approval of the fiscal committee of general court and the gov- 
ernor and council for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Business financing and expansion initiatives. 

(b) Job retention and creation. 

(c) International trade. 

(d) Research and development activities. 

(e) Other projects or programs recognized as being beneficial to 
business activity in New Hampshire. 

III. To maximize the economic impact of expenditures from this fund, 
and to leverage additional funding from other sources, the commissioner 
may contract with such organizations as, but not limited to, the following: 

(a) New Hampshire Business Development Corporation. 

(b) Small Business Investment Corporation. 

(c) Innovation Research Center. 

(d) Small Business Development Center. 

IV. All moneys returned to the department as a result of contracts 
between the commissioner and any other party as authorized shall be 
redeposited into the New Hampshire economic development fund. In addi- 
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tion, the department may accept gifts, grants, donations or other moneys 
for the purposes of this section. Said moneys shall be deposited into the 
New Hampshire economic development fund. 

12-0:22 New Hampshire Canadian Trade Council. The commissioner 
of business and economic affairs and the secretary of state shall have 
the authority to establish a New Hampshire trade council to meet with 
one or more trade councils established by the Canadian provinces, either 
separately or collectively. The members of the council shall include 2 
senators appointed by the president of the senate, 2 house members ap- 
pointed by the speaker of the house of representatives, the commissioner 
or designee, the secretary of state or designee, and such other members 
as the commissioner and secretary of state may appoint. 

12-0:23 Northern County Area Industrial Agent. A special position 
shall be provided, in the division of economic development of the depart- 
ment of business and economic affairs, to be known as area industrial 
agent for the counties of Coos, Grafton, and Carroll. The commissioner 
shall, subject to the personnel laws of the state, employ such area in- 
dustrial agent for said counties, who shall be fully qualified by specific 
training and experience and who shall work under the supervision of the 
director. She or he shall maintain a residence in one of said 3 counties 
and her or his duties shall be primarily concerned with, but not limited 
to, assisting the political subdivisions of the state, regional development 
organizations or groups, and individuals to maintain and expand existing 
industries and to encourage, assist, and aid new industries to establish 
operations in said Coos, Grafton and Carroll counties, and the agent’s 
efforts shall be directed to the economic development of said 3 counties. 

Economic Development Strategy and Plan 

12-0:24 Economic Development Strategy and Plan. The division of eco- 
nomic development, with input and assistance from the council of partner 
agencies established under RSA 12-0:7 and other public and private or- 
ganizations with whom it chooses to work, shall develop a rolling 10-year 
economic development strategy and operating plan. 

12-0:25 Definitions. In this subdivision: 

I. “Plan” means an ongoing management operating document that 
identifies strategies and activities, and the progress thereof, designed 
to expand the state’s economic base and strengthen the economic health 
of New Hampshire, based on the needs of the state and of business and 
industry. The plan shall identify specific actions, and the responsibili- 
ties, rationales, timeframes, 
resources required, barriers if any, and the tracking and reporting of 
outcomes associated with those actions. 

II. “Strategy” means an overall direction or course that identifies how 
the division will convey the state’s value to the business and industry 
community, how it will leverage its strengths and assets, and the broad 
themes it will emphasize that are attractive to retaining and recruiting 
business and industry. 

12-0:26 Goals and Objectives. The plan shall identify both goals and 
objectives for the 10-year period and shall track measurable results so 
as to be able to assess the plan. Goals and objectives may be added, 
amended, or deleted as both existing and emerging economic condi- 
tions and opportunities warrant. The plan shall also benchmark key 
economic indicators. 

12-0:27 Content of the Economic Development Strategy and Plan. The 
following, as a minimum, shall be considered in constructing the economic 
development strategy and plan: 
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I. Consideration of the entire state. 

II. An analysis, relative to business and industry, of New Hampshire 
strengths and advantages, and how they will be leveraged; analysis of 
weaknesses and obstacles, and suggestions on how to remedy or mitigate 
them; identification of opportunities and how to take advantage and 
benefit from them; and identification of threats and how to meet and 
deter them. The analysis, where appropriate, should suggest ownership 
of its various elements. 

III. A needs forecast, based on research from both existing and tar- 
geted business and industry, that identifies issues and suggested initia- 
tives so as to strengthen New Hampshire as a business and industry 
destination and to reinforce retention. 

IV. Identification of economic, demographic, and other trends which 
may have both short-term and long-term influence on the economy of 
the state. 

V. The identification of business sectors that are of strategic impor- 
tance to the state’s economy and to the state’s global business image, 
and development of specific strategies to promote the development of 
such sectors; and an analysis of new industries that can be targeted in 
New Hampshire and the rationale for their identification. 

VI. Identification of how economic development ideas, advice, and 
information from relevant entities throughout the state will be solicited 
to strengthen strategies and plans; and how potential partners for the 
implementation of the strategies and plans, including, without limita- 
tion, the United States government, local governments, regional planning 
commissions, regional economic development corporations, chambers of 
commerce, business associations, investors, and other relevant entities 
will be integrated and engaged. Other states should also be studied to 
build an understanding of best practices that may be emulated. 

VII. Innovative programs to position and market the state to aid busi- 
ness recruitment and retention. 

VIII. Economic performance metrics, to include previous years and 
objectives for the 10 years covered by the plan. Such metrics shall be 
contained in a state economic dashboard and updated regularly. 

IX. Inter-department agreements with selected state agencies rec- 
ognizing their role in economic development strategies, plans, and pro- 


ms. 

X. Identification of how the state will petition for and receive moneys, 
such as grants, to be used for economic development activities. 

XI. Consideration of how workforce education and training in coopera- 
tion with the university system, the community college system, private 
colleges and universities, and other workforce training organizations will 
be leveraged and enhanced. 

XII. Provisions for export growth and how relationships will be fos- 
tered with New Hampshire’s export-related service providers and with 
the Commerce Department’s International Trade Administration; and 
provisions to improve the state’s image as a destination for foreign busi- 
ness investment and location with overseas entities. 

XIII. Identification of a division liaison to communicate needs to the 
general court for the benefit of economic development. 

XIV. Provision to identify and carry out other economic development 
activities that the governor or the commissioner may request. 

12-0:28 Annual Report. The division of economic development shall 
complete the initial economic development strategy and plan by December

Division of Economic Development Fund 

12-0:29 Division of Economic Development Fund. There is hereby es- 
tablished in the office of the state treasurer a fund to be known as the 
division of economic development fund. The commissioner of business 
and economic affairs is authorized to accept public sector and private 
sector grants, gifts, or donations of any kind for the purpose of funding 
initiatives associated with the activities set forth in RSA 12-0:20. Such 
grants, gifts, and donations shall be deposited in the division of economic 
development fund and may only be expended by the commissioner of 
business and economic affairs to accomplish the purposes of this section. 
Other than acknowledgment for promotional purposes, donations shall 
not be used as fees for services in a manner that primarily benefits the 
party providing the funds. The state treasurer may invest moneys in 
the fund as provided by law, with interest received on such investment 
credited to the fund. The moneys in this fund shall be nonlapsing. 

Job Training Program for Economic Growth 

12-0:30 Program Transferred. The job training program for economic 
growth established in the former department of resources and economic 
development is hereby transferred to the department of business and 
economic affairs, subject to the provisions of this chapter. The program 
is designed to attract new business, assist in the expansion of business, 
and retain existing business in the state of New Hampshire. 

12-0:31 Purpose. The purpose of this program is to: 

I, Enhance the state’s economic growth and vitality by offering as- 
sistance to privately owned businesses and industries in training a new 
workforce and retraining existing employees to implement new technolo- 
gies, in creating new jobs, and in retaining and upgrading existing jobs. 

IT. Provide technical education and training as a component of the 
state’s economic development efforts. 

III. Be flexible and responsive to the training needs of business and 
industry in New Hampshire. 

12-0:32 Training Programs. Training programs may include, but shall 
not be limited to: 

I. Structured, on-site laboratory or classroom training. 

II. Basic skills. 

IIT. Technical skills. 

IV. Quality improvement. 

V. Safety. 

VI. Management and supervision. 

VII. English as a second language. 

12-0:33 Administration; Review Committee. 

I, The department of business and economic affairs, or an entity with 
which the department has contracted, shall administer this program. 

II. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall adopt rules under RSA 541-A, relative to the administration 
of this subdivision. 

12-0:34 Eligibility for Training Grants. 

I. In this subdivision, “grant recipient” means the business entity 
that receives funds from the department and which provides funds to 
the training provider. 
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II. Only those businesses that are physically located or intend to 
be physically located within the state may receive funds under this 
subdivision. 

III. Only those employees who are residents of New Hampshire, or 
who work for a business that is located or intends to locate within the 
state, or are unemployed residents of New Hampshire, shall receive 
training from grants under this subdivision. 

IV. Grant recipients shall match no less than one dollar for each 
dollar provided through the grant award. The match funds shall include 
only those costs extraordinary to the regular employee expenses incurred 
by the business and shall be directly related to training. 

V. Priority shall be given for grants to small businesses for the imple- 
mentation of technological innovations. 

VI. Intent by a business to locate within the state shall be established 
to the satisfaction of the grant review committee. A minimum require- 
ment for intent to be established shall be: 

(a) Proof of substantial investment or a binding contractual obliga- 
tion consistent with such intent; 

(b) The lease or purchase of real estate or equipment within the 
state necessary for the planned move; or 

(c) Such other requirement as may be established under rules ad- 
opted by the commissioner of the department of resources and economic 
development. 

VII. Submission of documents to substantiate proof of intent by a 
business to locate within the state shall be in accordance with rules ad- 
opted by the commissioner. 

VIII. No grant shall be made to the state, including the state uni- 
versity system. 

IX. No grant shall be made to any county, city, town, or other po- 
litical subdivision which has not currently elected to pay contributions 
pursuant to RSA 282-A:71, II. 

X. No grant shall be made to any organization or group of organiza- 
tions, described in section 501(c)(3) and exempt under section 501(a) 
of the Internal Revenue Code, which has not currently elected to pay 
contributions pursuant to RSA 282-A:69, II. 

12-0:35 Eligible Costs. 

I. To be eligible under this subdivision, a cost must be necessary 
and reasonable for the proper and efficient delivery of training to the 
employees of the grant recipient. 

II. The following costs are not eligible: 

(a) Costs resulting from violations of or failure to comply with 
federal, state, or local laws and regulations. 

(b) Entertainment costs. 

(c) Administrative costs. 

(d) Salaries and wages of employees in training. 

III. Funds for training grants shall supplement, and not replace, 
funds available through existing programs conducted by the business 
entity, or other public or private training programs. 

IV. The department may use no more than 10 percent, or $200,000, 
of any moneys received from the training fund established at RSA 
282-A:138-a, whichever is less, to administer this program. 

12-0:36 Training Facilities. 

I. As long as it is feasible, training shall be provided by the commu- 
nity college system of New Hampshire, which may charge full market 
value for the training provided. 
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II. When the community college system of New Hampshire cannot 
provide desired training, the training grant recipient will be free to 
contract with some other training entity approved by the community 
college system of New Hampshire.

12-0:37 Performance; Report. 

I. The grant review committee shall establish performance criteria. 
The committee shall submit annually 60 days after the close of each fiscal 
year, to the commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs, the commissioner of the department of employment security, the 
governor, the senate president, the speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, and the fiscal committee of the general court, a report indicating 
the level of performance achieved through the program. 

II. The department shall evaluate the performance level for each 
training grant program provided to a business.

International Trade Promotion 

12-0:38 International Trade Promotion. The commissioner of business 
and economic affairs shall plan, develop, and administer programs for 
international trade promotion and inward investment promotion in co- 
operation with the Pease development authority, division of ports and 
harbors, and the Small Business Development Center and other private 
organizations. The commissioner shall take a proactive role in target- 
ing foreign trade shows and foreign trade missions and shall assist New 
Hampshire businesses desiring to participate in these shows and missions. 
In planning, developing, and administering programs under this section, 
the commissioner may draw on the fund created under RSA 12-0:39. 

12-0:39 International Trade Promotion Fund. There is hereby estab- 
lished in the office of the state treasurer a fund to be known as the 
international trade promotion fund. The commissioner of business and 
economic affairs is authorized to accept public sector and private sec- 
tor grants, gifts, or donations of any kind for the purpose of funding 
programs associated with the promotion of international trade. Such 
grants, gifts, and donations shall be deposited in the international trade 
promotion fund and may be expended by the commissioner of business 
and economic affairs to accomplish the purposes of RSA 12-0:38. The 
moneys in this fund shall be nonlapsing. 

Review of Economic Development Programs 

12-0:40 Review of Reports Required. The department of business and 
economic affairs, in consultation with the legislative budget assistant, 
shall periodically review reports issued under RSA 162-A:23-a at least 
once every 5 years and make recommendations to be utilized for an im- 
proved and consistent methodology for assessing the quantity and quality 
of jobs created and saved and the growth potential and environmental 
impacts of such programs. This section shall not apply to promotional 
literature. 

12-0:41 Limitation. The review under RSA 12-0:40 shall not apply to 
state loans or state loan guarantees of less than $250,000, or to state 
grants of less than $50,000. 

New Hampshire Workforce Development 

12-0:42 Workforce Development. The commissioner of business and 
economic affairs shall work with the workforce development director to 
plan, develop, and administer workforce investment activities, programs, 
and grants under the federal Workforce Investment Act of 1998, 29 U.S.C. 
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section 2801 et seq., as such may be amended, reauthorized, and in effect 
from time to time, and shall discharge the day-to-day operational respon- 
sibilities and obligations of the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity 
Council established under RSA 12-A:44. The commissioner shall coordinate 
with the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council to promote state 
and local investment systems that increase the employment, retention, 
and earnings of participants, and increase occupational skill attainment by 
participants, and, as a result, improve the quality of the workforce, reduce 
welfare dependency, and enhance the productivity and competitiveness of 
the nation. 

12-0:43 Workforce Development Director. There is established within 
the bureau of workforce development the position of workforce develop- 
ment coordinator, which shall be an administrator II position, classified 
at labor grade 29. The workforce development director shall lead the 
workforce development bureau. The workforce development director shall 
perform all duties which the commissioner may assign. 

12-0:44 New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council. 

I. There is established a New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity 
Council within the bureau of workforce development. 

II. Membership of the council shall be as set forth in section 111(b) 
of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, Public Law 105-220, codified 
at 29 U.S.C. section 2801 et seq., as such may be amended, reauthorized, 
and in effect from time to time. Members of the council shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor and shall serve at the pleasure of the governor. 
The governor shall select a chairperson for the council from among the 
members of the council, in accordance with 29 U.S.C. section 2821(c). 

III. The council shall meet no less frequently than semi-annually, 
shall have the powers and responsibilities of the state workforce invest- 
ment board under the Workforce Investment Act of 1998, and shall assist 
the governor in: 

(a) Development of the state plan required under section 112 of 
the Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(b) Development and continuous improvement of a statewide sys- 
tem of activities that are funded under this subdivision or carried out 
through a One-Stop delivery system described in section 134c of the 
Workforce Investment Act of 1998, that receives funds under that act, 
including: 

(1) Development of linkages in order to assure coordination and 
non-duplication among the programs and activities described in section 
121(b) of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998; and 

(2) Review of local plans under the Workforce Investment Act of 
1998, if any. 

(c) Commenting at least once annually on the measures taken 
pursuant to the Carl D. Perkins Vocational and Applied Technology 
Education Act, 20 U.S.C. section 2323(b)(3). 

(d) Designation of local areas as required in section 116 of the 
Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(e) Development of the allocation formulas for the distribution of 
funds for adult employment and training activities and youth activities 
to local areas as permitted under sections 128(b)(3)(B) and 133(b)(3)(B) 
of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(f) Development and continuous improvement of comprehensive 
state performance measures including state adjusted levels of perfor- 
mance, to assess the effectiveness of the workforce investment activities 
fe ae state as required under section 136(b) of the Workforce Investment 

ct of 1998. 
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(g) Preparation of the annual report to the United States Secretary of 
Labor described in section 136(d) of the Workforce Investment Act of 1998. 

(h) Development of the statewide employment statistics system de- 
scribed in section 15(e) of the Wagner-Peyser Act. 

(i) Development of an application for an incentive grant under 20 
U.S.C. section 9273. 

12-0:45 New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Fund. 

I. There is hereby established the New Hampshire workforce oppor- 
tunity fund which shall be nonlapsing and administered by the commis- 
sioner of the department of business and economic affairs. Said fund shall 
be for the purpose of receiving financial assistance under the Workforce 
Investment Act of 1998 and providing funds for grants and other work- 
force development initiatives. 

II. The fund shall be distributed or expended by the commissioner af- 
ter consultation with the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council 
established in RSA 12-0:44 and the approval of the governor and council 
for any of the following purposes: 

(a) Workforce Investment Act Adult and Dislocated Worker pro- 
grams.

III.(a) The department may accept gifts, grants, donations, or other 
moneys for the purposes of this section. Said moneys shall be deposited 
into the New Hampshire workforce opportunity fund. 

(b) The commissioner may enter into contracts and agreements and 
may take other actions that may be necessary or desirable to effect the 
transfer to it of operations currently conducted by The Workforce Op- 
portunity Council, Inc. or the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity 
Council under the Workforce Investment Act, and to effect the transfer of 
assets utilized by them in doing so; and, the commissioner may assume, 
bear, and agree to perform those contracts of the Workforce Opportunity 
Council, Inc. or the New Hampshire Workforce Opportunity Council that 
may be necessary or desirable for carrying out the purposes of this section. 

IV. The commissioner of the department of business and economic 
affairs shall have the authority to enter into such agreements for leasing 
real property, acquiring goods, and engaging services to perform Rapid 
Response activities in accordance with this subdivision. The commissioner 
shall provide the governor and council an information item not less fre- 
quently than semi-annually describing all such agreements and amounts 
expended pursuant thereto. Such agreements shall be made pursuant 
to forms of agreement that shall be approved by governor and council 
which forms of agreement have been reviewed by the attorney general 
and the commissioner of the department of administrative services.

The department 
of education shall be liable for the cost of the school districts borrowing 
of any funds for special education student costs over 3-1/2 times the esti- 
mated state average expenditure per pupil for the school year preceding 
the year of distribution.

any other costs associated with the transferred poreoaniel The commis- 
sioner of the department of health and human services shall cooperate 
with the commissioner of the department of information technology to 
accomplish the intent of this section. The department of information 
technology is authorized to reclassify positions required for information 
technology consolidation from one class series to a different class series 
as provided in RSA 21-I:54 and shall not require the approval of governor 
and council. 

III. The commissioner of the department of information technology 
may locate personnel whose positions have been transferred in such work 
spaces as the commissioner determines will efficiently effectuate.the con- 
solidation of information technology functions. Such work spaces may 
include either space currently owned or rented by the state, or space 
which may be rented by the commissioner utilizing amounts which may 
be saved by the state as the result of the consolidation of information 
technology functions.

Hire information technology technical support personnel to sup- 
port its merchant card activity and related technical support operations 
in retail stores.

230:55 Notice of Finding. Whenever the commissioner of transportation 
shall alter or relocate any portion of any class I or class II highway, and 
finds that there is no further occasion to use such portion for class I or

: ; ;] The commissioner of the depart- 
ment of education shall [designate] issue a request for proposals pursu- 
ant to RSA 21-G to secure the contract services of a reading specialist 
to enable the department to provide school districts with the support and 
resources necessary to assist students with dyslexia and related disorders 
and their families. The reading specialist shall be qualified by educa- 
tion and experience in accordance with paragraph II and shall 
provide technical assistance for dyslexia and related disorders to school 
districts. 

[HE] IL The reading specialist shall: 

(a) Be trained and certified in best practice interventions and treat- 
ment models for dyslexia, with expertise in related disorders, and dys- 
graphia. 

(b) Have a minimum of 3 years of field experience in screening, 
identifying, and treating dyslexia and related disorders. 

(c) Be responsible for the implementation of professional awareness. 

(d) Serve as the primary source of information and support for school 
districts to address the needs of students with dyslexia and related dis- 
orders, and dysgraphia. 

Ill. The commissioner shall submit a report assessing the ef- 
fectiveness of the reading specialist in complying with the require- 
ments of this section, to the speaker of the house of representatives, 
the senate president, the chairpersons of the house and senate edu- 
cation committees, and the governor no later than November 1, 
2018, and annually thereafter.

Ill. The department of education shall certify the amount of each 
grant to the state treasurer and direct the payment thereof to the school

The commissioner may accept and expend 
funds from any public or private source, including private gifts, grants, 
and donations. 

156 New Section; Robotics Education Development Program. Amend

188-E:25 Robotics Education Development Program. 
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I. There is established a robotics education development program in 
the department of education. The purpose of the program is to motivate 
public school students to pursue education and career opportunities in 
science, technology, engineering, and mathematics, while building critical 
life and work-related skills. Grants from the robotics education fund es- 
tablished in RSA 188-E:24 shall be available to any eligible public school or 
chartered public school for the purpose of financing the establishment of 
a robotics team and its participation in competitive events.

V. No school shall receive more than one grant every 2 years, how- 
ever, a school district may receive multiple grant awards. 

VI. If the amount of grant funds requested exceeds the balance in the 
robotics education fund available in any year, the commissioner shall not 
prorate the grant awards, but shall assign preference to those schools with 
a higher percentage of students in the school’s average daily membership 
in attendance who are eligible for a free or reduced-price meal as defined 
in RSA 198:38. Secondary preference shall be given to schools which did 
not receive a grant in the previous year due to lack of funds. 

VII. The commissioner shall adopt rules pursuant to RSA 541-A, rela- 
tive to developing grant application forms and procedures, and establishing 
criteria for awarding and disbursing grants. 

VIII. No later than July 15, 2018, and annually thereafter, the de- 
partment shall issue a report to the governor, senate president, speak- 
er of the house of representatives, and the state library, detailing the 
number of grants awarded, the schools receiving grants and the grant 
amount, the schools that applied for grants but did not receive a grant 
due to insufficient funds, and the unencumbered balance of the robotics 
education fund.

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158 New Subparagraph; Delinquent Children; Release or Detention 
Pending Adjudicatory Hearing. Amend RSA 169-B:14, I(e) by inserting 
after subparagraph (2) the following new subparagraph: 

(3) Secure detention shall not be ordered for delinquency charges 
which may not form the basis for commitment under RSA 169-B:19, I(j). 
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159 Dispositional Hearing. Amend RSA 169-B:19, VI to read as follows: 
VI. A minor committed to the youth development center for the re- 
mainder of minority may be placed at any facility certified by the commis- 
sioner of the department of health and human services for the commitment 
of minors. The commissioner of the department of health and human 
services shall be responsible for notifying the court, within 5 business 
days, of any such placement and of any subsequent changes in placement 
made within 60 days of the original placement. The commissioner shall 
maintain certification of at least one Medicaid-eligible residential 
treatment facility for the transfer pursuant to this paragraph of 
offenders other than serious violent offenders beginning January 
1, 2018, and no fewer than 2 such facilities no later than July 1, 
2018.

169-B:16-a Limits on Extended Detention Following Adjudicatory Hear- 
ing. Following the initial dispositional order issued pursuant to RSA 169- 
B:19 regarding a charge or charges arising out of a single incident, a 
child shall not be securely detained for a period or periods totaling longer 
than 21 days while awaiting placement or a hearing regarding a change 
of disposition, or for any other purpose. The court may permit extended 
detention beyond this limit if it finds by clear and convincing evidence 
that extended detention is necessary for the safety of the child or the 
public and the child consents with the assistance of counsel.

Commitment may not be based on a find- 
ing of contempt of court if the minor has waived counsel in the contempt 
proceeding or at any stage of the proceedings from which the contempt 
arises. Commitment may include, but is not limited to, placement by 
the department of health and human services at a facility certified for 
the commitment of minors pursuant to RSA 169-B:19, VI, administra- 
tive release to parole pursuant to RSA 621:19, or administrative release 
consistent with the cap on youth development center population under 
RSA 621:10, provided that the appropriate juvenile probation and pa- 
role officer is notified. Commitment under this subparagraph shall 
not be ordered as a disposition for a violation of RSA 262 or 637, 
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possession of a controlled drug without intent to sell under RSA 
318-B, or violations of RSA 634, 635, 641, or 644, which would be 
a misdemeanor if committed by an adult. However, commitment 
may be ordered under this subparagraph for any offense which 
would be a felony or class A misdemeanor if committed by an 
adult if the minor has previously been adjudicated under this 
chapter for at least 3 offenses which would be felonies or class A 
misdemeanors if committed by an adult. A court shall only com- 
_mit a minor based on previous adjudications if it finds by clear 
and convincing evidence that each of the prior offenses relied 
upon was not part of a common scheme or factual transaction 
with any of the other offenses relied upon, that the adjudications 
of all of the prior offenses occurred before the date of the offense 
for which the minor is before the court, and that the minor was 
represented by counsel at each stage of the prior proceedings fol- 
lowing arraignment. 

162 New Section; Dispositions and Case Closure in Certain Cases. 
Amend RSA 169-B by inserting after section 31-b the following new 
section: 

169-B:31-c Dispositions and Case Closure in Certain Cases. 

I. Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, the court shall 
close all cases other than those involving serious violent offenses no later 
than 2 years after the date of adjudication. This section shall not apply if, 
with the assistance of counsel, the minor consents to continued jurisdic- 
tion.

B:19, IG), unless the board determines that continued commitment is 
necessary in order to protect the safety of the child or the community, 
and in such case declines to release the child. Such release shall occur 
no later than 3 months from the date of the child’s commitment if 
the offense would be a misdemeanor if committed by an adult.

If the board declines to release a child 
pursuant to this paragraph on a second or subsequent occasion, 
ut shall notify the court that committed the child, and the court 
shall appoint counsel in each such case to assist the child in fil- 
ing a petition pursuant to paragraph I-b. Parole review and release 
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under this paragraph are not required during the period that a child is 
the subject of a delinquency petition which is awaiting adjudication or 
disposition. 

164 New Paragraph; Youth Services Center; Releases and Discharges. 
Amend RSA 621:19 by inserting after paragraph III the following new 
paragraph: 

IV. The department shall review, on a quarterly basis, the case of 
every child committed to the Sununu youth services center who is not 
a serious violent offender to determine if the child can safely be placed 
outside the Sununu youth services center. The department shall peti- 
tion the court to modify the disposition of those cases in which a safe 
placement outside of the Sununu youth services center is possible. In 
this paragraph, “serious violent offender” means an offender adjudicated 
for a violent crime as defined in RSA 169-B:35-a, I(c) or any other felony 
which has as an element the actual or attempted infliction of injury 
upon another person within the previous 2 years or adjudicated for an 
offense within the last year that created a substantial risk of serious 
bodily injury to another. 

165 Alternative Placement Capacity for Youth; Reporting Requirement. 

I. In furtherance of the duty of the department of health and human 
services under RSA 170-G:4 to provide services for all children and youth 
referred to it by the district courts pursuant to RSA 169-B, the commis- 
sioner shall evaluate the adequacy of the service system and ensure that 
sufficient alternative placement capacity is in place for those children 
who are not serious violent offenders who prior to this act would have 
been placed at the Sununu youth services center. On or before September 
1, 2017, a plan for development of such capacity for minors who are not 
serious violent offenders shall be provided to the fiscal committee of the 
general court, and the plan shall be updated on a monthly basis until 
it is fully implemented. The plan shall provide for an increase in the 
state’s capacity for placement in Medicaid-eligible settings of no fewer 
than 35 minors. The increase in capacity for minors who are not serious 
violent offenders shall be implemented no later than January 1, 2018, 
and include a rate structure which supports the staffing ratios and other 
resources necessary for the safe and effective treatment of such children 
in residential and other treatment settings. The rate structure shall be 
submitted to the fiscal committee of the general court for approval prior 
to December 1, 2017. If necessary, the plan shall provide for a process 
for re-establishing cost-based rate-setting rules and procedures which 
may have expired. 

II. Unless prior approval of the fiscal committee of the general court 
is provided, no later than November 1, 2017, the plan required by this 
section shall be updated to include the following elements: 

(a) Dissemination of information to judicial branch employees. 

(b) Training and education of and dissemination of information to: 

(1) Juvenile probation and parole officers and related law en- 
forcement. 

(2) Sununu youth services center and other division for children 
youth and families staff. 

(c) Programming changes at the Sununu youth services center to 
facilitate the successful release of youth other than serious violent of- 
nee according to the timetables in RSA 621:19, I-a, as amended by 
this act. 

(d) Programming changes and enhancements to provider services 
necessary for the successful housing and treatment of youth other than 
serious violent offenders. 
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(e) Changes necessary for the successful diversion from secure deten- 
tion of children other than serious violent offenders, including the devel- 
opment of additional alternatives to detention, modifications to detention 
screening instruments, and changes to programming at the Sununu youth 
services center and other facilities. 

III. No later than November 1, 2017, the department shall establish 
an advisory group to assist with the implementation of the juvenile justice 
reform provisions of this act. The group shall consist, at a minimum, of 
department staff, providers of residential and other services, and juve- 
nile justice reform advocates. The group shall meet no less than once per 
month, receive reports from the department, and advise and work with 
the department during the implementation process. The reports provided 
to the advisory group shall also be provided to the fiscal committee of the 
general court and include the following: 

(a) The number, offense characteristics, and treatment needs of 
children at the Sununu youth services center in both detained and com- 
mitted status. 

(b) The number and results of proceedings before the juvenile parole 
board, separated by offense type and whether they are parole release hear- 
ings, parole revocation hearings, or reconsideration hearings as required 
by RSA 621:19, I-a, as amended by this act. 

(c) The availability of services for the treatment of children not held 
at the Sununu youth services center and subject to proceedings under RSA 
169-B, including: 

(1) The number of residential treatment beds certified for place- 
ment, by category, as well as whether they are filled or available for 
placement of children. 

(2) The number and category of children placed in facilities in 
other states. 

(3) The number of residential treatment beds certified under RSA 
169-B:19, VI, as amended by this act, as well as whether they are filled 
or available for placement of children. 

(4) The availability of non-residential services for the treatment 
of children subject to proceedings under RSA 169-B, including projections 
of need and plans to meet that need. 

166 Youth Drug Treatment Center. The commissioner of the depart- 
ment of health and human services, in consultation with the governor's 
commission on alcohol and drug abuse prevention, treatment, and recov- 
ery, established in RSA 12-J, shall redevelop the excess capacity at the 
Sununu youth services center, to be used for an inpatient and outpatient 
drug treatment facility for persons under the age of 18, including Medicaid 
eligible youth under age 18. All contracts, plans, and specifications for the 
redevelopment required by this section shall be awarded in accordance 
with the provisions of RSA 21-I. The drug treatment facility shall be oper- 
ated by a non-governmental entity, and the commissioner shall issue an

This sum shall be a charge 
against amounts appropriated to accounting unit 05-95-49-491510-2989, 
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governor commission funds, in fiscal year 2017. Funds appropriated in 
this section and not spent during the fiscal year ending June 30, 2018 
shall not lapse to the general fund and shall be deposited in the alcohol 
abuse prevention and treatment fund established by RSA 176-A:1. 

168 Funding for Alcohol and Drug Abuse Treatment Services at the 
Sununu Youth Services Center; Funding for Operational Costs of the 
Sununu Youth Services Center. 

I. For the biennium ending June 30, 2019, funds determined by the 
governor to be necessary for services provided at the alcohol and drug 
abuse treatment facility at the Sununu youth services center may be 
funded from the amounts appropriated to account 05-95-92-920510-3382, 
governor commission funds, and shall be used exclusively for payment 
for contracted services. 

II. For the biennium ending June 30, 2019, in the event of an emer- 
gency funds determined by the governor to be necessary for the opera- 
tional costs of the Sununu youth services center may be funded from 
the amounts appropriated to account 05-95-92-920510-3382, governor 
commission funds. Transfers from account 05-95-92-920510-3382 deemed 
by the governor to be necessary for this purpose shall require prior ap- 
proval of the fiscal committee of the general court. 

169 Transfer of Funds for Operation of the Sununu Youth Services 
Center. In the case of transfers affecting the funding for any of the func- 
tions of the Sununu Youth Services Center subject to RSA 621, the prior 
approval of the fiscal committee of the general court shall be required. 
Prior to acting on transfer requests to which this section applies, the fis- 
cal committee of the general court shall solicit the advice of the advisory 
group established in section 165 of this act. The commissioner may only 
seek a transfer which is subject to the requirements of this section if 
there has been full compliance with the requirements of section 165 of 
this act and RSA 169-B:19, VI, as amended by this act. 

170 New Paragraph; Delinquent Children; Dispositional Hearing; Al- 
cohol or Drug Treatment Facility Placement. Amend RSA 169-B:19 by 
inserting after paragraph I]-a the following new paragraph: 

II-b. No minor may be placed in inpatient treatment at an alcohol or 
drug treatment facility unless a finding is made that the child requires 
substance use disorder services pursuant to an evaluation by any licensed 
health care professional making the decision based on American Society 
of Addiction Medicine criteria. In addition, no placement at such a facility 
may be made without the consent of the operator of such facility, and in 
the case of a serious violent offender as defined in RSA 621:19, IV, unless 
such consent is made in writing and transmitted to the court. 

171 New Paragraph; Children in Need of Services; Dispositional Hear- 
ing; Alcohol or Drug Treatment Facility Placement. Amend RSA 169-D:17 
by inserting after paragraph II-b the following new paragraph: 

II-c. A dispositional order for inpatient treatment at an alcohol or 
drug treatment facility may only be issued following a finding that the 
child requires substance use disorder services pursuant to an evaluation 
by any licensed health care professional making the decision based on 
American Society of Addiction Medicine criteria. 

172 Worker Displacement. To the extent permitted by existing law and 
collective bargaining agreements, employees affected by the provisions of 
sections 158-173 of this act shall be given the highest priority for transfer 
to vacant positions, job retraining, and recall rights. In addition, employ- 
ees who are within 5 years of regular retirement eligibility with the New 
Hampshire retirement system may request and shall be granted early 
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retirement. Any required retirement payments under this provision shall 
be funded by the state of New Hampshire. Employees receiving early 
retirement under this provision shall relinquish future recall rights. 

173 Applicability.

RSA 621:19, IV, as inserted by section 164 of this act, shall apply 
to cases in which a minor is committed to the Sununu youth services 
center or any successor facility after October 1, 2017. 

174 Rate-Setting. To the extent possible within available appropria- 
tions, the department of health and human services shall engage in a 
rate-setting process which is based on providers’ reasonable costs of 
providing those services needed to implement the provisions of sections 
158 through 173 of this act. 

175 Funding of Alternative Placement Capacity for Youth. Notwith- 
standing any other provision of law, no less than $8,714,632 of the funds 
appropriated in account 05-95-42-421010-2958, class 535, shall be ex- 
pended during the biennium ending June 30, 2019, to fund rate increases 
and additional capacity for out-of-home placements pursuant to the duties 
of the commissioner of health and human services in section 165 of this 
act. These funds may not be transferred or utilized for any other purpose, 
including to satisfy a lapse requirement or Sp propre ion reduction. 

New Hampshire Partnership for Long-Term Care Plan. The New 
Hampshire Association of Counties, in consultation with the county-state 
finance commission, shall develop a New Hampshire partnership for long- 
term care plan. The plan shall address services for New Hampshire’s popu- 
lation that is eligible for Medicaid for nursing home level of care, including 
those services provided under the choices for independence program. The 
plan shall account for demographic changes in New Hampshire, availabil- 
ity of non-nursing home community based services, and ensuring the least 
restrictive care available. The plan shall include methods for funding and 
management of programs that balance the interests of county, state, and 
federal payers into the system. Development of the plan shall include a 
process for meaningful input from affected persons. The New Hampshire 
Association of Counties shall submit to the governor, the speaker of the 
house of representatives, and the president of the senate a preliminary 
report by March 1, 2018 and a final report by July 1, 2018. 

177 Appropriation; Health and Human Services; New Hampshire Part- 
nership for Long-Term Care Plan. The sum of $100,000 is hereby appro- 
priated to the department of health and human services for the biennium 
ending June 30, 2019 for the purpose of funding the New Hampshire 
Association of Counties, development of a New Hampshire partnership 
for long-term care plan. This appropriation shall be contingent upon a 50 
percent match by the county governments. The New Hampshire Associa- 
tion of Counties shall notify the commissioner of the department of health 
and human services once the match has been obtained. Upon notification, 
the commissioner shall distribute the appropriation to the New Hampshire 
Association of Counties. The governor is authorized to draw a warrant for 
said sum out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 
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178 New Subparagraph; Commissioner’s Duties; Medicaid Managed 
Care Program; Prior Authorization. Amend RSA 126-A:5, XIX by insert- 
ing after subparagraph (f) the following new subparagraph: 

(g)(1) By July 15, 2017, the commissioner shall develop a universal 
online prior authorization form for drugs used to treat mental illness and 
require community mental health centers and managed care organizations 
to use such form by September 1, 2017. A reasonably completed prior 
authorization request submitted using the online form shall be approved 
or denied by the close of the next business day. Failure to meet this time 
frame shall be deemed automatic approval. If the prior authorization is 
denied, the prescribing provider may request a peer-to-peer review with 
a licensed psychiatric specialist with prescribing privileges by the close 
of the next business day. Failure by the managed care organization to pro- 
vide such review by the close of the next business day shall be deemed 
automatic approval unless the prescribing provider fails to participate in 
the peer-to-peer review within that time period. 

(2) Prior authorization for drugs prescribed by community mental 
health centers for treatment of severe mental illness shall be suspended 
if the deadlines under this subparagraph are not: met, or if the com- 
missioner determines there is a pattern of missed deadlines for peer- 
to-peer reviews following denials, or if at any time the commissioner 
determines such suspension is necessary to promote the behavioral 
health and well-being of New Hampshire’s citizens being served under 
Medicaid managed care. 

(3) The commissioner shall monitor compliance under this sub- 
paragraph and shall report quarterly through December 31, 2018 to the 
fiscal committee of the general court relative to adherence to all such 
requirements including the rate of denial. 

179 Special Medicaid Representatives; Applicability. Amend 2016, 265:2 
to read as follows: 

265:2 Applicability. The implementation of RSA 151-I as inserted by 
section 1 of this act shall be subject to written approval by the Centers 
for Medicare and Medicaid Services. If required, the commissioner of 
the department of health and human services shall develop and prepare 
amendments to the state Medicaid plan for submission and approval to 
the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS). [Fhe-eommis- 
314,-2016-] The commissioner shall certify the date of approval to the 
secretary of state and the director of legislative services. 

180 Department of Health and Human Services; Division for Children, 
Youth, and Families. 

I. For the biennium ending June 30, 2019, the rates for services, 
placements, and programs that are payable by the department pursuant 
to RSA 169-B:40, RSA 169-C:27, and RSA 169-D:29 may be increased 
provided that total expenditures do not exceed the appropriations for 
these services contained within the operating budget for fiscal year 2018 
and fiscal year 2019. 

II. Notwithstanding paragraph I, upon the department’s implemen- 
tation of managed care, the rate of reimbursement for Medicaid eligible 
services and programs for a Medicaid eligible child shall be the rate agreed 
to by the provider and the managed care organization. 

181 Advisory Board on Services for Children, Youth, and Families; Leg- 
islative Members. Amend RSA 170-G:6-a, I to read as follows: 

I. There is hereby established a board to advise the department of 
health and human services on services for children, youth, and families. 
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The board shall consist of 12 members and such additional members as 
may be necessary to comply with federal regulations for the acceptance of 
federal funds or to ensure representation of every county. Each member 
shall serve a term of 3 years; provided that legislative members shail 
serve a term coterminous with their term in office. A member shall 
continue to serve until a successor is appointed in the same manner as 
the original appointment. The board shall be representative of persons 
from community youth service agencies; from the juvenile justice field, 
such as law enforcement, probation, police, courts, and attorneys; and 
from appropriate professional fields such as psychology, social services, 
education, and health. Members of the board shall serve without com- 
pensation but shall receive mileage payments at the state employee rate 
within the limits of funds appropriated to the department. 

182 Advisory Board on Services for Children, Youth, and Families; Leg- 
islative Members. Amend RSA 170-G:6-a, II(b) and (c) to read as follows: 

(b) The senate president shall appoint 4 members, no 2 of whom 
shall be from the same county, and one of whom shall be from a family 
that has been affected by the department of health and human ser- 
vices, division for children, youth and families. 

(c) The speaker of the house shall appoint 4 members, no 2 of whom 
shall be from the same county, and one of whom shall be from a family 
that has been affected by the department of health and human services, 
division for children, youth and families. 

183 Department of Health and Human Services; Unfunded Positions; 
Authorization. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the con- 
trary, the department of health and human services, with prior approval 
of the fiscal committee of the general court, may fill unfunded positions 
during the biennium ending June 30, 2019, provided that the total ex- 
penditure for such positions shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
for personal services. 

184 Designated Receiving Facility for Persons with Developmental Dis- 
abilities on the Grounds of the Laconia State School Property; Plan for 
Relocation Required. The commissioner of the department of health and 
human services shall develop a plan to relocate the individuals with devel- 
opmental disabilities currently placed at the designated receiving facility 
on the grounds of the Laconia state school property by June 30, 2021. The 
plan shall be submitted to the speaker of the house of representatives, the 
president of the senate, and the governor on or before September 1, 2019, 
with the intention that it be implemented during the biennium ending 
June 30, 2021. 

185 Governor’s Commission on Disability; Client Assistance Program; 
Contingent Transfer of Appropriation. The appropriation for the admin- 
istration of the client assistance program received by the governor’s com- 
mission on disability pursuant to 29 U.S.C. section 732 for the fiscal years 
ending June 30, 2018 and June 30, 2019 may be transferred to another 
qualified agency upon certification by the governor to the commissioner 
of the department of administrative services that the program has been 
redesignated.

(l) One representative of the New Hampshire Water Works 
Association, appointed by the association. 

[l(m) One public member, who shall have business experience 
related to the creation and/or delivery of clean and safe drinking water, 
appointed by the speaker of the house of representatives. 

[)l(n) One public member, who shall represent the interests of 
citizens receiving their drinking water from private wells, appointed by 
the governor. 

(o) Two members from a board of selectmen, a town or city 
council, or a board of alderman, one of whom shall be from a mu- 
nicipality without a public drinking water system, appointed by 
the governor.

[4)](p) One public member, appointed by the president of the senate. 

Il. The commission shall elect a chairperson from among the mem- 
bers. Ten members of the commission shall constitute a quorum. 

III. Members appointed under subparagraphs (a)-(e) shall serve 
terms that are coterminous with their term in office. 

IV. Except for the members appointed under subparagraphs (a)-(e), 
members shall be appointed for 2-year staggered terms. 

[E¥]. V. Members of the commission shall serve without compensa- 
tion, except that legislative members shall receive mileage at the legisla- 
tive rate when attending to the duties of the commission. 

[¥] VI. The department shall provide an annual report to the com- 
mission that includes information on expenditures for the fiscal year, 
projects begun or completed during the year, and projections on future 
program costs. 

VII. The commission shall: 

(a) Award grants, revolving loan funds, and matching funds 
to projects on a competitive basis from the drinking water and 
groundwater trust fund in a manner consistent with the purpose 
statement. All disbursements or grants shall require approval of 
the governor and council. Funds may be awarded if the project 
meets one of the following criteria: 

(1) Emergency remediation is necessary, where contamina- 
tion to drinking water or groundwater is prevalent. 

(2) Planning, design, and building of aging water infra- 
structure is involved. 

(3) The project protects against future contamination or 
impacted drinking water sources through measures including, but 
not limited to, the expansion of drinking water infrastructure or 
drinking water source protection. 

(4) The project assists local and regional entities in the 
development and administration of local wellhead protection pro- 
grams, including delineation of wellhead protection areas and the 
inventory and management of activities which have a potential 
effect on groundwater quality. 
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(5) The project provides funding through cost-sharing 
grants to municipalities, municipally-owned water utilities, and 
water utilities regulated by the public utilities commission for the 
design, construction, and extension of public water systems, and the 
establishment and expansion of wellhead rotection areas where 
they provide the most cost effective method for providing safe and 
clean drinking water. 

(b) Take land preservation into consideration. 
(c) Encourage all applicants to provide matching funds be- 
yond the minimum. 

[VE] VIII. The commission shall meet at least lannualy] quarterly. 
The commission shall, at least annually, provide a report to the general 
court with information on the progress of the MTBE efforts, expenditures 
for the year, projects begun or completed during the previous year, the 
balance in the trust fund, and any other information the commission 
deems appropriate. 

[VE] EX. The commission shall, at least annually, review the work 
and projects funded by the trust fund during the previous year. The com- 
mission shall, at least annually, consult with the department regarding 
these activities, and provide advice and counsel relative to future work 
and project priorities, as outlined in RSA 485-F:3, I. 

[VEE] X. At least every 5 years, the commission shall prepare and 
file a report with the general court evaluating the progress made rela- 
tive to MTBE contamination, the efficiency of the program established 
under this chapter, and whether it continues to provide the maximum 
benefit to New Hampshire citizens, and providing any recommendations 
on potential additional tasks for which the trust fund could be used to 
improve access to safe and clean drinking water.

Il. “Commercial kennel” means any person, business, corporation, 
or other entity that transfers 10 or more litters or 50 or more puppies 
in any 12-month period.

Hampshire. 

V. “Transfer” means transfer of ownership of live animals or birds from 
any person, firm, corporation, or other entity to a member of the public. 

437:2 Declaration of Policy. This subdivision establishes standards for 
the regulation of animal health that are consistent with the pattern estab- 
lished throughout statute by the general court. Animal health regulation 
shall focus either on those conditions that pose a threat to public health 
or that would require regulatory intervention to protect the economy of 
the state, or both. 

437:3 Requirements. No pet vendor shall transfer animals or birds with- 
out a license.

Submit premises, buildings and other enclosures to unannounced 
inspection by department employees or local animal control, law enforce- 
ment, or health officials at reasonable times. 

III. Maintain, subject to inspection by the commissioner, his or her 
agent, local officials, law enforcement, or any member of the public, 
a proper record in which all live animals or birds customarily used as 
household pets obtained or transferred shall be listed, giving the breed, 
date the animal was obtained and transferred, and from whom the ani- 
mal or bird was obtained and to whom the animal was transferred. Such 
record shall also show the microchip, leg band, or tattoo number of each 
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animal or bird, where applicable. Animals or birds that do not bear 
such identification shall be identified by recording markings, a physi- 
cal description and any other information as the commissioner deems 
necessary to identify such animals or birds. 

IV. Keep records of all animals or birds intended for transfer indicat- 
ing identification, point of origin, and recipient, and shall submit said 
records to the commissioner upon request. 

V. Abide by such other rules as the commissioner may adopt to con- 
trol disease. 

437:4 Refusal to Issue; Revocation of License. The commissioner, after 
notice to the licensee and opportunity for hearing, as set forth in the 
rules adopted under RSA 437:9, may deny an application or revoke a 
license for any of the following reasons:

I. For purposes of this chapter, an official health certificate means 
a certificate signed by a licensed veterinarian, containing the name and 
address of the entity transferring ownership of the dog, cat, or ferret, the 
age, gender, breed, microchip number, tattoo number, ear tag number, 
or physical description of the dog, cat, or ferret, and the certification 
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of the veterinarian that the dog, cat, or ferret is free from evidence of 
communicable diseases or internal or external parasites. A list of all 
vaccines and medication administered to the dog, cat, or ferret shall be 
included on or attached to the certificate. 

II. The original of the official health certificate accompanying the 
dog, cat, or ferret offered for transfer by a licensee shall be kept on the 
premises where dogs, cats, and ferrets are displayed, and made available 
for inspection by the department, local officials, or a member of the public 
upon request up to one year after the animal has left the facility. The 
public shall be informed of their right to inspect the health certificate 
for each dog, cat, or ferret by a sign prominently displayed in the area 
where dogs, cats, or ferrets are displayed.

The transferee shall sign a 
waiver that indicates the transferee has knowledge of such dog, cat, or 
ferret’s noncontagious medical condition and then submit such waiver 
to the licensee who shall send a copy to the state veterinarian. 

III. No person, firm, corporation, or other entity shall ship or bring 
into the state of New Hampshire, to offer for transfer in the state of New 
Hampshire, any cat, dog, or ferret less than 8 weeks of age. No person, 
firm, corporation, or other entity shall offer for transfer any cat, dog, or 
ferret less than 8 weeks of age. 

IV. Once a dog, cat, or ferret intended for transfer has entered the 
state, it shall be held at least 48 hours at a facility licensed under RSA 
437 or at a facility operated by a licensed veterinarian separated from 
other animals on the premises before being offered for transfer.

98. Increases the amount of the expense deduction under the business 
profits tax. 


99. Directs the department of health and human services to seek a 
waiver from CMS in order to establish certain work requirements for 
participation in the New Hampshire health protection program. 


100. Incorporates by reference all appropriations and sections of the 
house finance committee amendments to HB 1-A and HB 2-FN-A of the 
2017 regular legislative session. 


101. Authorizes the commissioner of safety to establish up to 5 state 
police trooper I positions. 


102. Requires state departments and agencies receiving certain funding 
from the general fund to transfer a portion of those funds to the judicial 
council to pay for indigent defense costs. 


103. Allows for certain fees collected for food service licensure to be 
included in the operating budget as restricted revenue. 


104. Repeals the electricity consumption tax. 


105. Requires the office of strategic initiatives to study the economic 
viability of electric renewable portfolio standard Class III biomass elec- 
tric generation resources in New Hampshire. 


106. For taxable periods beginning on or after January 1, 2018, adds 
a definition of Internal Revenue Code for the purposes of the business 
profits tax. 


107. Amends RSA 6:12 to include the uncompensated care and Med- 
icaid fund established in RSA 167:64. 


108. Approves payment for the cost items by the judicial branch in the 
eee bargaining agreement from its appropriation in the operating 
budget. 


109. Makes an appropriation of fiscal year 2017 general funds to the 
highway fund. 


110. Revises statutory provisions related to pet vendors. 


111. Suspends reimbursements to the foster grandparent program 
through the senior volunteer grant program for the biennium ending 
June 30, 2019. 


112. Removes the continual appropriation for the forest management 
and protection fund. 


113. Authorizes suspension of certain statutory and executive order 
duties due to inadequate funding and staffing resources at the depart- 
ment of administrative services. 


114. Clarifies the authority of the commissioner of the department of 
safety respecting alcohol concentration testing equipment. 


115. Authorizes the governor to draw a warrant from the highway fund 
to satisfy any shortfall in disbursements required for apportionment A 
highway projects. 
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116. Allows the lottery commission to sell lottery tickets on the Inter- 
net and by mobile applications and create certain practices to address 
problem gaming in such sales. 


117, Makes an appropriation to the department of health and human 
services to conduct an independent review of the division for children, 
oe ane families and establishes a joint legislative committee to review 
the results. 


118. Inserts a contingency providing that if HB 144 of the 2017 regular 
legislative session does not become law, then this bill shall not take effect. 


The question is on the adoption of the Committee of Conference Report. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. Once again I, like 
my colleague from Manchester know where the votes are in here, but I 
want to again reiterate some of the things that we have accomplished 
with this budget. We have taken care of our constitutional requirements 
by funding education, by looking at safety. We have done some exciting 
things with education and expanding it to involve robotic programs. 
We've given $6 million more to the community colleges. We have also 
looked forward in trying to put in place a path for businesses who are the 
taxpayers, also, along with our residents, so that they can do business in 
New Hampshire, that they can survive here, stay here, grow here. We're 
offering them tax relief, and I understand that some people don’t think 
that that tax relief is necessary, but I don’t know any of us who when 
offered the opportunity to pay less taxes would not take advantage of 
it. This allows small businesses also to expand their capital purchases, 
giving them an opportunity to invest in their businesses and grow here. 
We've done these steps to try to improve upon the economy that we have. 
We currently have the fourth lowest unemployment in the country, the 
fourth fastest growing economy, and right now we're seeing business tax 
revenue up 12.1 percent ahead of the ‘17 projections and we're looking to 
build upon that. I talked about the rainy day fund which we have brought 
from a dismal $9 million up to $100 million so that we can out the state 
on good financial footing. I want to talk for a moment about something 
that I think we all had an interest in because when I started this process 
it was my intent to reach out to both parties, to leadership, those in op- 
position and I have the list of priorities that my friends from the other 
party had given me, and we tried to work these in, understanding there 
are some philosophical things that we probably will never agree on, but 
there’s many more things that I think that we did agree on, except there 
were points in there where there was a difference in the funding of it. 
But I want to read something that I picked up from the, it was the New 
Hampshire Center for Public Policy Studies. They had done an analysis 
of the committee of conference budget, and I just want to read just one 
sentence out of that. “The analysis shows that the committee of confer- 
ence approved budget represents a departure from post great recession 
budget trends, investing heavily in Health and Human Services, which 
accounted for almost two thirds of the growth.” To my friends on the 
Democrat side, this was one of your high priorities; in fact three of your 
top six priorities had to do with Health and Human Services and social 
programs. We tried to address that, we did so by doubling the commis- 
sioner’s fund on alcohol and substance abuse to $14.2 million. I know you 
wanted it at 5 percent, and I know that after attending a press confer- 
ence yesterday that there was criticism that money is being used from

this account to go toward renovating the Sununu Center to a substance 
abuse treatment. This is pre what this money should be used for, 
we're trying to get to the kids at the earliest age so they don’t become a 
heavy spending problem in the end. If we can get them off of addiction 
at early stages then that saves us a lot of money later in the process. 
We've also appropriated 56.8 million to the Bureau of Alcohol and Drug 
Services. That’s a $23 million increase over the previous biennium. In 
mental health we’ve added 60 new beds for community treatment options 
and added a fourth rapid response crisis unit to divert hospitalization 
for mental health issues. We provided 57 million more in funding toward 
Developmentally Disabled Waiting list. That’s not small money; in fact 
I understand it’s probably the highest increase we’ve ever given to that 
program. In DCYF we've tried to address a system that is failing the 
children now. We added new case workers to deal with caseload capacity, 
we've created an office of child advocate to provide greater oversight and 
transparency in the department, and we've required the lead attorney 
to be supervised by the attorney general ensuring enhanced effective- 
ness in the prosecutions. These are all things, while they may not be 
what you wanted out of this budget, I’ll say that there isn’t anybody 
that got everything that they wanted in this budget. But that’s what 
we stand to lose if we vote against the budget. And I’d just like to share 
that, you know, rather than looking at this negatively, I prefer to look 
at it as an opportunity to work on and advance over the next eighteen 
months, those issues that did not get put into the budget. The passage 
of this budget is not the end of our work, but only the beginning of the 
negotiations and actions that will be necessary to collectively address 
the various issues affecting our constituencies. It is my hope that on this 
budget we can come together and support it today as a first step, and 
then work together, as has been our tradition, on the remaining tasks 
before us. So, again, I thank you all, I thank the Finance Committee 
for their hard work on that, for input from each member here in the 
process, and I look forward to working with you in the months to come. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. I also 
thank the Chair of Senate Finance for all his hard work and at times vig- 
orous but respectful, certainly, debate throughout the committee process. 
New Hampshire has the seventh lowest overall business taxes in the 
country, and this budget spends more on business tax cuts than it does 
in combatting the opioid epidemic. This budget spends more on business 
tax cuts than it does on workforce and job training. This budget spends 
more on business tax cuts than it does on DCYF and child protection. 
And speaking of child protection and DCYF there has been a lot of good 
collaborative work, but it’s important to point out that a foundational 
recommendation of the independent audit report in December on page 
10, about reestablishing the voluntary services program to prevent the 
future mistreatment of children; that was not funded. It wasn’t funded. 
And the family social workers that go along with it, which are cost ef- 
fective and critical investments wasn’t funded. On the DD Waitlist the 
reality is that the projections that came in in Senate Finance were that 
we needed at least 8 million more in FY ‘18 and at least 11 million more 
in FY ‘19 to satisfy the Waitlist. I understand that those projections 
change as the budget goes on but what happened here is we did not fund 
the DD Waitlist given the unchallenged projections of what was needed 
presented to us in Senate Finance. Lastly, we haven't talked a lot about 
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this but this budget unfunds over 100 positions at HHS. It’s important 
to note that as we put in place all these different measures some of 
them we all agree on some of them we didn’t agree on. We need the staff 
there to help out, and we need to help out in terms of our mental health 
caseworkers who haven’t got a rate increase since 2006. So, with that, 
Mister President, just note that I respectfully encourage folks to, well, 
I know how people are going to vote, so thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise in support of House Bill 517 and, like some of my other colleagues, 
we know where the votes are, but I think there’re a couple things that 
are important for us to put down in the record. You know, Mister Presi- 
dent, the year before I came here, this body was having a debate on the 
budget that was looking to increase 104, increase 104 new taxes and fees. 
Mister President, in the time that I’ve been here from my calculations 
if I was able to catch everything I think there’s been almost another 
56 increases in taxes and fees. And yet at the same time, when we see 
a budget that has continued to grow and grow and grow from the 9.6 
billion when I came to the 11.7 billion today, with no change in popula- 
tion, I do think it’s important that we recognize that we need to balance 
what we take in, who we take it from, and where possible, when we’re 
bringing in more than we need, actually return it to the taxpayer. You 
know Mister President, this budget has four tax policy considerations 
in it that will put money back into our economy for the business com- 
munity, and will put money back into every single person’s pocket that 
has a phone or pays a phone bill every month. We talk all the time about 
the fact that you might hear my colleagues and I agree with them, we 
spend a lot of time talking about business taxes and not a lot of time 
talking about cutting taxes on everyday people. Of course we have no 
sales tax, we have no income tax, so it’s hard to try and find that place 
where we can tell everyone in New Hampshire that we're going to help 
work to cut their taxes. And so I applaud the work that you did Mister 
President and the Senator from District 3 on the electric consumption 
tax. We're actually eliminating a tax. How rare is that today in politics 
that we're actually making a statement to everyday people, everybody, 
hardworking blue collar people, people who are struggling to make it 
work month after month, that we're actually going to try and cut taxes 
for everybody? In addition to that, I find it curious that we saw that 
the state of New Hampshire brought in significantly more money in the 
past two years than we projected that we were going to bring in and, in 
fact, that we projected that we would spend. And wouldn’t traditional 
New Hampshire Yankee values say that if we take more money from 
someone than we need that there should be some movement to consider 
giving it back? I think that’s the New Hampshire way of life, I think 
that’s the frugality that in New Hampshire we look for; don’t put more 
food on your plate than you're going to eat. Don’t take more than you 
absolutely need. And if we’re in that place where we can give a little bit 
back that we can and we will. We know that two years ago the Senator 
from District 3 and I each brought tax relief bills in, that we have seen 
an increase, we have actually seen a benefit. We can all the way back to 
the 80s for those of us that believed and supported in President Ronald 
Reagan and his belief that if you cut taxes the economy will grow. It is 
under that philosophy that we believe we will continue to see economic 
success. Now Mister President, I need to point out for the record, you and 
I had this discussion yesterday, that there has been some conversation 
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and concern and maybe even some consternation relative to some of the 
dates relative to, what I still consider to be, HB 2 on implementation of 
the business tax cuts. In this legislation they are effective on or before 
December 31*, 2019, but the RSA change date is of July of 2019. Some 
people have questioned whether or not that was the appropriate place 
to put that date or not. We’ve had conversations with LBA, we’ve had 
conversations with the DRA, we’ve looked at the surplus statement that 
the Finance Chair and the Senate President put together and recognize 
the fact that it is the appropriate date. However, some people really feel 
the need for additional clarification, there very well could be a piece of 
legislation put in to continue to move that date up as a reaffirmation, 
but I’d like this body to know and understand that the dates are correct 
and they do work in consideration for this budget. And in conclusion, 
Mister President, I hear my friend from District number 15- there are 
things we didn’t do, there are things that every single one of us have 
our individual priorities and collectively as a group of priorities which 
are truly nonpartisan. Mister President, you and I, and many people in 
this room, know that the DD Waitlist is incredibly important to all of 
us, and our inability to fund it fully at this point makes us concerned, 
makes us have to have pause. The fact that my good friend from District 
number 15 wanted money for sexually transmitted diseases, and my col- 
league from District 20 wanted some more money for parents. There’re 
a lot of things that we would like, but there’s a lot of things we did, too. 
This budget, at $11.7 billion, is up $600 million, $600 million from the 
budget we approved in this body just two years ago that we voted on 
together. Acknowledging, Mister President, there was a little bit of a 
feather ruffling in the beginning of it, at the end of the day we came back 
and on a bipartisan manner we voted for a budget of 11.1 billion. Is 11.7 
billion not enough? I would submit to you, Mister President, that it is 
enough, and I encourage my colleagues to recognize that good work has 
been done, we’ve done some good things, we still have some more good 
things to do, but this is a product that’s worthy of people’s support, and 
I would encourage everyone to vote for it. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I rise to talk about a 
climate or something that is always inherent and we take it for granted 
in the so-called “trailer bill,” or in this case House Bill 517. As diligent 
as each one of us are and as anyone can be, that budget is humongous 
and the trailer bill which tells how we’re going to spend much of the 
money and the details are in this portion of the budget. At any rate, as 
diligent as we can be and as clearly as our intentions are to read it and 
digest it all, it just— the reality is it doesn’t happen. And, unfortunately, 
through my years here in the House and the Senate, there have been 
things that have been, intentionally or not, put in this portion of the 
budget that have not had an airing, have many people don't know about, 
many people don’t like, and if they were each had an individual vote, I 
think that it would turn out very different. One of the things, and the 
major thing that causes me to rise, is the fact that there is, in this budget, 
online gambling, lottery tickets online. Now you all know I have been a 
proponent of gaming and high end, you know, casino, etcetera. That to 
me and most of my constituents and many people think well gambling 
is gambling, it’s all the same. It isn’t, in my mind at least, the reason I 
have been so adamant was about the use of Rockingham, was a viable 
business, I wanted to keep it a viable business, wanted to bring in jobs, 
wanted to bring in people to this state who would not only gamble, but 
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reap the benefits of all that this state has to offer. So therefore, you know, 
that was where I stood on that. This is frankly obscene. The fact that 
something I think is important as this, and frankly I'll be honest, what 
else might lie in this trailer bill that I don’t know about or that has not, 
in my eyes, had a proper vetting? So I am seriously disturbed because, 
as I understand it, the Lottery Commission will have full rein over this. 
This leaves people in their homes, you don’t have to go anywhere, just sit 
there all day, 24/7 and play lottery tickets or whatever kind of gaming 
it will be. It is in my mind the most insidious form, or one of the most 
insidious forms of gaming that we could espouse. For twenty years at 
least we have been saying no to, again, the kind of gaming and the kind 
of establishment and business that, you know, we have tried to put forth 
all these years, and why? Because, oh, we can’t have gambling, even 
though the lottery tickets have been there, we can’t have gambling to 
ruin our pristine way of life here in the Granite State. Well my friends, 
this is adding insult to injury, and God forbid you are a problem gambler, 
this is giving you, you know, nirvana. So I rise to say I know, you know 
that probably not the intention of anybody on this Finance Committee 
to do this but it’s inherent in what happens, and I just couldn’t let it 
go by without speaking against it, and whether it’s enough to have you 
vote against this budget, I don’t know, so be it. I don’t know if, again, 
the end justifies the means for our whole total, you know, budget that 
does a lot of good. But something needs to change and this is one aspect 
of why I rise against this bill. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. As I said, 
I don’t want to be verbose; I know where the votes are. But let me just 
tell you some of the things this bill does do and some of the things that 
this bill doesn’t do. It maintains the distribution of rooms and meals 
revenue to the cities and towns at no more than the amount of the fiscal 
year 2017. Stays the same, okay? Cities and towns who think they’re 
going to get more money aren’t going to get more money. So it suspends 
the provisions of the congregate housing and congregate services for the 
biennium ending June 30", 2019; spends revenue sharing with the cities 
and towns for the biennium ending June 30", 2019. Some of the things 
it does, let’s talk about some of the things it does for business, which I 
think is important. Reduces the taxes on business profits and business 
enterprise tax in 2019 and 2021; increases the amount of the expense 
deduction made under the business profits tax; increases the section 179 
deduction from the 25,000 that we had initially to the 100,000 that we 
approved last year to the 500,000 that’s going to be in place. This is the 
one that really kills me: reduces the electricity rere os tax. What’s 
that worth to every human being in New Hampshire? Thirty-three cents. 
Thirty-three cents on your electric bill— cost you 6 million over the bien- 
nium that you can’t spend on services, but thirty-three cents, thirty-three 
cents. Suspends the reimbursement for the cost of grandparents through 
the senior volunteer grant program for the biennium ending 2019, and 
as my colleague from Nashua points out it allows for lottery purchases 
through your electronic device. Now I’ve been an advocate or expanded 
gaming for the last two decades around here. We’ve had success in this 
Senate, we haven’t had success on the other side, but this proposal came 
from the House. This proposal comes from the House, and it’s plugged 
in for like 3 to $6 million. This is the non-gambling advocates of the 400 
member House sends it over to us. Let’s use our lottery receipts, or let’s 
use our videos to sell lottery tickets. Are we out of our minds? Come 
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on. Those are some of the “haves” and some of the “have-nots” in this 
budget. I know where the votes are and, again, I make my iteration to 
the Senate Finance Chair, I think he did as good a job as could be done, 
and I know what happens in the committee of conference, it’s a give and 
take process, I understand that, but these things that I’ve giving you 
an iteration on occurred, they occurred in the committee of conference, 
and they took a strong Senate position and reduced them. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. I’m a first term Sena- 
tor. I, perhaps, approach this session a little naive. I don’t know that 
anybody can really be prepared for their first term. I came with two 
issues that I thought were really important: workforce development, 
retention, and retraining; and on property taxes, property tax relief. 
These were two really crucial issues thats there were good ideas that 
were aired in this body. So I’m motivated in part to want to explain my 
vote, in part to want to offer to my colleague from District 11 that there 
are good ideas still on the table. They were moved to the side of the road, 
and I hope that that is a genuine offer to continue to work in the next 
year on those issues around workforce development, workforce expan- 
sion, and property tax relief that we can continue to work on. They re- 
main my highest priorities. And I feel that the business tax cuts became 
a fissure for us. When we talk that it’s, say, it’s primarily to support the 
small businesses and small business owners in New Hampshire it just 
did not make sense. It doesn’t make sense to the small business owners 
who are going to see small dollar relief in those tax cuts, who are ask- 
ing for the kind of workforce development and property tax relief that 
their communities and their businesses are asking for. So, I do hope 
that while we may be divided partisanly on 517 that we find ways to 
continue to move forward with some of the ideas that have been shared 
in this body on those two primary issues that, for me and in my district 
I hope to be able to say, this session has accomplished more than what 
we've accomplished today. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: I too would like to rise and speak about 
areas of remiss that exist in what we think of as House Bill, the trailer 
bill, and particularly in behalf of my district and in behalf of the young 
people in the state, the fact that there’s nothing in this budget that 
addresses the issue of how we go about reducing tuition costs, and the 
fact that we froze the investments in our university system the same 
as the budget two years ago. While I recognize that we have created a 
scholarship fund of $10 million, I’m disappointed that that scholarship 
fund under the aegis of the Governor does not make it clear that those 
monies, made available to New Hampshire young people, should be for 
scholarships to the state university system. The fact that they can be 
used for any post-secondary college or university in the state seems to 
me very short-sighted, and doesn’t help us to address the fact that we 
have the highest tuition at our university system, that we have students 
graduating from our university system with the highest debt, and that 
we are seeing a predominance of New Hampshire young people going to 
college and university out of state when we know that one of the areas 
that we need to be focused on is how can we keep young people here, 
how can we make sure that they stay part of our workforce, and that 
they continue to contribute to the economy of this state rather than going 
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elsewhere. So I think it’s a great loss that we haven’t really addressed 
the critical needs of students in this state to be able to afford to attend 
our university system both by investing in the university system as costs 
go up, and at the same time creating a scholarship fund that isn’t focused 
on helping young people in New Hampshire attend our university system 
at a lower cost. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Good Morning, Mister President. Just want to 
rise first of all, correct one thing that our friend from Bedford said. I 
believe that the total spend from the current budget that we’re in was 
$11.341094 billion as opposed to 11.1 so that makes the percentage in- 
crease even less, and that includes other appropriations and lapses. I also 
want to just discuss for a moment what hose of you who feel compelled 
to vote against the budget are actually going to be voting against; priori- 
ties that I think we all share to help our friends and neighbors who are 
warehoused in hospital waiting rooms, emergency rooms with mental 
health issues. We made a huge commitment to that, you'll be voting 
against that. You'll be voting against twenty new inspectors for DCYF, 
we've heard just so much over the last couple of years about how we need 
to solve the problems at DCYF. You'll be voting against a $57 million 
increase for those families that have a disabled child, and yes it’s still a 
little bit short, but it’s a major, major increase. You'll be voting against 
doubling the alcohol fund, something that under past administrations 
and current administrations was funded even at a lesser percentage 
than what we’re proposing to do today, under a new administration. 
You'll be voting against increases for the community college, a new child 
advocate to protect children in DCYF situations, more dollars for drug 
courts, new troopers, large increases in terms of dollars for direct care 
providers. We all know that caring for senior citizens in particular but 
those with disabilities costs money. Many providers that did not get an 
increase in the prior budget do in this budget, a large increase for domes- 
tic violence centers, and adequacy funding. So no budget is ever perfect, 
we've heard that discussion today. I’ve said this before, I’ll say it again 
because I think it bears repeating, we shouldn’t be here to let the perfect 
be the enemy of the good. This is a good budget, and it’s a good budget 
because it meets competing priorities. So if you have a priority to spend 
every available dollar, that’s fine, but you’re missing some of the other 
priorities, and you’re forgetting what happens when you spend every 
available dollar. That’s what happened in fiscal ‘08 and ‘09 and fiscal 
‘10 and ‘11. The LLC tax was enacted into law, the camping tax, enacted 
into law, a gambling tax, all of which were repealed because they were 
so odious. We also because we spent too much in those budgets, bonded 
building aid, we were bonding a bond. We tried to sell state property 
and assumed huge revenue increases from the sale of state property 
that didn’t materialize. So that’s why a second priority of the budget is 
to make sure that we protect taxpayers; that we don’t overspend, even 
though there are things that we would like to do. I was very pleased to 
see in the mental health committee of conference led by Senator Morse 
and Senator Daniels that we were able to fund at the beginning of 2018 
wraparound services for youngsters to prevent them from ending up in 
emergency rooms. That was something that was a real high priority for 
the mental health community. So, we have done that while we’ve met 
the second leg of the stool, if you will, of priorities— protecting taxpayers, 
living within our means, spending available resources. And for me and 
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maybe some of my friends on the other side of the aisle, don’t agree with 
this, but a budget sets a blueprint for how you grow the economy, and 
the last budget was pretty darn successful. You know, this is as Yogi 
says it’s déja vu all over again. We heard last time we’re going to have 
a $50 million hole in revenue in the budget. Guess what; this budget, 
and I have the figures from the latest revenue, we’re $70.2 million ahead 
at the end of May and 14.9 percent ahead of where projections were 
because the business tax revenues grew the economy. Lo and behold. 
And when my good friend from Concord says that we have the seventh 
best business taxes in the nation, it’s the business tax climate that he’s 
talking about. The business tax climate is a compilation done by the 
Tax Foundation of five different taxes. The individual income tax, we 
obviously do pretty well there because all we have is a tax on interest 
and dividends, lack of a sales tax, that’s great. The unemployment insur- 
ance tax, we’re not so great on that one, we’re forty-first worst. Property 
taxes, we’re pretty high there, and our corporate tax rate, and that’s the 
key point of what the provisions on the BET, the BPT and expensing 
do. We lowered those in the last session, but we went from forty-eight 
highest to forty-sixth highest. That’s progress but it’s not enough. We’re 
in a competitive global economy, we have to recognize that. We have to 
recognize that other states in New England have lower corporate taxes 
than us as well as around the country and we have to respond, and we’ve 
done it responsibly by phasing them in as we phased in the tax cuts that 
we now have. And lastly, my friend from Manchester; I have listened 
to you and we agree so much on high electric rates that when we give a 
tax cut to everybody, and maybe it’s only thirty-three cents for you and 
myself, because we have about 700 kw bills, the average bill, but for 
businesses it’s more. And for businesses that’s what’s important in terms 
of recognizing the competitive disadvantage that electricity costs have. 
I wish we could have done more, on solving electricity cost problems. 
Senate Bill 128 was retained by the House, I hope it comes back and 
that we’re able to actually make progress on it, but let’s not throw this 
bit of good news for electric consumers out because it’s only thirty-three 
cents, it’s not for businesses. So, I’d ask my friend from Manchester to 
take a second look at that because I think you and I should be on the 
same page as this. So please, I can count too, as everybody has said, but 
as we go forward with this budget please give it a chance to work. The 
last budget that Senator Forrester and Senator Morse put together has 
worked pretty well. We’re able to fund road and bridge aids for towns 
with surpluses. We’re able to fund new troopers to interdict drugs. We're 
able to fund something that Governor Lynch cut years ago: water grants 
for communities that voters went to vote, thinking that the state was 
going to pay their 20 percent share. We funded those because the last 
budget helped grow the economy, it lived within our means and we had 
the money to do these things led by Senator Morse. And so, as we look at 
this budget, and hopefully it'll pass here this morning and our friends on 
the House will do the same thing, give it a chance to work. It’s a really 
good budget; it does a lot of things that we all care about from mental 
health to educating our youngsters. It’s worthy of your consideration. 
Thank you, Mister President.

Just an answer 
to my friend from District 3 because he knows I’m a real stickler for 
numbers because I can’t spell. So, I apologize if I misconstrued myself,

I rise in opposition 
to House Bill 161. I just want to make a very quick comment. We had 
conversations yesterday Mister President, about whether or not we are 
a control state, which we are a control state, and whether or not there is 
language in current statute that gives our Liquor Commission the power 
to punish other operators in what is supposed to be a free market. Now 
I respect the opinions of some of my colleagues that say this isn’t a free 
market, we are a control state so, therefore, we have to empower our 
government agencies to punish other businesses or other people operating 
in the industry if they’re actually doing a better job at reducing prices. 
Mister President, I recognize the fact that it is in statute, but just because 
it is in statute doesn’t necessarily mean that it’s correct, or right, or we 
should be voting for it. The fact that we’re considering a vote to further 
empower a state agency to go out and enact punitive action against the 
business community solely because another business is using the free 
market to do the job better, easier and for less money seems incredibly 
strange to me as a pro-business free market conservative Republican. So I 
would encourage the body to actually vote down this committee of confer- 
ence to send that message to our agencies that we are not supposed to be 
empowering punitive action and would encourage this body to bring forth 
legislation next year to actually strip away that ability to use the hand 
of government to punish the business community, because they’re doing 
a better job. So with that, thank you, Mister President.

This bill requires that a youth operating an OHRV along the traveled 
portion of a public highway who is not licensed to drive must be accom- 
panied by a person who is licensed and who is at least 25 years of age. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise and ask the 
body to consider voting down this measure. First and foremost I do want 
to recognize and thank the committee on Transportation for looking at 
the issue of what do we do to allow our youth to not just enjoy their 
snowmobiles and ATVs and side by sides, but what are we doing about 
access because, obviously, we have laws, Mister President, about how old 
you have to be to drive a car, you need a license; and the subtlety of life 
happens in the fact that there are people today who are crossing roads, 
and how do we manage that process, and at the same time how do we 
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recognize the fact that most of the communities in the North Country 
have now opened up their local roads to allow ATV and side by side use. 
Now, Mister President, for the record you know I’ve put in several bills 
over the years actually to legalize the use of side by sides and ATV on 
all public roads under 55 miles an hour and I still support that concept, 
but my concern in this bill today is we’re looking to consider legislation 
that would be incredibly restrictive for people on ATVs and side by sides 
but it differentiates on snowmobiles. So we’re saying that a youth can 
ride a snowmobile across the street but can’t ride an ATV across the 
street. It’s saying that for nine months a year when there’s snow on the 
ground in the North Country, or as my friend from the North Country 
would say for the eleven months a year that there’s snow on the ground 
in the North Country, that we’d allow the access of kids to drive across 
state roads to get to the next trail head, but this would prohibit their 
ability to do so without an elder person with them. And I believe, at this 
point, it would be overly restrictive and I’d ask the body to turn down 
the legislation and let’s take another look at it next year because the 
last thing we want to be doing is restricting all of the fine people from 
the North Country and all the people that go to the North Country for 
tourism and restrict those families and people that could be out riding 
if there are minors out by themselves. So with that, Mister President, 
I would ask the body would vote down the committee of conference and 
we take a look at it next year and I'll be happy to help work on that. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn.) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: Thank you, Mister President. I get up to agree 
with the Senator from Bedford on this issue. In Coos County the roads 
are open to local discretion, in Berlin every road is open, and other towns 
make their own judgments, and obviously it means lots of crossings, lots 
of situations that I think, quite frankly, the evidence has been clear 
that there’s not been a lot of incidents on the roads— accidents, adults 
or children— because there’s a degree of caution and concern and that’s 
constantly being improved. So I would ask to support the Senator from 
Bedford’s request that we defeat this and not move too quickly on try- 
ing to put more restrictions on an industry that’s growing and making 
a difference in the North Country and other places.

(b) Upon making a determination that a player is a highly experi- 
enced player, the fantasy sports contest operator shall continue to classify 
the player as a highly experienced player indefinitely.

I. No fantasy sports contest operator shall offer any fantasy sports 
contests with an entry fee in this state without first being registered 
with the commission.

(1) Athletes and individuals who participate or officiate in a game 
or competition that is the subject of the fantasy sports contest; 

(2) Any sports agent, team employee, referee, or league official 
associated with a sport or athletic event that is the subject of the fantasy 
sports contest. 

(f) Verify that a fantasy sports contest player in such a fantasy 
sports contest is 18 years of age or older; 

(g) Provide fantasy sports contest players with access to informa- 
tion on responsible play; 

(h) Provide fantasy sports contest players with access to informa- 
tion on seeking assistance for compulsive behavior; 

(i) Provide fantasy sports contest players with access to the fantasy 
sports contest player’s play history and account details; 

(j) Allow individuals to restrict themselves from entering such a 
fantasy sports contest upon request and provide reasonable steps to pre- 
vent the person from entering such fantasy sports contests offered by the 
fantasy sports contest operator; 

(k) Disclose the number of entries that a fantasy sports contest 
player may submit to each such fantasy sports contest and provide rea- 
sonable steps to prevent players from submitting more than the allow- 
able number; and 

(1) Take reasonable steps to not advertise or run promotional ac- 
tivities at elementary or secondary schools or on college campuses.

III. A fantasy sports contest operator shall not offer fantasy sports 
contests based on the performances of participants in collegiate, high 
school, or youth athletic events. 

A fantasy sports contest operator offering fantasy sports con- 
tests with an entry fee in this state shall contract with a third party 
to annually perform an independent audit to confirm compliance with 
the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants, and submit the results of such audit to the commission;

(a) Prohibit the use of scripts in fantasy sports contests that give 
any fantasy sports contest player an unfair advantage over other fantasy 
sports contest players; 

(b) Monitor fantasy sports contests to detect the use of unauthor- 
ized scripts and restrict fantasy sports contest players found to have 
used stich scripts from participation in further fantasy sports contests; 

(c) Make all authorized scripts readily available to all fantasy 
sports contest players; provided, that a licensed operator shall clearly 
and conspicuously publish its rules on what types of scripts may be 
authorized in a fantasy sports contest. 
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VIII. Funds in fantasy sports contest operator consumer accounts 
shall be: 

(a) Held in trust for the consumer in a segregated account, in which 
case the fantasy sports contest operator shall segregate fantasy sports 
contest player funds from operational funds or maintain a reserve that 
exceeds the amount of player funds on deposit, which reserve shall not 
be used for operational activities. These reserve funds may take the form 
of cash, cash equivalents, payment processor reserves, payment proces- 
sor receivables, an irrevocable letter of credit, a bond, or a combination 
thereof, in the amount that shall exceed the total balances of the fantasy 
sports contest players’ accounts; or 

(b) Held in a special purpose account that is maintained and con- 
trolled by a properly constituted corporate entity that is not the fantasy 
sports contest operator and whose governing board includes one or more 
corporate directors who are independent of the fantasy sports contest 
operator and of any corporation related to or controlled by the fantasy 
sports contest operator. Said corporate entity shall require a unanimous 
vote of all corporate directors to file bankruptcy and shall have articles 
of incorporation that prohibit commingling of funds with those of the 
fantasy sports contest operator except as necessary to reconcile the ac- 
counts of fantasy sports contest players with sums owed by those fantasy 
sports contest players to the fantasy sports contest operator. Said special 
purpose corporate entity shall also be: 

(1) Restricted from incurring debt other than to fantasy sports 
contest players pursuant to the rules that govern their accounts with 
fantasy sports contest operators; 

(2) Restricted from taking on obligations of the fantasy sports 
contest operator other than obligations to fantasy sports contest play- 
ers pursuant to the rules that govern their accounts with fantasy sports 
contest operators; and 

(3) Prohibited from dissolving, merging, or consolidating with an- 
other company, other than a special purpose corporate entity established 
by another fantasy sports contest operator that meets the requirements 
of this section, while there are unsatisfied obligations to fantasy sports 
contest players. 

IX. Fantasy sports contest operators shall clearly and conspicuously 
identify highly experienced players in fantasy sports contests by a sym- 
bol attached to a player’s username, or by other easily visible means. 
Fantasy sports contest operators shall offer some fantasy sports contests 
that are open exclusively to beginner players and that exclude highly 
experienced players. 

287-H:4 Penalty. Any person who violates any provision of this chapter 
shall be subject to a civil penalty of not more than $1,000 for each viola- 
tion, not to exceed $5,000 for violations arising out of the same transaction 
or occurrence, which shall accrue to the state and may be recovered in a 
civil action brought by the commission.

Amend the bill by replacing section 1 with the following: 
1 Medicaid Managed Care Program; Implementation. 

I. Pending a review of the New Hampshire partnership for long-term 
care plan by the New Hampshire Association of Counties, in consultation 
with the county-state finance commission, to conclude no later than 
July 1, 2018, and notwithstanding any other provision of law to the 
contrary, 2 of the remaining unimplemented phases of the Medicaid man- 
aged care program, established in RSA 126-A:5, XIX, specifically nursing 
facility services and services provided under the choices for independence 
waiver, issued by the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (CMS) 
under 42 U.S.C. section 1396n(c), shall be incorporated into the Medicaid 
managed care delivery system beginning on July 1, 2019. The remain- 
ing provisions of step 2 of the Medicaid managed care program including 
services provided under the developmental disability waiver shall not be 
implemented before July 1, 2019. 

IT. The commissioner shall re-procure contracts with vendors to ad- 
minister the Medicaid managed care program, with a program start date 
of July 1, 2019.

AN ACT including a fetus in the definition of “another” for purposes of 
certain criminal offenses. 


Having considered the same, report the same with the following 
amendment, and the recommendation that the bill as amended ought 
to pass. 
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Explanation to Enrolled Bill Amendment to SB 66-FN 
This enrolled bill amendment amends the introductory paragraph in 
RSA 630:1-a, V(a) to comply with the intent of the legislature. 


Enrolled Bill Amendment to SB 66-FN 


Amend the introductory paragraph in RSA 630:1-a, V(a) as inserted by 
section 2 of the bill by replacing it with the following: 


V.(a) Nothing in [thi : 
4] paragraph IV shall apply to: 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 
rise with great concern for what we are about to potentially do. This is- 
sue to me is not about Senate Bill 66 and a piece of legislation, but the 
issue is really about the precedent that we're going to set today if we 
pass this amendment. There are two things. First let me say that this 
bill in going through the process had flaws. Back in February when we 
debated the bill I raised a question about whether there was an excep- 
tion for negligent homicide or manslaughter— that question wasn’t an- 
swered. There were then changes made in the House, and now we find 
ourselves, today, with both bodies having passed a piece of legislation 
that we know is flawed, that has very, very grave, grave consequences, 
potentially, if it’s passed in the form that it currently is. But, Mister 
President, my bigger concern today is the use of the enrolled bills pro- 
cess. I have been a part of that process, I’ve seen that process from the 
chamber on the other side of this wall, I’ve seen it as a staff member. 
The enrolled bills process is a very specific, narrowly tailored process. 
It’s something that we barely have any rules about; it’s something that 
we take for granted, is a very limited use of authority. Enrolled bills are 
minor corrections; theyre amendments that we don’t all see. The chair 
of the Enrolled Bills Committee, or member of the committee, reviews 
the changes with the clerk, I’m sure he’s signed dozens of them already 
this year. Because they’re little things, they’re spelling errors, they're 
citing to one incorrect statute. It’s the difference between parentheses 
around the “a” or the “b.” They’re minor issues. They’re issues that in 
no way affect the policy, decision made by the twenty-three of us. And 
today— and I should also note that we never see these, these show up, 
not in your calendar, these show up after the fact, in the record because 
we don’t take the time to act on them because we've already settled 
and resolved the policy issue before us. Three times, three times just 
this session, in the past six months we have had issues arise where we 
have looked at the policy of the bill and then gone back and said, gee 
you know, this could be an enrolled bills amendment but we want to 
make sure we do this right in an open and transparent process. House 
Bill 513 was one of those where we recognized that there were two dif- 
ferent bills that we were attempting to reconcile. The issue of first in 
time, second in time, those issues cannot be resolved by one member of 
the Enrolled Bills Committee, the Rules Committee or even just that 
committee. Those issues were broader. It was an issue that I raised to 
you Mister President, regarding House Bill 157 and House Bill 160; bills 
dealing with cannabis, and both amending the same section. And after 
posing the question you, Mister President, said, consulting with legal 
counsel, it was recommended that we actually amend a piece of legisla- 
tion, that all of us deliberate on what exactly our policy motives were. 
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We had yet another example where we had an issue with House Bill 469. 
In each one of those cases we recognized the issues were more than just 
technical. And for that reason we as a body, the entire body acted on a 
separate piece of legislation, amended another bill and said we want to 
be clear. Well, Mister President, in this instance calling this an enrolled 
bills amendment and just because we published it in the calendar, that 
doesn’t just make it clear, it does a lot more than that today, and what it 
does is change the process and the policy of this body over decades. This 
is an extraordinary step. And I say to those who support the underlying 
legislation, whether you're for the legislation or against the legislation, 
if this legislation is so important, and I believe to many in this room it 
is a critically important piece of legislation, let’s take a minute to do it 
eae There are other bills that were retained in the House, there are 
other bills. We can come back in January, and we can come back and 
do this right. For those of you that want to advance this policy, I would 
think at the very least you would want to make sure it’s not done in some 
flawed technical process. And I would say to you that the amendment 
that we’re being asked to consider, not only does it establish precedent; 
I have some technical concerns about what that amendment does. Mis- 
ter President, this is not the way or the time to be resolving this issue. 
The time was during our regular session, this amendment should not go 
forward; this would be a grave, grave problem for the Senate if we were 
to establish a precedent of making a policy change this significant in an 
enrolled bills amendment. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you, Mister President. I am rising in 
opposition to the enrolled bill amendment, as well. And, along with what 
Senator Soucy just said, I have found the amendment to be incredibly 
confusing. It is written in such a way that the language of the bill, the 
exemptions are written in a manner that are extremely difficult to un- 
derstand and these exemptions are actually quite critical. They deter- 
mine how the law will protect pregnant women and their physicians. So I 
think they’re also, they're unintentional in the way they’re written. And 
instead, women and physicians can, pregnant women and physicians, can 
be charged with, unjustly, with murder and other homicidal charges. I 
don’t think that was the intent of the people who put this bill forward 
and I urge you to vote against it. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: I rise to concur with my fellow colleagues who have 
just spoken but also to add some information which you may or may not 
have seen. Regardless, again, on how you feel about the policy and, you 
know, I have spoken against the policy, but in the last week or so since 
this has come to light, the inadvertent, unintended consequences, which 
we all know happen and, you know, this is not the first time that has 
happened. But clearly I think we will say that this is not a minimal unin- 
tended consequence. But we have a press release dated June 14%, 2017 
from the New Hampshire Right to Life. Not, you know, an organization 
that we know has through the years been a prime proponent of all of 
these bills, and an author of some of them. They say, and I quote, “New 
Hampshire Right to Life supports a Governor veto of the New Hampshire 
fetal homicide bill, Senate Bill 66. Senate Bill 66 is a flawed bill, danger- 
ously so. As an organization who supports having a fair and just fetal 
homicide bill on statute, it is our hope that Senate Bill 66 will be vetoed. 
The process of this bill has been at best controversial; its language has 
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serious issues which are not easily remedied.” Also have heard from a 
group called Resolve New England which is the National Infertility As- 
sociation. This is dated June 20%, 2017 and it was sent to the Honorable 
Chuck Morse, and I believe all of you probably got a copy of it. But at 
any rate, they raise different concerns than what was brought out, and 
brought out in our amendment to the enrolled bill. They state that, “The 
current version of the bill includes scientifically inaccurate and ambigu- 
ous language. The definition of fetus is inaccurate and the inclusion of the 
phrase embryo stage should not be used to reference the embryo state. 
This inaccuracy could create additional unintended harmful effects on 
infertility treatment and those wishing, along with the proponents of 
this bill, to bring much wanted children into the world.” Also, a hearing 
on June 21*, yesterday, from the New Hampshire Medical Society, “The 
provision,” they are concerned that, “The provision protecting physicians 
from criminal penalties for performing their professional medical duties 
is in the same section of the bill that cause the unintended consequences 
currently being addressed.” The implications of Senate Bill 66 are seri- 
ous, as you know, and they believe it would be more beneficial, and we 
should be correct rather than quick. We all know that the House retained 
this bill initially because there were concerns. Then it was brought out 
and clearly not given the due look at that it should have, or perhaps the 
hearing from additional people. According to the medical society, the use 
of the threshold is arbitrary and has no basis in medical science. So, I 
stand here and I agree with people that I don’t always agree with but I 
think that it would be wrong to submit this. I for one in good conscience 
cannot pass this to the Governor and put him in the position to sign this 
still deeply flawed bill. So I urge you to vote against this amendment 
which will then in essence give this bill another chance to be brought 
forward. We've looked at this bill a number of times. The rush to do some- 
thing that we know is not at 100 percent is ridiculous to me at this point 
in time. So let’s give it a really closer look and bring it forth next year if 
that’s the case, but right now I urge you to vote down this amendment. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. I think 
it’s important to remember what we’re about here, and what the enrolled 
bill process is about. It is about to fix grammar, spelling, incorrect ci- 
tations, and legislative intent. That’s what the enrolled bill process is. 
Now, it would have been okay had the normal enrolled bill process gone 
forward, where our friend from District 12, or perhaps myself, would 
have just signed off on the enrolled bills report. But given the fact that 
this bill was what it was and the subject matter, myself and others felt 
that it needed the full transparency of a vote by all of us on the floor. 
Because I don’t think that as we looked at the bill and attorneys looked 
at it after the vote occurred, I think it was two weeks ago, on the floor 
and said mmm, I think there might be a problem here, totally inadver- 
tent that under the fetal homicide law that we’re trying to create, that 
somebody who’s carrying a baby should have protections if they have 
an abortion. That’s without doubt, but that person should not inadver- 
tently, potentially be absolved from murder, or manslaughter, or some 
other crimes. I don’t think that’s anybody’s intention. And so in order 
to fix the legislative intent, that’s what this amendment is about. And 
so I understand that the people that don’t like the underlying bill, Sen- 
ate Bill 66, that they don’t support it going forward but | think we, all 
twenty-three of us, should be on the same page of clarifying what would 
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be a ridiculous outcome of allowing somebody otentially to commit a 
crime against another person, not obviously a child that somebody was 
carrying. And that’s why we should vote for the amendment and send 
the bill forward knowing exactly what it’s intended to fix, and knowing 
that enrolled bills process is about fixing legislative intent, and the ad- 
ditional transparency of having this amendment in the calendar and a 
full discussion of it as we’re having right now. This is the appropriate 
process, we’re following it. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn for a question of Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: Maybe you could give us some examples of 
where this legislative intent was used in New Hampshire legislative his- 
tory to be able to fix something of this size through this process. 


SENATOR BRADLEY: I can’t off the top of my head, but the example 
that was used before where we didn’t use the enrolling process was very 
different than this, and let me walk you through what those two other 
bills were. One: several of them were medical marijuana bills, they were 
all amending the same section of the statute, and so it would have been, 
some would have interpreted that the intent of the legislature was to 
only allow certain uses of medical marijuana, whichever was the last bill 
that the Governor signed, and that would have eliminated some of the 
other uses that at least a majority of the House and Senate supported. 
That’s why instead of using the enrolled bills process and we had time 
to go back and recommit the bills, as I recall, back to the Health and 
Human Services Committee and come out with a clean version. The sec- 
ond version is about allowing pharmacists to administer vaccines, and 
there was a bill that allowed pharmacists to administer more vaccines 
than pharmacy students, both amending the same section of the law. 
And so it could have been interpreted that depending, again, on which 
one the Governor signed that the other one was shunted aside. That’s 
what all the attorneys that looked at it said. So the reason that we're 
even having this discussion right now on the floor is that I don’t think 
any of us think that the possibility of Senate Bill 66 being interpreted 
to allow somebody to, you know, commit manslaughter, murder etcetera, 
is an acceptable, appropriate, whatever, kind of outcome you want, it’s 
not. I don’t think any of us would disagree about that. So, that’s why 
enrolled bills are there to also fix what, in this case, is clear legislative 
intent that there should be protections for a woman carrying her child 
if she chooses to have an abortion, but not to be able to commit murder 
on somebody else. That’s the legislative intent. We may disagree on the, 
and I think we do, on the fundamental bill, I doubt we disagree on cor- 
recting that intent, or at least I hope we don’t disagree. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn for a follow-up question of Sena- 
tor Bradley.) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: As someone who loves this place and loves the 
way we operate, who arrived in this building in 1984 elected by the people 
of the North Country, my concern is the precedent. We had a few years 
ago a rule that said we could table amendments— no respect for history, 
no respect for practice. And what confidence can you give us that this will 
not be an erosion of our principles and our precedent that has existed in 
this building for a long period of time that enrolled bills will not be altered 
into something different? 


SENATOR BRADLEY: The fact that we’re here transparently debating 
an amendment that was noticed in the calendar to correct legislative 
intent, I think speaks to the fact that myself, the Senate President, the 
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sponsor of the bill, the committee that it went through, the chairwoman 
of that committee all felt that we wanted to have as transparent a pro- 
cess as possible. I don’t know that if our friend from District 12 had just 
signed the enrolled bills report there’d be any discussion about this. We 
felt that there ought to be that transparency. That’s the, I think the kind 
of leadership that we brought to ensuring that the process works here, 
and that there’s nothing untoward with this. And, again, I hope to my 
friend from the North Country we agree, whether we agree on the bill 
and the merits of it that I find meritorious, or the lack thereof that you 
would find, that not approving this amendment leads to a ridiculous 
outcome that none of us can support. I hope you agree with me on that. 


SENATOR WOODBURN: Mister President, may I respond to that question? 
(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn.) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: It is, of course this is a ridiculous rush job that 
occurred that made this problem occur and we all want that, we do not 
want the result that this right wing rush job that made this happen to 
continue. What we’re concerned with is the precedent as we move forward 
that we will use what we’ve often used in the past; if an error occurs, and 
they do in this business, they occur, that we take an appropriate process, 
and we respect what people before us, Senates before us do, and we give 
due diligence to our efforts. And I understand the restriction of time; we 
do not have another bill to attach to except the budget, so I understand 
the problem, more concerned with precedent than the immediate issue 
here. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise and express 
kudos for your willingness and ability to recognize the fact that there are 
times in this building where unintended consequences could be really 
dangerous for people. And, Mister President, I believe you’ve done the 
right thing to try and find a way to solve a problem in a very open and 
transparent job. If doing the right thing will forevermore be called, to 
my friend from the North Country, say Republican, however you said it 
a second ago— Republican rush job— I think doing the right thing if you 
want to call it that, that’s a great thing. The fact that, as my colleague 
from District 3 had said, we need to separate an underlying policy from 
a problem. We’ve debated the underlying policy time and time and time 
again, and I think everyone knows where their votes are on that. But 
when we, or any of us on either side of the aisle on any bill whatsoever, 
find that there’s an unknown before challenge with a bill, and we have 
a process by which, through the enrolled bill process, although it might 
not have been done on this policy consideration before, when I think of 
all of the times since I’ve been here, Mister President, where changing 
a subparagraph B to subparagraph A, or changing the intent of a word, 
or a misspelling could have every dramatic, very dramatic influence on 
the future of a piece of legislation, very similar to this. Enrolled bills 
process is to fix mistakes. I’d like to believe that there will be twenty- 
three of us that will agree to the fact that there is a mistake and that 
not one of us would vote to allow a pregnant woman to get away with 
murder, if that really is what the intent is, as indicated by the Senator 
from District 3. So Mister President, thank you for taking the time to 
try and find a solution. Thank you for taking the time to publicize it. 
Thank you for taking time to put it in the calendar so everyone could 
see it, and it’s completely open and transparent. That frankly is good 
governance. Thank you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much, Mister President. I’m not 
going to take any umbrage with my friend from District 1 talking about 
right wing rush jobs. So we'll let that one go, but our attorney just re- 
minded me and I forgot, sorry, but there is a precedent. Baines versus— I’m 
going to have to look it up on my phone, versus the Senate President in 
a 2005 case changed the word included to excluded, in a utility property 
and school funding case. There was no vote by the body, it just happened 
in the enrolled bills process and the New Hampshire Supreme Court 
upheld it. So, I’m going to pay the fine for using my phone to pay for the 
food, but there has been a precedent for it. The world hasn’t ended. Where 
the world would end— and the folks in the gallery and people across the 
state watching us as we debate this bill antl the budget and later on kin- 
dergarten— where they’d see the world ending is if we knowingly, and we 
had an opportunity to fix an unintended consequence that had never been 
the legislative intent, they'd think the world ended if we didn’t take that 
opportunity to do so. It’s happened in the past, I thank Attorney Lehmann 
for reminding me of that. We're doing it as transparently as possible. In 
Baines v. the Senate President, the last time it wasn’t transparent, it was 
just enrolled bills amendment, Supreme Court upheld it. The world’s not 
going to end if we vote to fix this, but people around the state of New 
Hampshire are going to look at us and think we're ridiculous, ridiculous 
if we don’t fix it. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President, and I thank you for 
allowing me to rise a second time. And I just can’t let it go by, to my 
friend from District 3. I, regardless of, and I make no secret of what I 
think about the policy of this bill, but to say that we would be uncon- 
scionable and we would be, to let this go by. And I thank the Senate 
President, there was no other outcome, and perhaps to me the better 
outcome would be to— because not only, again, do we know about these 
unintended consequences and they don’t come from me. This comes from 
the New Hampshire Right to Life people. That we know about these 
unintended consequences this one and further ones and I really think 
that’s where we are unconscionable, if we let this bill go through. We 
have the same people in the legislature next year. More than likely the 
same outcome will be, it will be the same, but it will be done right and 
done well, and I think that’s what is most important here. So thank you, 
Mister President, I hope you will vote this down. 


PRESIDENT MORSE: Thank you Senator Lasky. I’ll suspend debate for 
one moment. The House overwhelmingly passed House Bill 1 just now. 
So we will have a budget. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn. ) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: I just want to stand up in personal privilege 
and, it’s the end of the session, tempers are reaching heights, but this 
debate that somehow anyone in this body supports the notion of allow- 
ing murder to occur is offensive and a disgrace to your constituents and 
to yourself and it is unacceptable and it needs to be recognized as such. 
We can have healthy debates here, we feel very strongly about things, 
we can feel very strongly about the process of how we fix things, but the 
notion that somehow anyone in this body would support the murdering 
of other people is not worthy of this body that we are all so honored to 
be here. Thank you, Mister President. 
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(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you again for another opportunity to 
speak, Mister President, and I would like to second what I just heard from 
the Senator from District 1. I may be new here; I am new here although 
I feel like I’ve been here for six years after just a few months. But I was 
told when I left the House and came to the Senate that people were go- 
ing to be treating each other with more respect than personally I have 
witnessed, and I’m discouraged by that, that’s my little bit of personal 
privilege. I’m discouraged by saying that if we don’t vote in the way that 
somebody wants us to vote that we will be seen as ridiculous, or that we 
are in favor of people being murdered. There’s more to this bill, by the 
way, then simply that piece that they tried to correct. If Senate Bill 66 
passes it would create the only— 


SENATOR GIUDA: Point of order, Mister President. 
(The Chair recognized Senator Giuda.) 


SENATOR GIUDA: We're arguing not the substance of the bill or po- 
tential implications of it, we’re arguing an amendment to the bill and 
the enrolled bills process. 


PRESIDENT MORSE: We're on the adoption of the enrolled bill amend- 
ment to Senate Bill 66. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Right. Thank you. So, if Senate Bill 66- thank 
you for the clarification, I believe I’m within those bounds. If Senate Bill 
66 passes as amended, judges could reasonably look at this medically 
inaccurate definition of a fetus. The term fetus as it appears in other 
statutes, including our assault statute, our vital records statute— 


SENATOR GIUDA: Point of order, Mister President. 

PRESIDENT MORSE: State your point of order, Senator Giuda. 
SENATOR GIUDA: I will continue to state points of order so long as the 
substance of the bill itself and not the amendment are being discussed. 
PRESIDENT MORSE: I think the Senator understands that. Senator, 
could you please get to a point. 

SENATOR HENNESSEY: I do understand that, and this is~ 
PRESIDENT MORSE: We’re debating the amendment, Senator. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: This is about what the amendment leaves out, 
why the amendment is flawed. Is that not right? 


PRESIDENT MORSE: Senator, we’re debating the enrolled bill amend- 
ment. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Right. Thank you. I believe the enrolled bill 
amendment— 


PRESIDENT MORSE: We’re not debating the original bill. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: -is flawed. It continues to be flawed. Am I 
allowed to say that? 


PRESIDENT MORSE: Yes you are. 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Yes. The enrolled bill amendment is flawed 
because it only addresses one thing that was flawed in the bill. It’s still 
flawed, even with the amendment. Thank you. 


Recess. Out of recess. 
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PRESIDENT MORSE: We are discussing the adoption of the enrolled 
bill amendment to Senate Bill 66. 


(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, in the process of managing the Senate, we’ve always admired the 
way you do it, and you've done it well. And it seems to me that as col- 
leagues we should respect one another in our positions, and getting up 
and interrupting is not the right way to go. You're the President, you 
manage this organization. If you think a person’s out of line, you let 
them know, but I don’t think it’s the public’s position. We’re members, 
you're our leader, and I think what’s happened is disrespectful to the 
Senate. We can’t be that way. You know, this body has a great history, 
has a great history of integrity, it has a great history of respect. Let’s 
maintain that. I think the Senator was within her rights to do what she 
was doing, you as the President will make the decision when she gets 
out of line and you'll let her know, or you'll let us know. But I think for 
others to do that is totally inappropriate. Thank you, Mister President. 


PRESIDENT MORSE: You all have the right to ask for a parliamen- 
tary inquiry, Senator. We’ve been here long enough; I’ve been a Town 
Moderator. That’s within your rights. So, I think we have made several 
mistakes today on the Senate Floor, and I think when we get done 
today, people need to start talking again. I agree with you there, Coach. 
I’ve certainly been involved in enough debates to understand how far 
I can let them go. This is a very sensitive issue to everyone, not just 
people on one side or the other. I got it. I tried to be open and hon- 
est with this procedure. That’s what I tried to do. If I failed, ’'m sure 
someone will let me know a year down the road. But the reality is 
today, this is what we’re voting on. So, with that, is there any further 
discussion on Senate Bill 66?

AMENDED ANALYSIS 


This bill establishes keno in New Hampshire and establishes a pro- 
gram to provide grants to kindergarten students. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in support 
of the report, and driving here this morning on Route 4 I hit a turkey 
in flight. It survived and flapped on and I thought is this some kind of 
sign to me about Senate Bill 191? Now first I do want to thank all the 
co-sponsors who joined in the long strange trip of this bill. Senator from 
District 20, Senator from District 5, Senator from District 10, Senator 
from District 13, Senator from District 17, Senator from District 18, 
Senator from District 8, Senator from District 1, Senator from District 
15, and how much I wish that I could personally be here to thank the 
Senator from District 16. And thank you as well, Mister President, and 
the Senator from District 3 for always believing it was the will of this 
body to fully fund kindergarten. Now I visited a kindergarten gradua- 
tion last week and I chatted with a group of parents who were watching 
their kids come to the stage, and you know Davy’s mom said, you know 
I hope Davy will become a teacher, and Danny’s mom said he’s going 
to be a lawyer, and Marty’s mom said well I think she’s going to go to 
Dartmouth and be a psychologist, and Johnny’s going to be a fireman, 
and Ruthie she’s going to be nurse, and there was one kid going like this 
and the mother said, Bobby’s going to be a pilot. And then after a pause, 
Davy’s mom said again, I just hope he won’t grow up to be a politician. 
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Well, it happens in the best of families and Davy’s mom ended up with a 
politician, the prime sponsor of Senate Bill 191. Now it could have been 
another prime sponsor for this bill and it may have turned out differently. 
I know some of the co-sponsors will and some will not vote for this bill. 
And no matter what the outcome of this vote, we can in this body know 
that everyone is trying to do the best for our kids. It’s my bill, any fail- 
ings in the bill or in the process, it is my bill and it’s my responsibility. 
If there’s anyone to blame for this, maybe turkey sometimes, but this 
thing that emerged, blame me. I’m the prime sponsor and whatever may 
be objectionable to some of you in this bill it’s on me. But I do beseech 
and implore my colleagues in both caucuses to join together to continue 
the fight for full-day kindergarten funding. It’s always about the kids. 
Now I do recall my kindergarten teacher, Mrs. Emhoff, who showed 
us, how many of you remember that little film strip called “Duck and 
Cover?” And it was a turtle, who sang the duck and cover song and we 
would go out in the hallway to duck and cover in case the USSR lobbed 
in the big one on Beech Parks School with a nuclear bomb. And I was 
thinking about duck and cover, Mister President, when the other body 
over the wall, you know, the USSR over there, the Union of Skeptical 
and Skinflint Republics, lobbed in keno and it was duck and cover time, 
but like the turtle after a couple days I stuck my head out and saw it 
was just another day in Concord and K-E-N-O, I guess it’s Kids Eventu- 
ally Need Opportunities, eventually. And all I don’t like about the bill 
is the timing, the amount of funding and the method of funding. But 
that aside, we get to move forward, even if no keno screen ever lights 
up in the state of New Hampshire, there is $1,100 additional per kid for 
our schools moving forward forever, even if there’s never a single keno 
station approved, we have accomplished $1,100 for kids. Now, are there 
constitutional issues? That’s been raised, well we can’t know that for 
three years, because it won’t be then until that part of the program is 
implemented and anybody might even have standing, and by that time, 
don’t you know, both parties, don’t you agree, will probably have moved 
to full funding by then and that point will be moot. Well, it’s been a long 
time, and I think I do want to say a few words about how to live with the 
disappointment for the political process, and why it’s important to move 
forward sometimes. The kindergarten journey, after all, began in 1999. 
I remember the rally over there in Eagle Square with my wife and my 
young son, and Governor Shaheen came to say we are so close, we are 
so close, and then we had half-day kindergarten, and we had funding 
for building aid. And those five year olds now may have children who 
are about to enter kindergarten and would like full-day kindergarten in 
their communities. Now, the children of Israel wandered forty years in 
the wilderness, and I guess the children of New Hampshire are going to 
wander for twenty years, but I daresay we really today are now on the 
mountaintop. We can see full-day funding. It’s dawning, if we just hold 
on and keep on. It’s not about my bill, it’s not about me, it’s about the 
kids. It’s the kids I saw in Somersworth, the teachers said they were from 
families of all backgrounds, sixty-nine languages in the schools, families 
from afar whose parents never went to school, and they are learning. 
They are succeeding in first grade and beyond, and one teacher said, 
with full day we get to feed them twice. A hungry child can’t learn, and 
our towns are hungry for something from us, a substantial increase in 
funding and members of both parties who will continue the fight for full 
adequacy. Colleagues, just bear with me a little longer. I want to say 
something else about what I would call the politics of imperfection. And 
you've got— again bear with me a little longer, you’re going to hear one 
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more Robert Frost poem this session. And Robert Frost actually wrote a 
poem about today, about mid-summer. It’s about mid-summer. It’s called 
the Oven Bird. It’s short. 


The Oven Bird 
There is a singer everyone has heard, 
Loud, a mid-summer and a mid-wood bird, 
Who makes the solid tree trunks sound again. 
He says that leaves are old and that for flowers 
Mid-summer is to spring as one to ten. 
He says the early petal-fall is past 
When pear and cherry bloom went down in showers 
On sunny days a moment overcast; 
And comes that other fall we name the fall. 
He says the highway dust is over all. 
The bird would cease and be as other birds 
But that he knows in singing not to sing. 
The question that he frames in all but words 
Is what to make of a diminished thing. 
© 1916 Robert Frost 


What to make of a diminished thing. You know the oven bird as many of 
you probably know, its call is teacher, teacher. Teachers teach hope but 
they also teach about our limitations. Dreams and disappointments make 
a strange marriage, but it births wisdom. Let’s be wise and let’s give 
our children some hope. Teacher, teacher, the dream song goes on about 
full-day kindergarten. It’s about the kids. Thank you, Mister President.

(The Chair recognized Senator D’Allesandro.) 


SENATOR D’ALLESANDRO: Thank you, Mister President. Mister Presi- 
dent, I rise to speak against Senate Bill 191. Now there isn’t anybody 
in this room that doesn’t know that I am the champion of gaming. I’ve 
been on that case for the last twenty years. I thought it was a reason- 
able way to create jobs, to provide economic opportunity and to provide 
a significant resource for the state of New Hampshire. I was accused in 
those days of saying slots for tots and was demeaned for slots for tots; 
chastised. How was I going to do this devious thing, gambling; expanded 
gambling and use the money to pay for tots! I’m a teacher— been teach- 
ing all of my life; started out at Kennett High School in Conway, New 
Hampshire, ended up at Saint Anselm College. No one appreciates the 
value of education as much as I do. I’ve got a large family, I’ve got nine 
grandchildren, I’ve got two great-grandchildren, I know the importance 
of kindergarten. All of my children attended kindergarten. My wife and 
her colleagues formed a nursery school, because we didn’t have pre-K 
at the time. So we did it at the church on the West Side, Saint Andrews 
Church on the West Side of Manchester. So I believe in education, I 
believe in kindergarten. The methodology is not my cup of tea; keno, 
keno is a very addictive form of gambling. Those of you that have been 
in Massachusetts see those keno towers every place, they’re in every bar 
and every restaurant. They play one game every sixty seconds, one game 
every sixty seconds. It costs you a buck to play, so I have no problem with 
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kindergarten and I say this, my colleagues deserve a tremendous amount 
of credit for working this out, trying to work this out, trying to make it 
happen. But when you mix the two, I think you create something that, 
it just doesn’t set well with me, doesn’t set well with me, doesn’t mean 
it’s the wrong thing, we’re all going to make that decision. But it doesn’t 
set well with me. I’m not going into a bar in Manchester, look up and 
say there’s the keno screen, I’m going to play for a buck. I’m not going to 
do it and that buck is going to pay for my kid. We have full day kinder- 
garten in Manchester; we’ve had it for a long period of time. It helps, it 
helps. But Mister President, I would feel that I would be betraying my 
ethical standards if I were to say I would use this methodology to fund 
something that I believe in, but I think it’s the wrong course of action 
to place. And I might say I drove by Rockingham Park last week and I 
saw that building being destroyed. That building that for over a hundred 
years played a significant role in the financial stability of the state of 
New Hampshire. They’re knocking that baby down, they're crushing that 
baby down, and at one time that revenue represented 7 percent of the 
operating income for the state of New Hampshire when I first came to 
this legislature. So we’ve had opportunities to fund and fund and fund 
and we have refused those. So youre going to do what you want to do 
and I appreciate that, I understand that, I truly understand that, but 
I would not want any of you to think that I’m a hypocrite, because I’m 
not a hypocrite. I said I had a way to do something. I presented that 
way for twenty years. We won some, we lost some, but in the long run I 
don’t think that this is the crowning glory of expanded gaming. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, 
I rise and amazingly have the thought that after a day where we have 
debated and voted on a budget that when I think about what sausage 
making at its worst is, today to me it’s not the budget process, it’s our 
debate on keno. The struggle that I have as someone who’s here to think 
about the policy on this is what is the policy we're trying to create today? 
Were we here to debate half-day versus full-day kindergarten? I have 
constituents that come to me on both sides of the aisle, both sides of 
the aisle, who have said the same thing. Kindergarten is no more than 
government paid day care. A school board member came to me and said 
that to me, Mister President. I have other people that have come to me 
and said it’s an incredibly important learning tool and with the advances 
in education it’s absolutely vital that we make sure that we have it, and 
that we either have it half-day or we have it full-day. And I’ve tried 
throughout this process to really listen to both sides of this argument, 
those that believe that we should have kindergarten, those that believe 
we should not have kindergarten, and then those that come to me and 
say how should we pay for it? Mister President, you'll remember that 
when this thing first came it was a specific funding formula that looked 
at poor kids differently based upon what town they lived in. The towns 
I represent, Bedford, New Hampshire, the largest town I represent was 
only going to get about $700, I think $750, a truly disproportionate rec- 
ognition of the value of a poor kid. And, Mister President, as you know 
I voted against it at that point because I do believe that if we’re going 
to treat people equally we should treat everybody equally and not based 
upon their zip code. And, Mister President, let me be very, very clear; I 
applaud the Governor, I think he’s done an amazing job advocating for 
something that’s very important to him, and so my consternation on this 
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bill is no reflection on the Governor at all, because I really believe that 
his heart’s in the right place and he believes what he believes, but my 
biggest challenge with the consideration we're having today and very 
similar to the Senator from District 20, is the second part of our sausage 
making today is how do we pay for it. And what concerns me most is 
that we stood in this exact same room two years ago and for a solid year 
complained that the last budget we were debating was put together by 
a revenue source that didn’t exist. And Mister President, we were very 
critical of that. So how do I stand here today and consider doing the 
same thing on the thing that I was so critical of a year ago? Two years 
ago we looked at a budget that looked to use gambling revenue of $80 
million to create a budget. And today I sit here with a consideration of 
a policy that looks to use a revenue source that today doesn’t exist, and 
I’m struggling with that, I’m not going to lie to you Mister President, I’m 
struggling with how do I reconcile something that I pounded the table 
on two years ago that today I’m being asked to consider. On top of that 
even if one believes that this change of policy consideration is the right 
thing to do, Mister President I’m concerned about the implementation 
of it. When I talk to my friends in this body, I talk to my friends across 
the hall, I talk to people in the street, and say alright, if we pass this 
policy consideration to allow keno in our state that every community 
that wants to do it has to approve it. Do we believe that Portsmouth 
will vote to do this? Do we believe that Concord will vote to do this? Do 
we believe that Keene will vote to do this? Lebanon, Plymouth, every 
large community that we have that really has a city or a downtown, and 
my concern is we're going to end up with two or three communities that 
will actually vote for this. So on and above the time it’s going to take to 
get it to the local place, on and above the votes they have, I’m having 
a hard time seeing that there will be a sufficient number of communi- 
ties that will approve this and actually generate the money. But on the 
other hand I say to myself well who cares? I mean do we really care if 
these towns approve it, do we really care if enough people go play keno, 
and do we really care how much money it raises because as we know, 
there’s a floor that irrespective of whether or not keno is successful we 
now have a minimum standard of spending of what we’re going to spend 
on it. Which raises up the next question I struggle with: how do we pay 
for it? Let’s make the assumption, and for me I believe it’s an accurate 
assumption that the money never materializes, and so we’re looking at 
a $9 million spend with no income to pay for it. So what do we do? Are 
we going to make a $9 million cut to the budget? Are we going to raise 
taxes? I’m concerned Mister President, and members of this body, that 
look, I am willing to have this debate as to whether or not we should 
have kindergarten or not, I’m willing to have the debate as to what it 
is, and I’m willing to have the debate as to whether or not we need to 
create an actual funding mechanism for it, but being I’m not sure we 
have those answers today, I’m not sure we should move the bill forward. 
And so with that Mister President, my position is on this bill is I don’t 
think I can vote for it with respect to all of you that have done good 
work on this and I know everyone’s tried very hard, but I think it’s in a 
place that I can’t be true to my fiscal belief that if we’re going to spend 
money we need to have the money, and support this policy at this time. 
Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Hennessey.) 


SENATOR HENNESSEY: Thank you, Mister President. I don’t think 
I’ve ever, well I’ve only been in legislature for three years, but I don’t

think I’ve ever seen a bill where people were not only so bipartisan, I 
mean, you know, it’s not along party lines that people are voting and I 
also think that many of us have probably been walking the knife edge 
I’ve been walking about which way to go. One day I think absolutely 
I'll vote in favor of this because I spent my life in the field of education, 
and I know that the studies show that, in fact, children who have full- 
day kindergarten are much better prepared to enter first grade. Many 
of those children would not be in full-day kindergarten, especially the 
ones who are less fortunate, would not be in full-day kindergarten if 
we don’t have it paid for in our state. So that’s when I start to say yes, 
I’m going to have to vote in favor of it. The keno piece of it, and what 
feels the way it was put together, feels to me as though it’s sending an 
absolutely terrible message about how we fund education and certainly 
how we fund kindergarten. So, while the Senator from 9 and I agree I 
think in feeling we will probably vote against this bill, I do have to tell 
you that it’s not a glorified daycare. I personally have a granddaughter 
who just finished kindergarten, I have three of my own kids who went to 
kindergarten, half-day and full-day. My granddaughter came out reading 
and writing, she is completely ready for first grade and she would not 
have been, even though she has highly educated parents, she would not 
have been if she hadn’t had full-day kindergarten. I also feel that I can’t 
in good faith, and I can’t ethically go along with the idea that these two 
are tethered together, that keno is not an appropriate means, and people 
have said oh well the lottery’s funding education, you know I go back 
to my kindergarten days, two wrongs don’t make a right. I don’t think 
they should be, I mean honestly I think it should be called grade zero 
then, if that makes a difference; it’s a grade, it’s called kindergarten, 
that doesn’t make it any different. We don’t do this kind of thing; we’re 
not looking at other school aid or adequacy funds that are tethered to 
keno. Kindergarten is a grade; it wasn’t maybe in the 1950s when all 
the mothers, and I do mean mothers, stayed home with their kids, that’s 
not how it works anymore, and it shouldn’t work that way anymore. I 
believe firmly in kindergarten and I’ve spoken with the superintendents 
and the school board members in my district and they all understand 
that I am 100 percent behind full-day kindergarten, but I can’t live with 
myself if I vote to tether keno to kindergarten, so I’m urging that we- I 
will be voting against this. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn.) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. As my colleagues have 
previously spoken, what we have here is a classical prisoner’s dilemma. 
In short, just to remind you of the lesson, is making the deal worse than 
doing nothing or is doing nothing worse than making the deal. That’s 
where we're at. I can’t help but rise and note some of the contradictions 
that are before us in the midst of an addiction crisis we’re supporting 
a known addictive gaming habit. We’re supporting a Governor’s schol- 
arship to reduce the cost of completing post-secondary education, and 
then encouraging bars to place gaming machines within fifty steps of 
our colleges and universities. Ultimately this body will debate in future 
years how to fully fund kindergarten when our next education discussion 
should be about how are we going to fund early childhood education. But 
I’d rather be asking this body in the future to decouple these issues, roll 
back keno gambling, then starting from scratch to fund kindergarten in 
a full-day, full-adequacy kindergarten. And so long as these issues are 
tethered together, the label on our actions is going to be kenogarten, not 
full-day, full-adequacy kindergarten. So, I see the dilemma that we’re in 
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and I’m coming down on a side and I see that knife’s edge. For me, I’d 
rather be asking this body in the future to decouple these issues and fund 
full-day kindergarten with full-adequacy aid, roll back keno gambling 
then doing nothing now in funding beyond half-day kindergarten. So I'll 
be voting in favor of this bill. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Woodburn.) 


SENATOR WOODBURN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise in oppo- 
sition. Poet Francis Frost said you can tell a lot about a person in how 
they negotiate a barbed wire fence; it shows inner differences, inner 
differences. You know I’m the Minority Leader. The Minority Leader 
needs to speak for those who are out of power, those who are neglected, 
those who get stuck with the bill, those that face the greatest challenges, 
the greatest burdens of our society. I also happen to be fortunate to 
come from the North Country where the face of poverty is clear. I’m a 
teacher. I know the value of kindergarten, I know and have seen eyes 
dulled by poverty and neglect, and I know those kids that have been to 
kindergarten and have that opportunity and have love and support and 
attention in their lives. But there’s another side to this, like those scales 
of justice, we have those kids that we want to help and do more for. But 
I’m afraid we’re missing the other side of that scale and the other side 
is the face of the person who is playing that keno. The place that they 
come from and what their surroundings look like and hat their world 
looks like. In their perspective we are picking the pocket of the poorest 
people from the poorest places in the state of New Hampshire to fund 
something partially, hopefully we can improve on it and maybe we can 
improve it. These are folks that can afford it the least, and potentially 
addicted the most. In the midst of an opioid crisis we are going to lure 
dollars away from those families that need this, when they’re going 
into maybe buy a six pack or whatever, something to chase away the 
demons. We are going to capitalize on that. This is a transfer of wealth, 
it’s nothing more. It’s a transfer of wealth from those who can afford 
it the least, to those who can afford it the most. Now, not every kid in 
kindergarten’s the same. We’re a wealthy state, we’re a wealthy state, 
and some of those kids come from wealthy families who'll be getting 
this kindergarten. It will be a transfer from the person playing keno 
to those kindergarten kids who come from wealthy, privileged back- 
grounds. Especially an area like Coos County where I come from, where 
we are losing, we’re hemorrhaging people, and we’re not going to have 
the children to be able to fix our workforce. We have a negative work- 
force growth in the next ten years. So the issue really becomes in my 
communities in the North Country, who will take your prisons! We will 
take your prisons! We’re glad because you know what, it pays the bills. 
There’s more people incarcerated in my district today than anywhere 
else in the state of New Hampshire, and I am proud to have them. They 
are human beings that deserve our dignity, they deserve our respect. 
But we'll take them because it’s an economic development opportunity. 
We will take them, but you’re creating the “haves” and the “have-nots,” 
communities that people are leaving and communities that people are 
going to. And this clearly rewards those communities people are moving 
to, go to, and leaving those with less money. So we will produce revenue, 
we will take, I’m sure, my communities would love to have keno, as an 
opportunity to create some money, and that money will be raised, and 
it'll go to communities that choose not to for whatever moral judgments 
they might have, maybe they don’t like the way it looks, maybe they don’t 
want those people hanging around the stores and the bars or whatever, 
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and it is a transfer from those who have, from those who do not have 
to those who have. That’s what this is all about. It is regressive, it’s 
unreliable, and it’s unconstitutional. Robert Frost said, “Nothing can 
make injustice just [except] mercy.” Mercy, have mercy on us; a state 
that’s as rich as we are and does so much harm to those, the poorest 
among us, the poorest among us. When you're in a hole, stop digging. 
We need to turn this rigged economy, this rigged state government that 
helps those who have the most against those that have the least, and 
this is an example of that, and I hope that we can turn this down. Let’s 
have a special session, and let’s do kindergarten right and not tie it toa 
regressive source that is going to hurt poor people and help rich people. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Mister President. 
I, too, rise in opposition to Senate Bill 191, and what I want to say is 
that we, as a legislature, have an obligation to provide the best possible 
opportunity for everyone in this state and particularly the youngest 
among us. And if we really believe that kindergarten is a mechanism to 
be able to do that, and is something that we should be investing in, we 
have the opportunity as a legislature to do that. We're talking basically 
about a program that has been estimated to cost around $14 million. 
And what were we willing to do? We were willing to give additional 
tax breaks just for one year to the business community for $20 million. 
But we couldn’t find the money to invest in our youngest population. I 
find it really outrageous, in a certain sense, in terms of how we should 
be thinking about the future and how we should be thinking about our 
youngest citizens in this state. And if we believe that we can solve this 
problem by tying the funding of kindergarten to keno and that we can 
turn around in the future and take a very insidious and pervasive form 
of gambling, over which we will have little or no control, and turn back 
the tide in the future, I think we are both naive and unrealistic, and 
we will see keno in all of the communities that really can least afford 
to have keno, because it’s probably true, my city of Portsmouth, I don’t 
believe will vote for keno. No, I’m not sure that any of the communities 
in my district would vote for keno. In fact most of them already have 
stepped up to the plate and are providing full day kindergarten because 
the citizens in my communities believe that that is what we should 
be doing for our young people. And where are we as a legislature and 
as leaders in this state by saying, well you know we can’t afford to do 
kindergarten, we think maybe it’s a good idea, we think maybe it isn’t 
a good idea, but we certainly don’t want to fund it, we’re going to find 
an alternative way— that I couldn’t agree more with my colleague from 
District 1—- that is unreliable, unpredictable, unconstitutional and un- 
certain for the future. So let’s have the real debate about whether or not 
we should as a state legislature, and particularly as the State Senate, 
supporting kindergarten and finding the financial resources to do that 
for now and for the future. I believe that’s our obligation, I believe that, 
you know, I have a moral obligation and an economic obligation to fund 
kindergarten appropriately, but not through keno. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I have, and still to this 
minute, am struggling with my vote on this bill. My entire adult life I 
have supported education, have put, my husband and I have put our- 
selves in hock to pay for, you know, a good education for our kids from 
kindergarten through graduate school. And we had to pay, you know, 
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our own way through kindergarten in those days. And I have also been 
a proponent, as I said earlier today, of gaming, again, for other reasons 
other than the fact of what it is. And I got up this morning and talked 
about the dangers of online gambling and I think that keno is much the 
same. | think we, as a group, and as, you know, a bunch of smart people, 
I think right now we’re jumping for whatever reason for that low hang- 
ing fruit, or for that shiny bauble that’s going to give us all day kinder- 
garten. Now my community has it, my community could use the help in 
paying for it, that’s for sure. Whether ultimately it would pass my board 
of aldermen, heaven only knows. But at any rate, I’m, you know, being 
pressured to some extent that well $1,100 is better than nothing. But you 
know again, as I stand here my conscience and my gut tells me that we 
can come together, we have waited this long to do full-day kindergarten, 
that we can wait a couple more months, or whatever, and we can come 
together and find a better way to fund it and a more viable. We turn down 
things all the time because we don’t have a viable option. And I have to 
say it’s certainly not that I’m against kids or against education, and I 
certainly don’t generally find myself in a position, I’m frankly more of a 
libertarian, about letting people make up their own minds about— and 
I’m not trying to protect people from themselves, but it just does not sit 
right with me. So I think as I struggled, but as I say this I think I’m 
going to vote no on this particular way to fund kindergarten, and hope 
that our better selves will come together in the very near future and 
find a way to fund this as a sustainable good way to fund kindergarten. 
And just in closing, because my motto is always leave them laughing, 
I’m expecting lightning to strike because today I have agreed with the 
Senator from District 9 and the Right to Life. So, this is a banner day, 
and I thank you for your indulgence, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I will be voting 
against this bill but my reason is probably a little bit different than 
most of my colleagues. Very seldom, you know, in our efforts to represent 
our communities, do we actually get a good sense of what our commu- 
nity is thinking about and when we deal with an issue up here. In my 
community back in March at our annual meeting, my community voted 
overwhelmingly for all-day kindergarten, but they did so with having 
the participants pay for it. To vote now for the bill before us would go 
directly against the vote of my constituents and what they had voted 
for in March. So to uphold their vote and the integrity of their vote I 
will be voting against this bill. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Innis.) 


SENATOR INNIS: Thank you, Mister President. You know it’s interest- 
ing when I drive home from the Senate each time we’re in session or 
after committee meetings, I go up I-95 and as I’m nearing Portsmouth 
I see giant billboards and they tell me how much money I can win if 
I play Mega Millions or Powerball this week. Right? Four drawings. 
Now Ill play now and then, if it gets to 250 million, right? There are a 
lot of people who play these things every single drawing. And then we 
have Pick 3 and Pick 4, it’s gambling, it funds education. Is it perfect? 
No. This bill will fund education with gambling. Is it perfect? No. But 
it gets us full-day kindergarten. It gets us where we want to be and 
where I’ve heard so many of you say we need to be. Sometimes solutions 
aren't elegant, but they work. Sometimes they’re not elegant and they 
don’t work. If this one doesn’t work, we'll find a way to fix it. I have 
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confidence in this body to do so, but we’ve got to take the first step and 
move this forward and get full kindergarten started and try to make 
this work. I firmly believe we need to do so. Lottery pays for education, 
it’s gambling. Keno will pay for education, it’s gambling. I don’t see the 
difference. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Sanborn.) 


SENATOR SANBORN: Thank you, Mister President. I rise and thank 
my colleagues for reminding me in their debate that this is a product 
that would only happen through state licensees of alcohol. So my apolo- 
gies that obviously based upon the current ethics laws that we have in 
place, even though I do not think it would benefit me any more so than 
anyone else who is a liquor licensee, I feel compelled to say I may or 
may not have a conflict and I'll still be participating. Thank you, Mister 
President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 


SENATOR FELTES: Thank you very much, Mister President. Mister 
President, over the last few days I’ve heard from a lot of people, that I 
respect, making compelling arguments to vote for this, and I really do 
respect and appreciate all the work that the prime sponsor, the Majority 
Leader, and all of the advocates have done on this bill, and on this issue. 
You know we're standing here today not debating whether or not we 
should do full-day K, we’re debating whether or not this funding mecha- 
nism and this tethering is a good idea. The debate over whether or not 
full-day K is a good thing is over. Everybody here agrees. That’s a good 
thing. The thing I cannot get beyond, Mister President, is on page 2 of 
the committee of conference report, where there is a legislative acknowl- 
edgement that kindergarteners should be treated the same, and then it 
goes on to treat them differently. Differently how? Not funding them the 
same, using hinging full support regardless if it’s keno or something else, 
a specific source. We don’t do that for any other kid. We don’t do that for 
any other school child. Why do I think that’s a constitutional problem? 
I think, Mister President, while there’s not a mandate for full-day K, 
there is a legislative acknowledgment even citing adequacy statutes that 
kindergarteners be treated the same and then we don’t do it. Now, you 
can say alright that’s great, Dan, you know you're a lawyer, you know 
this is your conclusion. But we were sworn to bear faith and true alle- 
giance to the state constitution and the federal, in this particular case 
the state. Would we acknowledge for the first time in legislation that 
kindergarten is part of a constitutionally adequate education, and then 
we don’t treat kindergarteners the same, in my view, Mister President, 
that raises a constitutional issue. That tethering which first appeared in 
the committee of conference report raises a constitutional issue. I know 
that we’re not judges, and that if something was filed in the future, we’re 
not going to be deciding it. But, why? Why would we? This is the thing 
I can’t get beyond. Why would we subject kindergarteners to potential 
litigation? And again, can other lawyers make other arguments? They 
could. I don’t know what a court would say specifically, but I can tell 
you that I firmly and genuinely believe, Mister President, that this does 
have a constitutional problem. And, you know, my good friend from 
District 4 said it wouldn’t arise until 2020, but certainly some lawyer 
could make an argument that there is an acknowledgement that those 
school districts should get full support right now. So, you know we say, 
“don’t let the perfect be the enemy of the good.” My friend from District 
3 says it a lot, citing the French philosopher Voltaire. I believe, I firmly 
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believe with votes of 18-5 and 22-1 in this chamber, and 247-116 and then 
233-100 on the other side that we all agree on full-day K. That we can 
un-tether this and do something in January when, you know, it’s cooler 
and maybe cooler heads prevail on the right way forward. There is an 
argument that some time down the road we can un-tether this. I don’t 
know. But for me, Mister President, I can’t support this simply because 
of the tethering that occurred in the committee of conference, and I do 
think, though, that today everybody is recognizing in a bipartisan way 
how important this is and everybody has to make, obviously, their own 
vote but for me, I can’t get beyond that, I can’t get beyond possibly set- 
ting this up for a situation of litigation. So, thank you very much, Mister 
President. I appreciate the opportunity to speak on this. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. I’m troubled by the 
fact that I still find this to be such a challenging vote. I’m troubled by 
the fact that an issue, actually two issues really, and I think that’s really 
the most horrible part, my colleague talked about the sausage factory 
and others talked about a Sophie’s Choice. This isn’t good. Today if you 
vote yes, or you vote no, nobody’s feeling good about this. I mean what 
does it say that we’re trying to accomplish something, we're all sort of 
saying, ugh, well, you know it’s part of the loaf, it’s something, it’s not 
what we all wanted. What does that say about this, and why don’t our 
constituents deserve better? Why don’t my constituents deserve better? 
I mean look, as my colleague from Manchester said, Manchester’s full- 
day kindergarten. We're struggling, struggling under a tax cap to pay 
for it, but we do. We're still going to have full-day kindergarten because 
we know how important it is, we know the difference that it makes. I 
certainly have constituents that support keno. I was with my dad at a 
rehab facility yesterday, I’m pushing his wheelchair and somebody else is 
pushing another and they said hey, I can’t wait for keno. My constituents 
support that, and yet as my colleague from Concord said, they’re two 
separate things, tying them together is what is such a struggle. And I 
guess what is even more of a struggle is that we have already voted on a 
plan. You now when the Governor talked about full-day K, and I wished 
he had said, you know full-day K and full funding for full-day K, and 
stood up for that and that that’s where we were today. That’s what we 
should be voting on. And, is something better than nothing? I guess that’s 
the question that we have to ask ourselves, but you know I really wish 
the Governor had stood up and said that because we previously voted 
on a plan that would have provided more aid for some of the poorest in 
our state, and certainly my colleague from District 1 has poor- we all 
have poor people that live in this state, but I have the poorest school in 
the state of New Hampshire, the Beech Street School, 96 percent free 
and reduced lunch, more than 45 percent English language learners. 
Do those kids deserve a little more? I would say they do, and if you met 
some of them in the struggles and the families that they come from, 
they probably deserve a little more. I struggle with this vote, I truly do 
because I don’t feel, like at the end of the day, I'll feel good no matter 
how I vote. Do I want some money to be returned to my community? 
Sure, of course I do. Do I think this is the way to do it, do I think that 
in the end we’re going to walk out of here saying hey we did something 
for kids? We didn’t, I mean it’s really unfortunate that, you know, we 
compromise to the point of just finding ourselves with this before us, 
and, you know, we’re all going to have to stand up and take a vote, yes 
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or no. But this is a sad situation to be in at this point and I really hope, 
I really truly hope that we can come up with a real solution. Thank you, 
Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Bradley.) 


SENATOR BRADLEY: Thank you very much. I just want to start out by 
saluting my friend from Dover for quoting a great American icon, Jerry 
Garcia, when he said what a long strange trip it’s been, if you listened 
to the debate, yeah, it certainly has been a long strange trip. Another 
American icon, I think most of you will know who it is said, it gets early 
around here late. I’m sorry, it gets late around here early. And that’s 
what we have before us today. You know I would agree with those who 
have said the debate is moving beyond whether full-day kindergarten’s 
important, but the lessons that you learn in kindergarten are lessons that 
stay with us for life; teamwork, compromise, working together, the fact 
that you have to share, that you don’t always get everything you want, 
that you have to find a way to cooperate and not dictate. And kinder- 
garten has led a long, long history in New Hampshire. First we funded 
kindergarten building aid, I believe that was in 1999. And in 2008 we 
funded half-day kindergarten, and apparently that was constitutional 
until we’ve now had a new debate where my friend from Concord opines 
that the way we're funding this, even though it adds about 60 percent 
more to the kindergarten grant, is suddenly unconstitutional. I’m not 
sure what’s changed. But there’s a little tyke that walks around the 
Statehouse sometimes, comes in to visit our office on the third floor for 
Sea His name is Leo. I bet some of you have seen him. He’s Governor 

ununv’s son; great little kid. Probably has the instincts of his grand- 
father, but knows he can’t be for something while you're against it. But 
Governor Sununu understands that working families, young families 
with kids, need full-day kindergarten. So he’s not just talking the talk, 
little Leo proves he’s walking the walk. He gets it, Governor Sununu, 
it’s a priority. But you know a lot of things have happened since this 
legislature came into existence in January. We've had to deal with the 
DCYF crisis, we’ve had to deal with the mental health crisis, we’ve 
had to put a lot more resources into the DD community, we’ve had to 
increase provider rates, all the things I talked about in the budget, a lot 
of the good things that we did in the budget. And yes, we tried to bal- 
ance things, and so our friends and neighbors who are waiting for a bed 
in the New Hampshire Hospital, in my mind, became a higher priority 
and $20 million, or maybe it was 22 when all was said and done, went 
to fund mental health services. We have to establish priorities, and the 
thing that, the lesson that I think about when I drive home, what does 
kindergarten mean? It means cooperate, it means don’t dictate, it means 
work together, all those life skills that you have to learn. We need to 
remember them sometimes. And in this building it means the art of 
the possible. Now I don’t like keno, I'll be right up front about it. It’s a 
tough vote for me, too, just as it’s a tough vote for a lot of people. But 
my friend from Dover, who’s our ultimate quotester, is not the only one 
that likes to read big books, and so I read his op-ed the other day and 
I’m going oh my God, how are we ever going to pass this bill? I don’t like 
it because of keno, but I think the good outweighs the bad, I’m going to 
vote for it. And I saw your editorial the other day, and then I talked to 
our friend from Dover and he said I’m going to vote for my bill, and I 
thought about courage. So I’m thinking about courage and I’m thinking 
about expectations; what do kids expect from us? They expect opportu- 
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nity. So one of my fave books— I’m sure our friend from Dover has read 
Great Expectations many times— and the central character, when he was 
a young child stole a pork pie to give to a convict who was hungry. And 
when the convict was led away, who later became Pip’s benefactor, he 
realized when he thought about it, as I’m sure our friend from Dover 
thought about it, thought about courage. And he thought about it in this 
way: “I was too cowardly to do what I knew to be right, as I had been 
too cowardly to avoid doing what I knew to be wrong.” There are two 
sides to this debate; there is no question about that. But we’re called 
upon here, to do things that sometimes stretch our limits. And to my 
friend from the North Country, it’s unfortunate he’s not here, you know 
he talks about poverty and he talks about neglect. Our friend from the 
North Country has thirty-five communities that have kids. Some of them 
are purchases, and grants, and so the fifty-nine communities, not all of 
them have kids. But of the thirty-five communities in our friend’s from 
the North Country that have students, twenty-seven of them have full- 
day kindergarten. So I say to my friend from the North Country, that’s 
property tax relief, the kind of property tax relief that our friend from 
Concord fought for in his property tax relief bill. And to my friend from 
Concord, some of your district has full-day kindergarten, but Concord 
doesn’t, and voting for this bill gives them an incentive to be part of the 
remaining 25 percent or so of New Hampshire that doesn’t have kinder- 
garten to do the right thing, and help them with the money to do the 
right thing. And my friend from Manchester, I know how both of you are 
tortured just as I have been about keno, it’s a million dollars of property 
tax relief to a community that I hear about all the time from both of you 
on the floor, needs that help. So I think the question that we have to 
ask ourselves here, what are we about today? Are we about helping kids 
have the opportunity that they need something our friend from Dover 
has fought for, something that Representative Wallner, Almy, Barry, 
and Bennett, Eaton, Gile, Martin, Nordgren, and Smith penned a letter 
to their colleagues supporting this bill because they said, “it’s because 
of our shared values that you have joined us throughout this legislative 
session in voting for expanded funding for quality full-day kindergarten 
programs. You understand that a full-day learning process produces 
lasting gains for our kids in an academic achievement, increased gradu- 
ation rates, and reduced crime rates.” So I’d like to hope that there’s a 
consensus here that even though some of us are uncomfortable, and I 
am with keno, what I’m not uncomfortable with is giving every five year 
old, like Leo Sununu, who we know, he'll be fine, Leo will be fine, but 
Lester, who may live in a town over, or Lynn, who may live in another 
town in New Hampshire, let’s give Leo, Lester and Lynn full opportunity 
for full-day kindergarten. That’s what we should be about today. Thank 
you, Mister President. 


The question is on the adoption of the Committee of Conference Report.

I thank in par- 
ticular the Senator from District 5, who on behalf of the minority party 
delivered food baskets while my family was camped out at Dartmouth- 
Hitchcock. I’m eternally grateful for that. We enter a new phase next 
week in which we are no longer seeing signs of improvement. We now 
shepherd my spouse to the end of her life through hospice care, and we 
ask your support and your prayers as we continue to do that. Thank you.

(The Chair recognized Senator Avard.) 


SENATOR AVARD: Thank you, Mister President. Personal privilege.

Well I think they missed the right person for that, because I 
want to recognize Marie. She takes care of three Senators, she juggles 
and that’s just amazing, and if I should serve again I want her. But sen- 
timents are exactly what the Dean said, that without Marie we couldn't 
do anything.

I’m sorry, I’m 
not seeing you, is he here? He’s working, alright. The tours that are 
given in this building are exemplary and Virginia Drew and Deb Riv- 
ers, they do a fantastic job. Dianne, our nurse, I thought we were going 
to need you today that somebody would pass out from heatstroke.

But I’m tel ing 
you, the leadership of the Governor has been great and I thank him for 
coming in right now. 


GOVERNOR SUNUNU: You guys are thanking your entire staff; I didn’t 
know you had so much staff. I don’t know how we're doing it. For what 
it’s worth, I wasn’t planning on saying anything, but you guys are the 
volunteers and given what you guys have done, I never had the honor 
of being a Senator or a House member, but knowing what you have to 
do for six months for the whole volunteer pay of $100 a year, it’s incred- 
ible, it really is. And not just working with Senator Morse, and Senator 
Bradley, but really all of you, trying to be accessible and you've all been 
great, absolutely great to work with. We don’t agree on every issue of 
course, but you all deserve an absolute round of applause for the tireless 
work that you do. On behalf of my entire staff, we’ve had an absolute 
ball working with you.

She is very firm, very direct, tells me 
what I need to do and when and I’d better damn well do it. And I really 
appreciate that.

This is my first political office, and I found 
on both sides of the aisle great support, built some friendships, and 
I’m truly, truly grateful for what you’ve provided. Certainly Tammy, 
Kristy and others have guided me along the way as well.

(The Chair recognized Senator Daniels.) 


SENATOR DANIELS: Thank you, Mister President. I’m going to take a 
risk and pretend that I don’t realize what the words don’t you dare mean, 
and recognize Deb Martone, my assistant, who for the first part of the 
session we seemed to compete as to who could get to the office first in 
the morning until she realized I don’t sleep half the night. But Deb has 
been there in the morning, she’s been there long after I leave, she’s the 
one who keeps things organized in Finance. She was the one to mentor 
me through the process, to make sure that the committee stuff was all 
set up, taken down and moved around as we need to, but I just can’t 
say enough for the work that she has done, a true professional, indeed 
I’m very fortunate to have her. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Kahn. ) 


SENATOR KAHN: Thank you, Mister President. As my colleague from 
District 5 said, the newbies, great experience to work with everybody in 
this chamber, the staff and the elected officials. When I came into the 
office that I share with Senator Watters, his frustration of staffing in the 
office was palpable. We want to thank you Kristy for helping us out, but 
I got to thank Jessica Bourque and Jenny, and this is an opportunity to 
introduce Tricia Melillo, who is our assistant for Senator Watters and 
Senator Kahn. Thank you for just a wave so that you all recognize her 
because she’s a great talent and she'll be staffing other things I’m sure 
in the future, you'll find a way for her to do that. And I also just want 
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to thank, it’s already been done, the budget office, you didn’t know my 
interest in budgets, you’ve just been great when I walk in and treat a 
Senator like, you know, that I could have the same access to the same 
information that your committee members had. That’s truly what I was 
told to expect, it wasn’t until it was delivered that I really trusted that 
input, but thank you. And to the OLS staff, I’ve got to say if I track your 
numbers, your coding system, we wrote 2,330 different bills, amend- 
ments, things that never saw the light of day, that’s just amazing that 
that’s what this body generated and that’s just in this body with an “S” 
on it as opposed to all the other “H’s” that you no doubt did. It’s been 
a pleasure and I want to join the chorus in saying thank you so much. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Gannon.) 


SENATOR GANNON: Thank you, Mister President. I want to thank my 
son, Billy and daughter Kate for coming today. I did introduce you earlier 
and I said nothing embarrassing so we got through this part. I want to 
thank Sharon Carson for teaching me that it’s not just J udiciary, there 
is the ED&A and it is important, too. And Regina, thank you for teaching 
me everything about Transportation and I’m getting there, and Kat who 
has to put up with not only me, but the bear and the two deer. Wherever 
you are; thank you very much for putting up with me and the animals. 
Thank you. Thank you, Mister President. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Birdsell.) 


SENATOR BIRDSELL: Thank you, Mister President. I just want to thank 
Kat, not only for having to deal with the animals in your office, but the 
ones in Transportation and all the newbies that we had in Transportation. 
She had a lot of patience and she kept us organized, as well as Kelly in 
Election Law and I guess we're going to lose you and we're, we just got 
you trained! So, we’re going to really miss her as well. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Lasky.) 


SENATOR LASKY: Thank you, Mister President. I just want to echo 
my thanks to everyone who is in this room. Without you it, you know, 
we couldn’t exist and you all make it a good place to come to work ev- 
ery day. But I particularly want to say I’ve had the pleasure and good 
fortune to be led around by Marie and for the past year and a half to be 
helped and led around by Kelly Flathers and we have formed a wonderful 
working relationship, and that’s the good news. The bad news is Kelly 
is leaving us next week. And so I want you all to take the opportunity, 
she’s moving out of state, and to what I know is going to be a wonderful 
future and wonderful opportunities for her. So, I want you all to know 
that and take the opportunity to wish Kelly good luck, and pick me up 
off the floor. Thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Feltes.) 
SENATOR FELTES: Thank you, Mister President. Mister President, I 


want to give a very special shout out to an ee wonderful person 
and a great assistant 5 essica Bourque, for all she has done let’s give Jess a 
round of applause. And thank you, Senator Hennessey for your comments. 
And to everybody, you know we have disagreements and sometimes those 
disagreements are contentious and it can be tough on us, it can be tough 
on our staff, but I really appreciate working with all of you and all the 
work that you've done in good faith to serve the people of New Hampshire. 
So thank you all very much for this session. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Gray.) 
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SENATOR GRAY: Certainly Renata keeps me, wherever she is, you know, 
straight in the office and Kelly, I didn’t know somebody else was going to 
have to retrain me after you helped me out in the committee. But everyone 
on the staff, when you go see them, especially as a freshman and you have 
questions, I mean every department has been helpful. I mean, you know, 
Legislative Services not saying well gee, you know you've already put in 
three amendments this week, you know. The Senate Research that can 
tell me who the first woman that went into the Veteran’s Home was, and 
why that bill was the way it is. Every one of the staff have been helpful 
to me and, you know, hopefully helped me to do a better job as a Senator, 
and I thank you. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Fuller Clark.) 


SENATOR FULLER CLARK: Thank you very much, Mister President. 
I'd’ just like to echo the acknowledgement to all the staff that is here, 
how hard you work, and the many hours that you put in, and that you're 
always willing to be helpful and to assist us and to support us and it’s 
really quite remarkable. I don’t think that the outside world really un- 
derstands what you do and how you help us and how privileged we are to 
have you. But in addition to that, I would really like to thank the Minor- 
ity Leader, Jeff Woodburn, who has done a remarkable job in promoting 
the values and issues that we as Democrats care about.

(The Chair recognized Senator Watters.) 


SENATOR WATTERS: Thank you, Mister President. I, too, want to thank 
all my colleagues in both parties for a good session, my committee chairs, 
and one who has departed quickly and the others who are still here. And 
I want to echo what Senator Kahn said, too, about our, perhaps our new- 
est staff member, Tricia Melillo. We had an interesting kind of a, I don’t 
know, whether you’d think it was a Yankee Swap or speed dating with 
an employment service from our temps, and then boy did we get lucky 
when Tricia showed up and I said it’s going to be, you know you've seen 
those movies where the people are trying to run and catch up and throw 
themselves onto a train that’s leaving the station and I thought that’s what 
it’s going to be like. And I want to thank her for what a quick study and 
how much she’s helped us and also I sympathize with her; she not only 
got two Democrats, but she got two academics and just take a look at our 
desks and you'll know what it’s all about, but thank you, Tricia. 


(The Chair recognized Senator Soucy.) 


SENATOR SOUCY: Thank you, Mister President. I, too, want to thank 
Ryan Mahoney and Laura O’Neill, who are phenomenal in managing our 
caucus. I especially want to thank Marlene Taylor, who just goes above 
and beyond, not only does she feed all of you very well but she certainly 
takes care of us downstairs. The personal touches and the insight that 
she has and the ability to read what’s going on and what we need is just 
extraordinary. So I can’t thank Marlene enough. I also want to mention 
a couple people that aren’t here, Joe Burke, if you'll tell Larry we love 
him. He’s always here late at night for us and through the night, and 
Jim and Donna who is downstairs working already cleaning our offices 
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and taking care of all of us. But thanks to you, all of my colleagues; I’ve 
had kind of a rough year this year and people have been very supportive 
and I really appreciate that, so thank you. 


PRESIDENT MORSE: Well, I just, you know I can always come in here 
and thank my wife and daughter which they certainly check in every 
day, but the person that gets the brunt of that is certainly Shannon. She 
had the baby on time, she came back two days late, but that’s okay. But 
I want to thank her for everything she does to keep my family knowing 
where I am and where I’m not going to be, and thank you for everything 
you've done to keep the Senate rolling. My Chief of Staff truly has become 
a model for what chief of staffs should be. She recognizes that we all 
have different beliefs; she certainly makes sure that she works hard to 
make sure your lives move on and we work together. And almost every 
day she will give me the criticism that I need to make it through the 
day, to make sure that that happens. And I can’t thank her enough for 
how much she cares about the state of New Hampshire, because she’s 
truly a great Chief of Staff. 


You know earlier today I, somewhat, got a lecture from the Dean and 
I said gee, I didn’t even go to school under him, but the reality is I go 
to school with him every day. He’s probably the one I check out with 
every day. I’m here often a little more than he is lately, but the fact is 
he gets it, he understands what it’s all about. It’s the twenty-three of 
you that make a difference. It’s not about the Senate President. I thank 
you for the kind words, but without you we couldn’t make a difference 
every single day in the state of New Hampshire. We may not agree on 
everything and I see it in your faces, trust me, standing up here, that’s 
an easy thing to do. But the reality of the whole thing is, as I said in the 
beginning, it’s the twenty-four of us working together that have made a 
great difference in the state of New Hampshire, and as you go into this 
summer and you try to take a few hours off, which I know most of you 
won't, make sure that we do it with the same honor and respect that 
we've always treated each other with. And to all of you in the background, 
what Senator Bradley said, I mean immensely, thank you, thank you, 
thank you. You made us look great this year.
